REPORT  OF  THE  ACTING  PRESIDENT 

To  the  Governing  Council  of  the  University  of  Toronto 

No  date  in  the  recent  history  of  the  University  of  Toronto  has  been  more  mo- 
mentous than  July  1,  1972,  when  both  the  long-standing  constitution  and  the 
current  administration  of  the  University  were  fundamentally  changed.  All  other 
events  of  the  year  1971-72  were  overshadowed  in  importance  by  the  preparations 
for  this  date :  the  selection  of  Dr.  John  R.  Evans  as  ninth  President  of  the  Univer- 
sity, and  the  choosing,  by  election  or  appointment,  of  the  members  of  the  new 
Governing  Council.  This  report  of  1971-72,  then,  is  at  once  retrospective  and 
prospective ;  it  looks  back  to  the  events  of  the  year,  the  progress  made  and  the  issues 
unresolved,  and  it  looks  forward  as  well  to  the  future  and  to  the  strides  that  this 
University  has  now  taken  towards  community  in  university  government. 

Early  in  the  session,  the  celebration  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  discovery 
of  insulin  took  the  form  of  a  series  of  lectures  by  outstanding  scientists,  suitable 
memorials  of  the  discovery,  and  a  Special  Convocation  at  which,  coincidentally, 
the  first  woman  Chancellor  of  the  University,  Mrs.  Pauline  McGibbon,  was  in- 
stalled in  office.  Mrs.  McGibbon  is  well  known  to  both  University  and  community 
as  a  hard-working,  dedicated  volunteer  and  an  effective  public  speaker.  Our 
ceremonials  have  been  marked  by  her  charm,  humour,  and  capacity  for  concen- 
trating attention  on  the  individual  student  in  the  traditional  University  of  Toronto 
Convocation. 

A  munificent  gift  from,  and  a  commitment  by,  the  Associates  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Toronto  Inc.  made  possible  the  establishment  of  the  Claude  Bissell  Chair 
in  Canadian-American  Studies.  This  was  a  highly  appropriate  tribute  to  the  eighth 
President  of  the  University,  for  whom  the  topic  of  Canadian-American  relations, 
especially  cultural  and  intellectual  relations,  was  one  of  the  most  absorbing  in- 
terests in  a  broad  catalogue  of  lively  concern  and  enthusiasms;  indeed,  if  Dr.  Bissell 
had  been  asked  beforehand,  one  feels  that  this  Professorship  would  have  been  his 
choice  to  bear  his  name.  His  true  memorial  lies  in  the  enhanced  greatness  of  the 
institution  he  led  for  thirteen  years,  the  development  of  the  university  and  college 
system  in  Ontario  he  did  so  much  to  foster,  and  the  critical  self-appraisal  and 
increasing  self-confidence  of  the  arts  and  letters  in  Canada  which  have  been,  and 
remain,  his  lifetime  preoccupation. 
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A  major  focus  of  campus  energy  and  interest  in  the  arts  -  Hart  House  - 
ceased  to  be  a  stronghold  of  male  exclusiveness  on  January  27,  1972,  when  women 
students  became  full  members.  In  the  words  of  the  late  Warden,  Mr.  Arnold 
Wilkinson,  "after  50  years  by  the  deletion  of  a  single  word  (male)  from  the  original 
Deed  of  Gift,  the  House  became  open  and  available  to  all  members  of  the  univer- 
sity community."  This  change  is  too  recent  for  its  effects  to  be  assessed.  It  was 
surely  essential  if  the  House's  next  fifty  years  are  to  be  years  of  service  and  not  of 
stagnation.  Presiding  over  this  change  was  the  culmination  of  the  faithful  and 
devoted  stewardship  shared  by  Arnold  and  Dorothy  Wilkinson  for  the  past  seven 
years.  (News  of  Arnold  Wilkinson's  death  in  August  brought  sadness  to  his  host 
of  friends. ) 

An  important  development  during  the  year  under  review  was  the  formation 
of  the  Institute  of  Environmental  Sciences  and  Engineering.  This  body  has  ab- 
sorbed the  programme  of  that  name  begun  in  1968,  and  the  Great  Lakes  Institute 
dating  from  1960.  Under  the  stimulus  of  the  Institute,  scholars  and  scientists  from 
a  wide  spectrum  of  disciplines  are  being  mobilized  to  study  the  problems  created 
by  the  conflicting  demands  of  individuals  and  groups  who  use  and  abuse  the  envi- 
ronment. A  topic  of  such  relevance  and  ramifications  calls  for  a  collaborative  ap- 
proach, regardless  of  the  vested  interests  of  any  faculty  or  department,  in  order 
that  our  considerable  resources  of  talent  and  imagination  may  be  used  to  the  best 
advantage.  The  "Institute"  format  seems  suitable  for  this  purpose;  or  perhaps  an 
even  less  structured  mechanism  should  be  developed.  It  remains  to  work  out  an 
arrangement  with  undergraduate  and  graduate  modes  of  expression  and  suscep- 
tible to  initiatives  in  securing  and  using  resources  appropriate  to  the  objectives  of 
such  an  inter-disciplinary  enterprise. 

The  committee  examining  the  future  role  of  Scarborough  College  produced 
its  report  (the  Hare  Report)  in  the  spring  of  1971,  and  many  of  its  provisions  were 
implemented  during  the  year,  particularly  those  giving  greater  autonomy  to  the 
College  in  matters  of  academic  policy.  Progress  was  also  made  on  a  much-needed 
auxiliary  building.  Planning  for  this  physical  attribute,  as  well  as  establishing  much 
of  the  ethos  that  Scarborough  has  developed  in  the  past  seven  years,  must  be 
largely  credited  to  Principal  Wynne  Plumptre,  who  has  laid  at  the  service  of  the 
College,  its  staff  and  its  students,  the  talents  that  were  developed  to  a  fine  point 
in  his  two  previous  careers  -  the  professorate  and  the  federal  public  service.  His 
successor  is  Professor  Ralph  Campbell  of  the  Department  of  Political  Economy, 
well-known  in  the  University  for  many  reasons,  among  which  the  chief,  perhaps, 
is  his  part  in  the  formation  of  the  Campbell  Report  on  discipline.  Although  the 
implementation  of  the  Campbell  Report  lies  under  the  heading  of  issues  unre- 
solved, the  Report  itself  is  recognized  as  a  major  contribution  to  theory  and  prac- 
tice in  this  crucial  area ;  the  demand  for  it  from  other  institutions  grappling  with 
similar  problems  has  been  large.  Principal  Campbell  returns  to  the  University  from 
two  years  in  Kenya. 

The  new  building  for  Scarborough  will  give  the  College  its  first  indoor  recrea- 
tion centre,  as  well  as  additional  seminar  rooms,  laboratories  and  faculty  offices. 

It  would  have  been  pleasant  to  be  able  to  report  comparable  progress  in  the 
provision  of  indoor  recreational  space  on  the  main  campus,  but  a  substantial  gap 
remains  between  the  amount  of  money  that  the  University  can  make  available  for 
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a  new  men's  athletic  building  and  the  amount  such  a  building  will  cost.  Despite 
the  high  priority  that  has  been  assigned  to  this  project,  its  realization  depends  upon 
generous  support  from  the  graduates  with  an  interest  in  the  athletic  programme. 
Many  universities  on  this  continent,  having  emphasized  intercollegiate  athletics 
above  all  else,  have  had  difficulty  in  adjusting  to  diminished  student  interest  in 
quasi-professional  spectator  sports.  At  Toronto  the  emphasis  has  included  indivi- 
dual recreation  and  intramural  competition,  with  the  aim  of  producing  greater 
benefits  for  greater  numbers  of  individuals.  But  the  crying  need  for  indoor  space 
bids  fair  to  make  a  mockery  of  this  aim. 

The  future  of  the  School  of  Business  was  the  subject  of  intensive  study  during 
the  year.  There  was  a  body  of  opinion  supporting  the  position  that  our  work  in  this 
area  was  not  an  optimal  use  of  scarce  resources,  especially  in  view  of  the  pro- 
grammes in  business  administration  both  old  and  new  at  other  Ontario  universities. 
However,  the  report  entitled  The  School  of  Business:  An  Opportunity  and  a  Chal- 
lenge successfully  argued  the  case  that  we  had  a  distinctive  offering  in  this  field, 
for  which  a  considerable  need  existed.  The  School  of  Business  has  been  re-named 
the  Faculty  of  Management  Studies,  and  under  its  vigorous  new  Dean,  John 
Crispo,  has  adopted  an  enlarged  direction  and  thrust.  Professor  Main  returns  to 
teaching  and  research,  having  served  seven  strenuous  years  as  Director  of  the 
School  during  a  period  of  growth  and  recognition  that  included  achievement  of 
the  authority  to  offer  doctoral  programmes. 

Dean  Crispo's  name  has  also  been  associated  with  the  Report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Supplementary  Income  and  Related  Activities  -  a  joint  creation  of  the 
Faculty  Association  and  the  Budget  Committee.  This  report  has  been  under  study 
throughout  the  year  by  the  Faculty  Association,  and  came  before  the  President's 
Council  for  discussion  of  the  utfa  proposed  amendments  to  portions  of  the  report. 
Almost  without  exception  these  amendments  were  accepted  by  the  President's 
Council.  The  Land  Committee's  recommendations  on  faculty  /  University  agree- 
ments relating  to  instructional  media  have  drawn  criticism  from  officers  of  the 
Faculty  Association,  but  the  suggested  form  of  agreement  seems  to  meet  no  objec- 
tion from  individual  faculty  members :  as  yet  no  one  has  demurred  at  signing  it. 

Another  influential  report  that  has  been  under  discussion  during  the  year  is 
that  of  the  Presidential  Advisory  Committee  on  Extension  (the  Colman  Report). 
This  report  recognizes  the  increasing  scope  and  importance  of  part-time  and  con- 
tinuing education.  Its  recommendations  have  implications  for  the  basic  structure 
of  faculties,  particularly  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science,  for  departmental  author- 
ity and  responsibility,  and  for  budgeting.  The  management  of  part-time  teaching  - 
like  the  question  of  the  Federated  Arts  Colleges'  relationships  with  the  University 
-  must  be  given  a  high  priority  for  solution  under  the  new  regime. 

The  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  loses  A.D.  Allen  as  Dean,  soon  to  gain  him 
back  as  Professor  of  Chemistry.  Under  his  guiding  hand  the  New  Programme, 
inspired  by  the  Macpherson  Report,  became  a  reality  with  almost  incredible  speed 
and  ease  of  transition;  now,  after  three  years,  it  is  to  be  evaluated  during  1972-73. 
I  have  personally  valued  greatly  Dean  Allen's  assistance  and  counsel  over  several 
tumultuous  years.  His  successor,  Dean  Robert  Greene,  comes  to  his  new  post  with 
experience  as  a  teacher  in  the  humanities,  an  elected  member  of  the  President's 
Council  and  the  Budget  Committee,  and  a  non-presidential  representative  of  this 
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University  on  the  Council  of  Ontario  Universities.  His  youthfulness,  wide  sym- 
pathies, and  independence  of  mind  will  be  assets  to  the  Faculty  in  reaching  solu- 
tions to  its  complex  problems  on  various  fronts. 

The  provincial  arena  is  the  setting  for  a  number  of  issues  of  the  past  year 
that  are  still  unresolved  at  the  time  of  writing.  Provincial  Government  decisions  or 
lack  of  decisions  on  questions  related  to  this  University's  entitlement  to  operating 
and  capital  funds  have  evoked  unanswered  questions  about  operation  of  the  for- 
mulas -  as  our  repeated  representations  to  the  Government  have  made  clear.  In 
particular,  despite  the  clearest  assurances  that  we  would  not  suffer  as  a  result  of 
innovation  in  introducing  the  New  Programme  in  Arts  and  Science,  we  have  in 
fact  taken  severe  losses  in  income  for  several  years  and  the  long-delayed  acknow- 
ledgment that  a  higher  weighting  for  our  Arts  and  Science  students  is  justified  is 
welcome. 

During  the  year  the  area  of  humanistic  scholarship  gained  representation  on 
the  Government-appointed  Committee  on  University  Affairs  in  the  person  of 
Professor  Phyllis  Grosskurth  of  the  Department  of  English  in  University  College; 
Professor  Grosskurth's  subsequent  resignation  expressed  her  profound  concern 
about  relations  between  universities  and  government  at  this  point  in  time.  Finally, 
the  Draft  Report  of  the  Commission  on  Post-Secondary  Education  in  Ontario 
raised  a  storm  of  controversy,  here  and  throughout  the  Province,  that  is  without 
parallel  in  recent  times.  On  this  campus  the  Faculty  Association  produced  a  com- 
prehensive refutation  of  recommendations  relating  to  universities  in  a  remarkably 
short  space  of  time,  and  sponsored  a  debate  with  two  of  the  Commissioners  during 
which  the  basic  and  fundamental  objection  to  the  Draft  Report,  i.e.  its  apparent 
repudiation  of  qualitative  values,  was  repeatedly  stressed.  A  paper  prepared  by 
a  special  committee  of  the  Senate  was  presented  to  the  Committee  by  representa- 
tives of  the  special  committee  headed  by  its  chairman,  Professor  Rose.  Many  other 
comments  from  this  University  were  made,  including  a  paper  dealing  with  recom- 
mendations on  organization  and  structure  submitted  in  my  name. 

The  principal  issues  unresolved  during  the  year  within  the  University  com- 
munity are  closely  related  to  similar  issues  in  society  itself  -  as  one  would  expect, 
given  a  University  such  as  this  where  changing  mores,  traditional  values,  and  the 
political  innovations  of  the  day  find  articulate  and  dedicated  advocates.  The  series 
of  events  leading  to  a  widely  publicized  massive  student  occupation  of  Simcoe 
Hall,  and  the  agreement  under  which  that  occupation  was  peacefully  terminated, 
were  described  in  a  letter  I  sent  to  members  of  the  teaching  staff  in  March. 

The  extent  of  the  University's  social  responsibilities  has  been  the  subject  of 
a  Presidential  Committee  study  arising  from  the  day-care  problem  of  the  spring 
of  1970.  The  Committee,  established  in  the  autumn  of  1970,  was  asked  early  in 
1972  to  complete  a  report  distinguishing  unfinished  from  finished  business  in  this 
complicated  area  of  public  opinion  so  that  the  new  Governing  Council  might  be 
free  to  select  its  own  direction  of  further  inquiry.  The  Committee  did  not  feel  that 
they  could  carry  out  this  suggestion  satisfactorily  in  the  time  available.  Most  of  the 
members  of  the  Committee  thereupon  resigned  and  the  work  stopped. 

The  work  of  the  Report  on  Discipline  Implementation  stopped  short  of  com- 
pletion because  it  proved  impossible  to  reconcile  points  of  view.  Professor  Trevor 
Lloyd  presided  over  the  final  stages  of  the  work  of  this  Committee.  He  and  his 
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colleagues  worked  hard  and  long  at  their  difficult  task,  as  did  members  of  the 
Piggot  and  Heyworth  Committees  in  the  related  areas  mentioned  above. 

These  manifestations  of  philosophical  differences  and  confrontation  politics 
within  the  University  of  Toronto  community  need  not  evoke  apprehensiveness 
among  the  new  members  (or  the  old)  of  the  University  after  July  1,  1972.  The 
unicameral  reorganization  of  policy  making  permits  a  Governing  Council,  re- 
presentative of  all  elements  of  the  University,  to  reach  conclusions  on  particular 
policies  after  due  debate  and  to  promulgate  the  decisions  with  an  authority  not 
commanded  by  any  agency  within  the  University  in  recent  years. 

In  the  course  of  the  Library  dispute  one  of  the  elected  faculty  members  of 
the  President's  Council  resigned  as  a  gesture  of  protest  because  he  believed  that 
faculty  advice  had  been  ignored,  and  the  President  of  the  Faculty  Association  has 
made  accusations  to  the  same  effect  in  reference  to  several  matters.  The  gravamen 
of  the  charges  is  that  the  administration  in  these  several  instances  did  not  act  in 
accordance  with  advice  that  was  sought  from  and  tendered  by  the  Faculty  Asso- 
ciation. 

It  is  admitted  on  all  sides  that  the  administration  was  in  an  unusual  situation 
this  past  year,  with  the  imminent  changes  in  the  governance  and  management  of 
the  University  on  the  horizon.  Nevertheless,  the  charge  of  "worsening  relations" 
with  the  faculty  as  a  whole  through  acting  in  a  way  that  differed  from  the  utfa's 
advice  involves,  I  believe,  a  misconception  of  both  the  administrative  function  and 
the  utfa  position.  Faculty  opinion  in  this  University  exists  and  expresses  itself  in 
a  wide  diversity  of  shades  and  manners,  with  richness,  originality,  and  passion. 
The  salutary  fact  of  disagreement  was  demonstrated  in  the  organization  of  a  "Re- 
form Caucus,"  but  it  has  been  apparent  since  long  before  that  body  was  formed. 
Academic  administrators  -  deans,  principals,  and  directors  -  have  viewpoints 
arising  from  their  particular  responsibilities  and  experience  which  deserve  to  be 
given  weight.  There  is  also  a  range  of  student  viewpoints.  Any  administrator  who 
gave  a  virtual  veto  power  to  one  body  organized  to  represent  one  estate  of  the 
University  would  be  abdicating  his  responsibility.  Here  again  the  particular  issue 
has  a  wider  relevance.  It  relates  to  the  question  of  participatory  versus  representa- 
tive democracy,  the  effect  of  openness  in  decision-making;  and  the  syndicalist  in- 
fluence. It  will  be  necessary  for  any  organized  body  such  as  the  utfa,  utsa,  or  the 
student  organizations  to  think  out  its  role  anew  in  view  of  the  participation  of  all 
these  estates  in  the  Governing  Council. 

One  of  the  last  actions  of  the  year  was  the  University's  response  to  an  offer 
from  the  Canada  Development  Corporation  to  purchase  the  Connaught  Medical 
Research  Laboratories.  There  had  been  other  offers  in  other  years  but  none  of  the 
earlier  offers  met  the  kind  of  conditions  the  University  wanted  if  it  were  to  give 
consideration  to  losing  a  resource  that  had  contributed  so  much  in  its  own  right 
and  so  much  across  the  world  to  the  reputation  of  the  University  of  Toronto. 

The  fact  that  the  University  was  willing  to  consider  an  offer  for  the  purchase 
of  Connaught  at  all  was  a  reflection  of  the  concern  the  University  has  felt  in 
recent  years  that  the  Laboratories  and  the  University,  separated  in  1955  struc- 
turally from  the  School  of  Hygiene  and  geographically  by  its  location  on  the 
Dufferin  and  Steele's  site,  had  meant  a  drifting  apart  of  the  scientific  and  research 
enterprises  held  in  common  and  the  opportunities  for  teaching  and  the  supervi-

sion  of  graduate  studies  by  cross-appointed  members  of  the  cmrl  staff.  It  had 
been  felt  for  some  time  and  had  become  explicit  in  the  discussions  early  in  the 
session  concerning  the  succession  to  Dr.  J.K.W.  Ferguson  as  Director  of  Connaught 
Laboratories  that  this  changing  relationship  needed  to  be  examined  carefully  and 
arrangements  made  for  the  possible  strengthening  and  renewing  of  the  older 
association. 

It  was  while  these  matters  were  being  discussed  and  search  for  the  successor 
to  Dr.  Ferguson  had  begun  that  the  offer  came  from  the  Canada  Development 
Corporation.  This  initiative  caused  the  University  to  re-examine  the  assumptions 
on  which  it  might  consider  such  an  offer.  It  began  with  the  view  that  Connaught 
had  been  a  Canadian  resource  and  must  remain  a  Canadian  resource.  Any  sale 
must  start  from  that  assumption.  The  second  assumption  concerned  the  contribu- 
tion that  the  Laboratories  had  made  to  public  health  in  Canada.  It  was  a  Univer- 
sity requirement  that  any  purchaser  must  continue  to  accept  responsibility  for 
making  the  vaccines  and  other  products  of  the  Laboratories  available  to  national 
and  provincial  agencies  on  the  best  possible  terms.  Finally  in  the  list  of  impera- 
tives, it  was  felt  that  the  relations  between  the  Laboratories  under  other  ownership 
and  the  University  of  Toronto  should  be  sustained  as  strongly  as  they  could  be. 
This  would  mean  some  kind  of  contractual  arrangement  that  would  allow  for 
cross-appointments  for  the  supervision  of  graduate  students  and  for  the  teaching 
of  courses  within  the  teaching  divisions  of  the  University  if  these  interested  both 
parties. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  were  two  considerations  that  required  that  the 
University  examine  such  an  offer.  One  of  these  was  that  a  medical  laboratory  at 
the  present  time,  if  it  is  to  remain  in  a  highly  competitive  market,  must  keep  its 
plant  and  equipment  up  to  a  very  high  standard.  This  implies  having  the  resources 
to  put  back  into  expensive  equipment.  The  other  consideration  was  that  the  in- 
vestment in  plant  requirements  over  the  next  few  years  was  quite  obviously  going 
to  need  large  sums  of  money.  These  capital  funds  were  clearly  not  available  from 
provincial  funding  of  the  University.  The  constraints  on  the  use  of  provincially 
furnished  capital  funds  left  Connaught  outside  the  terms  of  reference.  Moreover, 
sales  of  Connaught  products  in  recent  years  have  increased  significantly  but  the 
returns  on  increased  sales  have  not  matched  the  increasing  costs  in  wages  and  costs 
of  supplies.  Accordingly,  the  net  figure  at  the  end  of  recent  fiscal  years  had  indi- 
cated a  straight  line  on  the  profit  side  of  the  operation.  This  had  not  reached  serious 
proportions  but  it  had  the  appearance  of  being  a  trend  that  might  not  easily  be 
arrested  without  entering  into  a  much  more  aggressive  policy  of  sales.  Competitive 
selling  practice  was  an  initiative  that  was  not  congenial  to  the  University  philo- 
sophy and  its  acceptance  was  likely  to  lead  to  more  strains  between  the  University 
and  Connaught.  These  possibilities  had  not  become  realities  but  they  were  con- 
siderations when  the  offer  was  received  by  the  University. 

After  very  careful  review  of  the  opportunities  afforded  for  the  Laboratories 
by  acceptance  of  the  cdg  offer  and  after  a  careful  review  of  the  present  fact  of 
relations  between  Connaught  and  the  rest  of  the  University  structurally,  academ- 
ically, and  financially,  it  was  felt  that  the  offer  should  receive  very  serious  attention. 
Accordingly,  it  was  taken  up  in  the  Connaught  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors. It  was  discussed  with  representatives  of  scientific  and  professional  members 
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of  the  Connaught  staff  who  had  become  conscious  of  rumours  that  an  offer  had 
been  received  and  was  being  considered  and  had  accordingly  become  somewhat 
apprehensive  about  the  nature  of  the  implications  of  the  completion  of  such 
a  transaction  in  their  own  lives.  Senior  officers  of  the  University,  members  of  the 
Board  of  Governors,  representatives  of  the  scientific  and  professional  staff  had 
candid  and  full  meetings  with  officers  of  the  cdc  and  the  questions  of  staff  members 
were  aired  and  answered.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
and  finally  the  Board  itself  received  the  reports  of  the  conversations  that  had  been 
held  and  in  May  1972  gave  consent  that  negotiations  go  forward.  These  negotia- 
tions reached  a  successful  completion  early  in  the  new  session. 

The  University  looks  forward  to  continued  constructive  relations  with  Con- 
naught  in  the  new  era  for  both  institutions. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  should  like  to  acknowledge  with  sincere  gratitude 
the  unfailing  support  I  have  received  from  Mr.  W.B.  Harris,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Governors,  and  from  the  other  members  of  the  Board;  from  the  Deans, 
Principals,  and  Directors  of  the  academic  divisions;  from  Mr.  Alex  Rankin,  Pro- 
fessor Donald  Foster,  Dr.  John  Hamilton,  Mr.  Robin  Ross  and  their  colleagues, 
in  their  respective  areas  of  responsibility;  from  my  office  staff;  and  from  the 
President-elect,  whose  intermittent  presence  and  continuous  interest  during  the 
months  between  his  acceptance  and  assumption  of  office  have  been  an  assurance 
of  the  best  possible  transition  from  the  old  to  the  new  regime.

THE  DEAN  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  ARTS  AND  SCIENCE 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  for  me  to  welcome  as  my  successor  the  new  Dean  of  the  Faculty 
as  from  July  1,  1972,  Professor  R.A.  Greene.  Dean  Greene  is  Professor  of  English  in 
University  College  and  brings  to  this  office  an  outstanding  record  of  service  to  the 
University.  I  wish  him  well  and  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  academic  and 
administrative  affairs  of  the  Faculty  are  in  good  shape. 

We  have  come  through  some  very  difficult  periods  in  the  past  few  years  and  there 
have  been  times  when  there  seemed  little  hope  that  the  Faculty  could  govern  itself 
successfully.  This  past  year,  however,  has  been  a  remarkably  successful  one.  The  new 
committees  of  Council,  as  recommended  in  the  report  of  the  Foley  Committee  and 
adopted  by  Council  last  spring,  have  worked  well  and  effectively.  Particular  credit  is 
due  to  Professor  Kenneth  Bryden,  the  elected  Chairman,  and  Principal  Hallett,  Vice- 
Chairman,  of  the  General  Committee  of  Council.  The  General  Committee  met  very 
frequently  this  year  and  under  the  firm  but  impartial  control  of  Professor  Bryden  it 
debated  and  dealt  with  a  number  of  substantive  issues.  Perhaps  the  most  dramatic 
series  of  debates  was  concerned  with  proposals  for  improving  the  academic  programmes 
for  part-time  degree  students.  A  committee  chaired  by  Principal  Russell  considered 
the  recommendations  of  the  Presidential  Advisory  Committee  on  Extension  and 
brought  forward  a  large  number  of  new  recommendations,  nearly  all  of  which  were 
approved.  This  report  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  President  for  consideration  by  the 
new  Governing  Council. 

The  General  Committee  also  approved  a  recommendation  to  the  President  that 
a  committee  be  set  up  to  review  the  new  programme.  The  need  for  this  was  pointed 
out  in  my  report  for  last  year. 

In  common  with  the  rest  of  the  University  this  Faculty  has  had  to  learn  to  live 
without  the  increases  in  operating  funds  that  were  accepted  as  normal  just  a  few  years 
ago.  This  period  of  stringency,  which  is  by  no  means  over  yet,  has  meant  that  many 
difficult  priority  decisions  have  had  to  be  made.  Our  freedom  to  appoint  new  faculty 
has  been  seriously  curtailed  and  some  departments  have  become  unbalanced  because 
of  our  inability  to  replace  people  who  have  retired  or  resigned.  During  this  difficult 
time  the  co-operation  of  Chairmen  of  Departments  has  been  a  crucial  factor.  With 
this  co-operation  it  has  been  possible  to  face  up  to  these  problems  with  a  minimum  of 
suspicion  and  competition,  and  together  I  am  sure  the  perhaps  more  difficult  problems 
ahead  can  be  tackled  sensibly  and  successfully. 

I  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  so  many  people  in  this  University  who  have  made  my 
task  much  lighter  than  it  otherwise  might  have  been.  I  can  mention  only  a  few,  but 
my  special  thanks  must  go  to  the  Acting  President,  Dr.  Sword,  for  his  patient  under- 
standing of  our  problems  and  his  wise  counsel  based  on  a  remarkable  depth  of  knowl- 
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edge  of  this  University  and  its  members.  To  the  Heads  of  our  Colleges,  my  fellow 
Deans  and,  of  course,  our  Chairmen,  I  give  my  thanks  for  years  of  genuine  co-operation 
and  personal  affection.  To  faculty  and  students  I  am  grateful  for  the  education  they 
have  given  me.  I  have  been  frustrated,  stimulated,  helped  and  hindered  on  many 
occasions,  but  through  it  all  I  have  been  aware  that  this  is  the  price  one  must  pay  for 
living  with  two  groups  of  people  who  are  truly  the  best  of  their  kind  in  this  country. 

I  cannot  easily  express  my  gratitude  to  Deans  Foley,  Sharp  and  Watson,  to  Dean 
Foulds  and  his  staff,  and  to  Mrs.  Gamble  and  Mrs.  Cassac.  Any  success  we  have  had 
in  recent  years  is  due  largely  to  the  unfailing  loyalty  and  devotion  of  these  colleagues 
to  the  Faculty,  to  the  University,  and  to  this  office.  I  am  also  proud  that  Professor 
Ralph  Campbell,  formerly  an  Associate  Dean,  is  to  become  Principal  of  Scarborough 
College  on  July  1,  and  so  join  Principal  Hallett  who  made  a  similar  transition,  to 
University  College,  two  years  ago. 

I  am  happy  to  pass  on  the  burden  of  office  to  Dean  Greene,  but  in  doing  so  I 
realize  that  these  last  six  years  have  probably  been  the  most  stimulating  period  of  my 
life.  I  shall  miss  my  daily  contacts  with  people  from  so  many  disciplines,  but  look 
forward  eagerly  to  renewing  my  life  as  a  chemist. 

Departmental  Notes 

In  this  report  mention  will  be  made  only  of  a  very  few  particular  events  or  people; 
elsewhere  in  the  President's  Report  will  be  found  information  on  the  scholarly  activities 
of  the  members  of  the  Faculty  and  the  honours  they  have  received. 

The  Department  of  Anthropology  has  continued  and  expanded  its  research 
activities  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  Professor  Inglis  was  appointed  to  the  Social  Research 
Council  of  Canada's  Liaison  Committee  with  the  Department  of  the  Secretary  of 
State.  Professor  Mavalwala  was  nominated  to  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Canadian 
Association  of  Physical  Anthropologists. 

The  Department  of  Astronomy  presented  for  the  first  time  an  introductory  course 
tailor-made  for  first-year  students  with  a  bent  for  science.  Partly  for  this  reason  and 
partly  because  of  an  apparent  general  increased  student  interest  in  the  natural  world, 
total  undergraduate  enrolment  in  the  department  increased  by  60  per  cent.  At  the 
graduate  and  research  level,  the  department  and  Observatory  have  been  operating  the 
telescope  in  Las  Campanas  for  ten  months  and  the  potential  of  the  instrument  and  the 
site  have  been  most  satisfactorily  confirmed. 

In  the  Department  of  Botany  the  new  Chairman,  Professor  J.  Dainty,  with  the 
assistance  of  Mr.  M.T.  Tyree,  is  developing  the  area  of  membrane  physiology.  With 
the  co-operation  of  the  Department  of  Zoology  a  new  course  using  multi-media 
teaching  was  developed  by  a  team  of  professors  to  improve  the  instruction  in  the  very 
large  first  year  Biology  programme.  A  pilot  project  for  300  students  is  planned  for 
1972-73.  Professor  Margaret  L.  Heimburger  retired  on  June  30,  after  many  years  of 
service  to  the  University.  Professor  J.E.  Cruise  is  Associate  Chairman  of  the  Depart- 
ment and  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  Canadian  Botanical  Association.  Professor  R.F. 
Cain  has  retired  as  President  of  the  Mycological  Society  of  America,  and  delivered 
the  Presidential  Address,  "Evolution  in  the  Fungi",  at  Bloomington,  Indiana,  in 
August.  Professor  Emeritus  D.L.  Bailey  received  the  Elvin  Charles  Stakman  Award 
from  the  University  of  Minnesota  at  St.  Paul,  for  outstanding  contributions  to  the 
field  of  Plant  Pathology. 

The  Department  of  Chemistry  inaugurated  the  "A.R.  Gordon  Distinguished 
Lecture  Series",  so  named  to  honour  a  former  Chairman  of  the  department  and  Dean 
of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies.  Professor  D.R.  Herschbach  of  Harvard  University 
was  invited  to  be  the  first  speaker  of  this  series  and  he  also  spent  a  few  days  in  the 
department  which  enabled  the  staff  and  students  to  meet  and  speak  with  him.  For 
this  occasion  a  reception  was  held,  one  of  the  guests  of  honour  being  Mrs.  Gordon, 
widow  of  Dr.  Gordon. 

The  Department  of  Computer  Science  has  continued  to  expand,  although  not 
quite  as  rapidly  as  in  previous  years,  the  enrolment  figures  for  1971-72  having  in- 
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creased  by  about  20  per  cent  over  those  for  1970-71.  A  number  of  research  projects 
are  now  well  established  within  the  department,  and  also  within  the  Computer  Systems 
Research  Group,  which  is  managed  in  co-operation  with  the  Department  of  Electrical 
Engineering.  An  Information  Systems  project  is  now  being  developed  in  co-operation 
with  the  Faculty  of  Management  Studies.  Sixteen  papers  were  presented  by  Canadians 
at  the  triennial  meeting  of  the  International  Federation  for  Information  Processing, 
which  was  held  in  Jugoslavia  in  August  1971,  and  nine  of  those  papers  came  from  the 
University  of  Toronto. 

With  the  world's  eyes  riveted  on  China  this  year,  the  Department  of  East  Asian 
Studies  experienced  unprecedented  demands  from  the  public.  New  evening  courses, 
conferences,  public  addresses,  workshops  and  visitors  from  China  and  Japan  kept 
much  of  the  staff  hopping  throughout  the  year.  The  department  sponsored  two  highly 
successful  international  conferences.  The  first  ever  held  in  Toronto  on  Japanese  lit- 
erature met  in  November  with  four  members  of  the  department  giving  papers.  In 
February  a  two-day  conference  on  the  Late  Ch'ing  novel,  financed  by  generous  grants 
from  the  President  and  Canada  Council,  brought  scholars  from  the  United  States  and 
Europe  here  for  another  "first".  East  Asian  Studies'  graduate  students  as  well  as  staff 
read  papers.  The  proceedings  of  both  conferences  are  to  be  published.  The  programme 
of  distinguished  visiting  professors  from  Japan,  now  partly  financed  by  the  Japanese 
Government,  was  continued.  Professor  K.  Takeda  of  Waseda  University,  one  of 
Japan's  best  known  literary  figures,  spent  the  fall  term  here.  His  almost  weekly  re- 
ports of  Japanese  studies  here  appeared  in  his  syndicated  columns  in  some  of  Japan's 
largest  papers  and  journals.  In  recognition  of  the  major  work  being  done  at  Toronto 
on  the  life  and  work  of  Japan's  only  Nobel  Prizewinner,  Yasunari  Kawabata,  the 
famous  Japanese  writer  presented  to  the  department  a  sho  (work  of  calligraphy)  with 
both  Japanese  and  English  in  his  own  hand.  The  Japanese  Consul  General  hosted 
the  official  presentation.  The  untimely  death  of  Kawabata  in  May  was  felt  as  a  per- 
sonal loss  in  the  department.  The  department  was  also  the  recipient  of  another 
generous  gift,  a  rare  and  expensive  Ming  dynasty  vase  from  the  Associates  of  the 
University  of  Toronto.  After  a  long  process  of  preparation  and  external  appraisal, 
the  Ontario  Graduate  Council  approved  the  ph.d.  programme  in  Chinese.  It  will 
commence  in  September  1973.  Word  is  now  being  awaited  on  the  Council's  decision 
regarding  the  ph.d.  programme  in  Japanese.  The  department  enjoyed  a  closer  rela- 
tionship with  the  Division  of  Extension  than  ever  before.  More  courses  were  inte- 
grated in  the  winter  evening  sessions,  others  were  offered  for  the  first  time  through 
Continuing  Education,  and  preparations  were  made  for  a  ten-course  summer  pro- 
gramme which  is  attracting  applicants  from  across  the  continent.  The  department 
played  a  major  role  in  the  visit  of  two  Chinese  medical  doctors  from  Peking,  a  work- 
shop for  Secondary  School  teachers  on  China,  an  Alumni  conference  by  Trinity 
College  on  China,  and  a  tour  of  twenty  Canadians  to  the  People's  Republic  of  China 
in  June  1972.  Surprise  of  the  year  was  the  return  from  Japan  of  Professor  David 
Waterhouse  with  a  beautiful  and  talented  Japanese  bride,  married  in  a  full  traditional 
Shint5  wedding  ceremony. 

In  the  Department  of  Fine  Art,  Professor  G.S.  Vickers  was  succeeded  as  Chair- 
man by  Professor  F.E.  Winter,  and  has  spent  the  year  studying  Romanesque  sculpture 
in  France,  Spain  and  Italy.  Professor  H.A.  Brooks  continues  as  a  director  of  the  Society 
of  Architectural  Historians;  during  the  year  Professor  D.S.  Richardson  was  also 
elected  as  a  director  of  the  Society.  Professor  Welsh  served  as  Vice-President  of  the 
Universities  Art  Association  of  Canada.  Professor  Welsh  was  appointed  Associate 
Chairman  of  the  department  on  July  1,  1971 ;  he  has  been  particularly  concerned  with 
the  administration  of  the  expanding  programme  of  graduate  studies  in  the  History 
of  Art.  Professor  J.W.  Graham  retires  after  twenty-five  years  of  service  to  the 
University;  we  hope  that  the  department  will  continue  to  benefit  informally  from  his 
outstanding  scholarship. 

In  the  Department  of  Geography  Professor  F.  Kenneth  Hare  has  been  seconded 
to  Ottawa  for  two  years  as  Director-General,  Research  and  Coordination  Directorate, 
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Environment-Canada.  The  Study  "Urban  Environment  of  Central  Canada",  spon- 
sored by  Bell  Canada  (administered  through  the  Urban  Centre)  and  directed  by 
Professor  L.S.  Bourne,  is  nearing  completion.  During  the  last  four  years  over  fifty 
reports,  written  mainly  by  geographers,  have  been  prepared  and  Professors  Bourne 
and  MacKinnon  are  joint  editors  of  a  forthcoming  volume  Urban  Systems  Develop- 
ment in  Central  Canada:  Selected  Papers.  Professor  Ian  Burton  has  been  elected  to 
the  Council  of  the  Association  of  American  Geographers  and  has  been  invited  to 
become  an  Affiliate  Professor  of  Geography  at  Clark  University.  Professor  A.J.  Scott 
has  been  appointed  to  the  editorial  board  of  Regional  Studies  and  spent  the  summer 
of  1971  as  a  consultant  to  Organisation  pour  les  Etudes  d'Amenagement  de  FAire 
Marseillaise  on  transport  development  in  southern  France. 

Professor  E.W.  Nuffield  retires  as  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Geology  after 
eight  years  of  devoted  service.  He  will  be  succeeded  by  Professor  D.W.  Strangway  on 
July  1,  1972,  but  for  the  first  year  of  his  term  Professor  J.J.  Fawcett  will  be  Acting 
Chairman  of  the  department  while  Professor  Strangway  completes  his  commitments 
to  the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration  in  Houston.  We  are  delighted 
that  Professor  Strangway  has  agreed  to  accept  this  important  appointment. 

In  the  Department  of  History,  Professor  A. P.  Thornton  resigns  from  the  chair- 
manship of  the  department  on  June  30,  1972,  Professor  J.B.  Conacher  becoming 
Chairman  as  of  July  1,  1972.  Professor  W.H.  Nelson  was  appointed  University  Re- 
presentative on  ocufa  (Ontario  Council  of  University  Faculty  Associations)  from 
July  1,  1972.  Professor  H.I.  Nelson  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the  International 
Studies  Programme  from  July  1,  1972.  Professors  W.A.  Goffart  and  P.F.  Grendler 
will  act  as  Academic  Secretaries  in  the  Centre  for  Medieval  Studies  from  July  1,  1972. 
Professor  Marc  LaTerreur  of  Laval  University  has  been  appointed  Visiting  Professor 
in  French  Canadian  Studies  for  the  fall  term  1972.  Mr.  S.J.  Randall  was  appointed 
Visiting  Lecturer  in  the  field  of  American  history  for  the  year  1972-73.  Professor 
Marvin  Becker  was  the  Visiting  Professor  in  Medieval  Studies  in  the  fall  term  1971. 
We  note  with  sincere  regret  that  Professor  Emeritus  Frank  H.  Underhill  died  in 
September  1971. 

Interdisciplinary  Studies  has  completed  its  first  year  of  operations  under  the  new 
arrangement  by  which  it  has  its  own  departmental  budget.  The  teaching  programme 
has  been  enriched  by  a  number  of  new  courses,  including  one  on  Quebec  and  one 
on  Women.  The  Chairman,  Professor  G.B.  Payzant,  tells  me  that  one  of  the  most 
satisfying  features  of  the  year  has  been  the  very  high  level  of  co-operation  and  support 
from  the  Colleges  and  from  the  other  departments  of  this  Faculty.  Professor  Andris 
Auliciems,  who  as  Visiting  Associate  Professor  has  been  co-ordinating  the  Environ- 
ment courses  within  Interdisciplinary  Studies,  is  returning  to  Australia  to  take  up  an 
academic  appointment  at  the  University  of  Queensland. 

The  highlight  of  the  academic  session  for  the  Department  of  Islamic  Studies 
was  undoubtedly  the  Conference  on  Iranian  Civilization  and  Culture,  held  in  Toronto 
on  December  10  and  11,  1971.  The  Conference  was  organized  by  Professor  R.M. 
Savory  and  Professor  Charles  J.  Adams,  Director,  Institute  of  Islamic  Studies,  McGill 
University,  and  was  financed  by  the  Department  of  External  Affairs.  The  Conference 
was  intended  as  part  of  Canada's  contribution  to  Iran  on  the  occasion  of  the  2500th 
anniversary  of  the  Founding  of  the  Persian  Empire  by  Cyrus  the  Great.  It  was  opened 
by  His  Excellency,  the  Governor-General  of  Canada,  and  was  attended  by  many  dis- 
tinguished guests,  including  the  Hon.  Jean-Paul  Deschatelets,  Speaker  of  the  Senate 
and  Chairman  of  the  Canadian  Committee  charged  with  planning  Canada's  contribu- 
tion to  Iran's  anniversary  celebration;  Mr.  R.L.  Elliott,  Head,  Middle  East  Division, 
Department  of  External  Affairs;  and  the  Hon.  Mohammed  Goodarzi,  the  Iranian 
Ambassador  to  Canada.  The  Middle  East  Studies  Committee  was  established  under 
the  aegis  of  the  International  Studies  Programme,  and  was  fortunate  in  obtaining 
two  outstanding  lecturers  to  inaugurate  its  programme  in  April  1972:  Professor 
Charles  Issawi,  Ragnar  Nurkse  Professor  of  Economics,  Columbia  University,  and 
Professor  L.  Carl  Brown,  Garrett  Professor  in  Foreign  Affairs,  Princeton  University. 
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For  the  Department  of  Italian  and  Hispanic  Studies  the  visit,  in  October,  of 
the  Ambassador  of  Italy  was  an  occasion  of  special  distinction.  His  Excellency  lunched 
with  members  of  the  staff  and  met  a  Large  group  of  students.  Professor  Molinaro  took 
the  lead  in  founding  and  organizing  the  Canadian  Association  of  University  Teachers 
of  Italian.  The  department  suffered  a  tragic  loss  by  the  premature  death  of  Mr.  Peter 
Bell. 

The  Department  of  Mathematics  welcomed  several  visiting  professors  during 
the  year,  including  Professors  D.E.  Edmunds,  C.  Hering,  R.  Lingenberg,  S.  Marcus 
and  A.F.  Pillow.  The  Putnam  team  consisting  of  Messrs.  R.  Anderson.  D.  Gautreau 
and  D.  Geller  received  an  honourable  mention  in  the  1971  competition.  Professor 
I.R.  Pounder,  a  member  of  the  department  from  1916  to  1958,  and  Chairman  from 
1952  to  1958,  received  an  honorary  degree  from  York  University  where  he  continues 
as  a  member  of  the  teaching  staff. 

As  a  result  of  extensive  revisions  made  in  the  undergraduate  Philosophy  curri- 
culum during  1970-71  the  Department  of  Philosophy  enjoyed  a  substantial  increase  in 
the  number  of  enrolments  in  its  courses.  We,  of  course,  hope  this  change  will  prove 
to  be  a  permanent  one.  The  department  was  happy  to  welcome  back  Professor  David 
Gallop  of  Trent  University,  who  taught  a  graduate  course  for  us  during  the  fall  term. 
Professor  E.L.  Fackenheim  was  awarded  his  third  honorary  degree  this  spring,  a 
Doctor  of  Divinity,  from  St.  Andrew's  College,  Saskatoon. 

In  the  Department  of  Physics  Professor  Elizabeth  J.  Allin  retired  after  more  than 
40  years  of  service  to  the  department.  Professor  H.L.  Welsh  was  appointed  Chairman 
of  the  Research  Board  and  was  awarded  the  Medal  of  Service  of  the  Order  of  Canada. 
Professor  J.T.  Wilson  was  made  President  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Canada.  Professor 
A.W.  Brewer  was  the  1971  winner  of  the  Patterson  Medal  Award  for  distinguished 
service  to  meteorology  in  Canada.  Professor  J.M.  Daniels  was  elected  Fellow  of 
the  Institute  of  Physics  (London)  and  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts  (London) . 
In  recognition  of  his  outstanding  contribution  to  atmospheric  sciences,  Professor  CO. 
Hines  was  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  American  Meteorological  Society.  Professor  B.P. 
Stoicheff  was  an  invited  speaker  at  the  Esfahan  Symposium  on  Fundamental  and 
Applied  Laser  Physics,  held  in  Esfahan,  Iran,  on  the  occasion  of  the  2500th  Anni- 
versary Celebration  of  Iran.  A  new  programme  was  introduced  whereby  ph.d.  grad- 
uates in  Physics,  teaching  in  Toronto  high  schools,  might  engage  in  research  at  the 
University  on  a  part-time  basis. 

For  the  Department  of  Political  Economy  the  year  1971-72  closed  with  the  re- 
tirement, effective  June  30,  1972,  of  Professor  Donald  C.  MacGregor  after  forty-one 
years  of  service  to  the  University.  Among  his  many  notable  contributions,  Professor 
MacGregor  did  seminal  work  on  what  became  the  national  income  accounts  of 
Canada.  He  was  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  famous  Royal  Commission  on  Dominion- 
Provincial  Relations,  served  during  the  war  as  executive  assistant  to  the  Federal  Deputy 
Minister  of  Labour,  and  was  joint  chairman  of  the  Ontario  Government  Committee 
on  Portable  Pensions  from  1960-62.  During  1971-72  the  department  had  the  benefit 
of  the  following  distinguished  visiting  appointments:  Dr.  Guv  Bourassa  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Montreal,  Dr.  Robert  Cox  of  the  International  Labour  Organization.  Dr. 
Alfred  Zauberman  of  the  London  School  of  Economics  and  Dr.  Jose  Nun  of  the 
Centre  for  Research  in  Social  Sciences,  Buenos  Aires.  Dr.  Nun  accepted  a  permanent 
appointment  in  the  department  from  July  1,  1972. 

In  the  Department  of  Psychology  Professor  C.R.  Myers  has  been  appointed 
Professor  Emeritus.  Professor  Myers  has  had  a  distinguished  record  of  service  in 
the  department  including  12  years  as  Chairman.  The  department  was  pleased  to 
have  Dr.  K.  Oatley  as  a  Visiting  Associate  Professor  for  the  year  and  Professor  N.S. 
Sutherland  as  Visiting  Professor  for  the  spring  term.  Both  are  from  the  University  of 
Sussex.  Professors  D.E.  Berlyne  and  G.E.  Macdonald  were  hosts  at  a  series  of  meetings 
which  resulted  in  the  formation  of  a  new  association:  The  Ontario  Council  of  Aca- 
demic Psychologists. 

The  new  Department  of  Sanskrit  and  Indian  Studies,  formerly  the  Indian  Sec- 
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tion  of  the  Department  of  East  Asian  Studies,  has  had  a  very  successful  first  year  of 
independent  existence.  The  major  highlight  is  perhaps  the  graduation  of  the  depart- 
ment's first  two  ph.d.  students,  one  in  Indian  Literature  and  the  other  in  Indian 
Philosophy.  We  look  forward  to  many  more  such  graduates  in  the  future.  This  year 
we  had  two  visiting  professors,  Professor  Kitagawa  from  Nagoya  and  Professor  Ruegg 
from  Leiden,  both  specialists  in  Tibetan  and  Buddhist  philosophy.  They  joined  forces 
with  our  own  specialists  in  these  fields  for  a  most  successful  seminar  on  the  logic  of 
Dinnaga,  of  which  no  satisfactory  modern  account  has  yet  been  published  because  of 
the  extraordinary  difficulties  of  interpretation  of  the  surviving  texts.  Professors  Artola 
and  Venkatacharya  attended  the  International  Sanskritists'  conference  in  Delhi  in 
March. 

The  Department  of  Slavic  Languages  and  Literatures  held-  a  series  of  lectures  to 
mark  the  150th  Anniversary  of  the  birth  of  F.M.  Dostoevsky.  Professor  D.  Struk  and 
Professor  D.  Bienkowska  have  been  actively  assisting  in  the  implementation  of  the 
most  recent  decision  to  introduce  Ukrainian  and  Polish  into  the  Ontario  Secondary 
School  Programme.  Professor  H.E.  Bowman  has  been  invited  by  the  Commonwealth 
University  Interchange  Scheme  of  the  British  Council  to  visit  the  Universities  of 
London,  Liverpool,  Keele  and  Nottingham. 

Large  undergraduate  and  graduate  enrolments,  the  search  for  a  new  Chairman, 
and  participation  in  the  Discipline  Assessment  being  conducted  by  a.c.a.p.  have  made 
this  a  busy  year  for  the  Department  of  Sociology.  The  appointment  of  Professor  Irving 
M.  Zeitlin,  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Sociology  at  Washington  University,  as 
the  new  Chairman  from  July  1,  1972,  has  received  widespread  support  among  staff 
and  students.  Professor  S.D.  Clark  has  been  granted  leave  of  absence  for  two  years 
to  become  the  first  McCulloch  Professor  at  Dalhousie  University. 

In  the  Department  of  Zoology,  Professor  D.A.  Chant,  who  began  his  second 
term  as  Chairman  on  July  1,  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
Canadian  University  Biology  Chairmen  (ccubc)  at  the  inaugural  meeting  in  No- 
vember. He  was  also  appointed  to  the  newly-formed  Canadian  Environmental  Ad- 
visory Council.  Professor  H.  Atwood  was  awarded  a  Guggenheim  Fellowship  for 
study  at  the  Scripps  Institute  of  Oceanography  in  1972.  Dr.  C.E.  Atwood  retired 
from  the  department  after  27  years  of  service.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Botany,  a  new  course  using  multi-media  techniques  was  developed  by  a  team 
of  professors  to  improve  the  teaching  in  the  very  large  first  year  Biology  course.  A  pilot 
project  is  planned  for  three  hundred  students  in  1972.

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The  1971-72  session  is  noteworthy  in  the  history  of  this  Faculty  for  many  reasons,  one 
of  the  outstanding  being  the  50th  Anniversary  of  the  Discovery  of  Insulin  by  Drs. 
Banting  and  Best.  This  occasion  was  marked  by  a  Special  Convocation  at  which  hon- 
orary degrees  were  conferred  on  a  number  of  scientists  from  Canada,  the  United  Sta- 
tes and  Europe  who  had  played  a  major  role  in  the  development  of  Insulin  or  its 
application  to  the  treatment  of  diabetes.  A  Symposium  on  Insulin  by  international 
authorities,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  LB.  Fritz,  was  arranged  to  coincide  with 
the  convocation  ceremonies  and  the  Gairdner  Foundation  Awards  likewise  were 
integrated  into  a  most  impressive  scientific  occasion.  Dr.  C.H.  Best  was  present  and 
took  part  in  the  ceremonies.  A  bronze  portrait  of  Dr.  Best  as  one  of  the  co-discoverers 
of  Insulin  was  unveiled  in  the  Hall  of  the  Medical  Sciences  Building. 

The  newly  constituted  representative  Council  of  the  Faculty  began  to  function 
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in  the  fall  of  1971.  Some  delays  were  experienced  before  its  committee  structure 
became  fully  effective  in  the  new  year.  Despite  its  short  existence  its  record  of  achieve- 
ment has  been  significant. 

In  December  the  Faculty's  organization  and  operation  were  reviewed  by  two 
accreditation  bodies,  the  Liaison  Committee  on  Medical  Education  (a  joint  body  of 
the  Association  of  Canadian  Medical  Colleges  and  the  Association  of  American  Me- 
dical Colleges)  and  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgons  of  Canada.  In 
general  the  reports  were  satisfactory  though  they  indicated  some  areas  where  improve- 
ments could  be  made.  Because  of  the  very  recent  reorganization  of  the  Faculty  Coun- 
cil, the  adoption  of  a  new  curriculum  and  impending  changes  in  hospital  construction, 
they  expect  to  review  this  Faculty  again  in  the  next  two  or  three  years. 

In  September  the  Minister  of  Health  commissioned  a  Role  Study  of  four  of  the 
main  teaching  hospitals,  the  Toronto  General,  Toronto  Western,  St.  Michael's  and 
Sunnybrook,  to  determine  their  function  in  providing  patient  care  and  educational 
services  to  the  community  and  the  facilities  which  would  have  to  be  financed  to 
meet  these  needs.  The  report,  which  has  received  government  support  in  principle, 
recommends  the  formation  of  four  semi-autonomous  clinical  schools.  The  Long 
Range  Planning  Committee  of  the  faculty  has  prepared  a  similar  report  but  its  pro- 
posals have  not  yet  been  debated  by  Faculty  Council. 

A  subcommittee  of  the  Ontario  Council  of  Health  dealing  with  Future  Arrange- 
ments for  Health  Education  recommends  that  much  of  the  undergraduate  medical 
education  should  be  conducted  in  the  community,  that  is,  in  health  centres  and  satel- 
lite units  rather  than  in  large  city  hospitals  as  at  present.  The  subcommittee  also 
suggests  that  enrolment  in  the  existing  medical  schools  should  be  increased  instead 
of  building  new  medical  schools  to  meet  the  medical  manpower  shortage.  For  this 
University  it  recommends  that  the  entering  class  be  enlarged  from  250  to  350.  Another 
major  report  sponsored  by  the  government,  on  postsecondary  education,  suggests 
many  sweeping  changes  in  the  operation  and  financing  of  universities,  including  the 
professional  faculties.  Yet  another  government  agency,  the  Ontario  Hospital  Services 
Commission,  which  has  been  responsible  for  major  financial  support  of  clinical  teach- 
ing services,  now  questions  the  appropriateness  of  its  involvement  in  financing  medical 
education. 

In  the  light  of  these  multiple  studies  and  reports,  or  rather  in  the  absence  of 
illumination  as  to  the  ultimate  intentions  of  the  government,  planning  even  for  the 
immediate  requirements,  to  say  nothing  of  the  distant  needs,  appears  to  have  little 
solid  base  on  which  to  build.  Because  of  the  very  long  lead  time  necessary  to  produce 
appropriately  trained  health  personnel  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  firm  government 
commitments  will  soon  make  it  possible  to  develop  a  coherent  plan  of  action  with  some 
sense  of  stability  for  a  reasonable  period  into  the  future. 

Despite  uncertainties  some  preliminary  attempts  to  respond  to  newer  concepts  of 
the  delivery  of  health  care  have  been  made.  The  Department  of  Paediatrics,  in  associa- 
tion with  the  School  of  Nursing,  has  instituted  a  Nurse  Practitioner  Course.  The  De- 
partment of  Family  and  Community  Medicine  is  setting  up  a  number  of  teaching 
practices.  It  is  anticipated  that  some  of  these  will  develop  into  comprehensive  health 
care  centres  for  ambulatory  patients  by  the  addition  of  other  health  workers.  The 
Faculty  is  also  participating  in  a  University-wide  committee  studying  the  question  of 
education  of  health  personnel  in  relation  to  the  needs  of  health  care  delivery. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  important  changes  of  staff.  Dr.  Fred  Kergin, 
Associate  Dean,  Clinical  Sciences,  and  formerly  Chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Surgery,  has  retired  after  a  lifetime  of  devoted  service  to  this  Faculty  and  the  Uni- 
versity. This  post  has  been  ably  filled  by  Professor  Brian  Holmes,  Chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Radiology.  We  have  also  been  fortunate  that  Professor  George  Connell, 
formerly  Chairman,  Department  of  Biochemistry,  has  accepted  the  post  of  Associate 
Dean,  Basic  Science,  which  has  been  vacant  for  the  past  two  years.  We  are  happy  to 
welcome  back  Professor  K.J.R.  Wightman,  Associate  Dean  of  Postgraduate  Medical 
Education,  from  sabbatical  leave  in  Paris.  Professor  William  Drucker,  Chairman  of 
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the  Department  of  Surgery,  has  accepted  the  Deanship  of  the  Medical  School  at  the 
University  of  Virginia;  he  will  be  succeeded  by  Professor  Donald  R.  Wilson,  who  will 
retain  his  appointment  as  Surgeon-in-Chief  at  the  Toronto  Western  Hospital.  Pro- 
fessor A.  Jousse,  Chairman  of  the  Division  of  Rehabilitation  Medicine  since  shortly 
after  its  inception,  is  relinquishing  the  chairmanship  to  Professor  John  Crawford  of 
the  Toronto  Western  Hospital.  It  is  because  of  the  efforts  of  such  devoted  physician- 
educators  that  this  school  continues  to  be  recognized  as  one  of  the  outstanding  schools 
of  medicine. 

The  Faculty  also  takes  pride  in  the  fact  that  one  of  its  graduates,  Dr.  John  R. 
Evans,  has  returned  to  the  University  as  its  new  President.  It  extends  a  word  of  sincere 
appreciation  also  to  Acting  President  John  Sword  who  has  guided  the  University 
through  some  stormy  seas.

THE  DEAN  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  LAW 

I  am  taking  the  liberty  of  extending  this  Report  up  to  the  end  of  November  1972. 
Dean  Macdonald  took  up  his  new  position  as  Dean  of  the  Dalhousie  Law  School  on 
July  1,  1972,  and  I  returned  to  Toronto  from  Ottawa  that  month  to  take  up  the 
position  of  Dean. 
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The  demand  for  places  in  this  and  other  Ontario  Law  Schools  continues  to  be 
great.  This  year  we  have  had  over  2,000  applications  for  our  150  places.  The  number 
of  students  in  our  second  and  third  years  is  approximately  the  same  as  the  number 
in  first  year,  partly  because  the  high  quality  of  student  admitted  to  first  year  means 
that  there  are  fewer  first  year  failures,  and  partly  because  of  a  large  number  of  transfers 
into  our  School  from  other  law  schools.  There  is  little  likelihood  that  the  demand  for 
law  school  places  will  decrease  substantially  over  the  next  few  years. 

Over  the  summer  we  acquired  Falconer  Hall,  which  admirably  suits  our  present 
needs  for  additional  seminar  and  office  space.  However,  at  the  moment  this  is  being 
written  there  is  a  severe  snowstorm  outside  and  the  ease  of  communication  between 
Falconer  Hall  and  Flavelle  House  which  is  necessary  for  an  efficient  unified  law 
school  is  diminished.  This  confirms  the  view  of  many  that  a  simple  connecting  tunnel 
between  the  two  buildings  is  desirable. 

A  number  of  curriculum  developments  which  have  been  introduced  this  year 
should  be  mentioned.  The  most  important  change  is  that  every  first  year  student  now 
takes  one  first  year  subject  in  a  small  group  of  about  fifteen  to  twenty  students  and 
we  have  integrated  our  legal  writing  programme  into  this  small  group  programme. 
This  development  naturally  places  heavy  demands  on  our  faculty,  but  in  our  view 
improves  the  first  year  curriculum  and  builds  a  solid  base  for  the  research  and  writing 
programmes  which  are  important  elements  of  the  second  and  third  years.  We  are 
seriously  considering  introducing  into  next  year's  curriculum  a  supervised  independent 
research  option  for  a  select  group  of  students  in  their  third  year.  Again,  this  will  make 
substantial  demands  on  our  resources. 

We  have  broadened  the  course  offerings  available  to  our  students  -  many  of 
whom  will  not  practise  law  in  the  traditional  sense.  Many,  for  example,  will  enter 
into  government,  politics,  business,  finance,  and  industry.  The  traditional  law  school 
curriculum  oriented  towards  the  practising  lawyer  is  not  an  adequate  training  for  all. 
Thus  we  have  introduced,  and  will  continue  to  develop,  specialized  interdisciplinary 
courses,  involving  such  other  disciplines  as  Business,  Social  Work,  Political  Economy, 
Criminology,  and  Environmental  Studies. 

In  an  attempt  to  broaden  our  programme  without  increasing  the  cost  we  have 
developed  an  exchange  with  Osgoode  Hall  Law  School  whereby  we  offer  some  of 
our  specialized  courses  which  do  not  have  high  enrolments,  such  as  Admiralty  Law 
and  Common  Market  Law,  to  Osgoode  Hall  law  students,  and  Osgoode  in  turn  offers 
in  a  similar  way  some  of  their  courses  to  our  students.  This  year  we  have  been  doing 
this  in  a  very  modest  way,  but  we  hope  to  expand  the  exchange  next  year.  We  are 
fortunate  to  have  two  strong  Law  Schools  in  this  city  and  it  does  not  make  sense  to 
fail  to  co-ordinate  our  efforts. 

Another  co-operative  venture  we  are  about  to  undertake  is  with  the  Legal  Aid 
Plan  of  the  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada.  The  University  has  provided  the  Law 
School  with  a  small  coach-house  beside  the  Meteorological  Building  on  Bloor  Street 
and  the  Law  Society  has  agreed  to  provide  supervisory  duty  counsel  to  work  with  our 
students  to  meet  the  needs  of  persons  in  the  surrounding  area  and  within  the  University 
community. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  event  to  take  place  this  fall  is  the  publication  of  the 
Report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Legal  Education  set  up  by  the  Law  Society  of 
Upper  Canada  and  usually  referred  to  as  the  MacKinnon  Report,  which  amongst 
other  things  recommends  the  abolition  of  articling.  If  articling  is  eliminated  -  and 
there  appears  at  this  point  to  be  a  strong  likelihood  that  the  MacKinnon  Report  will 
be  adopted  by  the  Law  Society  -  there  will  be  an  increased  obligation  on  the  Law 
Schools  to  consider  introducing  programmes  which  will  enable  students  to  gain  some 
practical  experience  in  the  workings  of  the  legal  system.  It  may  be,  for  example,  that 
the  Law  Schools  will  wish  to  introduce  clinical  training  directly  into  the  law  school 
curriculum.  Another  possibility  is  for  the  Law  Schools  to  experiment  with  developing 
a  controlled  clinical  experience  in  law  firms  or  legal  aid  clinics  directly  after  the  three 
year  LIB.  course  and  followed  by  a  shortened  Bar  Admission  Course.  Whatever  tech- 
nique may  be  used,  it  is  clear  that  it  would  put  a  strain  on  our  present  resources. 
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As  I  mentioned  above,  Ronald  St.  John  Macdonald  left  to  take  over  as  Dean  at 
the  Dalhousie  Law  School  after  five  years  as  Dean  of  this  Faculty  and  a  substantial 
period  as  a  professor  before  that.  Professor  John  Willis,  who  had  reached  retirement 
age  at  the  end  of  last  year,  has  joined  Dean  Macdonald  at  Dalhousie.  Both  have  had 
substantial  links  with  Nova  Scotia,  and  although  saddened  by  their  departure  we 
understand  the  reasons  for  their  return  to  the  Maritimes.  Professor  Bradley  Crawford 
resigned  to  go  into  practice  with  the  firm  of  McCarthy  &  McCarthy,  and  Professor 
Kenneth  Lysyk  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  to  take  up  a  post  as  Deputy  Attorney 
General  of  Saskatchewan.  All  four  have  made  substantial  contributions  to  the  life  of 
this  Faculty.  I  am  pleased  that  we  were  able  to  attract  a  number  of  fine  new  staff 
members  this  year:  Charles  Dalfen,  who  was  the  legal  adviser  to  the  Department  of 
Communications  in  Ottawa;  Leslie  Stein,  who  had  been  teaching  in  Australia  for  the 
last  few  years;  Michael  Trebilcock,  who  had  been  teaching  at  the  McGill  Law  School; 
and  Ernest  Weinrib,  a  recent  graduate  from  this  Law  School,  who  also  holds  a  cross- 
appointment  in  the  Department  of  Classics. 

I  cannot  conclude  this  Report  without  giving  special  thanks  to  Associate  Dean 
Ralph  Scane  who  has  made  my  task  much  easier  and  I  know  did  the  same  for  Dean 
Macdonald.  Professor  Scane  will  be  returning  to  full-time  teaching  at  the  end  of  this 
academic  year  and  we  are  fortunate  that  Professor  Frank  Iacobucci  has  agreed  to 
serve  as  Associate  Dean.

Undergraduate  Studies 

The  restructured  undergraduate  programme  has  passed  the  first  test  of  operation  on 
a  term  basis.  While  many  students  appear  to  prefer  studying  a  smaller  number  (usually 
six)  of  subjects  more  intensively,  some  staff  in  mathematics  and  physics  are  concerned 
that  the  fifteen  week  term  is  not  the  best  interval  for  the  incubation  of  student  under- 
standing. On  the  other  hand,  the  term  system  has  added  a  significant  measure  of 
curricular  flexibility  coupled  with  administrative  complexity.  The  Faculty  opted  dur- 
ing the  year  to  rely  wholly  on  the  central  unistars  student  record  system  for  data 
filing  and  marks  accounting.  Operational  defects  were  overcome  by  the  exceptional 
efforts  of  Dean  G.B.  Craig  and  the  Office  of  the  Secretary.  The  University  has  not 
yet  appreciated  sufficiently  that  centralized  computer  systems  intended  to  meet  day- 
to-day  needs  of  students  and  staff  must  work  and  work  well  if  the  images  of  Jacques 
Ellul  concerning  machines  and  techniques  are  not  to  undermine  our  sense  of  being 
a  community. 

The  resurgence  of  emphasis  on  design  as  a  hallmark  of  engineering  studies  con- 
tinues with  strong  leadership  coming  from  Professor  I.W.  Smith  and  the  Cockburn 
Unit  for  Engineering  Design.  Our  students  designed  and  built  Miss  Purity  II,  a  small 
all-electric  low-pollution  car  intended  for  urban  use.  In  the  Urban  Vehicle  Design 
Competition  in  which  some  74  U.S.  and  Canadian  universities  competed,  Miss  Purity 
placed  second  in  total  test  points  and  received  an  award  for  innovation. 

Enrolment 

At  a  time  when  there  is  a  sharp  drop  in  new  engineering  enrolments  in  the  U.S.A. 
and  indication  of  a  slight  decline  in  Canada,  our  undergraduate  enrolment  held  firm 
at  2238.  With  the  economic  facts  as  they  are  and  indications  that  some  teachers  and 
students  now  perceive  technology,  and  by  implication  engineering,  as  a  major  culprit

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in  environmental  degradation,  it  will  be  surprising  if  there  is  not  some  enrolment  shift 
from  engineering  at  the  very  time  improved  quality  of  life  will  require  extensive  and 
wise  applications  of  technology. 

With  the  curricular  plasticity  now  rampant  in  the  Secondary  Schools,  the  per- 
centage of  students  studying  mathematics,  physics  and  chemistry  at  the  Grade  13  level 
continues  to  fall.  Since  greater  emphasis  on  the  quality  of  the  written  and  spoken  word 
among  engineering  students  is  desirable,  it  may  be  that  some  shift  in  admission  require- 
ments should  be  made  from  study  in  the  sciences  to  study  of  language  and  related  arts. 

Graduate  enrolment  at  613  FTE  on  December  1,  1971,  was  down  slightly  with 
the  mix  of  about  200  ph.d.  registrations  and  400  Master's  registrations  remaining  un- 
changed. The  Master  of  Engineering  programme  on  a  part-time  basis  shows  encourag- 
ing signs  of  growth.  Despite  a  growing  mythology  about  large  numbers  of  unemployed 
ph.d's,  there  has  been  no  unemployment  among  our  graduates. 

Faculty  Structure 

The  study  of  Faculty  Structure  initiated  in  1969  in  parallel  with  the  Commission  on 
University  Government  culminated  with  the  adoption  by  Faculty  Council  of  a  report 
prepared  by  a  Committee  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Professor  O.  Trass.  The  pro- 
posals adopted  unanimously  by  Council  were  approved  by  the  Board  of  Governors 
and  preparations  were  made  to  launch  the  new  structure  in  the  1972-73  session.  This 
structure  provides  for  participation  by  alumni  and  increases  the  already  able  contri- 
bution from  our  students.  The  new  standing  committees  include,  in  addition  to  normal 
academic  committees,  Community  Affairs,  Research,  Teaching  Methods  and  Re- 
sources and  an  Ombudsman  Committee.  Committees  will  have  power  to  act  within 
stated  policy  frameworks  and  will  report  to  Council  through  a  new  Executive  Com- 
mittee which  will,  among  other  duties  advise  the  Dean  upon  budgetary  matters. 

Faculty  General 

The  vitality  of  research  reviewed  in  the  1970-71  report  has  been  sustained  with  total 
expenditures  exceeding  three  million  dollars.  The  programme  on  transportation  jointly 
sponsored  with  York  University  and  centred  in  Civil  Engineering  has  received  con- 
tinued funding  from  the  Federal  Department  of  Transport  and  the  Institute  for 
Aerospace  Studies  has  received  from  the  National  Research  Council  a  major  negotiated 
grant  for  research  on  Air  Cushion  Vehicles. 

With  close  staff-alumni-student  co-operation,  preparations  for  our  Centennial 
Year  in  1973  proceeded  well.  The  manuscript  for  a  book  to  be  entitled  "Cold  Iron 
and  Lady  Godiva"  was  completed.  A  major  career-trajectory  study  of  the  16,000 
living  graduates  was  carried  out.  This  study  will  be  a  primary  resource  document  for 
the  first  conference  on  manpower  to  be  sponsored  by  the  newly  formed  Engineering 
Manpower  Commission  of  Canada  in  1973.  Student  events  include  a  Centennial  Ball 
and  a  Centennial  School  Night,  while  Alumni  plan  a  major  reunion  in  the  fall  of  1973. 
Joint  celebrations  with  Ecole  Polytechnique  will  include  student  exchanges  and  an 
international  film  festival  on  "technology  and  resources  in  the  service  of  man"  to 
be  held  on  the  site  of  EXPO. 

Appointments  and  Personal  Notes 

I  am  pleased  to  record  the  promotion  to  full  professorship  of  P.E.  Burke,  M.E.  Charles, 

J.W.  Smith,  W.M.  Wonham,  R.T.  Woodhams,  and  C.A.  Wrenshall. 

Professor  B.  Etkin  retired  as  Chairman  of  the  Division  of  Engineering  Science. 
The  division  has  prospered  under  his  able  leadership  which  has  been  marked  by  a 
strong  spirit  of  co-operation  between  its  students  and  the  divisional  staff.  Professor 
Etkin  is  succeeded  by  Professor  Boris  Stoicheff  of  the  Department  of  Physics,  a  dis- 
tinguished graduate  of  the  programme  he  will  now  chair.  We  look  forward  to  his 
insight  in  guiding  Engineering  Science  which  is  dependent  upon  and  receives  the 
warm  co-operation  especially  of  the  Departments  of  Physics,  Mathematics  and  Com- 
puter Science.  Professor  I.  Rowe  will  share  responsibility  for  Engineering  Science  as 
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Associate  Chairman.  Professor  I.  McCausland  is  to  succeed  H.W.  Smith  as  Associate 
Chairman  in  Electrical  Engineering. 

Professor  V.L.  Henderson,  a  pioneer  Canadian  consultant  on  acoustics  and  noise, 
retired  after  42  years  of  devoted  service  in  Applied  Physics  and  Electrical  Engineering. 

I  record  with  deep  regret  the  death  of  Professor  V.G.  Smith,  a  brilliant  and 
humane  person  who  lived  and  taught  in  the  best  tradition  of  the  Faculty.

A.  Porter  is  to  be  Chairman  of  the  Canadian  Environmental  Advisory  Council, 
Professor  G.N.  Patterson  is  to  be  seconded  to  the  Science  Council  to  undertake  a  major 
national  study  of  energy  resources,  and  I  have  been  reappointed  to  the  National 
Research  Council.

FACULTY  OF  EDUCATION 
Report  of  the  Institute  of  Child  Study 

The  Institute  has  experienced  one  of  its  most  exciting  and  fruitful  academic  sessions. 
In  the  current  session,  student  enrolment  showed  a  dramatic  upsurge  with  a  total  of 
69  students,  7  registered  part-time.  Average  student  enrolment  over  the  past  five  years 
was  34.  Enrolment  for  the  next  session  has  already  reached  the  limit  of  70  full-time 
students.  In  addition  to  the  interest  expressed  in  the  Diploma  in  Child  Study,  we  are 
pleased  to  report  that  all  our  graduates  in  the  current  session  have  been  successful  in 
obtaining  attractive  job  placements.  Moreover,  it  is  gratifying  to  receive  unsolicited 
testimonials  from  employers  over  the  past  few  years  describing  the  excellent  contribu- 
tion our  graduates  are  making  in  their  respective  work  areas. 

The  newly  established  relationship  of  the  Institute  of  Child  Study  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Faculty  of  Education  has  proved  most  successful.  This  relationship  will 
continue  to  emphasize  our  interest  in  teacher  education,  particularly  in  the  early 
childhood  and  primary  grade  levels.  Collaboration  with  the  Counsellor  Education 
Programme  of  the  Faculty  of  Education  provides  a  second  source  of  support  and  en- 
couragement for  our  programme  in  child  assessment  and  counselling.  In  particular  the 
interchange  of  staff  members  from  the  Faculty  of  Education  and  the  Institute  of  Child 
Study  has  provided  substantial  strength  to  committee  structures  and  to  committee 
deliberations. 

The  laboratory  school  of  the  Institute  received  new  guidance  and  inspiration 
during  the  current  session  from  its  newly  appointed  principal,  Jim  Fair.  Interest  from 
the  professional  community  in  the  activities  of  the  laboratory  school  continues  to  bring 
visitors  to  the  Institute  almost  daily,  and  better  arrangements  have  been  instituted  to 
make  these  sessions  more  relevant  and  useful  to  both  visitors  and  staff.  Parents  are 
now  invited  into  classrooms  to  participate  as  well  as  observe,  and  this  innovation  has 
proved  quite  successful.  To  provide  additional  opportunities  for  students  in  the  early 
childhood  education  practicum,  an  afternoon  nursery  school  programme  has  been  set 
up  for  the  next  academic  session.  Sixteen  children  will  be  enrolled  in  this  programme 
and  children  will  attend  from  1 :  15  p.m.  to  3:30  p.m.  The  total  registration  of  chil- 
dren in  the  laboratory  school  will  be  181. 

After  ten  years  on  the  staff,  Mrs.  Elda  Bolton  retired  from  the  Institute  of  Child 
Study.  Mrs.  Bolton  has  been  active  in  the  Parent  Education  programmes  in  this  prov- 
ince for  the  last  twenty  years  and  her  retirement  is  the  last  of  the  group  of  five  who 
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pioneered  and  inspired  the  parent  education  movement  in  this  country.  Dr.  K.S. 
Bernhardt,  Mrs.  F.  Johnson,  Mrs.  Nan  Foster,  Mrs.  M.  Brown  and  Mrs.  E.  Bolton, 
with  support  from  Dr.  Blatz,  began  parent  education  courses  in  1927  and  a  few  years 
later  started  the  Parent  Education  Bulletin.  Mrs.  Bolton's  retirement  represents  the 
end  of  an  era  which  lasted  over  45  years.  Mrs.  Dolores  Hind  resigns  as  the  Kinder- 
garten instructor  at  the  end  of  this  session.  She  has  been  with  the  Institute  for  five 
years  and  now  assumes  new  responsibilities  with  the  Peel  County  Board  of  Education. 
While  the  current  session  has  been  one  of  the  most  exciting,  it  has  also  been  one 
of  the  most  stable.  The  opportunity  to  consider  long  term  plans  for  the  Institute  has 
been  a  new  experience  for  this  staff*  and  is  being  approached  with  enthusiasm.  A 
Brief  was  forwarded  through  Dean  Dadson  to  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Education 
proposing  a  course  of  studies  by  the  Institute  leading  to  certification  in  Early  Child- 
hood and  Primary  Education.  A  proposal  to  establish  a  Master  of  Arts  in  Child  Study 
is  under  consideration  by  a  sub-committee  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  School 
of  Graduate  Studies.  Course  offerings  by  the  staff  of  the  Institute  for  students  enrolled 
in  the  b.ed.  programme  in  the  College  of  Education  is  a  start  in  broadening  our  teach- 
ing role  on  the  campus.  The  report  of  a  year  ago  concludes  with  the  statement  that 
"A  new  Era  begins!"  It  has  been  a  good  beginning.

THE  DEAN  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  LIBRARY  SCIENCE 


Highlights  of  the  1971-72  academic  session  included:  the  designation  of  the  School 
as  the  Faculty  of  Library  Science  headed  by  a  Dean ;  the  resignation  of  the  incumbent 
Dean  and  the  selection  of  his  successor;  the  commencement  of  the  doctoral  programme 
in  library  science ;  the  visit  to  the  Faculty  by  the  consultants  to  the  discipline  planning 
group  in  library  science;  the  restructuring  of  the  Faculty  Council;  the  awarding  of 
an  honorary  degree  to  the  first  Director  of  the  Library  School ;  and  the  official  opening 
of  the  new  building. 

Change  to  Faculty  Status 

At  its  meeting  of  February  18,  1972,  the  Council  of  the  School  of  Library  Science 
unanimously  endorsed  a  recommendation  to  the  Senate  of  the  University  that  the 
name  of  the  School  be  changed  to  the  Faculty  of  Library  Science  and  that  its  chief 
executive  officer  be  designated  as  Dean  instead  of  Director.  The  proposal  was  in 
keeping  with  the  1970  Report  of  the  Commission  on  the  Government  of  the  University 
of  Toronto  which  had  recommended  that  the  term  "faculty"  be  applied  to  any  division 
administering  its  own  degree  programme.  It  was  also  consistent  with  those  sections 
of  the  American  Library  Association's  1972  Standards  for  Accreditation  pertaining 
to  the  status  of  a  graduate  programme  in  library  science  within  its  parent  institution, 
and  with  practice  at  the  other  two  library  schools  in  Ontario  with  respect  to  the  use 
of  the  title  of  Dean.  The  request  for  a  change  of  status  from  School  to  Faculty  also 
took  into  account  the  fact  that  two  other  graduate  departments  in  Division  II  of  the 
School  of  Graduate  Studies  -  Management  Studies  and  Social  Work  -  had  requested 
a  similar  change  at  that  time. 

The  recommendation  for  the  change  to  faculty  status  was  approved  by  the 
Senate  at  its  meeting  of  March  10,  1972,  and  enacted  as  Statute  No.  3075.  On  March 
16,  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  University  approved  the  Senate  Statute  and  the 
change  became  effective  as  of  that  date.  This  was  the  second  change  of  name  in  the 
44-year  history  of  the  Faculty.  The  first  occurred  in  1965  when  the  Library  School, 
established  in  1928,  became  the  School  of  Library  Science  and  a  separate  teaching 
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division  within  the  University,  ending  37  years  of  administrative  ties  with  the  College 
of  Education. 

Selection  of  Dean-Designate 

In  September  1971,  Professor  R.  Brian  Land,  Director  of  Library  Science  since  July  1, 
1964,  announced  his  resignation  effective  June  30,  1972.  The  Acting  President, 
Dr.  John  H.  Sword,  appointed  a  committee  to  recommend  a  successor  to  Professor 
Land,  which  was  chaired  by  Dr.  John  D.  Hamilton,  Vice-President  (Health  Sciences) , 
and  consisted  of:  four  members  of  the  academic  staff  in  Library  Science  -  Professors 
Margaret  E.  Cockshutt,  Laurent-G.  Denis,  Katherine  H.  Packer  and  Kenneth  H. 
Plate;  one  member  of  the  support  staff  in  Library  Science  -  Mrs.  Barbara  J.  Mann, 
the  Chief  Librarian;  two  student  members  -  Miss  Margot  J.  Greer  (m.l.s.  ii)  and 
Mrs.  Sylvia  J.  Hall  (m.l.s.  i)  ;  one  member  of  the  Library  Science  Alumni  Associa- 
tion -  Miss  June  E.  Munro;  and  three  other  members  of  the  University  -  Professor 
John  A.  Sawyer,  Associate  Dean,  Division  II,  School  of  Graduate  Studies;  Professor 
J.  Stefan  Dupre,  Chairman,  Department  of  Political  Economy;  and  Dr.  Robert  H. 
Blackburn,  Chief  Librarian  of  the  University. 

The  Committee,  which  met  several  times  between  December  1971  and  April 
1972,  unanimously  selected  Dr.  Francess  G.  Halpenny,  m.a.,  ll.d.,  General  Editor  of 
The  Dictionary  of  Canadian  Biography,  as  Dean-designate  of  the  Faculty  of  Library 
Science  to  succeed  Dean  Land.  Dr.  Halpenny  holds  b.a.  and  m.a.  degrees  from  the 
University  of  Toronto  in  English  Language  and  Literature  and  an  honorary  ll.d. 
degree  from  the  University  of  Guelph  for  her  contributions  to  Canadian  publishing. 
Associated  with  the  University  of  Toronto  Press  since  1941,  she  was  appointed  Editor 
in  1957,  Managing  Editor  in  1965,  and  General  Editor  of  the  d.g.b.  in  1969.  She  has 
been  connected  with  the  Faculty  of  Library  Science  since  1967  as  an  Associated 
Instructor  for  the  course  in  Contemporary  Publishing. 

The  Doctoral  Programme  in  Library  Science 

In  the  spring  of  1971,  the  Board  of  Governors  granted  permission  for  two  students 
to  be  enrolled  in  the  new  programme  leading  to  the  ph.d.  degree  in  library  science. 
The  first  students  admitted  to  the  doctoral  programme,  which  began  in  September 
1971,  were  Miss  Beryl  L.  Anderson,  formerly  Associate  Professor,  McGill  University 
Graduate  School  of  Library  Science  and  the  1971  winner  of  the  Howard  V.  Phalin- 
World  Book  Graduate  Scholarship  in  Library  Science,  and  Mrs.  Claire  S.  England, 
formerly  a  school  librarian  with  the  Etobicoke  Board  of  Education. 

The  ph.d.  programme  in  library  science,  the  first  such  in  Canada,  was  one  of  the 
graduate  programmes  placed  under  an  "embargo"  by  the  provincial  government  in 
the  spring  of  1971.  This  meant  that  provincial  funds  to  support  this  programme  were 
withheld  from  the  University  of  Toronto  pending  completion  of  a  planning  assessment 
of  graduate  studies  in  library  science  in  Ontario  by  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Aca- 
demic Planning  (a.c.a.p.).  Because  it  would  have  been  impossible  for  the  discipline 
planning  consultants  to  make  a  report  to  a.c.a.p.  before  the  late  summer  of  1972,  the 
Dean  of  Library  Science,  with  the  support  of  the  Committee  on  Doctoral  Studies, 
requested  permission  from  the  University  to  enrol  an  additional  three  ph.d.  students 
in  the  programme  in  September  1972  even  though  provincial  funding  would  not  be 
available  for  the  1972-73  academic  session.  The  Board  of  Governors  approved  this 
request  at  its  meeting  of  May  25,  1972. 

The  unavoidable  delay  in  securing  approval  from  the  University  to  admit  new 
ph.d.  students,  coupled  with  the  general  economic  situation  and  uncertain  employ- 
ment opportunities,  almost  certainly  had  an  adverse  effect  on  the  number  of  applica- 
tions (nine)  for  the  doctoral  programme  for  the  fall  of  1972.  On  the  positive  side, 
publication  duuring  the  year  of  A  Study  of  the  Need  for  Ph.D.'s  in  Library  Science 
in  Large  Canadian  Libraries,  prepared  by  Professor  Laurent-G.  Denis  in  collaboration 
with  Professor  Lloyd  J.  Houser,  both  of  the  Faculty  of  Library  Science,  suggests  that 
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the  majority  of  the  administrators  of  the  most  important  Canadian  libraries  believe 
there  is  a  need  for  such  a  programme.  The  future  of  the  doctoral  programme  in 
library  science  at  the  University  of  Toronto  will  depend  in  large  measure  on  the 
report  and  recommendations  of  the  consultants  to  the  planning  group  in  library 
science  appointed  by  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Academic  Planning. 

The  Planning  Assessment  in  Library  Science 

In  March  1971,  as  previously  mentioned,  the  Minister  of  University  Affairs  announced 
an  "embargo"  on  new  graduate  programmes,  the  purpose  of  which  was  to  ensure 
that,  in  addition  to  a  successful  academic  appraisal,  a  new  programme  would  have 
to  meet  a  well  defined  need  in  the  provincial  system.  Such  a  need  would  ordinarily 
be  established  by  a  comprehensive  study  of  the  discipline  involved  -  a  "discipline 
assessment"  or  "planning  assessment".  Because  of  the  existence  of  a  new  ph.d.  pro- 
gramme at  Toronto  and  plans  to  begin  a  doctoral  programme  at  the  University  of 
Western  Ontario,  library  science  was  selected  as  the  first  discipline  to  undergo  a 
planning  assessment. 

The  discipline  planning  group  in  library  science  was  formed  in  September  1971 
and  consisted  of  the  heads  of  the  three  Ontario  Library  schools  and  Dr.  M.A.  Preston, 
the  Executive  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Academic  Planning 
(a.g.a.p.).  Professor  Rodney  F.  White,  Chairman,  Department  of  Sociology,  Trent 
University,  and  a  member  of  a.g.a.p.,  was  adviser  to  the  planning  group.  The  group 
held  meetings  in  Toronto  on  September  22  and  November  5,  1971,  at  which  time  the 
special  terms  of  reference  previously  approved  by  the  Council  of  Ontario  Universities 
for  the  planning  assessment  were  discussed,  procedures  outlined  and  nominations  for 
consultants  considered.  According  to  the  terms  of  reference,  the  consultants  to  the 
planning  group  were  to  be  appointed  by  a.g.a.p.  from  three  "persons  of  international 
reputation  experienced  in  library  school  teaching  and  administration"  plus  "one 
person  of  wide  academic  experience  in  Canada  but  in  a  discipline  other  than  librarian- 
ship."  It  was  not  until  January  1972  that  a.c.a.p.  appointed  the  consultants:  Dr. 
Lester  E.  Asheim,  Professor,  Graduate  Library  School,  University  of  Chicago;  Dr. 
Robert  M.  Hayes,  Professor,  School  of  Library  Service,  University  of  California, 
Los  Angeles;  Wilfred  L.  Saunders,  Professor  and  Director,  Po^t-graduate  School  of 
Librarianship  and  Information  Services,  University  of  Sheffield;  and  Dr.  John  T. 
Saywell,  Dean  of  Arts,  York  University,  Toronto. 

The  consultants  held  their  first  meeting  with  the  planning  group  in  Toronto  on 
February  19  at  which  time  they  reviewed  the  detailed  documentation  provided  by 
the  respective  library  schools.  On  May  15,  the  consultants  reassembled  in  Toronto 
before  visiting  the  respective  library  schools  at  the  University  of  Toronto  (May  15 
and  16),  the  University  of  Western  Ontario  (May  17  and  18),  and  the  University 
of  Ottawa  (May  19) .  The  May  15  visit  to  the  Faculty  of  Library  Science  at  Toronto 
marked  the  first  time  that  consultants  had  visited  an  Ontario  university  under  the 
new  system  of  planning  assessments  approved  by  the  Council  of  Ontario  Universities. 
During  the  May  visit,  additional  documentation  was  furnished  to  the  consultants. 
The  consultants  planned  their  next  visit  to  Toronto  for  late  July  and  early  August 
1972,  during  which  time  they  expected  to  prepare  their  report,  to  present  their  recom- 
mendations to  the  discipline  group  and  to  consult  individually  with  the  discipline 
representatives  of  the  three  universities  concerned. 

The  final  report  of  the  planning  consultants  will  have  great  significance  for  the 
Faculty  of  Library  Science  since  its  recommendations,  if  adopted  by  the  Council  of 
Ontario  Universities  and  implemented  by  the  three  universities  concerned,  would 
affect  the  future  of  graduate  programmes  in  library  science  in  Ontario  for  the  next 
five  to  ten  years.  Specifically,  its  recommendations  regarding  the  future  of  doctoral 
studies  in  library  science  will  have  immediate  implications  for  the  Ph.D.  programme 
at  Toronto.  The  report  may  also  be  expected  to  make  important  suggestions  regarding 
specialization  and  co-operation  among  library  schools  in   Ontario  and  perhaps  in 
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Canada.  The  results  of  the  planning  assessment  in  library  science,  which  is  likely  to  be 
the  first  completed  by  a.c.a.p.,  will  be  examined  closely  by  all  other  disciplines  and 
Ontario  Universities  with  a  view  to  assessing  the  worth  of  this  new  venture. 

Restructuring  of  the  Faculty  Council 

At  its  meeting  of  April  29,  1971,  the  Council  of  the  Faculty  of  Library  Science,  the 
senior  academic  policy-making  body  which  consists  of  the  full-time  members  of  the 
teaching  staff  of  professorial  rank  and  two  student  members,  set  up  a  special  com- 
mittee to  consider  recomposition  of  its  membership.  The  Special  Committee  on  the 
Restructuring  of  Council  was  chaired  by  Professor  Olga  B.  Bishop  and  was  made  up 
of  three  other  members  of  the  academic  staff,  including  the  Dean,  one  member  of 
the  support  staff  and  two  student  members.  The  Committee  held  ten  meetings  and 
drafted  a  report  which  redefined  the  role,  powers  and  duties  of  Council,  suggested 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  conduct  of  its  proceedings,  and  recommended  a  com- 
mittee structure  for  the  efficient  transaction  of  its  business.  The  Committee  also  pro- 
posed that  Council  membership  be  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  more  students,  by 
representatives  from  other  graduate  departments,  and  by  members  from  the  library 
profession  in  order  to  effect  closer  liaison  between  the  profession  and  the  Faculty. 
The  Committee's  report  was  debated  at  meetings  of  Council  on  April  7  and  18,  1972, 
and  its  major  proposals  accepted.  On  May  4,  1972,  the  Board  of  Governors  gave  its 
approval  to  the  new  composition  of  the  Council  which  will  take  effect  October  1,  1972. 
Membership  on  the  newly  constituted  Council  is  made  up  of  all  full-time  members 
of  the  teaching  staff  of  the  rank  of  lecturer  and  above ;  eleven  student  members ;  two 
associated  instructors  (i.e.,  part-time  special  lecturers)  ;  the  Faculty's  Chief  Librarian, 
the  Assistant  to  the  Dean  and  the  Administrative  Assistant;  two  members  each  to  be 
elected  or  appointed  respectively  by  the  Library  Science  Alumni  Association,  the 
Institute  of  Professional  Librarians  of  Ontario  and  the  Ontario  Library  Association; 
and  one  member  of  the  Graduate  Faculty  of  Division  II  of  the  School  of  Graduate 
Studies.  The  total  membership  of  Council  for  1972^73  will  be  approximately  50. 

Library  School's  First  Director  Honoured 

On  June  8,  1972,  the  University  of  Toronto  conferred  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws 
(honoris  causa)  on  Winifred  Glen  Barnstead,  Director  of  the  Library  School  from 
its  establishment  in  1928  until  her  retirement  in  1951.  From  1914  to  1927,  in  addition 
to  her  full-time  responsibilities  as  Head  of  the  Cataloguing  Department  of  the  Toronto 
Public  Library,  Dr.  Barnstead  also  acted  as  a  part-time  instructor  in  cataloguing  for 
the  various  library  training  courses  sponsored  during  that  period  by  the  Ontario 
Department  of  Education.  During  her  term  as  Director  of  the  Library  School,  three 
distinct  academic  programmes  were  introduced:  a  one-year  course  for  high  school 
graduates,  started  in  1928,  which  led  to  a  Diploma  in  Librarianship ;  a  one-year 
course  for  university  graduates,  begun  in  1936,  which  led  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Library  Science;  and  an  advanced  one-year  course,  introduced  in  1951,  which 
led  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Library  Science,  the  first  graduate  programme  in 
librarianship  in  Canada.  During  her  23  years  as  Director,  660  degrees  in  library  science, 
including  the  first  Master's  degree,  were  awarded,  or  nearly  44  per  cent  of  the  library 
science  degrees  conferred  by  all  Canadian  universities  during  that  period.  Dr.  Barn- 
stead received  her  honorary  degree  at  the  same  Convocation  at  which  the  first  gradu- 
ates to  complete  the  two-year  Master  of  Library  Science  programme  introduced  in 
1970  received  their  degrees. 

Official  Opening  of  the  New  Building 

Following  the  Convocation  on  June  8,  1972,  a  ceremony  to  mark  the  official  opening 
of  the  new  Faculty  of  Library  Science  building  at  140  St.  George  Street  was  held  in 
the  Lecture  Theatre.  Dr.  John  H.  Sword,  the  Acting  President,  officiated.  Other 
members  of  the  platform  party  were  the  honorary  graduand,  Dr.  Barnstead;  Dean 
Land,  who  expressed  thanks  to  those  who  had  been  involved  in  the  planning  and 
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construction  of  the  building;  Miss  Karen  H.  Savage,  Vice-President  of  the  Students' 
Council,  Faculty  of  Library  Science,  who  delivered  official  greetings  on  behalf  of  the 
graduate  students  in  library  science;  and  William  B.  Harris,  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Governors,  who  declared  the  building  officially  opened  and  presented  a  ceremonial 
silver  key  to  Dean  Land  to  commemorate  the  occasion. 

In  his  opening  remarks,  Dr.  Sword  reviewed  some  of  the  background  which  had 
led  to  the  planning  and  construction  of  the  new  building.  In  the  early  1960's,  the 
universities  of  Ontario  found  that  the  facilities  for  professional  education  of  librarians 
in  the  province  were  totally  inadequate  to  allow  for  the  increased  enrolment  that  had 
become  necessary.  At  that  time,  the  five  library  schools  then  existing  in  Canada, 
two  of  them  in  Ontario,  had  been  unable  to  meet  the  rising  demand  from  libraries 
for  graduates.  The  University  of  Toronto  Library  School  was  housed  in  cramped 
quarters  on  the  third  floor  of  the  College  of  Education  in  space  that  was  coveted  by 
its  landlord.  In  1964,  after  discussions  between  the  University  of  Toronto  and  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  it  was  agreed  that  the  University  would  assume  full  responsibility 
for  the  Library  School,  establish  it  as  a  separate  teaching  division  and  expand  its 
enrolment  to  400,  a  figure  which  the  provincial  government  and  the  University  agreed 
"would  be  reached  in  accordance  with  availability  of  staff  and  space".  It  was  further 
agreed  that  the  University  would  accommodate  the  School  in  the  new  research  library 
complex  then  being  planned,  and  the  Director  of  the  Library  School  was  instructed 
by  the  President  to  draw  up  plans  for  quarters  that  would  accommodate  the  projected 
enrolment  together  with  the  necessary  academic  and  support  staff.  The  new  building 
represents  the  culmination  of  that  planning. 

A  special  brochure  setting  out  detailed  floor  plans  for  the  building  with  descrip- 
tions of  the  functions  of  each  area  was  prepared  for  the  official  opening.  Although 
there  were  numerous  deficiencies  to  be  remedied  following  its  occupation  by  the 
Faculty  in  June  1971,  in  general  the  new  building  has  functioned  well.  It  has  already 
attracted  many  visitors  from  all  over  the  world  including  a  number  of  library  groups 
from  Canada  and  the  United  States,  one  of  which  was  the  Executive  Board  of  the 
Association  of  American  Library  Schools  which  held  its  1972  Spring  meeting  in  the 
Building,  the  first  time  the  Board  has  met  in  Canada.  One  distinguished  visitor  during 
the  Spring  of  1972,  was  Dr.  Keyes  D.  Metcalf,  retired  librarian  of  Harvard  University 
and  internationally  renowned  library  building  expert  and  consultant,  who  later  wrote : 

I  have  seen  a  good  many  library  schools  over  a  considerable  period  of  years,  but  I  have  never 
seen  anything  to  compare  with  it  ...  [It]  surpasses  anything  that  has  ever  been  done  anywhere 
for  a  library  school. 

Accreditation  Continued  and  New  Standards  Adopted 

At  its  Special  Fall  Meeting  in  November  1971,  the  Committee  on  Accreditation  of 
the  American  Library  Association  evaluated  and  discussed  the  Annual  Review  Reports 
submitted  by  the  library  schools  for  1970-1971.  On  the  basis  of  the  information  sup- 
plied by  the  University  of  Toronto,  the  Committee  voted  to  continue  accreditation 
of  the  mls  programme  and  made  the  following  comments: 

The  Committee  congratulates  the  School  on  the  remarkable  progress  made  under  the  present 
Director  which  has  culminated  in  the  completion  of  the  new  building,  the  initiation  of  the 
two-year  Master's  program,  and  the  approval  of  the  ph.d.  program  in  Library  Science.  It 
commends  the  School  on  the  increases  in  faculty  and  budget  to  support  the  new  and  expanding 
programs.  The  Committee  notes  that  the  faculty  is  active  in  research  and  publication  and  is 
involved  professionally  as  well. 

The  Committee  appreciates  the  enclosures  accompanying  the  Annual  Review  Report.  These 
not  only  amplify  the  School's  report  but  also  give  evidence  of  the  excellence  of  its  programs. 
The  Committee  looks  forward  to  receiving  additional  information,  when  available,  on  the 
re-structuring  of  the  Council  of  the  School  to  give  increased  representation  to  students  and 
representation  to  the  alumni  and  to  the  profession. 
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On  June  27,  1972,  the  Council  of  the  American  Library  Association  adopted  new 
Standards  for  Accreditation  effective  January  1,  1973,  and  rescinded  the  1951  Stan- 
dards effective  June  30,  1972.  Each  library  school  with  a  Master's  programme  ac- 
credited under  the  1951  Standards  will  be  required  to  submit  detailed  documentation 
to  the  Committee  on  Accreditation  and  to  undergo  an  on-site  visit  before  June  30, 
1976,  in  order  to  have  its  programmes  accredited  under  the  new  1972  Standards. 

Medical  Librarianship  Courses  Approved 

On  November  14  and  15,  1971,  Mrs.  Beatrice  F.  Davis,  Assistant  to  the  Librarian, 
Mid-Eastern  Regional  Medical  Library,  College  of  Physicians  of  Philadelphia,  and 
Chairman  of  the  Curriculum  Committee  of  the  Medical  Library  Association,  Chicago, 
visited  the  Faculty  in  order  to  evaluate  the  programme  in  medical  librarianship  for 
purposes  of  re-accreditation  under  the  Minimum  Standards  for  the  Training  of 
Medical  Librarians,  the  programme  having  been  originally  approved  by  m.l.a.  in 
1966.  Following  Mrs.  Davis'  visit  and  subsequent  report,  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Medical  Library  Association  approved  the  courses  in  Libraries  in  the  Health 
Sciences  and  in  Bio-Medical  Literature,  both  of  which  are  taught  by  Professor  Olga  B. 
Bishop.  The  Faculty  of  Library  Science  is  one  of  eighteen  library  schools  in  North 
America,  and  the  only  one  in  Canada,  to  offer  courses  in  medical  librarianship 
approved  by  the  Medical  Library  Association. 

The  Master's  Programme 

Three  new  m.l.s.  courses  were  approved  for  1972-73:  Libraries  and  Librarianship 
in  Canada,  Education  for  Librarianship,  and  Evaluation  of  Materials  for  Children  II. 
One  course  was  dropped:  Administration  of  Library  Units.  Other  major  changes 
involved  clarification  of  procedures  for  students  electing  the  m.l.s.  research  stream, 
and  the  establishment  of  guidelines  for  acceptance  of  courses  taken  outside  the 
Faculty  of  Library  Science  for  credit  towards  the  m.l.s.  degree. 

The  new  m.l.s.  programme  is  providing  students  with  the  opportunity  for  profes- 
sional experience  in  a  number  of  ways.  The  elective  course  in  Directed  Field  Work 
involves  the  student  in  three  consecutive  weeks  in  a  library  noted  for  the  excellence 
of  its  programmes  and  services,  including  both  observation  and  the  practice  of  pro- 
fessional duties  under  supervision.  The  student  is  required  to  complete  a  major  report 
or  project  on  some  aspect  of  the  library  concerned  or  its  programme.  Students  pre- 
paring for  a  career  in  school  librarianship  participated  in  supervised  field  work  in  the 
spring  of  1971  and  1972  under  the  direction  of  Professors  Mavis  O.  Cariou  and 
Catharine  G.  MacKenzie.  In  1972,  seventeen  students  under  the  supervision  of 
Professor  John  M.  Marshall  worked  on  specialized  public  library  projects  in  the  area 
of  community  practice.  In  the  opinion  of  all  concerned  -  students,  supervising 
librarians  and  faculty  members  -  this  latter  programme  has  provided  an  excellent 
learning  experience  and  should  be  carried  on  in  the  future. 

Another  type  of  student  involvement  with  professional  practice  was  developed  for 
the  elective  Seminar  in  Special  Libraries  taught  by  Professor  Kenneth  H.  Plate.  This 
course  provides  for  a  practicum  involving  a  student  project  done  under  the  supervision 
of  a  practising  special  librarian.  The  project  must  be  acceptable  both  to  the  super- 
vising librarian  and  to  the  course  instructor  and  must  be  one  that  can  be  completed 
in  a  period  of  twelve  weeks  with  the  student  devoting  about  five  hours  a  week  to  it. 
Supervising  librarians  were  encouraged  to  allow  the  student  to  spend  several  hours 
in  public  service  work  during  the  practicum  in  addition  to  working  on  the  project. 
During  1971-72,  seven  libraries  participated  in  offering  the  practicum. 

Students  enrolled  in  the  elective  Seminar  in  Academic  Libraries  taught  by  Profes- 
sor John  P.  Wilkinson  also  had  the  opportunity  for  professional  involvement.  At  the 
invitation  of  Thomas  F.  O'Connell,  Director  of  Libraries  of  York  University.  Professor 
Wilkinson  and  his  students  used  the  York  libraries  as  a  laboratory  in  which  to  test 
the  theories  developed  in  the  seminar.  A  number  of  the  seminar  classes  were  held  at 
the  York  libraries  and  senior  staff  at  York  participated  as  resource  persons  at  sessions 
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both  at  York  and  at  the  Faculty  of  Library  Science.  By  exploiting  the  opportunity  to 
test  academic  theory  in  a  real  library  situation,  students  in  the  course  were  able  to 
gain  valuable  experience  and,  hopefully,  in  turn,  to  provide  the  York  libraries  with 
useful  insights. 

Evaluation  of  the  Master's  Programme 

In  the  spring  of  1971,  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  of  operation  of  the  new  two-year 
m.l.s.  programme,  evaluation  questionnaires  were  circulated  to  all  first-year  students. 
The  questionnaires,  which  were  designed  by  a  group  of  faculty  members  and  approved 
by  the  Curriculum  Committee,  three  members  of  which  were  students,  were  of  two 
types.  The  first  type  was  divided  into  four  parts:  one  dealt  with  the  overall  success  of 
the  m.l.s.  programme  in  terms  of  its  stated  objectives  and  in  terms  of  its  ability  to 
represent  librarianship  as  an  attractive  career;  the  other  three  endeavoured  to  elicit 
information  about  three  activities  designed  to  make  the  m.l.s.  programme  meaning- 
ful: the  computer  programming  requirement,  the  introduction  to  librarianship,  and 
the  colloquium  series.  The  second  type  of  questionnaire  dealt  with  each  required 
course  from  the  point  of  view  of  its  content,  methods,  readings,  assignments,  and 
instruction.  During  the  fall  of  1971,  the  responses  to  the  evaluation  questionnaires 
were  tabulated,  and  the  data,  with  the  exception  of  instructor  evaluations,  were 
analysed  by  Professor  Laurent-G.  Denis  and  the  findings  published  for  the  information 
of  students  and  staff. 

In  the  fall  of  1971,  a  similar  set  of  evaluation  questionnaires  was  developed  by 
Professor  Denis,  approved  by  the  faculty  and  the  Students'  Council,  and  distributed 
to  first-year  m.l.s.  students  enrolled  in  the  1971-72  session.  The  compilation  and 
analysis  of  the  data  received  will  help  the  academic  staff  to  identify  both  strengths 
and  weaknesses  in  the  m.l.s.  programme,  and  make  necessary  adjustments  in  their 
courses. 

Continuing  Education 

An  important  link  between  the  profession  and  the  Faculty  of  Library  Science  exists 
in  programmes  of  continuing  education.  Some  librarians  holding  the  b.l.s.  degree 
have  chosen  to  continue  their  professional  education  by  undertaking  formal  courses 
of  study  leading  to  a  degree  and,  during  1971-72,  52  librarians  began  taking  m.l.s 
courses  for  degree  credit.  These  included  experienced  librarians  at  senior  administra- 
tive levels,  as  well  as  middle-management  librarians  and  recent  b.l.s.  graduates. 

In  the  past,  librarians  have  participated  actively  in  the  popular  one-  and  two-day 
workshops  sponsored  by  the  Faculty  on  such  diverse  topics  as  the  Anglo-American 
Cataloging  Rules,  the  role  of  library  technicians,  the  use  of  media  in  libraries,  and 
the  marc  programme.  It  is  evident  that  there  is  also  a  need  for  refresher  courses  of  the 
type  which  would  enable  librarians  to  learn  about  new  trends  and  developments  in 
librarianship  without  undertaking  formal  courses  of  study.  In  the  spring  of  1972,  an 
ad  hoc  Committee  on  Continuing  Education  was  set  up  by  the  Council  of  the  Faculty 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Professor  Adele  M.  Fasick  to  make  recommendations 
respecting  refresher  courses. 

Enrolment,  Graduation  and  Employment 

On  December  1,  1971,  there  were  119  first-year  students  enrolled  in  the  m.l.s.  pro- 
gramme, all  of  whom  were  full-time,  and  189  second-year  m.l.s.  students,  88  of 
whom  were  full-time  and  101  part-time,  making  a  total  of  308.  In  addition,  there 
were  two  full-time  ph.d.  students.  This  was  the  largest  enrolment  in  the  history  of 
the  Faculty.  Summer  session  enrolment  for  1971  was  made  up  of  71  students,  41 
full  time  and  30  part  time,  also  a  record  high  enrolment  and  a  29  per  cent  increase 
over  1970. 

During  the  year,  108  graduates  received  the  m.l.s.  degree.  The  first  students  (72) 
to  graduate  from  the  two-year  m.l.s.  programme  introduced  in  September  1970 
had  their  degrees  conferred  at  the  Convocation  of  June  8,  1972. 
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Preliminary  figures  as  of  June  30,  1972,  showed  that  of  the  56  new  graduates 
who  were  then  actively  looking  for  positions,  21  had  been  placed  in  public  libraries, 
12  in  academic  libraries,  ten  in  special  libraries  and  three  in  school  libraries.  Ten 
graduates  actively  seeking  library  positions  at  that  time  had  not  yet  been  employed. 
Thirteen  graduates  planned  not  to  look  for  library  employment  until  the  fall  and 
three  other  graduates  planned  to  undertake  further  education.  The  marked  decline 
in  the  number  of  vacancies  for  beginning  librarians  reported  in  1970  and  1971  seems 
to  have  been  arrested  and  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  vacancies  adver- 
tised with  the  Faculty  of  Library  Science  of  nearly  24  per  cent  compared  with  1971. 
Vacancies  for  experienced  librarians  increased  by  more  than  37  per  cent  indicating 
that,  although  there  has  been  a  decline  in  the  demand  for  librarians  from  the  peak 
period  in  1968,  there  is  still  a  reasonably  active  market. 

Ninety- two  students  who  successfully  completed  the  first-year  of  the  new  m.l.s. 
programme  were  available  for  employment  in  libraries  during  the  summer  of  1971. 
Fifty-six  students  reported  that  they  had  been  employed  in  a  library  during  the 
summer  of  1971,  31  in  special  libraries,  16  in  academic  libraries,  eight  in  public 
libraries  and  one  in  a  school  library.  Eight  others  took  courses  in  the  m.l.s.  summer 
session,  thirteen  worked  in  non-library  jobs  and  the  remaining  15  reported  that  they 
had  not  sought  summer  employment.  As  of  June  30,  1972,  the  Faculty  of  Library 
Science  had  assisted  in  placing  66  students  in  positions  for  the  summer  of  1972. 

The  Student  Body 

Students  admitted  to  the  first  year  of  the  m.l.s.  programme  during  1971-72  came 
from  six  provinces  and  three  from  foreign  countries.  Eleven  had  advanced  degrees 
and  a  number  had  completed  specialized  courses  in  such  disciplines  as  education, 
science  and  music.  Nearly  half  had  some  library  experience  and  twenty  had  more 
than  one  year's  experience.  During  the  year,  two  students  were  members  of  the 
Faculty  Council  and  approximately  three  dozen  other  students  participated  actively 
in  the  work  of  committees  of  Council,  including  the  Special  Committee  on  Restruc- 
turing. One  student  served  on  the  Library  Council  of  the  University;  another  served 
on  the  Council  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  and  on  the  Executive  Committee 
of  Division  II;  and  a  third  served  as  Co-chairman  of  the  Presidential  Advisory 
Committee  on  Social  Responsibilities.  For  1972-73,  one  student  has  been  elected 
to  the  new  Governing  Council  of  the  University  and  to  its  important  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  two  others  have  been  elected  to  the  Council  of  the  School  of  Graduate 
Studies  and  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  Division  II.  During  the  1971-72  session, 
the  Students'  Council  published  two  issues  of  a  Journal  for  the  information  of 
students  and  staff.  In  order  to  allow  students  to  observe  the  work  of  professional 
associations  first-hand,  the  Faculty  of  Library  Science  paid  the  air  fare  for  one 
student  to  attend  the  annual  conference  of  the  Canadian  Library  Association  in 
Regina  and  for  another  to  attend  the  annual  conference  of  the  American  Library 
Association  in  Chicago. 

Applications 

One  of  the  greatest  responsibilities  of  a  library  school  is  the  initial  selection  of  its 
students,  not  an  easy  task  since  most  library  schools,  lacking  substantial  fellowship 
support,  are  not  in  a  position  to  recruit,  and  since  each  school  must  compete  with 
other  graduate  professional  schools  for  the  best  students.  During  the  past  few  years 
there  has  been  a  noticeable  improvement,  in  terms  of  academic  preparation,  in  the 
calibre  of  students  applying  for  admission  to  the  Faculty  of  Library  Science. 

The  number  of  applications  for  admission  to  the  first  year  of  the  m.l.s.  programme 
was  397  for  the  1971-72  session  and  448  for  the  1972-73  session,  an  increase  of  12.8 
per  cent  and  a  new  high  for  the  two-year  programme.  The  number  of  male  appli- 
cants for  1972-73  increased  by  29.3  per  cent  and  female  applicants  by  7.8  per  cent. 
There  has  been  a  noticeable  increase  among  applicants  for  the  1972-73  session  in 
those  who  have  completed  a  four-year  undergraduate  programme  or  who  have  a 
postgraduate  degree.  The  uncertain  employment  situation  for  university  graduates, 
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coupled  with  the  fact  that  there  has  continued  to  be  a  demand  for  librarians,  have 
doubtless  been  factors  in  the  rising  number  of  applications,  a  phenomenon  which 
has  also  been  experienced  by  certain  other  professional  schools.  The  $100  increase 
in  the  academic  fee  for  1972-73  announced  late  in  the  spring  of  1972,  in  conjunction 
with  assertions  by  the  provincial  government  that  another  fee  increase  would  be 
likely  for  1973—74  and  that  financial  aid  to  graduate  students  will  be  substantially 
reduced  could,  however,  be  deterrents  and  result  in  a  reversal  of  the  present  trend 
in  applications. 

Conference  with  Area  Librarians 

On  February  4,  1972,  an  invitational  meeting  of  senior  librarians  in  the  Toronto 
area  was  held  at  the  Faculty  of  Library  Science.  The  purpose  of  this  meeting,  the 
second  of  its  kind  in  the  past  twelve  months,  was  to  acquaint  practising  librarians 
with  recent  developments  in  the  Faculty,  to  discuss  matters  of  mutual  interest  and 
concern  such  as  continuing  education  and  summer  and  permanent  employment 
prospects  for  students  and  graduates,  and  to  explore  means  by  which  the  profession 
and  the  Faculty  might  improve  liaison.  Attending  the  meeting  were  twenty-one 
librarians,  representing  six  public  libraries,  three  regional  public  libraries,  four  aca- 
demic libraries,  two  special  libraries,  the  Provincial  Library  Service,  the  elementary 
school  libraries  section  of  the  Ontario  Department  of  Education,  the  school  librarian- 
ship  programme  of  the  College  of  Education,  the  Office  for  Library  Co-ordination 
of  the  Council  of  Ontario  Universities,  the  Toronto  Chapter  of  the  Special  Libraries 
Association,  and  the  University  of  Toronto  Library  Science  Alumni  Association. 
The  Faculty  was  represented  by  the  academic  staff,  the  senior  administrative  staff 
and  by  the  members  of  the  Students'  Council. 

The  Ontario  Council  of  Library  Schools 

The  Ontario  Council  of  Library  Schools  (formerly  the  Ontario  Committee  of  Deans 
and  Directors  of  Library  Schools)  held  two  meetings  during  the  year  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Professor  Land.  The  principal  topic  for  discussion  was  the  planning 
assessment  in  library  science.  The  particular  concern  of  the  Council  at  its  May 
meeting  was  the  report  that  the  Dean  of  the  University  of  Ottawa  Library  School, 
appointed  July  1,  1971,  had  resigned,  that  Ottawa  had  asked  to  be  excluded  from 
the  planning  assessment  and  that  the  future  of  the  Ottawa  Library  School  was  in 
doubt.  The  Council  expressed  the  view  that  any  decision  to  suspend  or  terminate 
graduate  education  for  librarianship  in  the  Ottawa  area  would  have  serious  short- 
term  and  long-term  implications  for  librarianship  and  for  library  education  in  the 
province.  The  concern  of  the  Council  was  conveyed  in  a  letter  to  the  Executive 
Director  of  the  Council  of  Ontario  Universities  with  the  request  that  the  whole 
question  of  graduate  education  for  librarianship  in  the  Ottawa  area  be  referred, 
as  a  matter  of  high  priority,  to  the  consultants  to  the  planning  assessment  group 
in  library  science  for  consideration  and  report. 

The  Council  also  gave  preliminary  consideration  to  A  Study  to  examine  Forms 
of  Training  for  Scientific  and  Technical  Information  in  Canada,  prepared  by  Louis 
Vagianos  of  Dalhousie  University,  for  the  National  Research  Council's  Advisory 
Board  on  Scientific  and  Technological  Information  (a.b.s.t.i.)  . 

The  Canadian  Council  of  Library  Schools 

The  Canadian  Council  of  Library  Schools  was  formed  in  Ottawa  on  November  1, 
1971,  and  elected  Professor  Land  as  its  first  Chairman.  Membership  in  the  Council 
consists  of  the  eight  graduate  library  schools  in  Canada,  each  school  being  represented 
by  its  dean  or  director  and  by  one  faculty  member.  In  addition,  the  president  of  the 
Canadian  Association  of  Library  Schools,  if  not  one  of  the  16  voting  members,  is  a 
non-voting  member  of  Council.  The  Council  meets  twice  a  year,  at  the  annual  meeting 
in  November  of  the  Association  of  Universities  and  Colleges  and  of  Canada  (a.u.c.c.) 
and  at  the  annual  meeting  in  June  of  the  Canadian  Library  Association. 

The  impetus  for  the  formation  of  the  Council  stemmed  from  the  growing  need  for 
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a  forum  for  discussion  of  the  increasingly  complex  problems  facing  deans  and  directors 
of  Canadian  library  schools.  These  problems  are  primarily  related  to  the  administra- 
tion of  the  schools  rather  than  to  the  more  general  problems  of  education  for  librarian- 
ship,  such  as  curriculum  and  teaching,  which  fall  within  the  purview  of  the  Canadian 
Association  of  Library  Schools.  In  addition  to  seeking  to  improve  communication 
among  the  library  schools,  the  Council,  which  is  to  become  an  associate  member  of 
a.u.g.c.  at  its  next  annual  meeting  in  October  1972,  will  also  attempt  to  work  with 
other  associate  members  of  a.u.g.c.  on  matters  of  mutual  concern. 

The  principal  business  of  the  June  1972  meeting  of  the  Council  was  the  discussion 
of  the  study  prepared  by  Louis  Vagianos  for  the  National  Research  Council  Advisory 
Board  on  Scientific  and  Technological  Information  (a.b.s.t.i.)  .  At  the  request  of 
a.b.s.t.i.,  each  Canadian  library  school  was  invited  to  prepare  an  evaluation  of  the 
study.  The  presentation  made  by  the  University  of  Toronto  Faculty  of  Library  Science 
was  prepared  by  the  members  of  the  Data  Processing  Committee  under  the  chair- 
manship of  Professor  Katherine  H.  Packer.  At  its  meeting,  which  was  attended  by 
several  observers  from  a.b.s.t.i.,  the  Council  endorsed  two  of  the  Vagianos  study's 
recommendations:  that  the  types  of  information  personnel  needed  for  Canadian 
scientific  and  technological  information  should  be  identified  and  jobs  defined;  and 
that  the  number  of  personnel  required  for  a  national  network  should  be  established. 

Alumni  Relations 

On  October  23,  1971,  the  Library  Science  Alumni  Association  and  the  Faculty  co- 
sponsored  an  Open  House,  held  in  conjunction  with  the  annual  Homecoming  Week- 
end of  the  University,  which  attracted  approximately  500  persons  to  the  new  building. 
The  Alumni  Association  also  arranged  the  Bertha  Bassam  Lecture  in  Librarianship 
and  reception,  April  14,  1972;  the  reception  in  honour  of  the  honorary  graduand 
and  m.l.s  graduands  which  took  place  following  the  Convocation  and  official  opening 
of  the  new  building  on  June  8,  1972 ;  and  the  reception  in  honour  of  the  retiring  Dean 
held  on  June  15,  1972,  for  the  alumni  members  attending  the  annual  conference  of 
the  Canadian  Library  Association  in  Regina.  The  Vice  President  of  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation served  on  the  presidential  committee  to  recommend  a  successor  to  Professor 
Land.  To  enable  an  m.l.s.  student  to  attend  the  c.l.a.  Conference  in  Regina,  the 
Association  paid  part  of  the  expenses  involved.  The  Association  again  published  an 
issue  of  its  Bulletin  reporting  on  its  activities  for  the  year. 

The  Third  Bertha  Bassam  Lecture 

The  Third  Bertha  Bassam  Lecture  in  Librarianship  was  delivered  in  the  Lecture 
Theatre  of  the  Faculty  of  Library  Science  on  April  14,  1972,  by  Frank  N.  Hogg, 
Principal  of  the  College  of  Librarianship,  Wales,  at  Aberystwyth.  His  topic  was  "Cur- 
rent International  Trends  in  Librarianship  and  Library  Education".  The  Lecture  was 
established  in  1965  by  the  Library  Science  Alumni  Association  to  honour  Dr.  Bertha 
Bassam,  Director  of  the  Library  School  from  1951  to  1964,  and  is  delivered  every  two 
or  three  years  by  an  outstanding  figure,  preferably  from  abroad  and  not  necessarily 
a  librarian,  whose  topic  is  relevant  to  libraries  and  librarianship.  The  Lecture,  which 
was  attended  by  approximately  200  persons,  was  arranged  by  a  special  committee 
of  the  Alumni  Association  chaired  by  Professor  Emeritus  Katharine  L.  Ball.  Following 
the  Lecture  a  reception  was  held  in  the  Staff-Student  Lounge. 

The  Library 

The  Library  completed  its  first  year  of  operation  in  the  new  quarters  with  very  satis- 
factory results.  Despite  a  few  minor  problems,  users  and  staff  alike  have  been  delighted 
with  the  spacious  and  cheerful  facilities.  The  new  building  complex  has  attracted 
a  good  deal  of  attention  and  hundreds  have  visited  the  building  and  the  Library 
during  the  year. 

Heavy  use  was  made  of  the  collections  by  teaching  staff,  students  and  extramural 
readers.  Circulation  increased  by  approximately  40  per  cent  over  the  previous  year. 
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In  particular,  the  microform  collection  and  equipment  were  used  constantly  by 
readers  seeking  access  to  doctoral  dissertations,  technical  reports  and  periodical  back 
files.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Library  purchased  a  microfilm /fiche  reader- 
printer.  This  machine,  with  its  automatic  winding  feature  and  its  print  capability, 
should  permit  faster  and  more  satisfactory  use  of  the  microforms. 

Staffing  was  re-organized  in  such  a  way  that,  for  the  first  time,  a  librarian  was 
available  for  reference  queries  during  evening  hours  and  on  Saturdays.  This  arrange- 
ment was  made  possible  by  the  addition  of  a  fourth  professional  to  the  Library  staff 
in  July  of  1971.  The  librarians  also  took  an  active  part  in  the  teaching  programme 
throughout  the  year.  On  several  occasions  they  were  invited  to  make  presentations 
to  seminars,  and  during  the  winter  term  two  courses  made  very  extensive  use  of  the 
Library  as  a  laboratory. 

Fewer  of  the  Library's  staff  were  assigned  to  the  processing  of  materials  this  year 
because  the  backlog  which  accumulated  during  the  late  1960's  has  been  virtually 
eliminated.  This  accounts  for  the  fact  that  fewer  volumes  were  processed  in  1971-72 
than  in  the  previous  year.  The  first  third  of  the  card  catalogue,  which  was  put  into 
machine-readable  form  during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1971,  was  kept  up-to-date 
with  respect  to  additions  and  changes.  Some  preliminary  testing,  sorting  and  editing 
was  done  on  the  data  base  and  this  file  has  already  proved  valuable  for  research. 
Records  for  the  Xerox  file  have  also  been  put  into  machine  readable  form  in  an  effort 
to  provide  better  access  to  the  collection  of  periodical  articles  cited  on  reading  lists. 
This  small  file  will  also  prove  useful  for  testing  and  research  purposes. 

During  the  late  fall,  the  staff  prepared  a  document  describing  and  evaluating  the 
Library's  facilities  and  collections,  and  those  of  any  other  local  libraries  relevant  to 
library  science.  The  professional  staff  spent  many  hours  on  this  project  and,  in  Febru- 
ary 1972,  the  Dean  submitted  this  document  to  the  consultants  to  the  discipline  plan- 
ning assessment  group  for  information. 

Instructional  Media  Services 

During  the  spring  of  1972,  construction  work  on  the  interior  of  a  studio  for  the  pro- 
duction of  closed-circuit  television  programmes  was  completed  and  new  equipment 
installed.  The  distribution  system  for  transmitting  video-tape  and  audio-tape  pro- 
grammes throughout  the  building  became  operational.  In  spite  of  delays  in  comple- 
tion of  the  building  and  in  the  delivery  of  equipment,  the  instructional  media  staff 
managed  to  maintain  a  full-range  of  capabilities  for  student  and  staff  use  during  the 
year  and  to  engage  in  the  testing  of  new  equipment.  They  also  produced  one  slide- 
tape  show  for  the  Open  House  and  three  other  video-tapes  for  staff,  as  well  as  taping 
the  addresses  of  numerous  visiting  speakers,  including  the  Bertha  Bassam  Lecturer, 
and  the  official  opening  ceremonies  for  the  building.  Use  of  media  facilities  increased 
during  1971-72  and  the  staff  provided  one  formal  group  presentation  for  faculty  and 
students  on  the  use  of  overhead  projection  facilities,  in  addition  to  giving  personal 
instruction  to  staff  and  students.  During  June  1972,  by  special  arrangement,  the  media 
staff  showed  several  hours  of  video-tapes  in  conjunction  with  a  national  contest 
sponsored  by  the  Canadian  Cable  Television  Association  for  the  best  community- 
produced  programme  in  nine  separate  categories.  The  staff  also  produced  a  brochure 
outlining  the  media  services  available. 

Data  Processing  Facilities 

During  the  year,  installation  of  a  Hewlett-Packard  mini-computer  and  two  CRT 
display  terminals  in  the  Faculty  of  Library  Science  was  completed  and  disk  pack 
storage  space  was  purchased  at  the  Computer  Centre  of  the  University.  This  system 
provides  the  facility  for  interactive  work  using  the  IBM-APL  programming  language. 
In  the  fall  of  1971,  a  formal  proposal  was  received  from  the  University  of  Toronto 
Library  for  joint  participation  in  the  Library  Computing  Facility.  The  Dean  referred 
the  proposal  to  the  Data  Processing  Committee  with  a  request  for  advice.  Following 
intensive  discussions  between  the  Committee  and  personnel  from  the  Library  Auto- 
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mation  Systems  unit,  the  Committee  recommended  that  the  Faculty  transfer  $200,000 
of  its  capital  fund  for  data  processing  facilities  to  the  Library  to  assist  it  in  the  purchase 
of  the  Library  installation,  and  that  the  remaining  capital  fund  of  approximately 
$185,000  be  earmarked  for  the  purchase  of  hardware  and  software  necessary  to  com- 
plete the  Faculty's  internal  data  processing  system.  The  Dean  endorsed  the  Commit- 
tee's recommendations  and  forwarded  them  to  the  Board  of  Governors  for  approval, 
which  was  received  December  16,  1971.  As  a  result  of  the  agreement  with  the  Uni- 
versity Library,  the  Faculty's  staff  and  students  will  have  access  both  in  batch  mode 
and  via  time  sharing  terminals  in  the  Faculty  of  Library  Science  to  the  Library  Com- 
puting Facility  which  will  be  managed  and  operated  by  the  Library  and  located  in 
the  John  P.  Robarts  building  next  door  to  the  Faculty. 

In  May  1972,  the  Data  Processing  Committee  made  a  report  to  the  Council  on  the 
requirements  for  data  processing  services  in  the  Faculty,  with  particular  attention 
to  teaching  and  research.  The  Committee  also  drew  up  a  list  of  recommendations 
for  the  purchase  of  hardware  and  software  to  complete  the  Faculty's  internal  data 
processing  system.  The  advice  of  the  Director  of  the  Computer  Centre,  Dr.  John  C. 
Wilson,  was  obtained  in  order  to  assist  the  Faculty  in  reaching  a  decision  on  its 
requirements.  Delivery  and  installation  of  the  new  equipment  is  scheduled  for  the 
winter  of  1972-73. 

The  Staff 

There  were  six  appointments  to  the  academic  staff  and  one  to  the  professional  staff 
of  the  Library  for  1971-72:  Sr.  F.  Delores  Donnelly,  b.a.,  b.l.s.  (Mount  Saint  Vin- 
cent), m.l.s.  (Toronto),  ph.d.  (Illinois),  formerly  Chief  Librarian  of  Mount  Saint 
Vincent  University,  Halifax,  was  appointed  Associate  Professor  and  to  the  Graduate 
Faculty;  Mrs.  Adele  M.  Fasick,  b.a.  (Cornell),  m.a.,  m.s.  (Columbia),  ph.d.  (Case 
Western  Reserve) ,  formerly  on  the  faculty  of  the  Graduate  School  of  Library  Science, 
Rosary  College,  River  Forest,  Illinois,  was  appointed  Assistant  Professor;  and  Mrs. 
E.  Patricia  Fleming,  b.a.  (McMaster),  b.l.s.,  m.l.s.  (Toronto),  formerly  a  Teaching 
Assistant,  was  appointed  part-time  Lecturer  in  Library  Science.  There  were  three 
appointments  as  part-time  Associated  Instructors:  Hartwell  Bowsfield,  b.a.  (Mani- 
toba), Archivist  and  Lecturer  in  History,  York  University,  Toronto,  who  taught  the 
course  in  Historical  Manuscripts  and  Archival  Collections;  John  T.  Parkhill,  b.a., 
m.a.  (Queen's,  Kingston),  a.m.  (Harvard),  b.l.s.  (McGill),  Director,  Metropolitan 
Toronto  Library  Board,  who  conducted  the  Seminar  in  Public  Libraries;  and  Sister 
Bede  Sullivan,  m.a.  (Notre  Dame),  Seneca  College,  Toronto,  who  taught  the  summer 
course  on  Audio- Visual  Materials  and  the  Library:  Films.  Mrs.  Janet  L.  Bamford, 
b.a.,  b.l.s.  (Toronto)  was  appointed  an  Assistant  Librarian. 

Edith  T.  Jarvi,  John  M.  Marshall  and  Kenneth  H.  Plate  were  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  Associate  Professor.  In  addition,  Dr.  Plate  was  appointed  to  the  Graduate 
Faculty. 

Catharine  G.  MacKenzie,  Assistant  Professor  since  July  1,  1965,  resigned  effective 
June  30,  1972.  Patricia  L.  Moreland,  a  Teaching  Assistant  since  September  1,  1970, 
resigned  December  31,  1971,  in  order  to  accept  a  position  with  the  University  of 
Toronto  Library.  Isobel  L.  Waugh,  a  Teaching  Assistant  since  February  1,  1967, 
retired  May  31,  1972. 

In  May  1972,  word  was  received  of  the  sudden  death  in  India  of  a  former  faculty 
member,  Dr.  Gurdial  S.  Pannu,  Associate  Professor,  School  of  Library  Science,  Uni- 
versity of  Alberta.  In  1965-66,  Dr.  Pannu  served  as  Lecturer  and  Assistant  to  the 
Director,  during  which  time  he  helped  to  write  the  programme  for  the  new  library 
school  building,  and  in  1966-67,  he  served  as  an  Assistant  Professor.  His  untimely 
death  at  the  age  of  42  has  deprived  Canadian  librarianship  and  library  education  of 
a  scholar  in  his  prime  and  one  who  will  be  greatly  missed  by  all  his  former  colleagues. 

A  new  appointment  was  made  to  the  full-time  professorial  staff  for  1972-73  in 
the  person  of  Richard  S.  Halsey,  b.mus.,  m.mus.  (New  England  Conservatory),  s.m. 
(Simmons),  ph.d.   (Case  Western  Reserve)   as  the  replacement  for  Professor  Mac- 
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Kenzie.  As  a  matter  of  policy,  this  vacancy  was  advertised  in  several  Canadian  library 
journals  as  well  as  in  the  journals  of  the  Canadian  Association  of  University  Teachers 
and  of  the  Association  of  Universities  and  Colleges  of  Canada. 

On  January  14,  1972,  the  Council  of  the  Faculty  of  Library  Science  approved 
Guidelines  for  Appointments,  Re-Appointments,  Promotions  and  Tenure.  This  docu- 
ment was  drawn  up  by  a  Committee  consisting  of  the  Dean  as  chairman  and  four 
senior  faculty  members.  It  represented  an  attempt  to  identify  important  considerations 
in  decisions  concerning  the  selection,  retention  and  advancement  of  faculty. 

The  faculty  continued  to  participate  in  the  work  of  the  larger  University  com- 
munity. Professor  Land  served  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Senate,  as 
a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Division  II  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies, 
as  a  member  of  the  University  of  Toronto  Press  Advisory  Committee  on  Publications, 
and  as  Chairman  of  the  Presidential  Advisory  Committee  on  Instructional  Media. 
He  also  participated  with  seven  other  members  of  the  Executive  committee  of  the 
Senate  in  writing  a  brief  to  the  Commission  on  Post-Secondary  Education  in  Ontario 
which  was  presented  on  March  27,  1972.  Professor  Olga  B.  Bishop  was  a  member  of 
the  Presidential  Advisory  Committee  on  Social  Responsibilities  and  of  the  Council 
of  the  Faculty  Association.  Professor  Donald  J.  Forgie  continued  as  a  member  of 
the  Presidential  Advistory  Committee  on  Instructional  Media  and  as  the  University 
of  Toronto  representative  on  the  Ontario  Universities'  Television  Council.  Professor 
Kenneth  H.  Plate  was  a  member  of  the  Library  Council  of  the  University.  Professor 
John  P.  Wilkinson  continued  as  a  member  of  the  Senate. 

The  staff  also  played  an  active  part  in  the  work  of  professional  associations.  Pro- 
fessor Land  continued  as  Chairman  of  the  Ontario  Council  of  Library  Schools,  was 
elected  Chairman  of  the  newly  formed  Canadian  Council  of  Library  Schools  for 
1972-73,  and  Vice-President  and  President-Elect  of  the  Association  of  American 
Library  Schools  for  1972-73.  Professor  Lloyd  J.  Houser  was  President  of  the  Institute 
of  Professional  Librarians  for  1971-72  and  Mrs.  Barbara  J.  Mann,  Chief  Librarian  of 
the  Faculty,  was  elected  President  of  the  Librarians'  Association  of  the  University  of 
Toronto  for  1972-73.  Professor  Laurent  G.  Denis  was  elected  to  the  Council  of  the 
Canadian  Library  Association  for  a  three-year  term,  1972-1975. 

During  the  year,  negotiations  were  carried  on  with  the  Research  and  Planning 
Branch  of  the  National  Library  of  Canada  with  a  view  to  obtaining  research  funds  to 
enable  two  staff  projects  to  proceed:  one  a  union  list  of  serial  holdings  in  Canadian 
library  schools,  which  is  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Barbara  J.  Mann;  the  other 
a  bibliography  of  dissertations,  theses  and  research  studies  in  library  science  under 
the  supervision  of  Professor  Lloyd  J.  Houser.  Indications  from  the  National  Library 
were  that  both  these  projects  would  likely  be  funded,  setting  a  precedent  in  Canada 
for  this  type  of  support  for  library  school  research. 

Four  members  of  the  Faculty  will  be  on  leave  during  the  1972-73  academic  session: 
Professor  Land,  Director  then  Dean  of  Library  Science  since  1964,  will  be  on  sabbatical 
leave;  Nancy  J.  Williamson,  Assistant  Professor  since  1965,  will  be  on  sabbatical  leave 
to  begin  doctoral  studies  in  library  science  at  Case  Western  Reserve  University; 
Mavis  O.  Cariou,  Assistant  Professor  since  1967,  will  be  on  assisted  study  leave  to 
start  on  a  doctoral  programme  in  library  science  at  the  University  of  Michigan ;  and 
Mrs.  Katherine  H.  Packer,  Assistant  Professor  since  1967,  will  be  on  leave  of  absence 
in  order  to  return  to  the  University  of  Maryland  to  complete  the  second  year  of 
residence  for  the  doctoral  programme  in  library  science. 

Conclusion 

This  is  my  final  report  as  Dean  or  Director  of  Library  Science.  During  my  eight-year 
period  in  office,  1,016  b.l.s.  degrees  and  210  m.l.s.  degrees  have  been  awarded,  or 
approximately  46  per  cent  of  the  degrees  conferred  in  the  44-year  history  of  the 
Faculty.  There  have  been  many  changes  during  the  period,  the  more  significant  ones 
include:  two  changes  of  status  for  the  School,  first  to  a  separate  teaching  division  in 
1965,  and  then  to  a  Faculty  in  1972;  the  establishment  by  the  Senate  of  a  Faculty 
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Council  in  1965  and  its  restructuring  in  1972;  the  introduction  of  the  ph.d.  pro- 
gramme in  library  science  in  1971,  the  first  such  programme  in  Canada;  the  intro- 
duction in  1970  of  the  two-year  m.l.s.  programme  and  the  concurrent  abolition  of 
the  b.l.s.  programme;  two  changes  in  quarters,  first  to  temporary  quarters  in  1965, 
and  finally  to  permanent  quarters  in  the  new  building  in  1971 ;  the  installation  in  the 
new  building  of  instructional  media  facilities,  including  a  production  studio  for 
closed-circuit  television,  and  of  data  processing  facilities  which  provide  for  a  system 
to  interface  with  both  the  University  Library  Computing  Facility  and  the  Computer 
Centre;  the  growth  in  the  Faculty's  Library  collection  from  18,928  items  in  1964  to 
49,151  in  1972;  an  increase  in  the  number  of  full-time  faculty  from  five  to  23,  includ- 
ing eight  who  hold  a  ph.d.  degree;  an  increase  in  the  full-time  administrative,  library 
and  support  staff  from  four  to  23;  and  an  increase  in  student  enrolment  from  115  in 
1964-65  to  312  in  1971-72. 

These  changes  would  not  have  been  possible  without  financial  support  from  the 
University  which  increased  from  $477,550  in  1965-66  (the  first  year  that  the  School 
received  its  budget  direct  from  the  University  rather  than  from  the  Ontario  Depart- 
ment of  Education  through  the  College  of  Education)  to  $755,651  in  1971-72.  Nor 
would  they  have  been  achieved  without  the  interest,  co-operation  and  support  of  a 
number  of  persons  in  the  central  administration  and  in  various  other  departments 
of  the  University,  but  especially  within  the  Faculty  of  Library  Science  itself.  I  would 
like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  all  those  I  have  worked  with  on  the  academic 
staff  and  support  staff  of  the  Faculty  for  the  contributions  they  have  made  to  its 
welfare  and  success  during  my  term  of  office.  These  have  been  eight  active  and  arduous 
years  and  I  would  like  to  extend  special  thanks  to  members  of  the  senior  administrative 
staff,  with  whom  I  have  been  closely  associated,  for  their  support:  the  Assistant  to 
the  Dean,  Mrs.  Mary  L.  Shepherd ;  my  Administrative  Assistant,  Mr.  Gene  A.  Damon ; 
my  Executive  Assistant,  Mr.  William  T.  Kay;  the  Chief  Librarian,  Mrs.  Barbara  J. 
Mann;  and  the  Secretary  to  the  Dean,  Mrs.  Margrit  Morofke.  I  am  grateful  also  for 
the  support  I  have  received  from  students  and  alumni,  and  from  the  many  members  of 
the  library  profession  with  whom  I  have  had  close  contact. 

To  my  successor,  Dr.  Francess  G.  Halpenny,  I  extend  best  wishes  for  a  successful 
and  satisfying  term  of  office.

THE  DEAN  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  FOOD  SCIENCES 

The  Public  Hearing  on  the  future  of  the  Faculty  of  Food  Sciences  resulted  in  Senate 
approval  of  normal  registration  procedure  for  1971-72.  Gratifying  enrolment  figures 
suggest  that,  in  spite  of  adverse  publicity,  this  academic  area  was  still  popular  espe- 
cially with  students  who  were  interested  in  a  reasonable  degree  of  job  security.  A  total 
registration  of  165,  including  15  special  students  and  eight  graduate  students,  showed 
an  increase  of  61.8  per  cent  over  the  previous  year.  Regular  staff  discussion  of  cur- 
riculum reorganization  during  the  fall  led  to  Senate  approval  of  proposed  changes 
and  the  early  production  of  a  Faculty  Calendar  for  1972-73.  Staff  committees  worked 
steadily  on  plans  for  recruitment,  improvement  of  equipment  and  clarification  of 
Faculty  policy.  Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  T.  Francis  the  first  issue  of  The  Faculty 
Forum  appeared  in  March  1972,  and  was  distributed  to  guidance  counsellors,  pros- 
pective students,  interested  alumnae  and  directors  of  related  industries.  It  contained 
current  Faculty  information  and  was  exceedingly  well-received.  In  February  a  well- 
attended  Nutrition  Workshop  presented  information  on  a  number  of  nutrient-supple- 
mented and  high  protein  foods.  In  April  the  Faculty  sponsored  a  Textiles  Seminar 
which  attracted  not  only  local  participants  but  several  from  the  Maritimes  and 
Northern  Ontario.   During  the  year  a  number  of  special  lectures  by  well-known 
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speakers  were  attended  by  students,  alumni,  staff  and  interested  representatives  from 
industry.  Of  special  interest  because  of  their  relation  to  corresponding  specialization 
areas  in  the  Faculty,  lecture  subjects  included:  Food  Service  Management;  Human 
Adaptability  with  Special  Reference  to  the  Canadian  Eskimos;  Malnutrition  and 
Cellular  Growth  of  the  Brain ;  Nutrition  in  Pregnancy. 

Despite  reasonably  heavy  teaching  loads  most  staff  members  have  been  engaged 
in  individual  research  and  another  year  should  bring  forth  a  number  of  publications. 
Under  staff  supervision,  three  graduate  students  and  three  staff  members  have  pre- 
sented papers  at  scientific  meetings.  In  addition,  three  staff  members  participated 
in  presenting  a  Faculty  course  through  the  Winter  Evening  Programme  of  the  Division 
of  Extension,  and  a  former  staff  member,  Mrs.  J.  Fraser,  taught  a  Winter  Extension 
class  in  Textiles. 

The  Household  Science  Alumnae  Association  has  continued  to  support  the  Faculty 
by  its  interest  as  well  as  its  annual  scholarships.  This  year  it  also  contributed  to  the 
travel  expenses  of  an  outside  lecturer  and  sent  two  students  to  attend  the  Association 
of  Colleges  of  Home  Economics  Students  (aches)  in  Prince  Edward  Island.  Two 
alumnae  members  as  well  as  five  students  represented  their  respective  constituencies 
for  the  first  time  on  the  Faculty  Council.  Our  Librarian,  Miss  Newton,  who  continues 
to  give  excellent  service  in  maintaining  the  Faculty  Library,  has  also  been  made  an 
ex-officio  member  of  the  Council. 

Both  outside  and  inside,  the  appearance  of  the  Lillian  Massey  Building  has  been 
improved.  Thanks  to  the  Administration,  extensive  landscaping  which  includes 
benches,  trees,  flowers  and  a  grass  plot  now  provides  an  attractive  setting  for  the  Bloor 
Street  entrance  to  the  University  campus.  Inside  the  original  straight-backed  seats 
in  four  lecture  rooms  have  been  replaced  with  modern  individual  units;  obsolete 
water  pipes  have  been  replaced  and  walls  have  been  repainted. 

During  the  summer  of  1971  summer  school  classes  for  the  College  of  Education 
were  held  in  the  Lillian  Massey  Building,  and  plans  are  already  under  way  for  a  similar 
undertaking  in  the  summer  of  1972.  Because  school  teachers  must  have  a  degree  after 
September  1973,  the  number  of  requests  for  Faculty  subjects  to  be  accepted  toward 
an  Arts  and  Sciences  degree  has  increased  this  year.  Part  of  our  programme  for 
future  curriculum  development  includes  negotiation  with  other  faculties  on  the  campus 
with  this  end  in  view. 

Overshadowing  the  activities  of  the  staff  and  students  during  this  year  have  been 
the  twenty-two  meetings  held  by  the  Committee  on  the  Role  of  the  Faculty  of  Food 
Sciences  in  the  university  and  the  province,  chaired  by  Dr.  J.  Manery  Fisher.  Because 
its  report  was  not  available  earlier,  the  Faculty  once  more  received  a  reprieve  and 
enrolment  of  first  year  students  in  September  1972  was  approved.  The  Committee's 
final  report  was  presented  to  the  Acting  President  in  early  May,  and  it  was  eventually 
approved  in  principle  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Senate.  Any  financial  impli- 
cations related  to  approval  of  the  Committee  recommendations,  which,  in  brief,  were 
in  favour  of  University  support  and  encouragement  of  a  rehabilitated  Faculty  image 
under  a  new  Dean,  were  relayed  for  decision  after  July  1,  1972,  to  the  Governing 
Council. 

In  the  meantime,  first  year  enrolment  prospects  for  1972-73  have  continued  to 
improve,  and  the  number  of  students  admitted  to  second  year  with  advanced  standing 
has  also  grown  considerably.  A  four-year  degree  in  this  Faculty  for  students  admitted 
next  year  is  assured,  but  laboratory  and  student  common  room  space  is  at  a  premium 
and  a  large-scale  reorganization  of  facilities  will  be  undertaken  soon.  Increased  enrol- 
ment will  bring  increased  responsibilities,  a  need  for  more  laboratory  equipment,  and 
more  efficient  use  of  available  space.  The  future  will  undoubtedly  present  problems 
but  for  the  moment  the  Faculty  is  proceeding  full  speed  ahead  on  a  "five  year  plan" 
for  rehabilitation.  Our  thanks  and  appreciation  are  extended  to  many  people  around 
the  campus  who  have  encouraged  and  advised  us  during  a  difficult  transitional  period.

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THE  DEAN  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  FORESTRY 

The  Undergraduate  Curriculum 

Intensive  work  was  initiated  this  year  to  improve  the  undergraduate  curriculum. 
The  review  by  the  Curriculum  Committee  of  forestry  staff  and  students  under  the 
Chairmanship  of  Professor  J.J.  Balatinecz  culminated  in  a  number  of  important 
changes  that  will  be  effective  in  the  1972-73  session.  In  the  first  year,  for  example, 
a  new  two-term  academic  year  has  been  adopted  and  by  abbreviating  certain  courses 
through  discreet  selection  of  material,  formal  contact  hours  have  been  reduced  from 
thirty-one  to  twenty-five  and,  at  the  same  time,  three  new  courses  have  been  added 
in  orientation  and  effective  communications.  Similar  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
higher  years.  The  faculty  undergraduate  curriculum  is  being  reviewed  as  a  dynamic 
process  and  additional  improvements  are  predicted  for  the  1973-74  session. 

These  activities  of  evaluation  and  improvement  will  reveal  further  opportunities 
to  alter  or  discard  existing  courses,  to  introduce  new  ones,  to  incorporate  the  elements 
of  two  or  more  courses  into  one  course  through  the  prudent  selection  of  material, 
and  generally  to  maintain  a  curriculum  flexibility  permitting  course  and  programme 
innovations  to  reflect  a  dimension  of  training  in  which  the  student  will  be  sensitive 
to  society's  need  for  a  balanced  management  of  renewable  natural  resources.  Along 
with  the  changes  in  the  undergraduate  curriculum,  we  recognize  the  need  to  adopt 
modern  instructional  methods  and  technology  and  I  am  glad  to  detect  a  keen  interest 
by  staff  for  innovations  and  a  renewed  commitment  to  teaching. 

Undergraduate  Enrolment 

Undergraduate  admissions  have  been  restricted  by  a  lack  of  space  to  accommodate 
higher  enrolments.  First  year  registrations  have  been  kept  to  a  maximum  of  sixty 
students  for  the  past  few  years  but  the  demand  for  positions  continues  and  the  quota 
for  the  1972-73  session  is  being  raised  to  70.  I  have  predicted  this  figure  will  be  in- 
creased annually  in  the  years  immediately  ahead  with  the  confidence  that  physical 
plant  facilities  will  be  improved  to  make  this  possible. 

New  Staff 

New  environmental  problems  involving  renewable  natural  resources  and  social  re- 
sponsibilities to  people  are  being  increasingly  precipitated  by  population  growth, 
urbanization  and  technology,  and  if  the  faculty  is  to  contribute  effectively  to  the  solu- 
tion of  these  problems  the  perspective  and  content  of  programmes  must  change. 

To  assist  this  situation,  several  new  academic  positions  were  established  for  the 
1972-73  session  and  appointments  are  being  crystallized  by  search  committees  in 
the  areas  of  recreation  (Dr.  R.  Jaakson),  wildlife  management  (Dr.  J.F.  Bendell), 
urban  forestry  (Dr.  Martin  Hubbes),  ecology  (Dr.  R.F.  Fisher),  land  management, 
fire  science,  and  operations  research.  Financial  support  for  the  new  positions  has  been 
provided  by  the  university  and  by  external  agencies.  Additional  cross-appointments 
to  strengthen  inter-disciplinary  ties  with  other  departments  are  also  under  considera- 
tion. 

Negotiations  with  provincial  government  departments  resulted  in  the  appointment 
of  four  adjunct  professors  from  July  1,  1972.  The  associated  staff  will  participate  in 
faculty  affairs  and  in  undergraduate  and  graduate  activities  in  forest  entomology 
(Dr.  W.R.  Henson) ,  environmental  quality  (Dr.  S.N.  Linzon) ,  ecology  (Dr.  D.  Fayle) , 
and  genetics  and  tree  breeding  (Dr.  L.  Zufa). 

Facilities 

The  faculty's  unsatisfactory  accommodation  situation  was  considerably  improved  with 
the  occupancy  in  June,  1972,  of  the  fourth  and  fifth  floors  of  the  new  College  Building 
at  203  College  Street.  The  floors  were  designed  and  furnished  under  the  direction  of 
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physical  plant  personnel  who  are  to  be  complimented  for  their  competence  in  com- 
pleting this  project.  These  quarters  relieve  the  acute  space  situation  for  the  faculty 
and  provide  accommodation  urgently  required  for  both  graduate  and  undergraduate 
students  and  for  existing  and  new  academic  and  non-academic  staff.  Further  emer- 
gency action  includes  proposals  for  interior  alterations  in  the  forestry  building  at  45 
St.  George  Street  to  permit  more  effective  use  of  this  space. 

While  these  measures  are  helpful,  the  Faculty  accommodation  situation  is  seriously 
unsatisfactory.  Staff,  students,  and  facilities  remain  separated  in  five  locations  with 
the  sum  total  of  space  inadequate  for  student  requirements.  Limited  facilities  require 
laboratory  sections  to  be  repeated  two  or  three  times,  and  this  results  in  unnecessary 
contact  hours  for  staff.  Graduate  student  facilities  remain  inadequate  and  the  faculty 
must  now  "beg,  borrow,  and  steal"  space  from  co-operating  agencies.  Immediate 
planning  for  a  new  modern  physical  plant  facility  bringing  together  all  faculty  ele- 
ments in  one  building  with  adequate  space  and  facilities  is  an  urgent  requirement  of 
the  highest  priority. 

Faculty  Organization 

A  careful  examination  of  faculty  activities  and  growing  complexity  of  programmes 
culminated  in  the  establishment  of  a  flexible  structure  to  facilitate  administrative  and 
functional  responsibilities.  The  new  structure  became  effective  May  1,  1972,  and  con- 
sists of  four  Programme  Areas  each  headed  by  a  Coordinator,  as  follows :  Forest  Re- 
sources Management  (Prof.  D.V.  Love)  ;  Silviculture,  Ecology  and  Soils  (Prof.  K.A. 
Armson)  ;  Urban  Forestry  and  Shade  Tree  Management  (Prof.  Erik  Jorgensen)  ; 
and  Wood  Science,  Logging,  and  Utilization  (Prof.  J.J.  Balatinecz).  The  former 
Shade  Tree  Research  Laboratory  and  its  activities  are  now  incorporated  in  the  broader 
urban  forestry  programme. 

Programme  Coordinators  will  have  rotational  appointments  of  two  years  and  will 
act  with  the  Dean  and  Assistant  Dean  (to  be  appointed  July  1,  1972)  as  members  of 
an  executive  committee.  Four  additional  members  rotating  annually  include  Professors 
F.M.  Buckingham,  J.L.  Farrar,  V.G.  Smith,  and  D.N.  Roy. 

Announcements  were  also  made  regarding  the  establishment  of  an  internal  student 
committee  advisory  to  the  Dean  and  an  external  Advisory  Committee  to  the  Faculty 
consisting  of  senior  representatives  of  industry,  private  resource  agencies,  provincial 
and  federal  governments,  and  other  universities. 

Graduate  Programmes 

A  renewed  thrust  in  graduate  activities  was  begun  this  year  and  the  Faculty  for  the 
first  time  assumed  primary  responsibility  for  ph.d.  programmes.  Several  new  academic 
staff  with  strong  graduate  backgrounds  will  considerably  strengthen  graduate  studies. 
We  are  also  encouraging  inter-disciplinary  programmes  and  emphasizing  the  closest 
co-operation  with  other  divisions  of  the  University. 

The  Faculty  has  been  too  insular  within  the  university  family  and  a  rather  rigid 
professional  orientation  has  tended  to  isolate  staff  and  students  from  other  disciplines. 
I  am  glad  to  report  that  this  past  tendency  is  now  undergoing  rapid  change. 

Research 

Research  programmes  were  revitalized  with  an  infusion  of  new  contracts  and  other 
research  grants  from  external  sources.  Block  grant  funds  from  the  Federal  Department 
of  the  Environment  were  also  increased  and  several  projects  were  supported  by  the 
National  Research  Council,  the  Canadian  National  Sportsmen's  Show,  and  the  On- 
tario Ministry  of  Natural  Resources.  The  research  potential  of  the  faculty  has  not  been 
fully  challenged,  however,  and  we  intend  to  appropriately  enlarge  the  scope  and 
breadth  of  these  programmes. 

During  the  year,  faculty  were  involved  in  a  wide  range  of  research  activities  which 
included  the  classification  and  evaluation  of  land  as  part  of  the  input  of  the  Haldi- 
mand-Norfolk  regional  report,  the  preparation  of  a  paper  dealing  with  stumpage 
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policy  for  Ontario,  the  quantification  of  public  recreational  demands  in  Ontario, 
land  productivity  for  hardwoods  in  Southern  Ontario,  the  development  of  method- 
ology relating  to  a  quantification  of  pressures  for  change  in  land  use  planning  in 
Simcoe  and  Dufferin  Counties  of  Ontario,  and  an  evaluation  of  the  attitudes  of  con- 
servation groups  respecting  forest  land  use. 

Forest  productivity  studies  at  the  Englehart  Management  Unit  have  continued  to 
yield  useful  results  and  opportunities  for  graduate  student  projects.  Research  in  forest 
products  included  the  development  of  a  wood-based  structural  panel  and  the  testing 
of  glue-laminated  wood  beams  which  were  standing  after  the  burning  of  the  Tarn 
O'Shanter  Golf  Club.  Several  promising  fungicides  to  control  Dutch  Elm  Disease  have 
been  developed,  and  their  behaviour  in  live  trees  is  being  studied  and  tested  in  co- 
operation with  the  Federal  Department  of  the  Environment  and  other  agencies. 

Staff  Notes 

Professor  J.W.B.  Sisam  retired  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  session  following  24 

years  of  distinguished  service  to  the  University  as  Dean.  He  will  continue  to  teach  on 

a  part-time  basis  in  the  next  academic  year.  We  deeply  regret  the  death  of  Miss  Marion 

Harmon  following  a  long  illness.  She  will  be  sorely  missed  by  faculty,  students,  and 

alumni. 

Professor  V.G.  Smith  was  awarded  the  ph.d.  degree  from  Iowa  State  University 
and  plans  were  finalized  for  Professor  E.  Jorgensen's  sabbatical  year  with  the  Federal 
Department  of  the  Environment  in  1972-73. 
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the  wood  panelling. 

The  faculty  also  appreciated  the  support  and  co-operation  of  the  following  indus- 
trial firms  in  sponsoring  visits  by  students  to  logging  and  utilization  operations :  Abitibi 
Paper  Company  Ltd.,  Domtar  Woodlands  Ltd.,  Kimberly-Clark  Pulp  and  Paper 
Company  Ltd.,  Great  Lakes  Paper  Company  Ltd.,  Wm.

The  recognition  by  the  senior  administrators  of  the 
University  of  the  need  for  a  strong  educational  process  in  renewable  natural  resources 
is  particularly  noteworthy  and  the  immediate  and  long-range  developments  now  being 
crystallized  are  due  to  the  vision  and  contributions  of  the  Acting  President,  Dr.  J.H. 
Sword,  Professor  D.F.  Forster,  Dr.  J.D.  Hamilton,  and  Mr.  A.  Rankin.

THE  DEAN  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  MUSIC 

For  some  time,  need  for  revision  of  the  Faculty's  Music  Education  programme  had 
been  indicated.  Greater  flexibility  of  the  programme,  affording  more  individual  student 
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selection  of  courses;  closer  co-operation  with  the  College  (now  Faculty)  of  Education, 
affording  field  experience  at  an  earlier  point  in  the  student's  career;  sharper  cognizance 
of  current  trends  in  education  generally  and  in  Music  Education  in  particular;  a 
strengthening  of  offerings  in  the  elementary  music  education  area  -  these  had  been 
noted  as  some  of  the  headings  under  which  such  revision  should  be  considered.  Late 
in  1970-71  the  Ontario  Department  (now  Ministry)  of  Education  announced  a  sub- 
stantial relaxation  of  requirements  for  entrance  to  "Type  A"  Specialist  programmes  at 
the  various  faculties  of  education  in  the  province.  The  new  policy  represented  for 
music  a  radical  move  away  from  specialization,  and  had  been  unsuccessfully  opposed 
in  advance  by  at  least  one  group  of  leading  music  educators.  This  made  the  need  for 
re-examination  of  our  own  curriculum  imperative  rather  than  merely  urgent. 

Since  there  was  an  agreement  that  our  study  of  the  problem  could  benefit  from 
impartial  outside  advice,  a  Music  Education  Advisory  Panel  was  set  up,  with  the 
Provost's  support  and  approval.  The  three  consultants  serving  on  the  Panel  were  John 
Barron,  Head,  Music  Department,  Westminster  Secondary  School,  London,  Ontario; 
James  Rahn,  Arts  Consultant,  Ontario  Department  of  Education,  Kingston,  Ontario; 
and  E.A.  Richardson,  Principal,  Joseph  Brant  Senior  Public  School,  Scarborough, 
Ontario.  They  paid  four  visits  to  the  Faculty  in  the  fall,  lasting  from  half  a  day  to 
two-and-a-half  days  each.  They  held  interviews  with  individual  staff  members,  meet- 
ings with  the  students  in  the  Music  Education  programme.  Their  21 -page  report 
appeared  in  early  January.  The  following  are  excerpts: 

p.  3 :  Music  in  future  education  will  probably  be  a  music  which  relates  to  the  society  in  which 
the  student  lives;  which  allows  for  creative  exploration;  which  emphasizes  the  process  of  music 
rather  than  the  product. 

p.  4:  The  field  of  education  is  certainly  not  unique  in  its  increasing  inability  to  provide  jobs 
for  all  university  graduates.  In  the  foreseeable  future,  however,  there  should  be  employment 
for  music  graduates  who  have  the  ability  and  desire  to  teach.  The  most  obvious  area  is  that  of 
elementary  education.  Other  areas  include:  other  provinces;  broadened  secondary  school 
music  programs  with  an  increased  enrolment;  private  schools;  special  education;  informal 
education;  community  colleges;  music  therapy;  integrated  arts;  arts  administration. 

p.  12:  The  Panel  recommends  a  wide-ranging,  exploratory  course  for  creating  an  awareness 
and  understanding  of  as  many  points  of  view  in  Music  Education  as  possible.  Resources  should 
be  widely  varied  and  might  include:  visits  to  and  from  practising  educators;  surveys  of  the 
relevant  literature,  as  well  as  courses  of  study  and  methods;  field  studies;  psychology  as  applied 
to  Music  Education.  What  we  have  in  mind  is  a  broad,  non-indoctrination  approach. 

p.  14:  Courses  offered  during  the  late  afternoon  or  the  evening,  or  the  summer,  could  be  made 
available  through  the  Division  of  Extension  as  professional  development-enrichment  courses  to 
certified  teachers.  With  the  proper  course  material  being  offered,  it  could  place  this  Faculty 
at  the  centre  of  the  Music  Education  community.  Graduate  courses  could  also  be  offered  in 
the  summer.  Many  musicians  are  doing  Music  Education  courses  because  the  mus.m.  and  the 
m.a.  in  music  are  not  available  on  such  flexible  timetables. 

Reactions  to  the  Report  were  varied.  Most  were  positive.  Some  disappointment 
was  expressed  that  the  Panel  had  not  made  more  clear-cut  recommendations  for 
specific  action.  A  general  feeling  was  noted  that  the  experience  of  the  Panel's  visits 
and  the  attendant  opportunities  for  real  dialogue  on  music  education  issues  were 
valuable  in  themselves,  and  helped  create  a  climate  of  concern  in  the  Department  and 
in  the  Faculty  generally. 

Meanwhile,  meetings  of  the  Music  Education  Department  had  been  already 
tackling  some  areas  of  curricular  reform,  and  by  February  a  number  of  changes  were 
approved  by  the  Faculty  Council  for  implementation  in  1972-73.  In  view  of  the 
Ministry's  new  policies,  the  Faculty's  minor  concentration  programme  and  the  separa- 
tion of  its  major  concentrations  into  "instrumental"  and  "vocal"  areas  (a  third,  "ele- 
mentary", had  been  envisioned)  were  abandoned  as  no  longer  viable.  Future  grad- 
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uates'  transcripts  will  show  them  as  having  majored  in  "music  education"  -  with 
no  further  sub-specialization.  At  the  same  time,  a  new  alignment  of  courses  will  allow 
the  election  of  any  grouping  of  available  Music  Education  courses  by  individual  stu- 
dents. Under  the  plan  now  adopted,  of  which  Mr.  Richard  Henninger  was  the  chief 
architect,  in  order  to  qualify  as  a  Music  Education  major,  a  student  will  take  per- 
formance and  ensemble  credits,  a  new  team-taught  survey  course  to  be  called  "Ap- 
proaches to  Music  Education"  (roughly  as  suggested  by  the  Advisory  Panel)  and 
his/her  choice  of  any  20  credits  (minimum)  from  the  Music  Education  curriculum. 
The  plan  still  allows  the  same  degree  of  specialization  as  in  the  past,  if  desired.  Joined 
to  the  "basic  music"  and  academic  components  of  the  Faculty's  degree  programme, 
it  equips  graduates  with  professional  and  academic  standing  well  beyond  the  new 
minimum  established  by  Queen's  Park. 

A  much-regretted  incident  of  1971-72's  process  of  study  and  change  in  music 
education  was  the  resignation  in  January  of  Professor  Robert  A.  Rosevear  as  chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Music  Education.  I  assumed  his  duties  temporarily  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  term,  while  Professor  Ronald  Chandler  agreed  to  serve  as  acting  chair- 
man during  1972-73  when  a  search  committee  for  a  new  chairman  is  to  be  formed. 
Professor  Rosevear's  quarter-century  of  teaching  and  administration,  and  his  broad 
sphere  of  consultation  and  influence  as  an  educator,  constitute  the  cornerstone  of  our 
work  in  this  field  -  a  field  in  which  (through  him  primarily)  the  University  of  Toronto 
has  played  an  indispensable  pioneering  role.  Though  relinquishing  the  chairmanship 
out  of  disagreement  with  specific  policy  changes,  he  is,  of  course,  remaining  as  an 
active  member  of  the  Department. 

Two  important  physical  changes  in  the  Edward  Johnson  Building  have  been 
taking  place.  One,  the  provision  of  an  organ  for  the  Concert  Hall,  was  launched  in 
a  preliminary  but  decisive  way  in  1971-72,  while  the  other,  the  addition  of  a  second 
storey  of  shelving  to  the  Edward  Johnson  Music  Library,  noted  in  the  1970-71  Report, 
was  successfully  completed  during  1971-72. 

The  organ  committee,  chaired  by  Professor  Godfrey  Ridout,  recommended,  from 
four  different  plans  submitted,  a  classical  two-man  mechanical-action  instrument 
of  about  25  stops  to  be  built  by  the  Canadian  firm  of  Casavant  Freres.  An  appeal  for 
funds  in  the  fall  of  1971  resulted  in  a  response  of  over  $10,000;  an  especially  generous 
gesture  is  a  matching  grant  of  $25,000.  claimable  over  a  two-and-a-half-year  period, 
from  the  Audrey  S.  Hellyer  Foundation.  In  November  1971  William  Albright,  uni- 
versity organist  at  the  University  of  Michigan,  Ann  Arbor,  played  an  all-contem- 
porary benefit  concert  in  Convocation  Hall.  Towards  the  end  of  the  academic  season, 
the  organ  contract  was  drawn  up  for  signing  and  plans  were  made  for  a  further  fund- 
raising  drive  in  the  fall  of  1972.  The  builder's  schedule  calls  for  the  installation  of  the 
new  instrument  during  the  summer  of  1973. 

As  for  the  Library  expansion,  it  has  afforded  not  only  much-needed  shelf  space 
for  books  and  scores,  but  greater  space  for  study  tables  and  (through  the  new  car- 
peting) a  quieter  atmosphere.  The  present  holdings  are  summarized  as  follows:

The  Faculty's  "Open  House"  in  October,  for  musically-oriented  students  of 
Grades  11,  12  and  13,  drew  an  attendance  of  242  from  secondary  schools  as  far  dis- 
tant as  Windsor  and  Ottawa.  The  programme  included  talks  and  performance- 
demonstrations  by  Faculty  members  (both  staff  and  students) ,  a  box  luncheon,  a  tour 
of  the  main  campus,  small-group  consultations  with  Faculty  advisers,  and  an  open 
rehearsal  by  the  University  of  Toronto  Symphony  Orchestra. 
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If  the  Faculty's  efforts  to  attract  new  students  are  evidently  meeting  with  re- 
sponse, the  same  cannot  be  said  for  its  communications  with  alumni.  The  Faculty  of 
Music  Alumni  Association,  reformed  in  1970-71,  put  in  a  less  active  year  in  1971-72, 
with  one  successful  opera  night  and  a  few  executive  meetings  to  add  to  the  periodic 
mailings  of  the  Newsletter  from  the  Faculty's  offices.  At  the  end  of  the  season,  it 
appeared  there  would  be  again  the  perennial  hardships  in  finding  volunteers  for  a  new 
executive,  despite  strong  support  from  Alumni  House.  The  problem,  seen  as  primarily 
one  of  communication,  would  be  due  for  special  attention  early  in  1972-73. 

New  appointments  to  the  staff  were  mainly  in  the  Performance  Department.  The 
Faculty  of  Music's  reliance  on  part-time  instructors  drawn  from  Toronto's  profes- 
sional-music circles  will  no  doubt  remain  a  necessary  feature  of  the  performance  pro- 
gramme. At  the  same  time,  the  growth  of  the  programme,  coupled  with  the  heavier 
non-University  demands  on  those  same  instructors,  means  that  some  full-time  appoint- 
ments are  needed  as  insurance  for  continuity  and  high  standards.  Robert  Aitken,  a 
mus.m.  graduate  from  Toronto,  former  co-principal  flute  of  the  Toronto  Symphony, 
leading  solo  flutist  and  composer,  and  organizer  of  the  New  Music  Concerts  series, 
stepped  from  a  part-time  to  a  full-time  (associate  professor)  position.  Melvin  Berman, 
a  m.m.a.  from  Hartt  College  in  the  University  of  Hartford,  and  for  fifteen  years 
principal  oboe  of  the  Montreal  Symphony  Orchestra,  joined  us  as  assistant  professor. 
Vladimir  Orlov,  cellist,  accepted  a  lecturer  position  during  a  year's  leave  from  his 
appointment  with  the  State  Academy  of  Music  in  Vienna,  and  towards  the  end  of  the 
season  was  confirmed  as  a  continuing  full-time  member  of  staff  at  assistant-professor 
rank.  John  Wyre,  former  Toronto  Symphony  tympanist,  and  a  mus.b.  graduate  of 
the  Eastman  School  of  Music  in  the  University  of  Rochester,  started  a  new  instruc- 
tion programme  in  the  growingly-important  area  of  percussion,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  season  was  confirmed  as  a  regular  part-time  special  lecturer  in  this  field.  James 
Craig,  formerly  coach  and  assistant  conductor  with  the  Opera  Department,  returned 
from  a  ten-year  stint  of  opera  work  at  Sadler's  Wells,  London,  England,  to  take  up 
new  responsibilities  as  conductor  and  head  coach  in  the  Department.  The  renowned 
Montreal-born  contralto  Maureen  Forrester,  now  settled  in  Toronto,  accepted  a  part- 
time  position  on  the  vocal  staff,  but  at  the  end  of  her  first  season  with  us  decided,  to 
her  regret  and  ours,  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  continue  in  view  of  her  heavy  con- 
cert-touring commitments. 

Visiting  lecturers  in  other  departments  were  Gaynor  Jones,  Welsh-born,  with  a 
recent  ph.d.  from  Cornell,  in  History  and  Literature,  and  Derek  Healey,  a  young  com- 
poser from  England,  who  came  to  us  in  the  Theory  and  Composition  Department 
after  two  years  at  the  University  of  Victoria,  B.C.  At  the  end  of  the  season,  Dr.  Jones 
was  reappointed,  to  undertake  a  new  music  course-offering  for  us  at  Erindale,  while 
Mr.  Healey  moved  to  a  new  permanent  appointment  at  the  University  of  Guelph. 

In  May  we  were  shocked  by  the  news  of  the  sudden  death  of  Professor  David 
Mankovitz.  He  had  played  as  viola  soloist  at  the  season's  opening  concert  in  the  Sun- 
day Afternoon  Series,  and  was  preparing  a  paper  on  string  pedagogy  for  presentation 
at  the  annual  conference  of  the  Canadian  Association  of  University  Schools  of  Music, 
based  on  the  string  pedagogy  course  he  had  recently  inaugurated  in  the  Faculty  and 
material  he  was  accumulating  for  a  book  on  the  subject.  He  will  be  remembered  as 
a  chamber-music  player  of  great  sensitivity  and  a  teacher  who  had  an  uncommon 
rapport  with  his  students. 

At  the  end  of  the  season,  for  the  first  time,  the  Publicity  and  Concerts  Office 
compiled  and  bound  all  the  programmes  from  the  season's  performances,  for  circula- 
tion both  within  this  University  and  to  music  departments  and  schools  at  other  univer- 
sities. The  two  substantial  volumes  presented  a  vivid  reminder  of  the  scope  and  size 
of  our  efforts. 

Solo  recitals  by  students  (most  of  them,  but  not  all,  performance  majors)  num- 
bered 102;  student  ensemble  and  operatic-excerpt  programmes  numbered  20,  not 
including  a  recital  of  original  chamber  works  by  student  composers  and  a  programme 
of  original  works  from  the  Electronic  Music  Studio. 
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The  University  of  Toronto  Symphony  Orchestra,  conducted  by  Victor  Feldbrill, 
gave  three  public  concerts.  Highlights  included  performances  of  the  Brahms  Violin 
Concerto  and  the  Beethoven  Eroica  Symphony  and  Piano  Concerto  No.  4;  student 
soloists  in  the  Brahms  and  Beethoven  were  Josef  Peleg,  violin,  and  Bonnie  Silver, 
piano.  Professor  Oskar  Morawetz's  Sinfonietta  for  Winds  and  Percussion  was  played 
at  the  January  concert,  and  at  the  April  concert  special  interest  centred  on  the  pre- 
miere of  R.  Murray  Schafer's  Divan  i  Shams  i  Tabriz  -  a  work  for  full  orchestra 
(grouped  around  the  hall  as  well  as  partly  on  the  stage),  seven  singers,  electronic 
organ,  and  a  quadrisonic  tape.  The  composer,  from  Simon  Fraser  University,  was 
in  attendance. 

Premieres  were  also  a  notable  part  of  the  year's  three  appearances  by  the  Univer- 
sity of  Toronto  Concert  Band,  under  Professor  Robert  A.  Rosevear's  direction.  They 
included  a  Scherzo  for  piano  and  band  by  Gerhard  Wuensch  (soloist,  Charles  Fore- 
man) ;  Elegie  hero'ique  by  the  late  Healey  Willan,  a  recently-discovered  band  compo- 
sition; and  Oboros  (for  29  instruments  and  electronic  transformation)  by  a  graduate 
composition  student,  James  Montgomery.  Also  highlighted  was  a  Concerto  for  solo 
saxophone  and  band  by  Walter  J.  Hartley  (soloist,  Lawrence  Sereda) .  In  the  Univer- 
sity of  Toronto  Concert  Choir  repertoire  for  its  two  concerts  under  Mr.  Lloyd  Brad- 
shaw,  were  Bach's  Cantata  No.  1,  Aaron  Copland's  In  the  Beginning,  and  a  work  by 
Leonard  Ballantine,  third-year  composition  major,  called  Two  Songs  of  the  Fall 
Season. 

Student  performers  also  participated  in  a  repeat  of  1970-7 l's  innovative  chamber- 
concerto  programme,  with  staff  soloists  -  this  time  Professors  Aitken,  Berman,  Anton 
Kuerti,  and  Victor  Martin  —  and  in  a  special  concert  of  music  by  Quebec  composers 
presented  as  the  Faculty's  main  contribution  to  the  University's  "Festival  Quebecois" 
in  November.  The  latter  programme  included  works  from  the  18th,  19th,  and  20th 
centuries,  among  them  a  full-stage  presentation  of  the  short  surrealistic  chamber  opera 
An  English  Lesson  by  Gabriel  Charpentier,  directed  by  David  Walsh  and  Eugene 
Plawutsky  of  the  Opera  Department. 

The  Early  Music  Group  collaborated  in  a  beautifully  staged  and  costumed  pro- 
duction of  the  medieval  drama  Son  of  Getron.  The  music  was  prepared  and  rehearsed 
by  Professor  Andrew  Hughes,  and  the  staging  was  directed  by  Dr.  David  Klausner. 
Performances  coincided  with  the  seminar  "Musica  from  Mistress  to  Maid"  on  me- 
dieval music,  at  which  Professor  Hughes  and  Professor  Robert  Falck  both  presented 
papers. 

It  was  the  Opera  Department's  25th  anniversary  season.  Founded  as  the  Royal 
Conservatory  Opera  School,  and  later  gradually  recognized  as  a  Faculty  Department 
with  its  own  two-year  post-graduate  diploma  programme,  the  Department  has  had 
seminal  influence  in  its  hold  on  such  other  Canadian  institutions  as  the  Canadian 
Opera  Company,  the  CBC,  the  Stratford  Festival,  and  the  National  Arts  Centre.  Its 
alumni  include  internationally-known  solo  performers  in  American,  English  and  Ger- 
man opera  houses.  In  its  anniversary  season,  it  presented,  in  December,  the  first  Cana- 
dian stage  production  of  Igor  Stravinsky's  The  Rake's  Progress,  conducted  by  James 
Craig,  and  staged  by  Georg  Philipp,  and  in  March  a  revival  of  Mozart's  The  Marriage 
of  Figaro,  conducted  by  Ernesto  Barbini,  and  staged  by  Herman  Geiger-Torel,  whose 
1948  production  was  one  of  the  department's  early  successes.  Both  productions  were 
done  with  double  (i.e.  alternating)  casts,  a  remarkable  achievement  in  itself  for  a 
relatively  small  department.  A  commemorative,  illustrated  booklet  {Opera  at  the 
University  of  Toronto,  1946-1971  by  Kenneth  W.  Peglar)  drew  attention  to  the  his- 
tory of  this  important  area  of  Canadian  cultural  life. 

In  the  fall  of  1971,  Lord  Harewood,  a  director  of  the  Royal  Opera  House,  Covent 
Garden,  and  a  former  editor  of  the  magazine  Opera,  visited  the  department  as  part 
of  his  Canadian  enquiry  tour  at  the  invitation  of  the  Ontario  Arts  Council.  In  his 
report,  he  commented : 

No  one  from  England  could  look  at  the  splendid  physical  facilities  of  the  MacMillan  Theatre 
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without  a  feeling  of  envy  ...  Few  European  buildings,  and  in  England  none,  have  performing 
facilities  comparable  to  this. 

I  particularly  admired  the  Theatre  Technology  course  which  I  had  not  met  before  in  an 
operatic  context  ... 

It  was  a  little  surprising  to  find  no  provision  made  for  the  training  of  repetiteurs  ...  I  feel 
quite  sure  that  to  provide  places  for  two  student  repetiteurs  a  year  would  be  worthwhile  ... 

The  department's  productions  must  make  quite  a  substantial  contribution  to  Toronto's  lively 
musical  life.  In  this  connection  I  heard  it  suggested  that  one  of  the  elements  of  Canadian 
operatic  life  which  is  being  on  the  whole  neglected  is  the  possibility  of  experiment  in  the 
Universities  -  a  generalisation  which  does  not  apply  ...  at  the  University  of  Toronto. 

The  death  of  Igor  Stravinsky  in  1971  was  the  occasion  for  commemorations  and 
revaluations  in  many  parts  of  the  music  world.  The  University  of  Toronto  played 
a  significant  part  by  mounting,  through  the  initiative  of  the  Graduate  Department  of 
Music,  a  three-day  Stravinsky  Colloquium  in  early  December.  Papers  and  seminar 
discussions  involved  noted  experts  from  other  parts  of  Canada  and  the  United  States, 
as  well  as  several  Faculty  members.  Films  of  the  composer  and  his  work  were  shown, 
and  a  cross-section  of  his  music  for  various  chamber  media  (1905  through  1967)  was 
presented  by  performance-department  students,  while  the  Opera  Department's  pro- 
duction of  The  Rake's  Progress  formed  the  major  event.  Special  attention  was  paid 
to  the  composer  in  other  parts  of  the  year's  programme  as  well  -  the  University  of 
Toronto  Concert  Choir  performing  the  Mass,  the  University  of  Toronto  Symphony 
Orchestra  the  early  Firebird  Suite,  and  Messrs.  John  Hawkins  and  Eugene  Plawutsky 
the  Sonata  for  Two  Pianos  -  adding  up  to  a  sort  of  unofficial  "Stravinsky  Year". 

Faculty-sponsored  concerts  were  offered  in  two  series,  newly  named  the  "Thurs- 
day Evening  Series"  and  the  "Sunday  Afternoon  Series",  the  former  featuring  visiting 
artists,  and  the  latter  staff  performers.  Both  series  drew  unprecedented  attendances  - 
indicating  a  lively  and  appreciative  community  response  to  an  artistically  high-quality 
group  of  events.  The  visitors  included  the  Jacques  Loussier  Jazz  Trio  from  Paris,  the 
John  Alldis  Choir  from  London,  the  Early  Music  Quartet  from  Munich,  the  Paul 
Kuentz  Chamber  Orchestra  from  Paris,  the  Dorian  Woodwind  Quintet  from  New 
York,  and  the  Canadian  violinist  Otto  Armin  (in  a  full  evening  of  unaccompanied 
solos).  In  addition,  two  special  events  were  sponsored,  and  both  drew  "sold-out" 
response:  the  Toronto  recital  debut  of  the  British  mezzosoprano  Janet  Baker,  and 
Karlheinz  Stockhausen's  one-and-a-half-hour-long  new  work  Stimmung  for  voices 
and  tape,  cosponsored  with  the  Goethe  Institute  and  conducted  by  the  composer. 

Staff  contributors  to  the  Thursday  afternoon  open  lecture-recital  series  were 
Professor  Carl  Morey  on  18th-century  opera  and  James  Creighton,  record  archivist, 
on  violin  discography.  Visitors  in  this  series  included  Professor  David  Mercer,  York 
University,  on  17-century  dance  music;  the  Canadian  composer  Harry  Somers,  on 
musical  aspects  of  his  recent  travels  to  Europe  and  the  Orient;  and  the  English 
counter-tenor  Alfred  Deller,  who  also  offered  a  successful  two-day  master-class  to 
voice  students.

DEAN  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  GRADUATE  STUDIES 

During  the  year  1971-72  graduate  studies  went  through  a  further  period  of  consoli- 
dation after  the  rapid  increases  in  enrolments  and  programmes  of  the  sixties.  As  in 
1970-71,  total  enrolment  rose  moderately  by  4  per  cent.  There  were  striking  changes 
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in  the  composition  of  that  increase,  however,  with  the  number  of  part-time  students 
increasing  in  all  Divisions  while  the  number  of  full-time  students  tended  to  fall,  par- 
ticularly in  Divisions  in  and  iv. 

These  changes  reflect  in  part  the  normal  adjustment  to  a  period  of  phenomenal 
growth.  Unfortunately,  they  have  been  aggravated  by  a  series  of  developments  which, 
if  continued,  could  do  serious  harm  to  the  scope  and  quality  of  graduate  studies.  Like 
most  other  groups,  graduate  students  have  been  concerned  about  the  implications  for 
them  of  the  high  rate  of  unemployment  in  the  economy  generally  and  the  fewer  oppor- 
tunities for  employment  in  University  teaching  particularly.  Concomitantly  with  this 
concern,  there  has  been  an  erosion  of  student  financial  support  from  various  sources, 
an  increase  in  fees,  the  introduction  of  taxation  of  fellowships  and  other  increased 
costs.  Finally,  there  has  been  much  more  questioning  of  the  purpose,  nature  and 
contribution  of  graduate  education.  Some  of  that  questioning  has  been  thoroughly 
misplaced,  while  masquerading  as  serious  research.  Some  of  it  has  led,  however,  to 
an  examination  of  accepted  ideas  which,  however  valid  at  one  time,  need  to  be  re- 
considered in  the  context  of  new  studies,  new  needs  and  new  understanding. 

That  re-consideration  is  well  under  way  at  the  University  of  Toronto  and  else- 
where, both  internally  and  through  inter-university  co-operation  as  noted  below.  The 
changes  in  enrolment  also  show  a  considerable  adjustment  by  students  and  faculty  to 
the  opportunities  believed  to  be  associated  with  various  areas  of  graduate  study.  The 
danger  may  well  be  that  those  outside  the  universities  may  underestimate  the  extent 
to  which  these  adjustments  have  taken  place  and  may  attempt,  by  changes  in  fees  and 
student  support,  to  force  additional  changes  in  enrolment.  Given  the  changes  already 
under  way  and  the  fact  that  employment  in  given  fields  (much  less  new  fields  or  new 
applications)  is  necessarily  several  years  in  the  future,  the  danger  of  over-correction  is 
acute.  There  is  evidence  this  may  already  be  happening  in  some  departments,  where 
full-time  enrolment  has  fallen  sharply  apparently  because  of  fear  of  unemployment 
and  despite  surveys  which  suggest  that  this  fear  has  been  greatly  exaggerated. 

There  is  an  internal  danger  also,  that  the  recent  pre-occupation  with  such  matters 
as  employment,  enrolment  levels,  and  fee  increases,  however  important  in  the  present 
context,  will  gradually  make  us  lose  sight  of  our  main  function.  The  primary  function 
of  a  School  of  Graduate  Studies,  as  of  a  university,  is  education  and  research.  Most 
of  our  students  and  faculty  have  a  dedication  to  these  functions  which  cannot  be 
closely  linked  to  immediate  questions  of  employment  or  monetary  return.  If  these 
functions  become  closely  linked  to  the  latter,  the  outcome  will  be  a  deterioration  both 
in  the  quality  of  education  and  research  and  in  the  contribution  that  is  ultimately 
made  to  society  in  the  process.  That  contribution  is  by  no  means  small,  as  is  soon 
evident  to  those  who  examine  the  remarkable  cultural,  social,  economic  and  scientific 
progress  of  this  nation  in  recent  decades  and  the  part  which  universities  have  played 
in  it. 

The  remarkable  development  of  the  graduate  schools  in  the  past  decade  or  so 
required  considerable  public  and  private  sacrifice  and  some  faith  in  the  ultimate  out- 
come for  both  the  individual  and  society.  A  comparatively  much  smaller  new  com- 
mitment is  necessary  in  the  seventies  to  realize  in  a  number  of  new  areas  the  enrich- 
ment of  both  scholarship  and  the  commonwealth  which  graduate  work  of  high  quality 
can  bring. 

Enrolment  and  Degrees  Awarded 

The  moderation  in  growth  of  enrolment,  which  had  been  evident  the  preceding  year, 
continued  in  1971-72.  (See  Table  i.)  At  December  1,  1971,  enrolment  was  4.4  per  cent 
above  that  of  the  same  date  one  year  earlier.  This  involved  a  decrease  in  full-time 
enrolment  of  1.6  per  cent  and  an  increase  in  part-time  enrolment  of  12.5  per  cent.  In 
Division  i,  full-time  enrolment  increased  by  2.2  per  cent,  part-time  by  2.5  per  cent. 
Division  n  (excluding  Educational  Theory)  showed  an  increase  of  1.8  per  cent  in 
full-time,  and  an  increase  of  22.5  per  cent  in  part-time  enrolment.  In  Educational 
Theory  there  was  an  increase  of  15  per  cent  in  full-time,  and  19.1  per  cent  in  part-time

enrolment.  Division  in  had  a  decrease  of  8.4  per  cent  in  full-time,  and  an  increase  of 
30.9  per  cent  in  part-time  students.  The  decrease  in  Division  iv's  full-time  enrolment 
was  13  per  cent;  the  part-time  component  increased  by  22.7  per  cent. 

There  was  little  change  in  the  citizenship  of  graduate  students.  The  Canadian 
citizenship  component  was  61.2  per  cent,  the  landed  immigrant  27.3  per  cent,  others 
11.5  per  cent.  In  the  previous  year,  the  break-down  was  62.3  per  cent,  25.1  per  cent 
and  12.6  per  cent  respectively. 

The  degrees  and  diplomas  awarded  are  summarized  in  Table  n  which  gives  com- 
parative data  for  the  three  previous  years.  It  should  be  noted  that  in  1971-72  the  first 
Master  of  Museology  degrees  (9) ,  and  the  first  Master  of  Science  in  Nursing  degrees 
(4)  were  awarded.  The  ending  of  the  Bachelor  of  Library  Science  programme  and 
the  establishment  of  a  two-year  (in  place  of  a  one-year)  Master  of  Library  Science 
degree  programme  in  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  is  reflected  in  the  increase  from 
35  in  1970-71  to  108  in  1971-72  in  the  number  of  m.l.s.  degrees  awarded.  Table  in 
shows  the  total  number  of  Master's  and  Doctor's  degrees  awarded  in  the  period 
1966-67  to  1971-72.

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Changes  in  School  Regulations  and  New  Awards 

During  the  year  the  admission  requirements  for  students  who  are  graduates  of  five  or 
more  years'  standing,  and  who  did  not  achieve  sufficiently  high  standing  for  admis- 
sion to  the  School  as  degree  candidates,  were  changed  to  permit  significant  professional 
accomplishments  during  the  five  year  period  since  graduation  to  be  considered  as 
evidence  of  equivalent  admission  qualifications. 

The  regulation  requiring  a  ph.d.  candidate  to  spend  at  least  two  academic  years 
in  full-time  attendance  on  this  campus  was  relaxed  in  order  to  permit  candidates 
with  an  approved  Master's  degree  from  another  university  to  spend  a  residence  year 
off-campus  if  the  Degree  Committee  considers  this  to  be  academically  desirable. 

For  some  years  the  number  of  external  appraisers  of  ph.d.  theses  has  increased, 
such  appointments  being  at  the  request  of  the  departments  concerned.  During  1971-72 
a  change  in  the  regulations  made  it  the  normal  procedure  for  one  appraiser  (who 
should  also  be  an  external  examiner)  to  be  external  to  the  University. 

Because  of  the  growing  number  of  student  appeals,  a  decanal  committee  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Associate  Dean  Sawyer  was  established  to  discuss  and  recommend 
upon  appeals  procedures  in  the  School.  The  Committee  reported  to  Council  in  May 
1972.  It  recommended  that  there  should  be  only  one  level  of  appeal  within  the  School 
and  that  appeals  to  the  Executive  Committees  of  the  Divisions  be  eliminated.  The 
Committee  proposed  that  appeals  be  made  directly  to  Council  and  be  heard  by  an 
Applications  and  Memorials  Committee  of  Council.  The  Committee  believes  such 
a  change  would  lead  to  a  more  uniform  treatment  of  appeals  throughout  the  School, 
to  the  development  of  a  set  of  procedures  evolving  from  the  experience  of  a  single 
committee  dealing  with  appeals,  and  more  efficient  procedures  for  all  concerned.  The 
Report  has  been  approved  by  Council  and  will  be  submitted  to  the  Governing  Council. 

A  decanal  committee,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Professor  Merrilees,  was  set 
up  to  study  the  School's  regulation  which  allows  authors  of  doctoral  theses  to  request 
postponement  of  publication  by  microfilm  for  a  period  up  to  five  years,  and  to  make 
recommendation  on  possible  changes.  The  Committee  recommended  that  any  post- 
ponement of  publication  by  microfilm  be  reduced  to  two  years  except  for  very  excep- 
tional cases.  (This  proposal  was  subsequently  approved  by  the  Council  and  the 
Governing  Council.) 

Beginning  with  the  session  1971-72,  the  graduate  Department  of  East  Asian 
Studies  was  divided  into  two  departments,  East  Asian  Studies,  and  Sanskrit  and  Indian 
Studies.  This  was  in  line  with  what  had  been  done  in  the  undergraduate  division. 

A  number  of  new  graduate  awards  were  established  during  the  year  including 
the  Florence  Emory  Fellowship  in  Nursing,  Ontario  Heart  Foundation  Fellowship  in 
Cardiovascular  Nursing,  Novapharm.  Ltd.  Graduate  Award  in  Pharmacy,  W.W. 
Moorhouse  Fellowship  in  Geology,  Graduate  Philosophy  Bursaries,  J.  Edgar  McAl- 
lister Foundation  Graduate  Bursaries  in  Applied  Science  and  Engineering,  and  the 
Sarah  Rhinewine  Prize  in  Social  Work.  The  Fraser  and  Beatty  postgraduate  fellowship 
in  Law  was  made  available  for  the  session  1972-73. 

Student  Support 

The  amount  of  support  available  for  graduate  students  continues  to  be  a  matter  of 
serious  concern.  Three  main  sources  of  support  are  available  -  fellowships,  payments 
for  services  (mostly  teaching  assistantships),  and  the  Ontario  Student  Awards  pro- 
gramme. The  fellowships  fall  into  two  main  categories  -  direct  (mostly  Federal,  Pro- 
vincial and  University  scholarships)  and  indirect  (payments  to  students  from  staff 
research  grants) . 

Numbers  of  awards  in  the  various  categories  are  shown  in  Table  iv.  Double 
counts  of  awards  are  common  in  this  table,  since  it  frequently  occurs  that  a  fellowship 
holder  may  also  have  a  teaching  assistantship,  for  example.  The  OSAP  column  con- 
tains the  numbers  for  beneficiaries  of  both  the  loan  and  the  grant  scheme. 

Comparison  of  Table  iv  with  the  similar  table  in  the  1970-71  Report  shows  a 
decline  in  every  category  except  for  that  of  students  not  supported,  and  for  fellowships 
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from  non-Government  sources.  (The  column  labelled  "University"  in  the  1970-71 
report  should  be  compared  with  the  two  columns  labelled  "University"  and  "Other" 
in  the  current  table.) 

A  similar  picture  emerges  when  Table  v,  which  shows  levels  of  support,  is  com- 
pared with  the  1970-71  table.  In  addition  to  pointing  out  an  alarming  increase  in  the 
number  of  full-time  students  receiving  no  support,  the  comparison  shows  a  marked 
decrease  in  all  ranges  of  support,  except  the  $501  to  $2,000  range.  The  reduction  in 
numbers  of  fellowships  and  the  Ontario  Government's  restriction  to  a  maximum  of 
$1,800  per  year  of  any  payments  for  services  from  formula  income  sources,  doubtless 
explain  this  observed  change.  The  reverse  in  financial  support  for  the  student  is  par- 
ticularly regrettable,  given  the  three  added  expenses  of  higher  fees,  taxation  of 
scholarships,  and  increased  cost  of  living  which  he  has  had  to  absorb  in  the  past  year. 

Planning  Assessments  by  Disciplines 

During  1971-72  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Academic  Planning,  a  body  set  up  in 
early  1971  by  the  Ontario  Council  of  Graduate  Studies  to  carry  out  reviews  of  gradu- 
ate studies  in  various  disciplines  within  the  Province,  began  the  first  seven  of  its 
planning  assessments.  The  assessments,  which  should  all  be  completed  during  the 
1972—73  academic  year,  were  conducted  for  the  following  disciplines:  Chemistry, 
Economics,  Education,  Geography,  Earth  Sciences,  Library  Science  and  Sociology. 
Each  Ontario  university  with  a  programme  or  potential  programme  in  these  areas  is 
asked  to  furnish  data  on  faculty,  students  and  resources  for  each  discipline  and  to  in- 
dicate the  proposed  future  development  of  the  discipline  on  its  campus.  The  material 
from  the  universities  is  examined  and  assessed  by  a  group  of  consultants  appointed  by 
a.g.a.p.  who  visit  each  university  before  submitting  a  final  report.  A  discipline  group 
with  a  representative  from  each  university  assists  each  assessment. 

The  present  seven  studies  are  to  be  followed  by  a  co-ordinated  assessment  of  the 
five  major  engineering  divisions,  Chemical  Engineering,  Civil  Engineering,  Electrical 
Engineering,  Mechanical  Engineering  and  Metallurgy  and  Materials  Science.  The 
Council  of  Ontario  Deans  of  Engineering  is  co-operating  with  a.g.a.p.  in  conducting 
this  assessment.  Other  discipline  assessments  to  follow  are  for  Administration,  Business 
and  Management  Science,  History,  Physical  Education  and  Recreation,  Physics,  Plan- 
ning and  Environmental  Studies,  Political  Science  and  Religion. 

Quite  apart  from  these  reviews,  a  significant  increase  in  inter-University  co-opera- 
tion appears  to  be  occurring  through  bilateral  arrangements.  A  recent  example  is 
the  Victorian  Studies  option,  a  co-operative  venture  of  the  English  and  History  De- 
partments at  York  University  and  the  University  of  Toronto  beginning  with  the  session 
1972-1973. 

School  Administration 

The  demands  made  on  the  Council,  and  on  the  officers  and  staff  of  the  School,  have 
increased  greatly  in  the  past  few  years.  This  is  partly  because  of  fairly  specific  new 
obligations,  such  as  the  increased  degree  of  provincial  planning  and  the  creation  or 
assignment  of  more  Centres,  Institutes  and  degree  programmes  to  the  School.  In  part, 
however,  the  heavy  demands  reflect  requests  from  within  and  outside  the  University 
for  better  information  or  appraisals  of  continuing  functions  such  as  appeals  and 
student  support.  I  am  grateful  to  all  those  associated  with  the  School  for  their  co- 
operation and  dedication  in  what  has  been,  at  times,  a  hectic  situation. 

The  School  owes  a  great  debt  to  Acting  Dean  W.  Douglas  Baines  who  assumed 
a  great  deal  of  responsibility  quickly  and  effectively  in  a  year  of  major  change,  and 
to  Associate  Deans  J.N. P.  Hume  and  J. A.  Sawyer  who  contributed  in  so  many  ways 
not  only  to  the  progress  of  Divisions  in  and  n  respectively  but  to  School  policies 
generally. 

Professors  G.D.  Scott  and  Leo  Zakuta  have  assumed  the  duties  of  Associate  Dean 
for  Divisions  in  and  n  respectively.  Professor  Brian  S.  Merrilees  has  assumed  the  po- 
sition of  Assistant  to  the  Dean.

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THE  DEAN  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  DENTISTRY 

Ideas  move  at  a  meteoric  rate,  but  implementation  of  the  ideas  and  renovation  of 
an  institution  often  move  at  a  glacier  pace.  How  to  reconcile  this  dilemma  and  how 
to  renovate  an  institution  in  administrative  and  educational  areas,  in  research,  and 
in  development  of  new  programmes  is  the  basis  of  this  year's  annual  report. 

Educational  and  Curricular  Programmes 

During  the  current  year  an  effort  was  made  to  implement  the  major  recommendations 
of  the  Curriculum  Review  Committee.  The  main  aspects  of  the  report  that  were 
implemented  this  year  are  as  follows:  A  new  course  in  community  dentistry  has  been 
developed  extending  over  the  four  year  curriculum  in  Dentistry;  An  in-service  pro- 
gramme dealing  with  principles  of  education  and  pedagogical  methodology  was 
successfully  instituted;  Departments  have  attempted  as  far  as  possible  to  utilize  the 
seminar  or  tutorial  teaching  method  in  lieu  of  lectures;  The  pass/fail/honours  system 
was  implemented.  The  elimination  of  marks  in  the  final  examinations  in  favour  of 
a  pass/fail/honours  system  marks  a  significant  departure  in  the  educational  process 
of  this  Faculty.  The  decision  to  move  to  a  pass/ fail /honours  system  was  largely  based 
on  an  evaluation  of  examination  results  within  this  Faculty,  whereby  it  was  noted  that 
the  marks  correlated  poorly  between  subjects.  We  considered  this  to  reflect  an  inherent 
weakness  in  the  mode  of  evaluation  rather  than  inconsistency  in  student  performance. 
Further,  in  a  given  class  the  difference  in  marks  between  the  students  ranked  highest 
and  lowest  was  often  no  greater  than  20  to  25.  Within  this  range  an  effort  was  made 
to  rank  125  students.  Obviously  such  a  ranking  could  not  be  considered  as  an  accurate 
index  of  student  intelligence  and  learning.  Also,  experience  by  several  departments 
offering  graduate  courses  indicated  that  examination  achievement,  per  se,  did  not 
always  correlate  with  intellectual  and  emotional  maturity  and  creativity.  Finally,  the 
staff  and  students  of  the  Faculty  considered  that  the  learning/ teaching  situation  would 
be  improved  in  an  environment  where  constant  student  monitoring  by  examination 
was  eliminated.  Our  hope  was  that  by  elimination  of  marks  from  the  final  examina- 
tions the  first  step  would  be  taken  in  the  direction  of  encouraging  learning  for  the 
sake  of  learning  and  not  for  the  sake  of  passing  examinations.  While  recognizing  that 
this  change  is  but  a  very  small  step  in  the  direction  of  improving  a  learning  situation, 
it  has  become  apparent  that  the  spin-off  from  the  discussions  relating  to  this  new 
programme  has  been  very  salutary. 

In  the  clinical  programmes  of  the  Faculty  an  effort  has  been  made  to  upgrade  the 
student  involvement  in  the  general  area  of  physiology,  pharmacology  and  control  of 
pain.  Dentistry  has  in  the  past  led  in  this  field  as  noted  by  the  early  discovery  and  use 
of  anaesthesia  by  dentists.  Since  dental  procedures  often  may  result  in  some  degree  of 
pain  and  since  the  patient's  apprehension  of  dental  procedures  is  usually  great,  it 
was  deemed  necessary  to  develop  clinical  programmes  that  would  attempt  to  control 
these  factors.  In  addition  to  developing  a  new  course  in  pain  control  and  implementing 
it  on  a  clinical  level,  the  Pharmacy  Centre  has  been  developed  to  complement  the 
programme.  Students  are  now  involved  to  a  greater  degree  than  in  the  past  in  the 
consideration  of  pharmacological  agents  in  dental  therapeutics. 

Staff 

In  my  initial  report  of  last  year  I  stressed  that  a  recurring  theme  in  the  major  studies 
and  evaluations  of  the  Faculty's  programmes  and  curricula  over  the  past  ten  years 
has  been  the  shortage  of  full-time  staff.  The  Faculty  of  Dentistry  at  this  University 
has  evolved  as  an  institution  staffed  by  part-time  members.  While  this  modus  operandi 
may  have  had  some  advantages  decades  ago,  today  a  larger  component  of  full-time 
staff  is  essential  for  the  development  of  new  educational  and  research  programmes. 
Thus,  in  a  programme  where  the  total  undergraduate  student  enrolment,  including 
dental  and  dental  hygiene  students,  numbers  600,  with  an  additional  67  postgraduate 
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and  graduate  students,  and  with  educational  programmes  in  the  hospitals,  in  clinics, 
in  continuing  education  and  with  involvement  in  research,  it  is  becoming  increasingly 
apparent  that  such  an  operation  cannot  be  effectively  manned  with  the  current  41  full- 
time  staff  component. 

The  recent  reports  of  the  Users'  Committee  and  the  Curriculum  Committee  and 
the  independent  study  of  Dr.  J.B.  Macdonald  all  underscore  the  need  for  additional 
full-time  staff. 

The  Curriculum  Committee  of  this  Faculty  has  recommended  that  the  current 
full-time  staff-to-student  ratio  of  1 :  14,  and  the  full-time  staff -to-part-time-staff  ratio 
of  1 : 6,  reflect  staffing  patterns  that  need  urgent  changing.  The  recommendation  is  that 
the  Faculty  seek  to  employ  a  full-time  staff  for  undergraduate  and  graduate  pro- 
grammes, of  100,  for  an  overall  staff-to-student  ratio  of  1:5. 

I  consider  the  recruitment  of  highly  qualified  full-time  staff  as  the  number  one 
priority  of  this  Faculty.  The  development  of  essential  programmes,  such  as  graduate 
studies,  research  in  prevention  and  education  fields,  and  hospital  and  community  clinic 
dental  programmes,  all  await  the  acquisition  of  more  staff. 

The  addition  of  new  staff  under  the  current  fiscal  constraints  poses  a  major 
dilemma.  It  is  obvious  that  new  mechanisms  must  be  developed  for  funding  new 
programmes  other  than  the  current  basic  income  unit  which  ties  a  school's  fiscal 
support  to  a  fixed  entity  (enrolment),  a  situation  that  is  tantamount  to  being  placed 
in  a  straitjacket.  This  is  particularly  serious  for  a  relatively  young  Faculty  which  must 
currently  undergo  a  major  revision  from  a  part-time  to  a  full-time  staffing  pattern. 

The  critical  nature  of  our  staff  needs  may  be  illustrated  by  the  results  of  the 
recent  survey  by  the  Canadian  Dental  Association  of  the  postgraduate  programmes 
of  the  Faculty.  The  postgraduate  programmes  in  Orthodontics  and  Paedodontics 
were  approved,  while  those  in  Oral  Surgery  and  Periodontics  received  provisional 
approval  only.  The  primary  reason  behind  this  dilemma  is  the  shortage  of  qualified 
staff.  Further,  the  Faculty  has  been  requested  to  develop  the  dental  departments  of 
the  teaching  hospitals,  specifically  St.  Michael's  and  New  Mount  Sinai.  It  is  not 
possible  to  get  involved  in  these  hospital  programmes  without  additional  staff.  Finally, 
new  programmes  in  research  and  continuing  education  cannot  be  implemented  with- 
out an  improvement  in  the  number  of  full-time  staff. 

Changes  in  Administration  and  Staff 

Dr.  K.  Davey,  who  has  over  the  past  six  years  served  as  joint  Chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Paedodontics  at  the  Faculty  and  at  the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children, 
has  been  granted  a  leave  of  absence  in  order  to  assume  directorship  of  a  programme 
to  train  a  new  dental  auxiliary  for  dental  services  in  the  Northwest  Territories.  This 
programme  is  sponsored  by  the  Department  of  National  Health  and  Welfare  and  is 
intended  to  evolve  a  model  system  for  the  delivery  of  oral /dental  health  services 
to  the  population  in  the  Northwest  Territories.  Dr.  J. A.  Hargreaves  has  been  ap- 
pointed as  Acting  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Paedodontics.  Dr.  Hargreaves 
joined  the  Faculty  as  a  Professor  of  Paedodontics  after  serving  as  head  of  this  specialty 
at  the  University  of  Edinburgh.  Dr.  B.  Ross  has  been  named  as  the  replacement  for 
Dr.  Davey  in  charge  of  the  Dental  Department  at  the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children. 

Dr.  H.J.  Sandham  has  joined  the  staff  of  the  Faculty  in  the  Department  of  Pre- 
ventive Dentistry.  Previously  Dr.  Sandham  was  on  the  staff  of  the  University  of 
Alabama  in  the  Dental  Research  Institute,  where  his  major  investigative  efforts  were 
in  the  field  of  fluoride  metabolism,  caries  etiology  and  preventive  dentistry. 

Mr.  A.  Brown  has  been  appointed  as  the  first  clinical  pharmacist  to  serve  the 
clinical  areas  of  the  Faculty  of  Dentistry.  Mr.  Brown,  a  former  graduate  of  Bristol 
University  in  England,  has  had  extensive  practical  background  in  both  hospital  and 
general  pharmacy  dispensing. 

With  rare  exceptions  this  Faculty  has  seldom  granted  sabbatical  leaves  to  staff. 
I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  Dr.  A.M.  Hunt  and  Dr.  A.T.  Storey  have  been 
granted  sabbatical  leave  for  the  1972-73  session.  Dr.  Hunt  will  be  studying  the  oral/ 
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dental  health  conditions  and  the  delivery  of  dental  health  services  in  Scandinavian 
and  other  European  countries.  Dr.  Storey  will  be  working  in  the  laboratories  of  Pro- 
fessor D.J.  Anderson  at  the  University  of  Bristol,  where  he  will  continue  his  investi- 
gative work  of  the  neural  mechanisms  of  the  portal  system.  We  wish  Dr.  Hunt  and 
Dr.  Storey  a  very  successful  and  rewarding  leave. 


Graduate  Programme 

A  study  by  the  Users'  Committee  of  this  Faculty,  chaired  by  Dr.  A.M.  Hunt,  and  an 
independent  study  by  Dr.  J.B.  Macdonald,  Chairman  of  the  Ontario  Committee  of 
University  Presidents,  have  both  recommended  that  the  major  effort  should  be  placed 
on  programmes  to  educate  future  dental  teachers  and  investigators.  The  Users'  Com- 
mittee initial  proposal,  as  spelled  out  in  1967,  made  provision  to  expand  the  graduate 
division  from  the  then  current  51  full-time  and  7  part-time  students  to  a  total  of 
150  full-time  and  10  part-time  students  in  postgraduate,  Master's,  ph.d.  and  post- 
doctoral programmes.  The  expansion  in  student  enrolment  on  a  graduate  level  is  to 
be  accompanied  by  an  adequate  provision  for  staff  and  physical  facilities.  Because 
of  the  current  University  and  Faculty  budgetary  constraints  it  will  be  necessary  to 
re-evaluate  the  graduate  programme  and  to  downgrade  the  above  projections.  This 
is  unfortunate  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  Faculty  has  a  responsibility  to  the  province 
and  to  the  country  to  ensure  that  an  adequate  number  of  dentists,  specialists,  teachers, 
and  research  personnel  are  educated  to  care  for  the  growing  dental  needs  of  our  popu- 
lation. Since  the  present  full-time  staff  seems  to  be  spread  as  thinly  as  a  molecular 
film,  additional  graduate  students  cannot  be  effectively  accommodated.  I  am  sug- 
gesting that  there  be  a  moratorium  on  the  development  of  new  graduate  programmes 
which  are  not  accompanied  by  the  addition  of  more  full-time  staff. 

Student  Affairs  and  Admissions 

Student  involvement  in  the  affairs  of  the  Faculty  continues  to  increase.  Students  are 
now  members  of  most  of  the  standing  committees  of  the  Faculty  as  well  as  of  the 
Faculty  Council.  Their  inputs  have  been  particularly  valuable  as  they  relate  to  the 
teaching,  didactic  programmes,  and  evaluation  processes.  The  students  played  a 
paramount  role  in  the  development  of  the  pass /fail /honours  system. 

An  important  question  relating  to  student  affairs  is  that  of  admission  to  the 
Faculty  of  Dentistry.  During  the  past  year  over  one  thousand  applications  have  been 
received  for  a  total  of  125  positions  in  the  first  dental  year.  Each  year  a  greater  number 
of  more  highly  qualified  individuals  are  seeking  admission  to  Dentistry.  It  is  apparent 
that  the  selection  process  is  a  difficult  one  and  that  the  current  practice  of  deciding 
which  students  get  admitted  primarily  on  the  basis  of  an  A,  B,  C,  or  D  mark  is  proving 
to  be  an  inadequate  mechanism.  The  Faculty  is  engaged  in  an  in-depth  study  of  the 
admission  process  -  from  a  standpoint  not  only  of  predicting  student  performance 
of  didactic  and  manual  skills  but  also  of  predicting  the  student's  professional  attitudes. 
Difficult  as  it  is  to  evaluate  non-intellectual  attributes,  a  start  must  be  made.  Further, 
the  Faculty  is  experimenting  with  a  proposal  to  decentralize  the  inputs  regarding 
admissions  on  a  demographic  basis  so  that  communities  will  have  a  voice  in  recom- 
mending appropriate  students  for  entry  into  the  professional  work. 

Continuing  Education 

The  continuing  dental  education  programme  during  the  academic  year  1971-72 
included  a  total  of  18  individual  courses  covering  general  and  specialty  areas  in 
dentistry.  A  total  of  262  dentists  enrolled  for  these  programmes.  A  very  highly  success- 
ful course  in  Pharmacology  and  Pharmacotherapy  in  dentistry  was  developed  for  the 
Academy  of  General  Practitioners  from  the  Niagara  Peninsula.  I  consider  this  one- 
week  course  involving  interdisciplinary  teams  with  the  proper  admixture  of  basic 
science  and  clinical  application  as  one  of  the  most  successful  new  programmes  during 
the  past  year.  I  am  hopeful  that  this  may  serve  as  a  prototype  for  further  development. 
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A  philosophy  of  continuing  education  requires  that  graduation  after  a  four-year 
term  should  not  be  viewed  as  a  culmination  of  a  major  academic  effort,  but  rather 
the  beginning  of  a  professional  career  of  which  continuing  education  is  an  integral 
part.  We  need  to  explore  new  patterns  of  continuing  education  beyond  the  currently 
fashionable  two-to-three-day  intensive  courses.  What  is  required  is  the  development 
of  new  facilities  and  additional  staff.  Further,  if  the  most  effective  learning  is  that 
which  is  self-discovered,  then  we  must  underscore  the  development  of  programmes 
of  self-education. 

The  Capital  Development  Improvement  Plan 

The  Faculty  of  Dentistry,  as  a  physical  unit,  was  designed  to  house  essentially  a  part- 
time  staff.  During  the  twelve  years  since  the  new  building  was  constructed  the  pattern 
of  staffing  and  education  has  changed  dramatically.  Thus,  it  is  clear  that  a  change  in 
the  physical  set-up  of  the  school  in  the  direction  of  accommodating  more  full-time 
staff  with  appropriate  laboratories  is  of  the  highest  priority. 

In  addition  to  providing  facilities  for  full-time  staff,  there  are  several  new  patterns 
of  clinical  training  of  students  of  Dentistry  that  will  require  changes  in  physical 
facilities.  The  clinical  education  and  preparation  of  dental  students  has  thus  far  been 
limited  to  the  isolated  clinical  environment  at  124  Edward  Street.  It  is  desirable  that 
a  portion  of  the  student's  training  in  clinical  dentistry  be  in  an  environment  which 
simulates  a  delivery  of  dental  health  care.  This  may  be  appropriately  accomplished  by 
the  development  of  satellite  dental  clinic  units  in  teaching  hospitals  and  in  community 
health  centres.  Further,  the  new  clinical  facilities  envisaged  should  take  into  account 
the  need  for  dental  students  to  receive  clinical  training  in  an  environment  that  permits 
optimal  utilization  of  auxiliaries. 

Dental  Hygiene 

Several  recent  studies  by  the  Ontario  Council  of  Health  and  by  the  Committee  on 
Healing  Arts  have  recommended  that  courses  in  Dental  Hygiene  be  offered  in  future 
in  the  Colleges  of  Applied  Arts  and  Technology.  In  view  of  these  recommendations, 
the  Faculty  has  reviewed  its  role  in  the  training  of  Dental  Hygienists. 

The  position  of  the  Faculty,  in  relation  to  the  proposed  developments  in  the 
training  of  Dental  Hygienists,  is  as  follows: 

1  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  the  Faculty  of  Dentistry  would 
phase  out  its  current  diploma  dental  hygiene  programme  once  the  gaat  colleges 
are  in  a  position  to  offer  similar  programmes. 

2  Clearly,  the  provision  of  clinical  facilities  will  be  a  major  problem  for  the  caats 
and  for  an  initial  period  some  sharing  of  the  Faculty's  clinics  will  be  necessarv 
(within  the  limitation  of  the  Faculty's  present  enrolment) .  Transfer  of  responsi- 
bility for  the  dental  hygiene  programme  to  the  caats  should  not  begin  until  accept- 
able cost-sharing  arrangements  have  been  made  and  until  approval  has  been  ob- 
tained from  the  University  Capital  Development  programme  for  the  funding  of 
clinical  facilities  adequate  for  co-ordinated  clinical  teaching. 

3  Because  of  the  many  problems  involved  in  the  transfer  of  the  Faculty's  dental 
hygiene  programme  to  the  caats  and  in  the  effective  management  of  the  subsequent 
joint  training  programme,  a  committee  with  members  from  both  institutions  should 
be  established  to  work  out  the  necessary  details  and  to  serve  as  a  permanent  advisory 
council  as  long  as  there  is  a  joint  programme. 

4  The  Faculty  of  Dentistry  is  planning  a  programme  so  that  the  clinical  training  of 
undergraduate  and  postgraduate  dental  students,  dental  hygiene  students  and  other 
dental  auxiliaries  may  be  integrated  into  a  team  concept  of  practice.  The  develop- 
ment of  this  programme  is  subject  to  satisfactory  acquisition  of  space  and  staff. 

5  The  Faculty  of  Dentistry  is  also  planning  a  postgraduate  b.sc.d.  degree  programme 
for  a  limited  number  of  dental  hygienists  in  order  to  train  these  individuals  for 
careers  in  teaching  and  in  public  health  programmes. 
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The  Faculty  wishes  to  underscore  the  two-fold  primary  objectives  of  the  Com- 
munity Colleges  in  training  dental  hygienists  to  increase  the  numbers  and,  hopefully, 
to  improve  their  distribution  throughout  the  province  by  decentralization  of  training 
sites.  To  achieve  these  aims,  it  will  be  necessary  to  develop  laboratory  space  and  co 
ordinated  clinical  facilities  within  the  gaat  system  in  conjunction  with  the  regional 
health  science  centres. 

The  above  position  of  the  Faculty  was  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Senate.  Further,  the  Senate  Executive  Committee  recommended  that  a  mechanism 
be  developed  for  exploring  the  possibility  of  an  integrated  programme  between  the 
University  and  the  Community  Colleges  with  particular  attention  to  the  fiscal  aspects. 
I  have  appointed  such  a  liaison  committee,  and  the  members  are  currently  studying 
the  ramifications  of  a  conjoint  programme. 

Foreign  Dental  Graduates 

In  the  past,  when  attrition  rates  of  students  were  high,  this  Faculty  has  been  able 
to  accommodate  significant  numbers  of  foreign  graduate  students  who  applied  for 
admission  to  advanced  standing  in  the  second,  third  or  fourth  year  of  Dentistry. 
However,  at  present  there  is  an  unprecedented  number  of  applicants  from  the  Prov- 
ince of  Ontario  who  have  boosted  the  academic  standards  and  have  lowered  the 
attrition  rates.  Therefore,  this  Faculty  is  able  to  accommodate  only  a  very  small 
number  of  the  large  pool  of  foreign  graduates  that  are  in  this  province  and  in  Canada. 

In  1970-71  there  were  62  applicants  for  admission  to  advanced  standing  in  this 
Faculty,  of  whom  7  were  accepted  for  advanced  standing.  In  1971-72  there  were 
79  applicants  and  17  were  accepted  for  advanced  standing.  Finally,  in  1972-73,  of 
the  40  applicants  only  4  have  been  accepted  thus  far,  all  into  the  senior  year. 

It  is  interesting  that  about  one-third  of  the  applicants  re-apply  from  year  to  year. 
Thus,  the  Faculty  is  not  in  a  position  to  significantly  dent  the  problem  of  foreign 
graduates  in  Dentistry,  nor  is  the  mechanism  of  writing  the  National  Dental  Examin- 
ing Board  Examinations,  per  se,  considered  an  effective  solution.  What  is  required 
is  a  mechanism  that  will  permit  foreign  graduates  in  Dentistry  to  be  effectively  screened 
for  their  level  of  competence,  a  programme  for  remedial  training  for  selected  groups, 
and,  finally,  a  programme  for  evaluation.  While  the  Faculty  and  the  profession  at 
large  cannot  provide  the  manpower  for  mounting  such  programmes,  it  is  essential  that 
the  Government  recognize  its  responsibility  for  meeting  the  necessary  fiscal  obligations 
if  such  programmes  are  to  be  initiated. 

Research 

The  vitality  of  both  education  in  this  Faculty  and  dental  practice  inheres  in  a  con- 
tinuous contact  with  currents  of  new  knowledge  and  in  the  broadening  and  deepening 
of  fundamental  research  directed  towards  diagnosis,  treatment,  and  prevention  of 
disease  and  towards  an  understanding  of  oral  biology. 

The  Burlington  Orthodontic  Research  Centre  continues  to  attract  world-wide 
interest  among  research  workers  interested  in  the  oro-facial  growth  and  development. 
Dr.  Frank  Popovich,  the  Director  of  this  study,  with  the  assistance  of  Dr.  G.  Thompson, 
is  undertaking  the  monumental  task  of  synthesizing  a  large  amount  of  important  new 
data  relating  to  the  understanding  and  treating  of  oro-facial  growth  problems.  The 
processing  of  the  epidemiological  and  health  survey  records  has  been  expedited  by 
the  addition  of  computer  facilities  that  will  interface  with  the  large  ibm  70941 1  at 
the  Institute  of  Computer  Science  of  the  University  of  Toronto. 

The  Faculty  has  prepared  a  proposal  which  will  be  submitted  to  the  appropriate 
government  bodies  for  the  initiation  of  a  development  of  a  Dental  Research  Centre 
for  Canada.  It  is  obvious  that  there  will  be  no  early  solution  to  the  dilemma  of  dental 
health,  nor  will  governments  be  able  to  economically  fund  the  cumulative  burden  of 
dental  disease  unless  greater  emphasis  is  placed  on  research  and  on  prevention.  The 
fate  of  this  proposal  remains  to  be  seen. 

I  express  sincere  thanks  to  the  academic  and  support  staff  of  the  Faculty  and 
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to  the  administration  of  the  University,  particularly  the  Office  of  the  Vice  President, 
Health  Sciences,  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation  in  the  development  of  the  above 
programmes.

THE  DEAN  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  PHARMACY 

The  nineteenth  session  of  the  Faculty  has  generally  been  a  good  one.  Enrolment  con- 
tinued to  rise  and  the  academic  level  of  freshmen  students  rose  markedly.  The  clinical 
teaching  programme  moved  forward.  Graduate  studies  maintained  a  good  level  and 
plans  for  an  active  continuing  education  programme  began  to  take  shape.  Not  least 
of  all  a  very  substantial  gift  was  made  to  the  Faculty  by  an  alumnus. 

The  main  problems  for  the  Faculty  are  related  to:  selection  of  students  from  an 
increasingly  large  pool  of  applicants,  the  development  of  the  clinical  programme  to 
an  adequate  level,  the  expansion  of  continuing  education  both  within  the  Faculty  and, 
more  broadly,  in  conjunction  with  the  Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy,  and  the  offering 
of  a  full  spectrum  of  graduate  studies  in  both  professional  and  scientific  fields. 

Applications  for  admission  both  to  first  year  and  to  advanced  standing  continued 
to  rise.  The  total  number  of  applicants  for  the  session  reached  733  of  whom  578  were 
for  first  year  and  155  for  advanced  standing.  The  incomplete  figures  for  the  1972—73 
session  are  up  to  866  including  640  for  first  year  and  226  for  advanced  standing.  The 
undergraduate  full  time  enrolment  increased  by  more  than  ten  percent.  For  the  first 
time  the  proportion  of  female  students  exceeded  50  per  cent  -  64  per  cent  in  the  first 
year  and  54  per  cent  in  total.  The  number  of  withdrawals  in  first  year  was  16  (8.8 
per  cent)  compared  with  four  the  previous  session:  This  number  could  probably  be 
reduced  substantially  by  selection  criteria  which  would  determine  motivation  to  and 
interest  in  the  profession. 

The  higher  academic  level  of  freshman  students  was  reflected  in  the  examination 
results.  Despite  an  increase  in  the  pass  level  from  55  to  60  per  cent  just  17  per  cent 
were  conditioned  or  failed  compared  with  27  per  cent  in  the  two  previous  sessions. 

Despite  budgetary  constrictions  the  clinical  teaching  programme  was  modestly 
increased.  More  significantly,  arrangements  for  next  session  have  been  completed 
with  the  four  major  teaching  hospitals  for  a  doubling  of  the  number  of  students  (to 
64)  and  for  an  increase  in  the  time  involved  for  each  student.  This  has  been  made 
possible  by  the  efforts  of  Professor  Stewart  and  the  co-operation  of  the  four  hospitals: 
Toronto  General,  St.  Michael's,  Toronto  Western,  and  Sunnybrook.  A  committee  is 
now  exploring  the  feasibility  and  desirability  of  establishing  a  professional  doctoral 
programme  (pharm.d.). 

Fourteen  Residents  in  seven  hospitals  have  completed  the  requirements  for  the 
certificates  awarded  by  the  hospitals.  The  nature  of  the  programme,  which  the  Faculty 
co-ordinates  and  supervises,  is  reflected  in  the  demand  for  the  graduates  and  in  the 
increasing  number  of  applications.  For  the  next  session  more  than  30  applicants  from 
five  Canadian  provinces  and  the  United  States  sought  places.  Eighteen  were  assigned 
to  eight  hospitals.  Paradoxically  despite  the  need  for  and  value  of  the  programme  it 
has  been  included  among  other  health  sciences  educational  projects  which  will  not 
be  funded  after  1972-73  by  the  Ontario  Department  of  Health.  No  alternative  means 
of  financing  has  been  offered  by  the  Government  so,  unless  this  problem  is  resolved 
shortly,  the  residencies  will  be  greatly  curtailed  or  will  disappear. 

The  extensive  report  of  the  Decanal  Advisory  Committee  on  Continuing  Educa- 
tion submitted  a  year  ago  has  been  followed  by  formation  by  the  Faculty  and  the 
Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy  of  a  Joint  Committee  on  Continuing  Education  to  draft 
a  plan  for  the  Province.  The  Faculty  has  inaugurated  a  series  of  intramural  courses, 
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an  evening  series  in  1971-72  and  a  one-week  course  in  Radiopharmacy  for  July  1972. 
This  will  be  followed  by  several  in  the  balance  of  next  session. 

Academic  staff  members  continue  to  be  involved  extramurally  at  both  national 
and  international  levels.  Professor  J.G.  Nairn  completed  his  term  as  Chairman  of 
the  Association  of  Faculties  of  Pharmacy  of  Canada,  the  culmination  of  many  years 
of  service  to  this  Association.  Professor  G.R.  Duncan  was  M.R.C.  Visiting  Professor 
at  the  University  of  British  Columbia.  Professor  E.W.  Stieb  presented  papers  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  Montreal  and  Toronto.  Professor  S.  Kandel  addressed  the  Cana- 
dian Federation  of  Biological  Societies  and  Professor  M.H.  Freedman  gave  papers 
in  Israel  and  California.  Professor  M.B.  Mayersohn  presented  papers  in  Winnipeg 
and  Toronto.  Professor  Segal  spoke  at  the  State  University  of  New  York  at  Buffalo, 
and  in  Toronto  and  Winnipeg.  Professor  G.R.  Paterson,  on  sabbatical  leave,  has 
given  papers  in  Prague  and  in  London,  England. 

Distinguished  visitors  to  the  Faculty  included  Professor  H.  Flieninger,  University 
of  Heidelberg;  Dr.  Brian  Robinson,  Manchester  University;  Dr.  R.M.  Krause,  The 
Rockefeller  University;  and  Dr.  H.  Hill,  Varian  Associates.  In  addition  Professor 
W.J.  O'Reilly,  University  of  Manitoba,  was  an  M.R.C.  Visiting  Professor  in  the 
Faculty. 

The  Undergradute  Pharmaceutical  Society  again  arranged  a  successful  Open 
House  in  February.  The  hundreds  of  visitors,  especially  secondary  school  students, 
were  impressed  by  the  well  organized  programme  of  displays  and  demonstrations. 

My  colleagues  and  I  are  most  grateful  for  the  generous  gift  of  $50,000  by  an 
alumnus  who  desires  to  remain  anonymous.  This  will  be  used  as  a  capital  fund  which 
it  is  hoped  may  be  added  to  by  other  alumni.  The  income  will  be  used  for  important 
projects  from  time  to  time.  Two  annual  awards  were  established  during  the  session: 
the  Hamilton  Pharmacists'  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Admission  Bursary  of  $150  and  the 
Novopharm  Ltd.  Award  of  $500  for  graduate  study.  An  unique  benefaction  was  the 
installation  of  a  custom  museum  case  in  the  entrance  foyer,  provided  jointly  by  the 
Metropolitan  Toronto  Pharmacists'  Association  and  the  Pharmacy  Alumni  Associa- 
tion in  memory  of  W.E.  Beckett,  a  former  Toronto  Pharmacist  who  during  his  life- 
time served  his  profession  well,  especially  as  President  of  the  m.t.p.a.  and  of  the 
Ontario  Pharmacists'  Association. 

I  would  again  gratefully  acknowledge  the  contribution  which  my  colleagues, 
academic  and  support  staff  alike,  have  made  to  the  Faculty  and  to  the  University. 
The  continuing  progress  of  the  Faculty  is  a  tribute  to  their  co-operation.  I  am  also 
most  appreciative  of  the  support  accorded  by  the  Administration,  in  particular  Vice- 
President  Hamilton  and  Dr.  R.G.  Ellis  with  whom  we  have  worked  most  closely,  and 
the  Acting  President,  Dr.  J.H.  Sword.

THE  DEAN  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  ARCHITECTURE, 
URBAN  AND  REGIONAL  PLANNING  AND  LANDSCAPE 
ARCHITECTURE 

Interest  in  the  programmes  offered  by  our  three  professional  disciplines  -  Architecture, 
Urban  &  Regional  Planning  and  Landscape  Architecture  -  continues  to  be  maintained 
and  there  was  no  reduction  in  the  number  of  applications  for  admission  during  the 
session  1971-72.  In  response  to  the  general  request  from  the  University  administration 
we  increased  our  first  year  undergraduate  enrolment  by  10  per  cent. 

Over  500  applications  were  received  by  the  Admissions  Office  for  Architecture 
and,  after  preliminary  selection,  150  candidates  were  interviewed  during  the  summer. 
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This  system,  which  we  have  developed  over  many  years,  again  produced  students  of 
high  quality  and,  after  the  usual  withdrawals,  we  admitted  67  first  year  students. 
Fifty-five  students  were  admitted  to  our  comparatively  new,  four-year,  undergraduate 
programme  in  Landscape  Architecture  (established  in  1965),  17  of  them  being 
selected  for  the  first  year.  The  Department  of  Urban  &  Regional  Planning  admitted 
47  to  its  two-year  graduate  programme;  21  to  the  first  year.  These  figures  will  serve 
to  emphasize  the  healthy  condition  of  enrolment  in  the  Faculty.  Had  we  more  spacious 
physical  facilities,  better  equipment  and  funds  to  increase  our  staff  and  extend  our 
offering,  we  would  be  in  a  much  stronger  position  to  meet  the  need  for  places.  How- 
ever, these  matters  raise  controversial  issues  of  supply  and  demand,  priorities,  and 
economics  that  must  be  debated  elsewhere.  As  it  is  we  continue  to  direct  our  energies 
towards  the  improvement  of  our  courses  and  the  rationalization  of  our  overall  pro- 
gramme. We  have  still  not  been  able  to  obtain  the  necessary  approvals  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  ph.d.  in  Planning,  and  we  are  working  towards  a  Master's  degree  in 
Landscape  Architecture. 

Although  the  report  of  the  Presidential  Advisory  Committee  on  the  Structure 
of  the  Faculty  was  largely  inconclusive,  several  important  points  emerged  to  which 
the  University  will  be  obliged  to  address  its  attention  in  the  near  future.  The  most 
important  of  these  relates  to  the  status  of  undergraduate  and  graduate  programmes 
in  the  professional  disciplines  -  particularly  in  Architecture.  For  example,  should  we 
become  wholly  a  graduate  faculty  basing  our  academic  and  professional  programmes 
on  an  enriched  b.a.  or  b.sc.  degree?  Or  should  we  consolidate  our  undergraduate  work 
in  collaboration  with  other  disciplines  concerned  with  design  elements  in  the  physical 
environment,  and  evolve  a  two-tier  system  providing  a  general  undergraduate  pro- 
gramme of  a  new  kind,  devised  for  those  high  school  students  with  a  confirmed  interest 
in  environmental  design  matters,  followed  by  greater  specialization  at  Master's  level 
in  a  range  of  professional  disciplines?  The  former  is  administratively  more  attractive 
since  it  would  be  based  upon  existing  and  widely  recognized  university  degrees  (either 
the  b.a.  or  the  b.sc),  whereas  the  latter  would  require  the  introduction  of  a  new 
bachelor's  degree,  possibly  a  Bachelor  of  Environmental  Studies  (b.e.s.).  Or,  finally, 
should  we  continue  with  our  present  offerings? 

An  important  precedent  has  been  set  at  the  University  of  Manitoba.  The  five- 
year  Bachelor  of  Architecture  degree  was  discontinued  some  years  ago  and  a  two-tier 
programme  substituted  -  three  years  to  a  general  degree  (b.e.s.)  followed  by  three 
years  to  the  first  professional  degree  in  one  of  several  disciplines  including  architecture 
(b.arch.),  planning  and  landscape  architecture.  The  b.arch.  degree  has  now  been 
dropped  and  Master  of  Architecture  substituted.  This  means  that  in  six  years  a  student 
at  Manitoba  can  obtain  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Environmental  Studies  and  Master 
of  Architecture,  although  the  courses  are  substantially  the  same  as  before.  Many  uni- 
versities in  the  U.S.A.  have  been  working  for  some  years  on  the  three-plus-three  or 
two-plus-four  system  leading  to  the  master's  as  the  first  professional  degree.  Univer- 
sities in  the  United  Kingdom  have  preferred  to  extend  the  five-year  bachelor's  pro- 
gramme to  six  years  with  the  inclusion  of  a  year  of  accredited  practical  experience, 
usually  between  the  third  and  fourth  years;  the  bachelor's  degree  remains  the  first 
professional  degree  with  the  master's  retained  as  a  research  degree.  Since  the  profes- 
sions are  faced  with  a  diversity  of  academic  qualifications,  and  a  great  variation  in 
educational  standards,  it  is  not  surprising  that  alternative  methods  of  assessment  to 
the  traditional  "recognition"  of  a  university  degree  for  licensing  purposes  are  now 
being  sought.  It  is  likely  that  increasing  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  qualifying  ex- 
aminations in  which  the  universities  may  or  may  not  be  involved. 

In  the  light  of  the  foregoing  the  desirability  of,  and  indeed  the  necessity  for,  close 
liaison  between  the  university  and  the  professions  can  be  appreciated.  To  this  end 
most  of  our  staff  keep  in  close  touch  with  professional  affairs  through  participation 
in  committee  work,  conferences,  seminars  and  various  forms  of  practice,  and,  of 
course,  we  draw  extensively  upon   professional   practitioners   as   visiting   lecturers, 
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consultants  and  critics.  If  carefully  selected  and  skilfully  deployed  the  traditional 
"visiting  critic"  admirably  complements  the  in-house  teacher,  and  greatly  enriches 
the  students'  educational  experience.  In  this  regard  Metropolitan  Toronto  is  an  ideal 
laboratory  for  our  three  environmental  design  disciplines  since  it  attracts  and  holds 
professionals  of  high  calibre  from  whom  we  have  had,  and  continue  to  have  excellent 
collaboration.  Within  the  limited  financial  resources  at  our  disposal  we  also  bring  to 
the  campus  distinguished  individuals  from  further  afield,  and  through  our  well-known 
Monday  evening  lecture  series  share  them  with  our  academic  and  professional  col- 
leagues and  the  public.  Our  continuing  programme  of  exhibitions  serves  also  as  a 
valuable  means  of  communication  between  the  University  and  the  public. 

One  of  the  most  encouraging  developments  during  the  year  has  been  the  quite 
remarkable  revival  of  interest  in  our  Alumni  Association.  A  number  of  energetic 
graduates  of  the  late  1960's,  with  the  help  and  collaboration  of  the  staff  of  Alumni 
House,  are  endeavouring  to  extend  and  strengthen  connections  between  the  Uni- 
versity and  our  professional  groups.  There  has  been  active  participation  at  many 
levels  during  the  year,  a  major  contribution  being  a  special  lecture  by  Charles  Eames, 
the  internationally  famous  designer  and  communications  specialist,  for  which  the 
Cinesphere  at  Ontario  Place  was  taken  over  and  filled  to  capacity.  In  addition  to 
spectacular  events  of  this  kind  the  Alumni  continue  to  act  generously  and  unobtru- 
sively, by  helping  with  employment  and  by  contributions  to  the  Dean's  Discretionary 
Fund,  a  modest  allocation  which  is  used  to  assist  students  in  severe  financial  difficulty. 

The  Staff 

Dr.  John  Dakin's  term  of  office  as  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Urban  &  Regional 
Planning  expires  on  June  30,  1972,  and  a  successor  is  being  sought.  Dr.  Dakin,  a 
graduate  in  Architecture  and  Planning  from  Bristol  and  Natal,  was  appointed  to 
succeed  Professor  Gordon  Stephenson  in  1961  as  head  of  the  former  Division  of  Town 
and  Regional  Planning.  When  we  assumed  Faculty  status  with  three  Departments 
in  1967  Dr.  Dakin  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Urban  &  Regional 
Planning.  Under  his  direction  the  Department  has  grown  considerably  in  strength 
and  vitality,  and  its  teaching  and  research  potential  has  been  greatly  extended.  The 
former  one-year  diploma  course  established  by  Professor  Stephenson  has  been  comple- 
mented by  a  two-year  Master's  programme  (1965)  to  which  students  are  admitted 
from  a  wide  range  of  disciplines  including  law,  geography,  architecture  and  engineer- 
ing, and  the  ground  work  for  a  ph.d.  programme  has  been  thoroughly  prepared. 
Dr.  Dakin  will  continue  to  serve  the  Department  in  his  academic  capacity  as  professor. 

Research  and  Professional  Activities 

Professor  W.S.  Goulding  continued  his  study  of  buildings  of  historical  and  architec- 
tural merit  in  Ontario  under  the  auspices  of  the  Historic  Sites  Division  of  the  Ontario 
Department  of  Tourism  and  Information. 

Dean  Howarth  continued  to  serve  as  Honorary  Consultant  to  the  professional 
institutes  of  the  six  Asian  countries  of  the  Commonwealth  who  are  working  towards 
the  establishment  of  a  Centre  for  Environmental  and  Technical  Advancement  in 
Singapore.  He  was  re-appointed  to  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Design  and  the  Planning 
Committee  of  the  National  Capital  Commission,  Ottawa,  the  two  committees  that  are 
responsible  for  the  development  of  the  National  Capital  Region.  Professor  Blumenfeld 
was  also  re-appointed  to  the  Planning  Committee. 

Professor  Morton  Katz  continued  his  work  on  the  problems  of  building  in  the 
North  and,  with  a  group  of  engineering  students,  succeeded  in  obtaining  and  installing 
a  life-support  system  in  the  large  polyurethane  dome  on  the  roof  of  the  Faculty 
building. 

Professor  Stanley  Kent,  in  collaboration  with  Mr.  W.  McElcheran,  sculptor,  is 
working  on  the  development  of  plastic  forms  that  will  produce  more  attractive 
finishes  and  enhance  the  sculptural  quality  of  concrete  buildings  and  precast  panels.

Dr.  A.J.  Dakin  has  been  investigating  the  relationship  of  telecommunications  to 
urban  and  regional  planning.  This  project  is  sponsored  by  the  Government  of  Canada. 

Dr.  J.R.  Hitchcock,  in  conjunction  with  Dr.  A.  Waterhouse,  has  continued  re- 
search on  the  impact  of  expressways  on  adjacent  apartments.  The  sponsor  was  the 
Canadian  Transport  Commission. 

Dr.  G.  Hodge  continued  his  interest  in  the  problems  of  economic  development 
of  Canadian  Indian  communities  and  undertook  a  new  study  on  the  evolution  of 
urban  development  controls  in  Southern  Ontario.  A  study  of  advocacy  planning  in 
Canada,  sponsored  by  the  Canadian  Council  on  Urban  and  Regional  Research,  has 
been  initiated  in  conjunction  with  Dr.  J.R.  Hitchcock. 

Dr.  E.  Mattyasovszky  has  continued  his  projects  for  environmental  improvement 
visiting  several  programmes  developing  in  Brazil. 

Mr.  R.W.  McCabe  has  been  concerned  with  the  application  of  retail  gravity 
models  in  shopping  centre  decisions  for  municipalities  in  Ontario.  This  has  been  spon- 
sored by  the  Ontario  Ministry  of  Treasury,  Economics  and  Intergovernmental  Affairs. 

Dr.  A.  Waterhouse  and  Mr.  I.  Koroknay  continued  their  research  sponsored  by 
the  Canada  Council  into  the  planning  processes  of  eight  medieval  Italian  piazze.

Department  of  Architecture 

The  year  began  with  the  enthusiastic  presentation  of  the  report  "The  Campus  as  the 
Campus  Centre"  which  had  been  produced  by  students  working  with  Professor 
Douglas  Engel.  The  research  commission  from  the  s.a.g.  included  the  construction 
of  a  "pub"  on  the  Sidney  Smith  building  plaza  which  not  only  served  a  practical 
purpose,  but  also  carried  an  exhibit  disseminating  the  ideas  of  the  Campus  Centre 
team.  "External"  work  of  this  nature  was  developed  later  in  the  fall  term  through  an 
experimental  "event  week"  for  which  the  Alumni  Association  contributed  funds  to 
aid  teams  of  students  and  staff  undertaking  projects  they  thought  important.  Such 
projects  ranged  from  research  on  the  controversial  Metro  Centre  scheme,  develop- 
ment for  the  Beaches  Boardwalk  area  and  other  "community-orientated"  projects, 
to  decorating  some  parts  of  the  Faculty  building  as  an  experiment  in  colour  under 
the  direction  of  Professor  Hall. 

These  two  events  can  be  taken  to  represent  the  outside  interests  of  the  Depart- 
ment; within  the  course  itself  we  introduced  workshops  to  the  Core  problems.  These 
were  designed  as  two-to-three-week  periods  of  great  intensity  during  which  the  staff 
and  consultants  worked  on  issues  that  have  varying  degrees  of  relevance  to  the  actual 
design  problems  in  hand.  So  far  the  results  are  very  encouraging  and  they  provided 
a  valuable  complementary  structuring  device  to  the  otherwise  "free"  Core  problems. 

The  concern  expressed  by  Senate  over  the  Department's  results  last  year  has 
had  a  salutary  effect  on  both  students  and  staff.  This  has  been  reflected  in  generally 
improved  performance  and,  most  specifically,  in  the  excellent  work  of  the  graduating 
class. 
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Staff 

Mr.  Joseph  Toussaint  was  appointed  as  a  lecturer  (full-time)  to  assist  in  the  Second 
Year  and  we  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Professor  John  Wilson. 

Lecturers  invited  by  the  Department  to  contribute  to  the  graduate  studio  pro- 
gramme were :  - 

Professor  A.  Vidler,  Princeton  University,  on  "Nineteenth  Century  Communistic 
Communities";  Mr.  Martin  Pawley,  Architectural  Association,  London,  on  "Housing 
Problems";  Professor  O.M.  Ungers,  Cornell  University,  on  "Communistic  Communi- 
ties of  America";  Francisco  Longoria,  Madrid,  Spain,  was  appointed  as  a  Visiting 
Critic  during  the  spring  term.  In  addition  to  working  in  the  Core  problems,  Professor 
Longoria  gave  several  provocative  charlas  de  cafe.  Professor  Tremaglio  of  m.i.t., 
Mr.  John  Weibenson  of  Washington,  D.C.,  together  with  several  architects  from 
Toronto  participated  in  the  end  of  the  year  reviews. 

Department  of  Urban  &  Regional  Planning 

The  following  fellowships  and  scholarships  were  awarded:  3  University  of  Toronto 
Open  Fellowships;  8  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation  (4  others  were 
made  but  the  applicants  withdrew)  ;  10  Province  of  Ontario  Graduate  Fellowships; 
and  2  Canada  Council  Fellowships;  making  a  total  of  23. 

In  addition,  modest  support  for  several  students  was  provided  from  departmental 
funds  allocated  for  this  purpose.  In  spite  of  the  relatively  high  proportion  of  awards, 
a  significant  number  of  our  students  were  not  able  to  obtain  any  financial  support 
whatsoever,  and  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  Province  of  Ontario  Graduate  Fellow- 
ships from  16  in  1970  to  10  represents  a  particularly  discouraging  trend.  This  is  a 
matter  of  grave  concern,  particularly  as  summer  jobs  are  now  more  difficult  to  obtain. 

Two  members  of  staff,  Dr.  G.  Hodge  and  Dr.  J.  Hitchcock,  have  set  up  a  project 
offering  community  planning  assistance  to  residents'  groups  which  will  provide  some 
financial  support  for  a  group  of  students  during  the  summer  of  1972  and  beyond. 
This  project  is  financed  by  the  Canadian  Council  on  Urban  and  Regional  Research. 

In  the  light  of  further  experience  with  the  new  curriculum  revisions  for  1972—73 
have  been  worked  out.  They  include  providing  alternatives  in  certain  required  parts 
of  the  programme,  and  strengthening  the  relationship  between  the  student's  research 
programme  and  his  area  of  concentration.  It  is  generally  the  aim  of  the  curriculum 
to  give  students  maximum  flexibility  consistent  with  maintaining  the  tradition  of  the 
discipline. 

During  1972-73  it  is  anticipated  that  the  Department  will  be  included  with  other 
disciplines  in  the  assessment  to  be  made  by  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Academic 
Planning.  It  is  unlikely  that  much  progress  will  be  made  towards  the  proposed  ph.d. 
programme  until  this  appraisal  has  been  completed.  However,  the  number  of  appli- 
cants for  the  m.sg.(pl.)  programme  continues  to  increase  and  this  is  very  gratifying 
in  view  of  the  growth  of  the  number  of  schools  in  Canada  during  the  last  few  years. 

Department  of  Landscape  Architecture 

A  new  programme  with  major  curriculum  changes  was  successfully  introduced  during 
the  session  1971-72.  Three  new  elective  courses  were  also  offered:  "Land  and  Man" 
by  Mr.  David  Boggs;  "Forest  Recreation"  by  Mr.  James  Stansbury;  and  "History  of 
Landscape  Architecture  in  the  18th  Century"  by  Mrs.  L.M.  Miller. 

Professor  Strong  was  a  Guest  Speaker  at  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Roads 
and  Transportation  Association,  Vancouver,  in  September  1971.  He  also  visited 
the  University  of  Minnesota  in  February  1972  and  in  April  he  was  host  to  the  Cana- 
dian Society  of  Landscape  Architects'  special  committee  evaluating  educational 
programmes  throughout  the  country.  Professor  Fife  attended  the  ncila  Conference 
at  Oregon  in  July  1971  and  was  also  a  visiting  lecturer  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin 
in  October  1971.  Professor  Englar  attended  a  special  course  for  professionals  in  land- 
scape architecture  at  Harvard  in  July  1971.  He  also  attended  the  csla  Conference 
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at  Vancouver  in  May  1972  where  he  organized  an  exhibition  of  work  by  students 
of  the  Department. 

Among  visiting  consultants  and  lecturers  during  this  session  were  Professor  Walter 
Cudnohusfsky  of  the  University  of  Massachusetts ;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frank  James,  Land- 
scape Architects,  Massachusetts ;  Professor  Gary  Harsch  of  the  University  of  Michigan ; 
and  Mr.  Bob  McAllen,  Landscape  Architect  of  Michigan. 

Despite  the  frustrations  and  discouragement  of  a  difficult  financial  situation, 
1971-72  was  an  encouraging  year,  with  curricula  assuming  a  degree  of  stability  after 
the  succession  of  changes  and  experiments  that  seems  to  be  universal  and  inevitable 
under  present  conditions,  and  much  good  work  was  done.  I  would  like  to  record  my 
personal  thanks  to  my  academic  and  nonacademic  colleagues,  for  their  support ;  to 
the  alumni  who  rallied  round  with  new  enthusiasm ;  to  our  friends  in  the  professions 
who,  as  ever,  responded  to  our  requests  for  help  and  advice ;  and  to  the  many  students 
who  recognized  our  problems  and  worked  constructively  and  well  for  the  improve- 
ment of  our  contribution  both  on  and  off  campus.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  PHYSICAL  AND 
HEALTH  EDUCATION 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  considerable  progress,  particularly  in  the  consolidation 
of  the  curriculum  changes  which  have  been  made  in  the  past  two  or  three  years.  On 
the  other  hand  it  has  been  a  further  period  of  marking  time,  of  awaiting  hoped-for 
decisions  regarding  the  future  home  of  the  School,  the  naming  of  a  new  Director  and 
an  easing  of  financial  restrictions.  Staff  and  student  morale  has  been  affected  by  many 
uncertainties  and  frustrations  which  have  been  compounded  by  the  many  changes 
which  are  taking  place  both  in  the  university  and  in  outside  spheres. 

The  President's  Report  for  the  year  ended  June  1965  stated,  "Even  more  impor- 
tant is  the  significance  of  the  trend  within  this  university  towards  increased  emphasis 
on  research  and  graduate  work.  As  the  custodian  of  the  one  Toronto  baccalaureate 
degree  that  has  not  been  recognized  for  admission  to  the  University's  School  of 
Graduate  Studies,  at  a  time  when  the  development  of  graduate  work  is  at  its  peak, 
the  School's  position  is  anomalous".  The  staff  of  the  School  continues  to  be  frustrated 
and  disappointed  at  its  inability  to  develop  Graduate  Study  and  Research. 

The  School  through  its  staff  and  students  continues  to  enjoy  fruitful  associations 
with  several  other  faculties  and  divisions  of  the  university. 

The  changing  age  of  our  elementary  and  secondary  school  population  and  the 
changing  interests  of  young  people  are  having  strong  implications  for  graduates  of 
this  School.  Fortunately  the  curriculum  has  been  changing  and  has  developed  streams 
of  required  and  optional  subjects  which  allow  our  graduates  not  only  to  teach  secon- 
dary school,  but  to  prepare  for  an  increased  demand  for  physical  and  health  education 
in  elementary  schools.  Increased  leisure  time  requires  more  leaders  in  the  field  of 
physical  recreation.  The  same  applies  to  the  increasing  interest  in  physical  recreation 
in  the  prevention  of  illness  and  in  rehabilitation. 

The  initiation  of  a  special  Honours  Award  Night  for  outstanding  students  has 
served  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  others  the  high  calibre  of  students  in  the  School 
both  academically  as  well  as  in  games  and  sports. 

As  I  retire  as  Director  of  the  School  after  twenty-five  years  as  Lecturer,  Professor 
and  Director  I  look  forward  to  watching  continued  development  of  the  School  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  J.V.  Daniel.  I  hope  that  he  will  be  able  to  bring  about  the  change 
of  status  from  a  school  to  a  full  faculty  which  has  been  our  ambition  over  the  last 
several  years.  The  staff  of  the  School  has  continued  to  enhance  its  reputation  and  its 
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individuals  have  made  great  efforts  in  academic  fields  as  is  evidenced  by  the  number 
of  doctoral  and  master's  degrees  which  have  been  acquired  in  the  past  five  years.  I 
wish  to  thank  them  for  their  support  and  to  wish  them  success  in  their  endeavours. 
Special  thanks  are  extended  to  Mrs.  Lorraine  Montanaro,  who  has  faithfully  served 
the  School  and  me  for  a  number  of  years.

THE  DEAN  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  NURSING 

Having  completed  ten  years  as  Director  of  the  School,  it  is  of  interest  to  look  back 
upon  the  developments  that  have  taken  place  during  this  period.  The  decade  has  been 
one  marked  by  growth  and  change  -  an  increase  in  enrolment  in  the  degree  courses ; 
the  phasing  out  of  the  certificate  courses  to  permit  this  increase;  the  introduction  of 
the  Master's  Degree  course  in  Nursing ;  and  the  development  of  a  Continuing  Educa- 
tion Programme. 

Historical  Review 

In  1920,  nursing  education  was  introduced  in  this  University  with  the  development 
of  a  one-year  certificate  course  to  prepare  graduate  nurses  for  the  new  and  rapidly 
evolving  public  health  field.  Additional  certificate  courses  for  graduate  nurses  were 
added  and  between  1928  and  1965  a  total  of  seven  such  courses  was  offered.  A  basic 
course  leading  to  a  diploma  in  nursing  was  introduced  in  1933  in  co-operation  with 
a  number  of  hospitals  and  other  health  agencies  which  offered  their  facilities  for 
clinical  teaching. 

Between  1942  and  1946,  the  major  thrust  of  the  School  was  the  development  of 
the  basic  baccalaureate  degree  course  which  was  an  out-growth  of  the  diploma  course. 
The  faculty  believed  the  degree  course  would  attract  students  who  were  interested  in 
a  broad  education  in  the  humanities  and  sciences  integrated  with  preparation  for 
nursing.  In  1952,  a  comparable  degree  course  was  developed  for  graduates  of  diploma 
schools  of  nursing.  This  course  gradually  replaced  the  certificate  courses,  all  but  one 
of  which  were  phased  out  between  1965  and  1968. 

Enrolment 

Evidence  of  the  interest  in  the  b.sc.n.  courses  is  apparent  in  enrolment  trends.  In  the 
ten-year  period  ending  in  1972,  the  annual  full-time  enrolment  in  the  degree  courses 
more  than  doubled  from  186  to  390.  During  the  same  period,  the  enrolment  in  the 
certificate  courses  decreased  by  more  than  fifty  per  cent  from  180  to  75.  Part-time 
study  towards  the  b.sc.n.  degree  was  introduced  in  1965  with  59  students.  This 
year,  150  were  enrolled  in  the  degree  course  for  graduate  nurses  in  the  Division  of 
Extension.  The  high  level  of  interest  in  university  education  in  preparation  for 
nursing  is  reflected  in  the  number  of  applicants.  At  present,  approximately  six  times 
more  qualified  candidates  apply  than  can  be  admitted. 

M.Sc.N.  Course 

This  year,  the  first  four  students  will  graduate  from  the  m.sc.n.  course  which  was 
introduced  in  1970.  These  students  have  secured  preparation  in  depth  in  a  selected 
clinical  area  of  nursing,  and  preparation  for  and  experience  in  research.  All  four 
have  positions  to  which  they  will  go  immediately  folowing  graduation. 

Although  interest  in  the  course  as  indicated  by  enquiries  and  applications  is  hi?h. 
the  number  admitted  in  the  1971-72  session  did  not  meet  the  faculty's  expectations. 
Three  students  entered,  making  the  total  enrolment  eight  students.  However,  a  five- 
fold increase  in  admissions  is  expected  in  the  1972-73  session.  Two  fellowships  are 
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now  available,  the  Florence  Emory  Fellowship  provided  in  1971  by  the  Alumni 
Association,  and  the  Ontario  Heart  Foundation  Fellowship,  to  be  awarded  for  the 
first  time  in  1972. 

BSc.N.  Courses 

During  the  last  decade,  major  revisions  have  been  made  in  the  b.sg.n.  courses.  The 
curricula  consist  of  a  sequence  of  subjects  selected  from  the  humanities,  social  and 
biological  sciences  and  nursing,  the  latter  included  in  each  year.  The  approach  to 
the  teaching  of  nursing  differs  in  the  two  courses,  as  one  is  for  students  entering  from 
Grade  13  and  the  other  for  those  entering  following  graduation  from  a  diploma  school 
of  nursing. 

A  major  revision  in  the  curriculum  of  the  Basic  Course  was  introduced  in  1968. 
General  education  courses  are  introduced  together  with  nursing  in  the  first  year; 
the  latter  courses  provide  an  increasing  concentration  in  nursing.  Content  in  nursing 
is  developed  around  a  central  core  of  knowledge,  applicable  to  any  nursing  situation 
and  basic  to  the  comprehension  and  management  of  the  changing  health  illness  needs 
of  the  individual,  family  and  community.  Throughout  the  first  three  years,  allowance 
is  made  for  some  individual  choice  of  electives.  The  fourth  year  is  devoted  solely  to 
nursing  courses,  and  is  organized  to  provide  for  a  learning  experience  that  is  as  un- 
structured and  independent  as  possible.  Each  student  is  encouraged  to  use  her  own 
initiative  and  to  accept  responsibility  for  her  own  learning.  The  purpose  is  to  develop 
an  attitude  of  enquiry,  to  help  the  students  to  use  the  problem-solving  approach,  and 
to  learn  to  think  critically,  objectively,  and  imaginatively.1  This  change  in  the  cur- 
riculum has  required  an  increased  involvement  on  the  part  of  the  service  agencies 
and  the  response  of  both  hospitals  and  community  health  services  has  been  most 
generous. 

Now  that  the  new  basic  curriculum  has  been  implemented  in  each  of  the  four 
years,  a  study  is  commencing  to  assess  the  feasibility  of  combining  the  two  b.sc.n. 
courses.  Faculty  members  have  been  collecting  data  to  form  a  basis  for  discussion, 
and  it  is  expected  that  all  aspects  of  this  proposal  will  come  under  careful  scrutiny 
in  the  ensuing  year. 

Public  Health  Nursing  Certificate  Course 

In  view  of  the  limited  facilities,  the  faculty  recommended  that  the  Public  Health 
Nursing  Certificate  Course  be  phased  out  by  1968  and  located  in  another  educational 
institution.  This  recommendation  was  not  implemented,  and  as  it  seemed  unlikely  that 
early  agreement  could  be  reached  on  another  appropriate  setting,  a  multi-disciplinary 
committee  with  representatives  from  the  Schools  of  Nursing  and  Hygiene,  selected 
health  agencies  and  government  departments,  met  to  consider  alternative  approaches 
that  might  be  feasible  during  an  interim  period.  The  committee  recommended  that 
the  course  be  re-structured  into  two  parts  and  given  from  April  to  June  in  consecutive 
years,  the  students  to  be  employed  in  health  agencies  in  the  intervening  months.  As 
the  students  are  registered  nurses,  they  are  eligible  for  employment  in  the  nursing 
services.  A  curriculum  was  developed  around  two  blocks  of  approximately  three 
months.  Assignments,  which  will  be  planned  and  evaluated  by  the  faculty,  will  be 
completed  by  the  students  during  the  employment  period.  Although  it  is  too  soon  to 
assess  this  new  arrangement,  initially  it  has  been  well  received.  Thirty-one  students 
were  chosen  from  among  116  applicants  for  Part  I  which  was  offered  for  the  first 
time  in  1972. 

This  approach  to  upgrading  the  qualifications  of  graduates  of  diploma  schools 
of  nursing  may  be  more  appropriately  organized  under  continuing  education  pro- 
grammes on  a  regional  basis  when  long-term  plans  have  been  made  for  this  type  of 
education.  A  number  of  nursing  specialties  may  be  suited  to  this  approach.

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Continuing  Education 

With  grant  support  from  the  Ontario  Department  of  Health  and  the  p.s.i.  Founda- 
tion, a  continuing  education  programme  was  introduced  in  the  1968-69  session.  This 
year  the  programme  conducted  fourteen  offe rings  of  eight  short  courses  for  402 
registered  nurses.  Many  wishing  to  enrol  could  not  be  accommodated.  A  two-year 
demonstration  project  undertaken  with  financial  support  from  the  Physicians'  Services 
Incorporated  Foundation  provided  a  four-week  course  in  coronary  care  nursing  which 
was  offered  four  times  between  April  and  August  1971  and  is  being  repeated  during 
the  same  months  this  year. 

With  support  from  a  national  health  grant,  the  School  of  Nursing  and  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine  initiated  a  joint  project  to  develop  an  educational  programme  to  give 
experienced  nurses  additional  knowledge,  and  experience  so  that  they  may  fulfil 
responsibilities  in  the  delivery  of  primary  health  care  in  the  isolated  outpost  com- 
munities of  Northern  Ontario.  Built  into  the  programme  is  an  evaluation  process 
to  assess  the  impact  of  the  course  on  the  standard  of  care. 

Four  nurses  selected  from  the  Sioux  Lookout  Zone,  Medical  Services  Branch, 
Department  of  National  Health  and  Welfare,  completed  a  four-month  course.  Addi- 
tional courses  will  be  launched  in  which  nurses  will  be  prepared  for  an  extended  role 
in  primary  health  care  in  a  variety  of  settings,  both  urban  and  rural. 

During  the  four  years  of  operation,  the  continuing  education  programme  has 
made  an  important  contribution  to  the  education  of  practising  nurses.  Employers  and 
nurses  themselves  look  to  the  School  to  provide  educational  opportunities  for  up-dating 
knowledge  and  skills  to  increase  nursing  competence.  A  source  of  financial  support 
outside  the  School's  operating  budget  is  needed  in  order  to  meet  the  administrative 
overhead  of  the  programme.  Tuition  fees  can  cover  the  actual  course  expenses.  The 
establishment  of  a  co-ordinated  health  sciences  continuing  education  programme 
within  the  University  should  be  considered  to  assist  graduates  of  the  health  sciences 
to  maintain  and  advance  their  knowledge  and  skills  and  to  work  co-operatively  in 
a  team  relationship  in  the  provision  of  health  care. 

Faculty 

Faculty  support  has  been  essential  to  sustain  the  rapid  growth  of  the  School  and  the 
shift  in  emphasis  from  certificate  to  degree  courses,  both  undergraduate  and  graduate. 
The  number  of  full-time  equivalent  teaching  staff  has  increased  from  19  to  43.5 
during  the  decade,  with  68  per  cent  at  present  holding  professional  rank.  The  faculty 
teach  in  the  clinical  settings  as  well  as  the  classroom  and  in  the  degree  and  certificate 
courses  as  well  as  the  continuing  education  programme.  They  must  maintain  their 
knowledge  and  competence  in  a  field  in  which  rapid  advances  are  taking  place.  As 
a  result  of  these  demands,  a  more  favourable  faculty: student  ratio  is  required  than 
is  enjoyed  at  the  present  time,  if  the  faculty  are  to  fulfil  their  potential  for  research 
and  writing. 

Publications 

This  year  marked  the  culmination  of  several  years  of  work  by  Professor  J.E.  Watson. 
the  author  of  a  major  textbook  entitled  Medical-Surgical  Nursing  and  Related 
Physiology,  published  this  spring.  This  is  the  first  such  book  by  a  Canadian  author. 

A  survey  of  the  Basic  Degree  graduates  of  1966  to  1969  was  completed  by  Nora 
Parker.  This  is  the  second  in  the  series,  the  purposes  of  which  are  to  obtain  information 
for  curriculum  planning,  and  information  concerning  the  contribution  of  graduates 
to  nursing. 

Two  grant-supported  projects  were  also  completed.  One  by  Professor  Cahoon 
is  a  study  of  the  needs  of  and  services  provided  for  non-institutionalized  cancer  patients 
in  three  areas  in  Ontario;  the  other  by  Professor  Jones  is  a  study  of  physician-nurse 
collaboration  in  a  family  practice  unit. 
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Alumni  and  Student  Association 

The  Alumni  Association  has  had  an  active  year,  and  has  contributed  to  the  support 
of  students  through  the  bursary  and  fellowship  programme.  Representation  on  the 
Council  of  the  School  was  granted  the  Student  Undergraduate  Association,  which 
now  has  ten  voting  members  on  Council.  Students  and  alumni  have  a  role  to  play  in 
the  development  of  the  School  and  their  contribution  is  appreciated. 

Re-naming  of  the  School 

In  April,  the  Senate  of  the  University  approved  a  recommendation  that  the  School 
be  named  the  Faculty  of  Nursing.  In  some  measure  the  granting  of  "faculty"  status 
strengthens  the  image  of  this  division  with  the  University  and  .in  the  community,  and 
recognizes  the  contribution  the  faculty  members  have  made  to  the  development  of 
nursing  education  in  this  country. 

The  Future 

This  is  a  time  when  new  challenges  will  face  the  Faculty  as  a  result  of  changes  that 
are  taking  place  in  the  internal  structure  of  the  University,  and  in  the  organization 
of  the  health  services.  In  the  years  ahead,  pressures  will  no  doubt  be  exerted  to  modify 
established  patterns  in  favour  of  more  flexible  admission  policies,  less  structured 
curricula,  and  a  closer  relationship  with  the  health  sciences  divisions  in  the  University 
and  in  the  other  post-secondary  educational  institutions.  There  will  be  a  need  to 
achieve  a  balance  between  "progressive  conservation"  and  "imaginative  experimenta- 
tion",2 to  safeguard  proven  values  and  standards  while  introducing  fresh  approaches 
in  the  preparation  of  professional  nurses  for  the  health  services.  I  have  every  confi- 
dence that  the  faculty  will  have  the  strength  and  the  resourcefulness  to  meet  these 
challenges  under  the  able  and  skilled  leadership  of  Kathleen  King,  who  has  accepted 
the  appointment  of  Dean. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  faculty  and  support  staff  for  the 
assistance  they  have  given  me  during  my  tenure  as  Director  of  the  School.  I  would 
also  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  President,  Vice-President,  Health  Sciences, 
and  administrative  staff  of  the  University  for  their  support  throughout  these  years.

THE  DEAN  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  SOCIAL  WORK 

The  evolution  and  development  of  the  programme  of  a  so-called  "professional 
division"  within  a  modern  university  is  fraught  with  difficulty.  The  very  notion  of 
"professionalism"  is  subject  to  serious  criticism  not  only  by  members  of  established 
professions  and  educators  whose  roles  have  been  traditionally  that  of  "social  critics", 
but  by  prospective  candidates  in  the  professions,  that  is,  by  the  students  themselves. 
This  trend  is  evident  both  in  such  professions  as  teaching,  nursing,  business  administra- 
tion, library  science,  and  social  work,  whose  members  normally  work  for  an  established 
private  or  public  institution ;  and  within  the  self-employed  professions,  such  as  archi- 
tecture, law  and  medicine. 

The  consequences  of  these  relatively  new  yet  strong  critical  attitudes  pose  major 
problems  for  a  graduate  school  of  social  work  which  only  admits  to  its  two-year  pro- 
gramme for  the  msw  degree  candidates  who  have  already  attained  with  relatively 
high  standing  a  baccalaureate  degree.  There  are  members  of  the  teaching  faculty 
within  a  professional  school  who  are  firmly  convinced  that  each  person  who  registers

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for  a  graduate  degree  leading  to  professional  practice  must  undertake  within  the  pro- 
gramme a  series  of  basic  courses  which  are  often  termed  "a  core  curriculum".  There 
are  others  who  are  less  convinced  that,  in  the  fluid  society  in  which  professional 
practice  is  engaged  and  in  the  current  state  of  the  professions  in  Western  countries, 
it  is  possible  to  speak  of  a  "core  curriculum". 

For  their  part  many  students  are  of  the  view  that  graduate  education  is  funda- 
mentally a  licence  to  undertake  an  educational  programme  of  one's  own  choice, 
despite  the  fact  that  the  particular  graduate  programme  is  launched  within  a  "pro- 
fessional division"  within  the  university.  On  the  other  hand,  those  students  who  have 
less  conviction  or  have  devoted  little  or  no  thought  to  this  issue  appear  relatively 
unconcerned  as  to  the  nature  of  the  educational  programme  so  long  as  it  prepares 
them  reasonably  adequately  for  employment  at  a  time  when  many  highly  educated 
young  Canadians  are  unable  to  find  appropriate  employment. 

All  these  conflicting  views  and  tendencies  in  the  midst  of  a  rapidly  changing 
society  increase  enormously  the  difficulties  faced  by  university  educators  in  offering 
and  implementing  a  graduate  professional  curriculum.  In  the  academic  year  1971-72 
the  School  of  Social  Work  completed  its  offering  of  a  full  new  curriculum  developed 
during  the  years  1966-70.  The  first  graduates  of  the  entire  new  curriculum  graduated 
in  June  1972  and  have  entered  professional  practice.  It  is  too  soon  to  evaluate  the 
impact  of  their  new  educational  experience  in  either  voluntary  or  public  community 
agencies,  nor  is  it  possible  as  yet  to  evaluate  the  satisfaction  or  dissatisfaction  of 
employers.  Such  feedback  will  not  be  available  for  a  year  or  two. 

In  the  meantime,  however,  the  new  curriculum  has  already  changed  in  a  number 
of  ways  since  its  introduction  in  September  1970.  The  original  stipulation,  that  each 
student  would  enrol  in  any  one  of  the  three  major  concentrations  in  social  work 
practice  or  the  research  specialization  within  a  concentration,  has  been  modified.  On 
the  one  hand  an  increasing  number  of  students  sought  graduate  study  outside  the 
School  but  within  other  departments  of  the  University,  and  this  with  the  full  approval 
and  encouragement  of  most  members  of  the  teaching  faculty.  On  the  other  hand  a 
number  of  students  have  sought  tutorial  work  within  the  School.  All  these  modifica- 
tions were  undertaken  at  the  expense,  as  it  were,  of  the  emphasis  upon  a  core 
curriculum. 

The  traditional  areas  of  fudamental  knowledge,  which  have  formed  a  substantial 
part  of  the  curriculum  for  the  past  quarter-century,  have  now  been  merged.  Two  areas 
of  particular  significance  were  traditionally  known  as  "human  growth  and  develop- 
ment" (more  latterly  "Human  Behaviour  and  the  Social  Environment"),  and  "the 
social  services"  (latterly,  "Social  Welfare  Policy  and  Services").  It  has  been  evident 
for  some  time  that  very  few  educational  offerings  within  the  field  of  human  behaviour 
could  be  taught  without  reference  to  the  social  services  and  the  implications  of  the 
examination  and  treatment  of  particular  modes  of  human  behaviour  upon  social 
policy  considerations.  By  the  same  token,  it  has  also  been  recognized  that  it  is  very 
difficult  indeed  to  teach  within  the  rubric  of  "Social  Welfare  Policy  and  Services" 
without  considering  human  behaviour.  Social  scientists  have  accepted  for  decades 
that  even  a  discipline  as  abstruse  as  economics  was  essentially  a  science  of  human 
behaviour,  and  there  was  very  little  question  on  this  score  with  respects  to  political 
science,  anthropology,  and  sociology. 

During  the  second  year  of  the  new  programme,  therefore,  the  Curriculum  Plan- 
ning and  Development  Committee  of  this  School,  which  consisted  of  nine  members 
of  the  teaching  faculty  and  nine  students  under  the  chairmanship  of  the  Director, 
brought  forward  a  recommendation  that  these  two  traditional  curriculum  areas  be 
merged  into  one  overall  rubric,  "The  Social  Services  and  the  Social  Sciences". 

These  changes  within  the  curriculum  have  come  in  the  midst  of  a  vast  expansion 
of  social  work  education  throughout  Canada.  During  1971-72  several  of  the  newer 
programmes  added  an  additional  layer,  replete  with  an  additional  degree,  to  pro- 
grammes of  social  work  education.  The  University  of  Calgary,  for  instance,  formerly 
a  graduate  school  of  social  welfare  with  a  two-year  Master's  programme,  has  moved 
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in  the  direction  of  an  undergraduate  Bachelor's  programme;  on  the  other  hand, 
the  relatively  new  school  at  McMaster  University  has  expanded  its  four-year 
programme  leading  to  the  bsw  degree  by  creating  a  new  one-year  Master's  pro- 
gramme with  a  concentration  in  social  policy.  These  are  not  the  only  changes  in 
this  field  of  education  in  Canadian  universities,  since  the  eighteenth  school  of  social 
work  is  scheduled  to  admit  its  first  students  on  the  Regina  campus  at  the  University  of 
Saskatchewan  in  September  1972. 

The  expansion  continues  unabated.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  schools  from 
eight  in  1965  to  eighteen  in  1972  does  not  truly  represent  the  large  number  of  pro- 
grammes. In  the  period  1950  to  1964  the  eight  graduate  schools  had  a  total  enrolment 
annually  of  some  400-500  students  and  graduated  about  250  persons  with  the  Master 
of  Social  Work  degree  each  year.  There  were  acknowledged  to  be  3,000  to  4,000 
social  work  positions  in  voluntary  and  public  agencies  in  Canada ;  clearly  the  number 
of  msw  graduates  scarcely  kept  up  with  the  number  of  withdrawals,  retirements  and 
deaths  in  the  profession.  In  fact,  we  fell  short  of  even  this  minimal  objective  for  the 
first  two  decades  following  the  end  of  the  Second  World  War. 

By  contrast,  as  of  December  1,  1971,  registration  at  the  graduate  level  in  Cana- 
dian schools  of  social  work  numbered  about  1,000  candidates;  registration  in  bsw 
programmes  approached  1,000  students;  and  the  University  of  Toronto  School,  with 
the  only  doctoral  programme  in  Canada,  was  in  a  position  of  tutelage  with  more  than 
40  candidates  for  the  dsw  degree. 

There  is  therefore  a  paradox  prevalent  within  the  field  of  social  work  education 
throughout  Canada.  The  profession,  and  certainly  the  major  professional  associations 
within  it,  are  suspect  by  many  students  who  allege  that  the  objective  of  all  professional 
associations  is  to  reduce  the  number  of  entrants  to  the  profession,  control  the  supply 
of  members  of  the  profession  and  thus  act  so  as  to  elevate  the  remuneration  for  those 
most  qualified,  which  in  this  case  means  those  holding  the  msw  degree.  Despite 
these  great  reservations  and  despite  a  conviction  by  many  people  that  no  particular 
skill  or  educational  qualification  is  required  for  social  work  practice,  all  the  pro- 
grammes in  the  eighteen  different  universities  in  Canada  are  oversubscribed  in  the 
sense  that  all  have  far  more  applications  than  they  can  accept  as  registrants  and  all 
are  turning  aside  many  well-qualified  potential  students. 

The  reasons  for  this  paradox  are  complicated.  Within  the  society  there  is  far 
more  discussion  of  the  possibility  of  equality  and  the  building  of  an  egalitarian  society. 
If  this  were  to  be  accomplished  (and  the  prospects  in  the  early  1970s  are  not  particu- 
larly bright) ,  in  the  view  of  many  persons  there  should  be  no  distinction  within  any 
profession  between  the  person  whose  qualifications  are  those  of  a  community  college 
student  with  two  years  of  post-secondary  education;  a  technological  student  with 
three  or  four  years  of  post-secondary  education ;  a  graduate  of  a  university  programme 
with  a  Bachelor's  degree  in  social  work ;  and  those  persons  who  are  a  smaller  propor- 
tion of  this  total  group  during  recent  years  in  possession  of  the  msw  degree. 

Moreover,  there  is  literally  no  unemployment  in  social  work  despite  the  high 
rate  of  unemployment  in  Canada,  particularly  among  persons  under  the  age  of 
thirty  whether  or  not  they  are  possessed  of  a  university  degree  and  even  specialized 
graduate  training.  This  in  itself  is  probably  due  to  an  additional  paradox,  namely, 
that  the  requirements  for  social  workers  with  professional  training,  skills  and  ap- 
propriate educational  preparation  are  not  merely  contracyclical,  as  many  educators 
thought  during  the  past  quarter-century,  but  exponential. 

It  has  long  been  recognized  that  as  economic  conditions  worsened,  the  need  for 
social  workers  increased ;  as  economic  conditions  improved  and  the  economy  of  Western 
urbanized  and  industrial  societies  expanded,  the  need  for  professionally-trained  social 
workers  did  not  decrease  but  continued  to  expand.  There  appear  to  be  no  cyclical 
patterns  within  the  demand  curve  for  social  workers,  at  least  in  Canada.  New  pro- 
grammes such  as  Medicare,  the  treatment  of  addiction  and  other  social  innovations 
require  a  very  substantial  number  of  additional  fully-trained  social  workers.  In  the 
society  at  large  a  new  emphasis  upon  citizen  participation,  neighbourhood  improve- 
ment, self-help  and  self-development  programmes  by  native  peoples  and  minority 
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groups  has  also  led  to  an  increasing  demand  for  graduates  trained  in  community 
organization  and  community  development.  Finally,  the  field  of  public  administration 
has  opened  up  somewhat  (certainly  in  such  departments  as  Community  and  Social 
Services,  Correctional  Services,  Health,  and  Social  Development)  to  social  work 
graduates  who  have  concentrated  their  programmes  in  the  fields  of  social  planning 
and  social  administration. 

In  the  midst  of  an  atmosphere  in  which  social  relationships,  educational  relation- 
ships and  political  relationships  are  changing  constantly,  the  School  has  made  sub- 
stantial progress  in  recent  years.  In  less  than  a  decade  the  enrolment  at  the  Master's 
level  has  doubled.  It  would  be  possible  to  expand  such  enrolment  by  a  further  2r) 
per  cent  to  50  per  cent  if  staff  resources  and,  in  particular,  opportunities  for  a 
practicum  experience  in  the  community  were  available.  At  the  same  time,  the  post- 
Master's  programmes,  especially  the  doctoral  programme,  have  expanded  tenfold. 

Unfortunately,  the  number  of  full-time  members  of  the  teaching  faculty  has  in- 
creased by  no  more  than  one-third  and  a  substantial  proportion  of  this  increase  was 
accomplished  through  a  Teaching  and  Field  Instruction  Grant  which  was  offered 
by  the  Welfare  Grants  Administration  of  the  Department  of  National  Health  and 
Welfare  to  the  original  eight  Canadian  schools  of  social  work.  This  grant,  which  meant 
about  $120,000  over  and  above  the  University  budget  for  the  School  in  the  academic 
year  1967-68,  has  been  gradually  reduced  and  will  be  phased  out  by  March  31,  1974. 
Consequently,  it  has  been  necessary  to  utilize  such  positions  as  became  vacant  for  the 
"rescue"  of  competent  faculty  colleagues  whose  source  of  financial  support  was  an 
unstable  government  grant. 

It  has  become  entirely  clear  that  the  funding  of  university  programmes  through 
governmental  sources  is  precarious  indeed.  In  short,  the  School  has  done  well  to  main- 
tain some  degree  of  stability  in  its  faculty  resources,  but  the  programme  and  the 
University  of  which  the  faculty  are  a  part  owe  a  great  deal  to  the  dedication  of  col- 
leagues who  assumed  enormous  teaching  loads,  by  customary  standards,  and  devoted 
what  amounted  to  a  sixty-hour  work  week  in  developing  relationships  with  community 
agencies,  with  voluntary  and  government  departments,  with  various  levels  of  govern- 
ment and  with  related  disciplines  within  the  larger  university. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  has  been  extremely  difficult  for  the  members  of  the 
staff  of  this  School  of  Social  Work  to  engage  in  substantial  research,  to  undertake  the 
scholarship  required  for  effective  scholarly  writing,  and  to  assume  the  traditional  roles 
of  the  staff  of  a  graduate  department  within  a  university.  The  senior  administrators 
of  Canadian  schools  of  social  work  have  been  concerned  in  recent  years  with  the 
problem  of  "professionalism"  as  a  factor  in  promotions,  tenure,  and  wage  and  salary 
policies  within  various  universities.  It  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  affirm  that  within  the 
University  of  Toronto  there  has  been  no  evidence  of  differentiation  with  respect  to  the 
School  of  Social  Work  relating  to  the  professional  component  within  its  teaching 
faculty  and  its  educational  programme. 

Despite  these  disclaimers,  two  most  important  developments  occurred  in  the 
course  of  the  year.  First,  a  group  of  members  of  the  teaching  faculty  banded  together 
to  prepare  a  programme  of  scholarly  writing  for  publication  in  academic  journals  and 
presentation  of  papers  for  audiences  of  professional  persons,  professional  practitioners 
and  students  within  Metropolitan  Toronto.  This  group  felt  that  by  this  approach 
they  could  not  only  develop  a  roster  of  important  matters  within  professional  educa- 
tion in  social  work  practice,  but  could  discipline  themselves  by  setting  deadlines  and 
developing  formal  programmes  of  presentation.  Secondly,  and  more  or  less  simul- 
taneously, a  second  group  has  begun  to  prepare  a  similar  effort  within  the  overall 
rubric  of  systematic  research.  This  group  of  teaching  faculty,  with  only  a  slight  overlap 
with  the  first  group,  is  composed  of  persons  who  felt  that  they  could  assist  each  other 
in  the  development  of  research  proposals,  research  design  and  research  writing.  There 
have  been  several  meetings  to  date  of  both  groups  of  colleagues  and  by  the  fall  of 
1972  it  is  anticipated  that  the  production  of  writing  and  research  will  indicate  definite 
progression  and  fundamental  improvement  in  both  quantity  and  quality. 

Nevertheless,  a  number  of  the  teaching  faculty  did  publish  important  work  during 
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the  year  1971-72.  Dr.  Howard  Irving's  doctoral  dissertation  was  revised  and  published 
by  Copp  Clark  under  the  title  of  The  Family  Myth;  and  information  has  already 
been  received  from  several  Canadian  schools  that  this  work  will  be  recommended  to 
students  in  their  studies  in  "Human  Behaviour  and  the  Social  Environment".  Other 
publications  worthy  of  note  include  a  chapter  by  Dr.  Francis  Bregha,  entitled  "Com- 
munity Development  in  Canada:  Problems  and  Strategies"  in  Professor  James  A. 
Draper's  book,  Citizen  Participation:  Canada;  an  article  by  Dr.  John  Gandy,  "Service 
Delivery  and  Client  Satisfaction  in  a  Public  Neighbourhood  Service  Centre"  published 
in  the  May  issue  of  The  Social  Worker;  an  article  by  Dr.  Camille  Lambert,  "Examin- 
ing Career  Opportunities  for  the  Trainable  Retarded",  for  the  Winter  issue  of 
Canada's  Mental  Health;  and  a  chapter  on  "Housing  and  Social  Welfare"  by  Dr. 
Albert  Rose  in  a  book  edited  by  Professor  Paul  C.  Vrooman  entitled  Trans-Disciplinary 
Issues  in  Social  Welfare. 

For  the  past  three  years  members  of  the  teaching  faculty  have  been  strongly 
encouraged  to  consider  sabbatical  leave  where  entitlement  to  this  privilege  existed, 
and  two  or  three  colleagues  have  been  absent  each  year.  During  1971—72  Professor 
Benjamin  Schlesinger  was  Visiting  Professor  in  the  Department  of  Sociology  at  the 
University  of  Western  Australia  in  Perth,  where  he  devoted  his  energies  to  teaching 
within  an  undergraduate  programme  of  social  work  education,  writing,  and  research 
in  his  special  field  of  "the  one-parent  family".  Professor  Minda  Posen  spent  much 
of  the  year  in  the  United  Kingdom  where  she  studied  at  the  Tavistock  Clinic  in 
London,  and  in  Israel  where  she  visited  institutions  and  agencies  engaged  in  the  field 
of  child  welfare. 

In  the  coming  year  Professor  Elizabeth  Govan  will  spend  the  first  six  months  in 
Australia  and  New  Zealand  studying  recent  developments  in  the  social  services,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  income  security  programmes.  Professor  Nathan  Markus  will 
be  in  the  United  Kingdom  engaged  in  research  in  the  field  of  services  for  the  elderly, 
with  particular  respect  to  the  administration  of  institutional  and  other  programmes; 
and  Professor  Ben-Zion  Shapiro  will  be  in  Israel  where  he  will  be  conducting  research 
in  the  area  of  practice  theory  while  based  at  the  School  of  Social  Work  at  the  Hebrew 
University  in  Jerusalem. 

The  programme  of  sabbatical  leave  for  study,  research  and  travel  is  worthwhile, 
both  in  its  objectives  and  the  impact  such  experiences  make  upon  the  teaching  and 
further  work  of  our  academic  colleagues.  Nevertheless,  for  a  small  professional  division 
within  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  it  means  that  about  ten  per  cent  of  the  full- 
time  teaching  staff  is  absent  each  year.  Moreover,  Professor  David  Cowley,  who  had 
joined  the  staff  as  an  Associate  Professor  on  January  1,  1970,  submitted  his  resignation 
in  the  spring  of  1972  to  become  Director  of  Programmes,  Department  of  Social 
Services,  Government  of  Saskatchewan. 

Adlai  Stevenson  is  reported  to  have  written  that  "it  is  not  important  'who  leads', 
but  it  is  most  important  'what  leads'  ".  This  may  be  completely  so,  but  any  leader  of 
a  university  department  at  this  time  in  our  educational  history  is  subject  to  two  major 
dilemmas.  In  the  first  place,  the  Dean  or  Director  of  a  graduate  professional  division 
within  the  University  must  provide  leadership  in  the  sense  of  a  clear  picture  of  his 
views  concerning  the  internal  "what  leads".  In  short,  the  leader  must  lead,  whether 
or  not  his  ideas  and  his  picture  of  what  the  future  should  be  is  completely  acceptable 
to  all  colleagues.  At  the  same  time,  the  leader  cannot  be  in  a  position  of  mere  follower, 
or  the  one  who  reacts  towards  the  formulation  of  "what  leads"  by  others,  whether  they 
be  faculty  colleagues  or  students. 

In  the  development  of  the  programme  of  a  graduate  professional  division  it  is 
essential,  therefore,  that  the  energies  of  the  members  of  the  Faculty,  broadly  defined 
as  teachers  and  students,  not  be  dissipated  in  a  series  of  debates  concerning  random 
issues,  many  of  which  may  be  quite  unimportant  if  not  superfluous.  Each  individual 
within  the  teaching  faculty  and  many  students  will  have  his  or  her  conception  of 
what  the  real  issues  are.  For  whatever  contribution  they  may  make  to  the  continuing 
development  of  a  programme  of  graduate  professional  education  for  social  work 
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practice,  the  following  are  the  "real  issues"  as  conceived  in  a  review  of  the  events  of 
1971-72: 

1 .  The  nature  of  graduate  education 

2.  The  nature  of  graduate  education  for  social  work  practice 

3.  The  fundamental  objectives  of  the  teaching  programme,  that  is,  whether  its  objec- 
tive is  the  preparation  of  persons  for  licensing  or  registration  by  the  profession 
or  whether  its  objective  is  to  meet  the  educational  needs  of  the  individual  student, 
or  neither  of  these  formulations 

4.  The  nature  and  desirability  of  a  core  curriculum  for  graduate  education  for  social 
work  practice 

5.  The  educational  standards  governing  a  graduate  programme  of  social  work 
education 

6.  The  concept  of  egalitarianism  within  a  graduate  professional  faculty  or  the  respec- 
tive roles  and  relationships  of  teachers  and  students 

7.  The  nature  of  the  participation  of  students  in  the  specific  areas  of  the  educational 
programme  which  concern  administration  and  policy  formulation 

8.  The  differentiation  of  the  administrative  decision-making  and  educational  policy 
formulation 

9.  The  responsibilities  of  the  Dean  or  Director  as  the  administrative  head  or  chief 
executive  officer  of  the  Faculty 

The  above  formulation  touches  upon  a  major  change  in  the  status  of  the  School 
of  Social  Work  as  the  academic  year  1971-72  came  to  a  close.  On  March  24,  1972, 
the  Senate  of  this  University  accepted  the  recommendation  of  its  Executive  Com- 
mittee that  the  School  be  designated  a  Faculty  under  the  title  of  "Faculty  of  Social 
Work",  and  that  the  title  of  its  chief  executive  officer  be  "Dean"  rather  than  Director. 
This  decision  was  taken  at  a  time  when  several  graduate  professional  divisions  sought 
equality  of  status  with  other  traditional  divisions  or  departments.  The  School  of  Social 
Work  received  its  former  designation  when  it  left  the  Department  of  Political  Economy 
in  1941.  It  was  granted  the  right  to  award  the  degree  of  Master  of  Social  Work  in  1947 
and  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Social  Work  in  1952. 

For  two  decades  or  more  the  members  of  the  teaching  faculty  and  students  have 
been  puzzled  about  the  alleged  reasons  for  the  differentiation  of  a  School  and  a  Faculty 
at  the  University  of  Toronto,  and  the  difference  between  the  titles  of  Director  and 
Dean.  These  invidious  differences  have  now  disappeared  and  with  the  creation  of 
the  Governing  Council  of  the  University  on  July  1,  1972,  under  the  legislative  powers 
enacted  in  the  University  of  Toronto  Act  1971,  the  new  Faculty  of  Social  Work 
looks  forward  to  many  years  of  productive  development  as  an  important  constituent 
Graduate  Department  within  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  in  one  of  Canada's 
major  universities.  The  new  Faculty  of  Social  Work  is  the  first  in  Canada  to  be  so 
designated.  The  Dean  and  his  colleagues  wish  to  express  appreciation  to  the  members 
of  the  former  Senate  and  the  Board  of  Governors  for  this  recognition.

THE  ACTING  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  DIVISION  OF 
UNIVERSITY  EXTENSION 

"Everything  has  been  said  that  needs  to  be  said,  but  since  no  one  was  listening,  every- 
thing has  to  be  said  all  over  again."  -  after  Andre  Gide. 

In  the  past  year,  it  appears  that  a  long-established  and  long-neglected  institution 
of  the  University  of  Toronto  has  been  discovered.  On  every  hand  there  is  reference  to 
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adult,  evening  and  continuing  education.  In  every  quarter  of  the  University  there  are 
references  to  the  virtues  of  "part-time  studies",  "life-long  learning",  "interface  with 
the  community",  "independent  study",  and  on  rare  occasions  these  comments  are 
related  to  the  Division  of  University  Extension.  The  thinking  of  these  discoverers 
includes  concepts  such  as  accessibility,  flexibility,  mobility,  problem-oriented  rather 
than  subject-centred  curricula.  This  sudden  burst  of  interest  intrigues  and  flatters 
those  of  us  involved  in  the  objectives  and  commitments  of  the  Division  of  University 
Extension.  It  appears  that  what  the  Division  has  been  doing  since  1893  is  the  new 
and  revolutionary  dynamic  of  the  University  of  Toronto. 

We  do  not  feel  negative  about  these  endorsements.  Rather  our  reaction  is  to 
welcome  this  new  evidence  of  support.  Perhaps  the  best  of  extension  has  arrived  at 
last;  perhaps  what  a  history  of  annual  reports  has  said  is  being  heard;  perhaps  there  is 
an  institutional,  as  apart  from  a  divisional,  momentum  behind  these  "old-new"  con- 
cepts. The  important  thing  is  not  that  the  philosophy  of  extension  is  being  re-dis- 
covered, but  that  the  basic  thinking  about  the  role,  function  and  horizons  of  university 
education  is  being  expanded  as  a  result  of  these  new  allies  and  fresh  minds.  Perhaps 
the  students  of  the  Division  will  be  given  the  budgetary  assistance  they  need,  especially 
in  those  areas  where  the  Division  is  required  to  develop  a  programme  which  is  self- 
supporting. 

It  has  been  encouraging  to  experience  an  increased  and  direct  interest  of  senior 
administration  in  the  policy  and  objectives  of  this  Division.  A  growing  number  speak 
of  the  importance  of  expanding  opportunity  and  the  need  to  make  the  University 
accessible,  practical,  and  available  to  the  community.  On  the  other  hand,  it  has  been 
discouraging  to  find  so  much  attention  given  to  the  structure  to  provide  this  service 
while  the  function  is  ignored.  What  has  been  done  and  what  is  being  done  should 
be  examined  and  evaluated  to  establish  the  effectiveness  of  the  adult  education  func- 
tion as  it  is  performed.  It  is  first  necessary  to  establish  the  reasons  the  function  may 
not  have  been  effective.  It  is  erroneous  to  assume  that  a  new  structure  will  correct 
inadequacies  when  structure  may  not  be  the  cause  of  these  inadequacies. 

What  is  the  function  of  "extension"?  The  role  of  this  Division  has  been  to  provide 
the  non-traditional  forms  of  learning  for  the  community.  It  is  difficult  to  define 
non-traditional.  It  varies  with  the  individual,  the  time,  the  place  and  the  context. 
It  would  be  unfortunate  to  define  non-traditional  in  terms  of  degrees,  the  device, 
the  method.  The  non-traditional  refers  to  how  we  relate  and  combine  the  many  and 
available  resources  of  the  university  and  of  the  community.  The  more  attempts  are 
made  to  describe,  to  define,  and  to  evaluate  the  non-traditional,  the  more  we  return  to 
the  matter  of  changing  philosophies  and  related  human  values.  Is  the  "Open  Univer- 
sity" of  Great  Britain  non-traditional  because  of  its  accessibility  to  thousands  who 
could  not  hope  previously  to  attend  university?  Or  is  it  traditional  in  the  emphasis  it 
places  on  the  degree  as  the  prime  motivating  force  in  the  education  process?  Is  the 
degree  the  end  justifying  the  means?  A  concern  with  degrees  to  the  exclusion  of  the 
inherent  value  and  joy  of  learning  for  its  own  sake  has  created  concern.  This  concern 
is  shared  by  student  and  faculty  alike;  it  is  referred  to  as  "the  immorality  of  the  game 
plan".  Would  more  emphasis  on  the  non-traditional  allow  the  university  to  return  to 
a  saner  and  sounder  interest  in  learning? 

It  is  the  belief  of  those  of  us  involved  in  the  non-traditional  function  that  this  is 
so.  We  have  many  questions  and  would  ask  our  colleagues  in  other  faculties  to  help 
us  find  the  answers.  It  would  be  useful  to  examine  the  existing  non-traditional  organi- 
zations to  establish  a  sounder  perspective  of  the  human  and  moral  values  of  learning 
as  a  means  of  sustaining  human  curiosity,  and  thus  the  process  of  providing  the  rich 
environment  necessary  for  the  creation  of  a  natural  desire  for  learning. 

There  are  no  easy  solutions  for  the  non-traditional.  There  are  only  new  directions 
and  complementary  sources  needed  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  the  individual  and  of  so- 
ciety. The  non-traditional  connotes  an  imaginative  thinking  about  university  educa- 
tion. The  answer  in  the  non-traditional  lies  in  the  quality  and  imagination  of  the  faculty 
and  in  their  approach  to  teaching,  and  less  in  the  organization  and  educational  designs. 
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My  belief  is  that  the  extension  function  will  expand  and  that  the  separate  organization 
to  support  it  will  disappear  in  the  next  decade,  but  only  if  the  university  devotes  itself 
seriously  to  satisfying  the  real  educational  needs  of  its  adult  constituents. 

What  will  this  do  to  the  traditional  function?  I  believe  that  the  university  will 
continue  as  a  great  research  resource,  but  it  will  perform  its  teaching  function  by 
a  greater  emphasis  on  learning  for  a  broader  and  larger  community;  "when"  the 
student  attends  will  not  be  important;  the  distinction  between  full-  and  part-time  will 
disappear;  the  lock-step  resident  prerequisites  programmes  will  assume  less  im- 
portance. With  the  four-day  work-week,  the  week-end  university  for  residence  and 
tutorials  will  be  established.  Independent  study  will  reduce  for  all  students  on-campus 
time,  but  the  larger  number  of  students  will  require  larger  and  different  physical 
resources. 

Consistent  with  the  non-traditional,  and  with  the  "extension"  function  there  will 
be  a  responsibility  for  someone  to  act  as  an  agent  for  the  "client-community".  If  the 
oft-voiced,  but  rarely  supported,  philosophy  of  "extension"  is  to  provide  an  open  uni- 
versity it  will  have  to  be  met  despite  the  finite  resources  available.  If  the  fear  is  set 
aside  that  re-assigning  resources  will  water  down  curricula,  the  Division  will  then  have 
made  its  best  contribution.  It  may  be  that  the  reason  for  extension  may  become  the 
reason  for  the  university.  So  we  welcome  the  support  offered  us  and  the  attention 
directed  to  us.  It  is  time  for  the  "extension  function"  to  be  redefined,  for  a  purpose  to 
be  restated.  It  is  time  for  "extension"  to  be  once  again  non-traditional  in  a  changing 
university.  It  is  hoped  that  this  goal,  this  purpose,  and  the  ensuing  restatement  of 
extension  policy  will  take  place  in  the  coming  session. 

In  1965,  Lord  Bowden  of  Chesterfield,  the  then  British  Minister  for  Education 
and  Science,  stated  that  the  three  main  functions  of  universities  are  teachinsr,  research 
and  adult  education.  The  term  "adult  education"  does  cover,  of  course,  a  multitude 
of  university  activities  and  more  often  than  not  there  is  within  the  university  a  lack 
of  understanding  of  the  importance  it  does  have.  This  annual  report  of  the  Division 
of  University  Extension  underlines  part  of  the  commitment  of  the  University  of  To- 
ronto to  a  range  of  educational  activities  categorized  loosely  as  adult  education  and 
encompassing  diverse  programmes  serving  different  needs:  from  the  programmes 
for  part-time  degree  students;  the  highly  specialized  diplomas  and  certificates  pro- 
gramme ;  programmes  for  groups  of  professionals ;  short  courses  for  industry ;  summer 
schools  to  teach  the  two  official  languages  of  Canada ;  educational  study  in  China  and 
France.  In  the  past  year  there  were  26,696  students  in  this  Division,  on  a  campus 
which  almost  girdled  the  earth.  In  addition,  this  Division  provides  a  continuing,  and 
sometimes  the  only  direct,  contact  between  large  segments  of  the  community  and  the 
university.  Amongst  these  are  a  large  number  of  graduates  of  this  and  other  universi- 
ties. At  the  same  time,  the  Division  has  provided  a  channel  for  members  of  the  Uni- 
versity to  be  brought  into  closer,  more  direct,  and  fruitful  contact  with  members  of  the 
larger  community.  In  the  past  year  the  Division  was  involved  with  eighty-five  different 
organizations  in  the  development  of  programmes  for  groups  as  diverse  as  the  Institute 
of  Canadian  Bankers  and  the  Treffan  Court  Community  Association.  The  support  of 
the  various  members  of  faculty  in  satisfying  the  educational  needs  identified  through 
these  meetings  is  appreciated,  and  the  increasing  number  of  Faculties  with  whom  we 
are  developing  adult  education  programmes  is  gratifying.  It  has  been  reassuring  to 
have  the  outstanding  support  of  so  many  individual  faculty  members  to  assist  us 
to  provide  courses  of  general,  special  and  professional  interest. 

There  are  three  principal  programme  areas  within  the  Division.  The  activities 
of  these  programme  areas  are  reported  on  separately,  as  follows: 

Degree,  Diploma  and  Certificate  Programme 

In  the  last  annual  report  major  additions  to  programme  were  noted.  This  year  few 
major  additions  to  the  degree  programme  are  reported,  but  rather  continued  growth, 
consolidation  and  strengthening  of  the  programme. 

Two  certificate  programmes  were  developed  in  response  to  an  identifiable  de- 
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mand  and  are  in  Teaching  English  as  a  Second  Language,  and  Advanced  Studies  of 
Early  Childhood  Education.  Both  are  certificates  without  precedent  in  Canadian  uni- 
versities. 

It  has  been  a  rewarding  year,  as  the  objectives  of  equality  not  similarity  of  treat- 
ment for  adult  students  in  part-time  programmes  have  been  further  entrenched  in  the 
practice  and  policy  of  the  University.  The  experience  of  the  Division  and  its  long 
experience  with  adult  students  resists  strongly  the  concept  of  similarity  of  treatment. 
In  many  instances  similarity  of  treatment  would  seriously  disadvantage  adult  students 
and  be  a  retrograde  step. 

There  was  a  28  per  cent  increase  in  the  number  of  adult  students  in  these  pro- 
grammes as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  while  the  number  of  subject  enrolments 
increased  from  12,289  to  15,865,  a  22  per  cent  increase.  The  pattern  of  growth  appears 
to  be  general  in  nature  and  not  related  to  any  one  faculty,  programme  or  discipline. 
Especially  notable  was  the  subject  enrolment  increase  in  the  Summer  Day  Session. 
Subject  enrolments  in  this  session  have  been  static  for  several  years,  yet  this  year  a 
dramatic  48  per  cent  expansion  over  the  previous  session  occurred. 

There  is  substantial  difficulty  in  providing  an  accurate  projection  of  enrolment 
for  this  programme  section.  It  would  be  unwise  to  anticipate,  however,  that  the  in- 
creases in  enrolments  of  adult  students  experienced  in  the  past  five  years  will  continue 
to  the  end  of  this  decade.  The  ratio  of  part-time  students  to  full-time  students  will 
undoubtedly  continue  to  change  as  more  high  school  leavers  seek  a  life-style  in  which 
full-time  study  may  have  less  relevance.  This  group  of  students  would  undoubtedly 
be  more  suitably  accommodated  in  the  existing  college  structure.  Adult  students  will 
need  different  types  of  colleges,  and  the  University  of  Toronto  can  best  satisfy  this 
need  by  structures  equipped  to  serve  the  special  needs  of  adult  students.  It  is  especially 
important  to  consider  these  colleges  as  a  university  structure  without  association  with 
any  particular  Faculty. 

Of  major  significance  in  the  consideration  of  services  for  adult  students  was  the 
report  of  the  Sub-Committee  of  the  General  Committee  of  the  Council  of  the  Faculty 
of  Arts  and  Science,  to  advise  on  the  improvement  of  the  Part-time  Degree  Pro- 
gramme in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science.  This  sub-committee  was  established  after 
the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  found  itself  unable  to  adopt  a  position  vis-a-vis  the 
earlier  Report  of  the  Presidential  Advisory  Committee  on  Extension.  This  Division 
strongly  supported  this  subcommittee  in  its  task  by  supplying  both  information  and 
administrative  and  secretarial  assistance.  Most  of  the  functional  recommendations 
are,  in  our  opinion,  sound. 

It  has  long  been  a  concern  of  the  Division  that  the  term  "extension"  in  relation 
to  degree  studies  implies  that  the  adult  students  of  this  Division  have  hitherto  been 
considered  an  adjunct  to  the  mainstream  of  academic  life  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Science.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  in  other  Faculties,  adult  students  have  not  by 
implication  been  considered  in  the  same  way.  In  the  Report,  recommendations  for 
a  greater  range  of  departmental  course  offerings  and  for  a  new  college  geared  to  the 
needs  of  adult  students  bolster  what  has  for  years  been  the  contention  of  this  Division 
-  that  learning  knows  no  barrier  of  age,  of  hours  from  nine  to  five,  of  an  eight-month 
"academic  year"  -  rather  that  it  is  a  continuing  lifelong  process.  The  still-to-be- 
answered  question  is  a  substantive  one  and  relates  to  the  precise  nature  of  a  college. 
Without  redefining  the  college  function,  it  would  be  difficult  for  the  University  of 
Toronto  to  satisfy  an  adult  student  community  which  increasingly  needs  and  wants 
lifelong  continuous  education. 

The  needs  of  these  students  are  quite  distinct  from  those  in  full-time  attendance. 
While  it  is  our  aim  to  provide  as  responsive  a  programme  as  possible,  action  is  frus- 
trated frequently  by  limited  resources.  A  major  example  of  this  is  the  need  to  expand 
the  "Programme  of  Preparation".  This  was  an  experimental  programme  designed 
to  equip  students  who  had  been  away  from,  or  had  never  previously  been  involved 
in,  serious  study  in  the  basic  skills  of  communication  -  written  and  oral;  of  reading 
and  of  study  habits.  Although  the  initial  experiment  indicates  that  this  course  prepares 
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students  for  university  study,  it  has  been  impossible  to  expand  the  programme  sig- 
nificantly. 

This  year  an  opportunity  for  adult  students  to  have  a  period  of  study  elsewhere 
was  provided.  Thanks  to  an  "entente  cordiale"  with  the  Universite  de  Nice,  and 
flowing  from  the  abundant  goodwill  on  the  part  of  the  administration,  faculty  and 
students  of  the  Universite  de  Nice,  University  of  Toronto  courses  were  offered  in 
French  laguage  and  literature,  History  and  English  literature.  Over  eighty  students, 
with  an  enrolment  in  138  subjects,  spent  six  weeks  in  a  Summer  Day  Session  on  the 
Carlone  campus  of  the  Universite  de  Nice.  Included  in  this  group,  in  addition  to 
students  of  the  Division,  were  a  number  of  full-time  students  and  students  from  other 
North  American  campuses.  Among  the  students  was  one  of  75  years  of  age,  an  alumna 
returning  to  the  University  of  Toronto  many  years  after  graduating,  and  for  her 
the  session  was  academically  and  culturally  rewarding.  The  relationship  between 
these  two  Universities  was  expanded  to  include  an  exchange  of  students,  and  hope- 
fully in  future  sessions  of  faculty. 

Adult  students  are  by  the  nature  of  their  employment  and  family  commitments 
highly  mobile.  The  University,  while  it  is  aware  of  this  characteristic  of  adult  students, 
has  never  been  fully  responsive  to  their  needs.  In  assessing  the  requirements  of  transfer- 
students  to  complete  a  degree,  this  is  particularly  evident.  There  was  a  recent  and 
dramatic  situation  in  which  a  student  because  of  an  18-month  delay  in  providing  ad- 
vanced standing  completed  a  substantial  number  of  courses  beyond  that  required  for 
her  degree.  As  the  motivation  of  the  student  seems  to  be  learning  she  appears  to  accept 
with  equanimity  the  belated  granting  of  advanced  standing. 

Two  years  ago  the  Senate  approved  the  reduction  of  the  minimum  age  for  Ma- 
ture Students  from  25  to  23,  in  successive  one-year  reductions.  The  minimum  age 
for  students  without  matriculation  to  seek  admission  is  now  23  years.  To  assist  these 
students  prepare  for  their  academic  programme,  and  to  assist  in  the  selection  for 
admission,  a  programme  of  Pre-University  subjects  is  offered.  The  pedagogy  and 
curricula  of  these  courses  is  designed  to  include  secondary  school  background  and  to 
bridge  the  transition  from  Grade  13  to  first  year  university.  Courses  were  offered  in 
English,  History,  Mathematics,  Chemistry  and  Physics.  Enrolments  in  these  courses 
in  this  year  increased  from  586  to  662.  The  success  of  the  programme  can  be  measured 
by  its  growth,  but  we  prefer  to  relate  it  rather  to  the  improved  performance  of  mature 
students  admitted  after  the  successful  completion  of  this  course,  and  its  usefulness  as 
a  selection  criterion.  Without  question  it  is  a  most  useful  indicator  of  academic  success 
and  has  a  positive  benefit  to  the  student  when  compared  with  the  known  objective 
selection  mechanisms. 

Of  special  interest  and  considerable  pride  to  the  Division  is  the  contribution  of 
the  Association  of  Part-time  Undergraduate  Students  (APUS),  particularly  so,  as 
the  concept  of  a  student  association  began  within  the  Division.  As  our  goals  are  essen- 
tially the  same,  our  working  relationship  with  the  Association  has  been  close.  APUS 
is  a  relatively  new  University  organization  whose  mature  influence  and  leadership 
has  been  felt  throughout  this  community. 

Increasingly,  students  whose  life-style  does  not  lead  them  into  full-time  studies 
have  found  that  the  flexible  approach  possible  when  registered  in  this  Division 
attracts  them.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  this  group  were  thirteen  Ontario  Scholars. 
It  is  possible  that  these  students  would  find  a  more  compatible  environment  in  one 
of  the  colleges  of  the  University.  Until  it  is  possible  for  them  to  register  there,  we  wel- 
come them,  of  course. 

Continuing  Education  Programme 

The  Continuing  Education  Programme  -  Business,  Engineering,  and  Special  Pro- 
grammes -  is  the  part  of  the  Division  (and  perhaps  even  of  the  University)  where 
the  opportunity  for  innovation  and  non-traditional  learning  is  liable  to  occur.  Here 
faculty  members  can  experiment  with  new  course  material  or  new  approaches  to 
their  subject,  and  can  have  the  opportunity  to  teach  an  entirely  different  sort  of  stu- 
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dent  than  those  they  usually  encounter.  Here  the  resources  of  the  University  can  be 
quickly  organized  to  focus  on  a  topic  of  current  interest  and  concern.  Here  members 
of  the  business  and  professional  communities  can  receive  up-to-date  information 
about  their  discipline  from  specialists  in  the  field.  Here  the  emphasis  is  on  learning 
rather  than  on  teaching.  And  here,  the  true  interface  between  the  University  and  the 
community  occurs  —  not  only  with  the  students,  but  with  the  instructors,  many  of  whom 
are  from  the  outside  community  and  contribute  their  special  expertise  to  enrich  the 
resources  of  the  University. 

Change  is  perhaps  the  major  constant  in  the  Continuing  Education  Programme : 
new  courses  are  organized  to  meet  new  needs  while  courses  that  have  served  their 
usefulness  are  discontinued;  new  instructors  are  recruited  to  teach  continuing  courses 
or  become  interested  in  the  programme  and  develop  their  own  courses;  and  the 
nature  of  the  students  who  take  our  courses  —  the  community  we  serve  —  continually 
changes,  sometimes  as  a  reflection  of  new  situations  in  the  community,  and  at  other 
times  as  a  result  of  our  endeavours.  For  instance,  over  the  last  few  years  the  number 
of  women  taking  courses  in  the  business  programme  has  increased  dramatically.  From 
virtually  no  women  participating  in  the  programme,  they  are  now  22  per  cent  of  the 
enrolment.  This  is  apparently  the  result  of  the  greater  opportunities  now  available 
for  women  in  business,  and  we  are  pleased  that  the  community  for  these  courses  has 
changed  and  enlarged. 

Another  change  occurring  in  the  business  programmes  is  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  people  who  are  taking  courses  as  part  of  a  co-ordinated  programme. 
Seventy  per  cent  of  the  registrants  are  now  in  these  programmes,  pursuing  an  organ- 
ized course  of  study  lasting  several  years.  This  indicates  the  seriousness  with  which 
many  of  our  students  approach  continuing  education ;  for  them,  there  is  nothing  frivo- 
lous about  this  kind  of  activity,  and  many  instructors  in  the  Continuing  Education 
Programme  comment  on  the  unusually  high  motivation  and  ability  of  their  students. 

The  composition  of  the  student  body  involved  in  Special  Programmes  is  also 
changing.  Enrolment  was  up  by  approximately  one-third  over  1970-71,  and  this 
increase  occurred  without  sacrificing  our  general  policy  of  keeping  classes  small 
enough  to  permit  good  discussions  and  student  participation.  In  large  part,  this  in- 
crease was  due  to  promotional  efforts  designed  to  reach  alumni  of  the  University.  We 
knew  that  many  alumni  took  advantage  of  our  Continuing  Education  Programme, 
but  we  also  realized  that  a  great  many  were  unaware  of  the  opportunities  available. 
With  the  assistance  of  the  Department  of  Alumni  Affairs,  we  endeavoured  to  send 
a  calendar  to  every  alumnus  in  the  Toronto  area.  Our  efforts  were  well  rewarded  in 
that  many  more  alumni  participated  in  Special  Programmes  than  previously,  and 
the  community  we  serve  was  thereby  greatly  expanded. 

Even  more  gratifying  than  the  increased  enrolment  in  Special  Programmes  was 
the  significantly  greater  interest  and  involvement  in  this  programme  on  the  part  of 
the  faculty.  Through  the  establishment  of  better  contacts  with  the  various  depart- 
ments, many  faculty  took  advantage  for  the  first  time  of  the  opportunity  to  teach  in 
Continuing  Education;  in  addition  to  the  faculty  members  whose  courses  were  con- 
tinuing from  the  previous  year,  more  than  twenty  members  of  the  academic  staff  had 
new  courses  in  this  programme.  This  greater  participation  by  the  faculty  will  ensure 
that  the  breadth  and  quality  of  the  programme  will  improve.  While  we  could  still  wish 
for  greater  participation,  we  are  optimistic  that  the  involvement  of  faculty  will  con- 
tinue to  increase  as  Continuing  Education  is  recognized  as  an  increasingly  important 
function  of  the  University. 

Within  Social  Programmes  this  past  year,  we  initiated  several  new  types  of  pro- 
grammes that  were  extremely  successful  and  offer  interesting  possibilities  for  the 
future.  A  one-day  workshop  providing  up-to-date  information  on  China  attracted 
nearly  200  high  school  teachers  from  all  over  the  province.  It  is  always  extremely 
difficult  to  attract  teachers  to  any  programme  for  which  they  do  not  receive  credit, 
but  this  seems  to  be  a  viable  format  and  we  anticipate  offering  more  workshops  of 
this  sort  for  teachers  in  the  future. 
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Instead  of  students  coming  to  the  University,  the  Division  brought  the  particular 
expertise  of  the  University  to  the  students,  with  a  one-day  programme,  "A  Future 
for  the  Past  in  Simcoe  County".  We  arranged  for  members  of  the  Faculty  of  Archi- 
tecture, Urban  and  Regional  Planning,  and  Landscape  Architecture  to  analyse  and 
discuss  the  architectural  heritage  of  Simcoe  County.  With  co-operation  from  Georgian 
College  and  the  Simcoe  County  Historical  Association,  the  programme  was  quite 
successful  and  could  serve  as  a  model  for  future  projects,  again  expanding  the  Uni- 
versity's community. 

This  past  year  saw  the  Division  move  into  a  totally  new  area  of  programming 
with  the  successful  operation  of  an  educational  tour  to  the  People's  Republic  of 
China.  The  University  was  thus  one  of  the  first  Canadian  institutions  to  be  permitted 
an  extended  tour  in  China,  and  the  experience  was  exciting  and  rewarding  for  the 
participants.  We  feel  that  this  is  a  valuable  educational  format  and  we  hope  to  develop 
more  opportunities  for  educational  travel  in  the  future. 

It  is  unlikely  that  the  Continuing  Education  Programme  has  ever  been  more 
innovative  than  in  the  past  few  years,  but  with  the  greatly  increased  opportunities 
for  adult  education,  innovation  has  never  been  more  essential.  It  is  necessary  that  we 
be  responsive  to  new  developments  and  concerns  so  that  the  community  knows  it  can 
look  to  the  University  for  the  sort  of  programmes  that  are  required.  But  even  more 
than  being  innovative  and  current  in  terms  of  subject  matter,  we  must  take  a  leader- 
ship role  in  determining  new  forms  for  the  educational  experience,  new  methods  of 
reaching  more  people,  and  new  ways  to  use  the  media  and  recent  technological  devel- 
opments. 

Education  in  general,  and  particularly  continuing  education,  seems  to  have 
reached  a  critical  point  in  its  development.  The  changes  of  the  last  few  years  are 
probably  nothing  compared  to  the  changes  that  will  shortly  be  occurring.  If  the 
University  is  to  continue  to  play  a  significant  role,  it  is  not  enough  to  rest  on  our  past 
successes;  we  must  experiment  and  be  even  more  innovative,  or  there  is  likely  to  be 
no  point  in  doing  anything  at  all. 

Independent  Study  Programme 

A  complex  network  links  students,  instructors  and  educational  institutions  in  the 
Independent  Study  Programme.  Courses  without  classrooms  afford  unique  opportuni- 
ties for  participation  in  essentially  individual  modes  of  learning,  utilizing  the  basic 
patterns  found  in  core  courses  and  the  prescribed  programmes  of  sponsoring  orga- 
nizations completed  with  programme  options  and  specifically-planned  study  assign- 
ments geared  to  individual  requirements.  While  the  exchange  of  written  assignments 
and  critical  comments  is  still  the  main  mode  of  communication  between  student  and 
instructor,  many  alternatives  have  been  developed  and  are  in  use,  ranging  from 
sophisticated  computer  programmes  to  relatively  direct  personal  commentaries  on 
dictaphone  discs  or  cassettes. 

Flexibility  and  efficiency  in  terms  of  utilization  of  instructional  resources  are 
coupled  with  economy  of  operation,  since  most  of  the  instructional  costs  are  incurred 
only  in  proportion  to  student  participation,  after  initial  costs  have  been  met.  Courses 
need  not  be  cancelled  if  only  a  few  students  enrol  -  even  if  these  students  are  in 
widely  separated  locations  or  even  in  different  countries.  And  it  is  not  only  students 
in  remote  places  who  enrol  for  independent  study  -  a  surprising  number  are  in  urban 
centres  where  more  traditional  alternatives  are  available. 

In  assuming  responsibility  for  the  correspondence  course  programme  formerly 
conducted  by  Queen's  University  for  the  Institute  of  Canadian  Bankers,  eight  courses 
were  added  to  the  Independent  Study  Programme,  bringing  the  total  number  of 
courses  offered  to  fifty.  Five  of  the  new  courses  were  in  "core"  subjects:  (Business 
Policy,  Money  and  Banking,  Finance,  Communications,  Organizational  Behaviour) . 
The  remaining  three  were  transitional  courses  which  were  provided  to  maintain  con- 
tinuity with  the  Queen's  programme ;  these  will  be  replaced  by  new  courses  within  the 
coming  year.  An  increase  in  registrations  to  3,222  was  likewise  due  to  the  addition  of 
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the  Bankers'  programme ;  enrolment  from  other  sources  declined  slightly.  The  number 
of  examination  centres  in  Canada  and  abroad  increased  to  182,  and  included  centres 
located  in  England,  France,  Germany,  India,  Mexico,  the  Caribbean  and  South 
America. 

One  of  the  new  courses  (Business  Policy)  was  conducted  from  England,  as  was 
the  course  in  School  Finance  and  Accounting  -  both  instructors  were  on  sabbatical 
leave  during  the  session.  Since  the  overseas  air  mail  service  functioned  efficiently, 
there  were  no  unusual  difficulties  in  the  trans-Atlantic  movement  of  lessons  and 
examination  papers.  There  were,  unfortunately,  serious  problems  with  our  domestic 
mail. 

The  course  in  Communications  provided  an  opportunity  to  extend  the  use  of 
cassette  recordings.  Besides  conveying  the  instructor's  comments  to  his  students,  and 
their  responses  to  one  of  the  course  assignments,  cassettes  were  used  to  link  the  inde- 
pendent study  students  with  an  on-campus  class.  New  recorded  material  was  also  in- 
corporated in  a  substantial  revision  of  the  course  in  English  Composition,  and  further 
material  for  several  other  courses  is  being  prepared.  Other  courses  which  were  com- 
pletely revised  include  the  courses  in  History  and  Philosophy  of  Education  and  Taxa- 
tion. Among  the  new  courses  in  preparation  for  coming  sessions  are  three  courses  in 
various  aspects  of  accounting,  a  course  in  marketing,  and  a  course  for  engineers  in 
computer-assisted  design. 

During  the  session  several  institutes  and  associations  which  utilize  courses  in 
the  Independent  Study  Programme  approved  syllabus  revisions  which  maintain  the 
trend  to  greater  flexibility  in  course  sequences  and  a  wider  range  of  course  options  to 
meet  individual  needs.  Another  important  trend  is  evident  in  the  continuing  develop- 
ment by  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Traffic  and  Transportation  of  a  concept  which 
integrates  courses  at  the  community  colleges  and  at  the  university  level  in  a  "five-year 
programme"  in  which  the  resources  of  each  institution  can  be  channelled  effectively.

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The  year  1971-72  will  live  on  in  the  memories  of  many  with  varying  degrees  of 
pleasure  and  horror.  It  was  the  year  in  which  the  interior  renovations  of  University 
College  were  actually  begun;  the  first  year  of  operation  of  what  is  popularly  called 
co-ed  residence;  the  last  year  of  governance  under  the  Board  of  Governors  and  the 
Senate  which  have  looked  after  our  well-being  for  66  years  (which  appears  to  unkind 
critics  as  normal  retirement  at  age  65  plus  one  annual  appointment)  ;  the  first  year 
of  a  gracious  lady  Chancellor;  the  year  of  the  Draft  Report  of  the  Wright  Commis- 
sion; and  the  year  of  fuss  over  access  to  the  stacks  in  the  Robarts  Library  and  the 
occupation  of  Simcoe  Hall  by  students.  All  of  these  matters  (and  many  others)  have 
had  their  effect  on  University  College  and  I  submit  the  following  report  on  the  year's 
activities  to  members  of  the  old  Board  of  Governors  to  tell  them  how  several  of 
their  decisions  have  worked  out,  and  to  the  new  Governing  Council  to  which  this 
report  should  be  directed  since,  according  to  the  University  of  Toronto  Act,  1971, 
the  new  Governing  Council  is  responsible  for  the  affairs  of  University  College  in  addi- 
tion to  being  responsible  for  the  affairs  of  the  University. 

Staff 

Like  the  rest  of  the  University,  the  College  is  being  squeezed  by  declining  budgets. 
The  number  of  new  appointments  to  the  staff  is  therefore  few  but  we  did  welcome 
to  the  Department  of  Near  Eastern  Studies  Professor  D.J.  Lane  as  Assistant  Professor 
and  Mr.  M.  Wasserman  as  Lecturer,  and,  by  way  of  cross-appointment  with  the 
Jewish  Studies  Programme,  Mrs.  T.  Margolin  as  Lecturer.  In  other  Departments  the 
appointments  were  all  cross-appointments  from  Erindale  and  Scarborough  as  follows: 

Messrs.  J.H.  Astington  and  R.R.  McLeod,  Lecturers  in  English  at  Erindale  Col- 
lege, and  Mrs.  M.C.  Creelman,  Lecturer  in  English,  and  Mr.  L.B.  Mignault, 
Assistant  Professor  in  French,  both  at  Scarborough  College. 

With  the  coming  into  force  of  the  "New"  Arrangements  at  Scarborough  College, 
new  appointments  in  the  future  will  not  be  automatically  cross-appointed  to  Univer- 
sity College.  The  following  members  of  the  present  staff  have  elected  the  New  Ar- 
rangements at  Scarborough  College  and  have  thus  terminated  their  formal  cross- 
appointment  with  University  College  Departments: 

Professors  A.  Boddington,  J.H.  Corbett,  J.N.  Grant,  M.E.  Irwin,  I.R.  McDonald 
and  J.R.  Warden  (Classics)  ;  Professors  W.J.  Kirkness  and  P.C.  Moes  (French)  ; 
and  Professors  H.H.  Ohlendorf  and  H.  Wittmann  (German) . 
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We  are  sorry  to  lose  the  formal  association  of  these  individuals  with  the  College,  but 
wish  them  well  for  the  future.  We  hope  that  they  will  still  continue  informal  associa- 
tions with  the  Departments  and  with  their  colleagues  there.

I  record  with  pleasure  the  election  of  Professor  Barker  Fairley  as  a  Corresponding 
Fellow  of  the  British  Academy.  He  has  our  warmest  congratulations. 

The  policy  of  inviting  Visiting  Professors  has  continued  and  we  have  had  this 
year  Professor  K.D.  White  (Classics),  Professor  R.  Jean  (French),  Professor  W. 
Gausewitz  (German),  [who,  I  regret  to  report,  died  at  the  end  of  December  when 
with  us],  and  Professor  R.  Sappan  (Near  Eastern  Studies).  Staff  and  students  alike 
have  benefited  from  association  with  them  in  their  brief  stay. 

1971-72  was  the  last  year  of  the  five-year  term  of  office  as  Chairman  for  Pro- 
fessor R.J.  Williams  (Near  Eastern  Studies)  and  Professor  H.N.  Milnes  (German). 
Search  Committees  were  appointed  to  seek  Chairmen  for  the  next  term  and  these 
Committees  recommended  that  Professor  Milnes  continue  for  a  further  five-year  term 
for  the  Department  of  German,  and  Professor  R.F.G.  Sweet  be  Chairman  of  the 
University  College  Department  of  Near  Eastern  Studies.  These  nominees  were  per- 
suaded to  accept  the  appointments.  During  the  year  Professor  J.J.  Carroll  was  on 
leave  of  absence  and  Professor  H.R.  MacCallum  acted  as  Chairman  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  English.  I  would  like  to  express  my  personal  gratitude  to  all  of  these  who 
have  served  so  well  and  effectively.  Professors  H.  Eichner  and  E.A.  Joliat  retired 
as  Chairmen  of  the  Graduate  Departments  of  German  and  French,  respectively,  and 
Professors  H.R.  MacCallum,  H.G.  Schogt  and  J.W.  Wevers  were  appointed  Chair- 
men of  the  Graduate  Departments  of  English,  French  and  Near  Eastern  Studies. 

I  record  the  retirements  of  Professors  Priestley,  Regard  and  Rouillard.  Professor 
F.E.L.  Priestley  was  appointed  Assistant  Professor  in  the  Department  of  English  in 
1944.  Professor  CD.  Rouillard  was  appointed  Assistant  Professor  in  the  Department 
of  French  in  1937  and  was  Chairman  of  the  Department  for  ten  years  from  1959. 
Professor  M.  Regard  came  to  us  as  a  Visiting  Professor  in  July  1969  and  was  appointed 
Professor  in  1970.  We  wish  all  of  these  colleagues  well  and  express  our  sincere  appre- 
ciation for  their  academic  leadership  and  influence,  and  their  contributions  to  the 
College's  life.  Two  familiar  members  of  the  non-academic  staff,  Mrs.  Cliff  and 
Miss  Jessie  Rae  also  retired,  having  completed  26  and  32  years  of  service.  We  are 
grateful  to  them  also  for  all  they  have  done  for  us  and  wish  them  well. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  record  the  death  of  Professor  T.  Hedman  who  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Department  of  German  in  1920  and  retired  in  1951,  and  of  Professor 
M.L.  Newman  who  came  to  the  Department  of  French  as  a  Lecturer  in  1963  and 
was  promoted  to  Associate  Professor  in  1971.  We  also  record  with  regret  the  death 
of  Mrs.  Mary  Quayle  Innis,  who  served  as  Dean  of  Women  from  1955  to  1964. 

Students 

3,115  candidates  applying  for  admission  to  First  Year  for  the  1971-72  session  put 
University  College  as  their  College  of  first  choice.  Although  we  are  pleased  that  the 
College  is  regarded  so  well  by  so  many,  this  degree  of  popularity  produces  difficulties. 
The  number  of  applicants  to  the  College  has  been  increasing  over  the  past  few  years 
at  the  rate  of  nearly  18  per  cent  per  annum,  which  would  mean  a  doubling  of  the 
number  of  applicants  within  five  years.  The  process  of  selection  from  the  applicants 
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is  a  complicated  one  in  which  consideration  is  given  not  only  to  the  numerical  measures 
of  the  applicant's  performance  in  school  (in  several  grades)  but  also  to  the  principal's 
report,  the  subjects  studied,  the  result  of  standardized  tests  and  other  factors.  Although 
in  popular  language  it  is  customary  to  speak  of  the  "processing"  of  applications  (as 
if  this  was  a  routine  matter  like  processing  receiving  reports  of  goods  delivered),  the 
process  for  admission  is  not  routine,  but  involves  making  difficult  judgements  on  each 
human  being  who  applies,  bearing  in  mind  that  the  number  of  places  that  can  be 
filled  is  virtually  static  (since  the  College  has  decided  against  further  expansion), 
and  that  we  attempt  to  maintain  in  the  total  student  body  a  balance  of  interests 
between  Humanities,  Social  Sciences  and  Sciences. 

This  rapid  escalation  in  the  number  of  applicants  produces  severe  problems  for 
the  Registrar's  Office  and  it  is  not  generally  appreciated  nor  understood  just  how 
much  this  office  has  to  do  in  academic  counselling,  admissions,  registration,  and 
serving  the  students  who  do  register  (including  service  in  the  area  of  scholarship, 
bursaries  and  preparing  OSAP  appeals).  In  particular,  appreciation  and  understand- 
ing are  very  much  lacking  in  many  of  the  central  offices  which  are  responsible  for 
providing  the  information  from  which  the  Registrar  must  work.  Too  frequently  the 
information  is  incomplete,  inaccurate  and  arrives  too  late  to  serve  properly  the  func- 
tion for  which  it  was  necessary.  No  business  would  tolerate  this  situation,  and  we  must 
not  tolerate  it  any  longer  because  in  this  age  of  formula-financing  the  University's 
revenue  is  dependent  on  the  number  of  students  and  the  Registrar's  Office  is  a  key 
office  in  making  decisions  and  providing  accurate  and  up-to-date  information  which 
are  vital  in  obtaining  our  Basic  Income  Units.  We  live  in  hopes  that  the  new  student- 
record  system  will  be  a  better  and  more  effective  tool  than  the  old,  but  it  will  not 
succeed  unless  it  is  made  more  user-oriented  than  it  presently  is. 

The  public  press  gave  much  attention  to  the  phenomenon  of  "short-falls  in  Uni- 
versity enrolments"  this  past  year.  This  is  a  confused  subject  because  of  the  fact  that 
the  Province's  Committee  on  University  Affairs  urged  the  Universities  to  increase 
their  original  enrolment  projections  to  take  into  account  a  number  of  students  who 
would  not  meet  the  new  requirements  for  admission  for  the  Teachers'  Colleges  (i.e. 
successful  completion  of  one  year  of  university  work)  but  would  apply  to  the  Universi- 
ties instead.  Although  the  Faculty  was  not  as  convinced  as  was  cua  by  the  "evidence" 
that  this  increase  would  indeed  materialize,  it  did  increase  its  limits  slightly,  recog- 
nizing that  the  University  of  Toronto  sits  in  the  middle  of  the  largest  population  centre 
in  the  Province.  The  additions  expected  by  cua  did  not  show  up.  The  total  enrolment 
in  the  College  was  2,028  (as  of  December  1,  1971)  which  is  64  less  than  the  total  for 
last  year.  The  first  year  was  633  (13  less),  the  second  year  579  (39  less),  the  third 
year  511  (34  less) ,  and  the  fourth  year  305  (22  more) .  In  the  second  year  the  reduc- 
tion from  last  year  was  particularly  noticeable,  since  there  were  many  students  who 
did  not  register  in  September  yet  did  pre-register  in  the  spring  before,  indicating 
that  they  planned  to  return.  The  third  year  figure  is  somewhat  complicated  by  the 
fact  that  45  University  College  students  were  admitted  on  completion  of  second  year 
into  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  (44  per  cent  of  the  total  admitted  from  the  whole  of 
the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science).  This  was  the  first  year  that  students  were  accepted 
into  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  directly  from  Second  Year  Arts  and  Science.  The  in- 
crease in  fourth  year  is  believed  to  be  due  to  two  factors:  (i)  the  general  economic 
situation,  which  provides  a  motive  for  these  students  to  remain  at  the  University 
instead  of  seeking  employment,  and  (ii)  the  4-year  degree  requirement  for  admission 
to  the  Graduate  School  and  the  College  of  Education.  In  total,  University  College 
fell  short  of  its  original  projections  by  only  about  4  per  cent. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  514  students  gained  "A"  standing  at  the  end 
of  the  session.  This,  as  a  fraction  of  the  total  number  of  University  College  students, 
is  more  than  twice  the  overall  proportion  in  the  Faculty.  There  were  also  fewer 
students  (than  last  year)  who  failed  one-half  course  or  more:  151  compared  with  224. 
Of  these  only  39  (2  per  cent)  failed  2  courses  or  more,  and  as  a  result  only  4  were 
suspended  for  one  year,  and  another  4  were  suspended  for  3  years. 
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Residences  and  Women's  Union 

This  has  been  the  first  year  of  operation  of  the  University  College  Residences,  a 
unifying  organization  for  the  Whitney  Hall  and  Sir  Daniel  Wilson  Residences  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Howarth  as  the  Residence  Director.  It  is  perhaps  ironical  that 
the  house  chosen  for  mixed  residence  accommodation  (male  and  female  students  in 
alternate  rooms  within  the  same  house)  should  have  been  in  the  Sir  Daniel  Wilson 
Residence  since  Sir  Daniel,  during  his  term  as  President,  fought  against  the  admission 
of  women  to  the  University,  believing  that  their  interests  would  be  better  served  by  a 
separate  institution  specifically  designed  and  organized  for  their  benefit.  The  residence 
experiment  has  been  a  success  from  many  points  of  view  and  it  seems  likely  that 
for  the  coming  year,  the  so-called  "co-educational  residence"  will  expand  with  mixed 
accommodation  being  provided  also  in  Ferguson  House  in  Whitney  Hall.  Both  Resi- 
dences operated  at  full  capacity  throughout  most  of  the  year  with  fewer  vacancies 
than  usual. 

This  year  the  food  service  for  the  Howard  Ferguson  and  the  Women's  Union 
dining  rooms  was  provided  by  our  own  staff,  with  the  heartier  appetites  satisfied  in 
Howard  Ferguson  and  somewhat  lighter  fare  available  in  the  Women's  Union.  This 
too  seems  to  have  been  successful  and  many  compliments  have  been  heard  on  the 
improved  quality  of  the  meals  provided. 

We  also  opened  the  Women's  Union  in  the  evenings,  making  it  available  to  the 
part-time  students  who  were  able  to  meet  before,  between,  and  after  classes  and  obtain 
light  refreshment.  This  was  appreciated  by  the  part-time  students  and  it  is  planned 
to  continue  this  service. 

Staff-Student  Activities 

Miss  Grant  in  her  new  role  of  College  Activities  Co-Ordinator  attempted  (with  quite 
fair  success)  to  stimulate  interactions  between  staff  and  students  by  organizing  a 
number  of  small  groups.  She  spent  many  long  hours  attending  debates  of  the  "Lit" 
and  aided  that  organization  in  arranging  several  functions.  She  acted  as  Convener 
of  the  Staff-Student  Relations  Committee  which  discussed  a  number  of  problems  and 
organized  a  successful  staff-student  Athletic  Night  in  the  Benson  Building. 

College  Council 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  College  Council  passed  a  motion  to  amend  its 
structure  (which  had  provided  that  the  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  "Lit" 
and  21  other  members  of  the  Council  of  the  "Lit"  should  be  voting  members  of  the 
College  Council)  to  make  the  21  other  members  University  College  students  appointed 
by  the  "Lit"  Council.  It  was  argued  that  there  might  be  many  University  College 
students  who  would  have  an  interest  in  the  College  government  but  no  interest  in 
the  "Lit"  per  se,  but  the  "Lit",  as  the  recognized  University  College  students'  organ- 
ization, would  maintain  its  responsibility  by  appointing  these  members. 

The  Council  moved  on  to  consider  a  proposal  from  the  University  of  Toronto 
Library  that  the  regulations  for  users  of  the  Laidlaw  Library  be  made  identical  to 
those  of  the  Wallace  Room  in  the  Main  Library.  This  question  was  put  in  the  hands 
of  a  Committee  chaired  by  Professor  Mueller  to  investigate  and  report  with  a  recom- 
mendation to  the  Council  for  action.  The  Mueller  Committee's  report  has  become  a 
significant  document  in  the  history  of  the  University  of  Toronto  Library.  On  the 
immediate  matter,  it  recommended  that  the  College  change  its  policy  on  admitting 
only  University  College  and  Innis  College  students  to  the  Library  in  favour  of  the 
broader  access  practised  in  the  Wallace  Room;  the  recommendation  was  accepted. 
But  the  Committee  went  on  to  point  out  that  the  Laidlaw  Library  was  fundamentally 
too  small  to  house  a  collection  that  could  realistically  be  said  to  be  broad  and  deep 
enough  to  serve  the  undergraduates  in  the  New  Programme.  It  therefore  proposed 
that  the  Laidlaw  Library's  collection  be  transferred  to  the  Main  Library  and  merged 
with  other  collections  to  form  a  single  larger  undergraduate  Arts  and  Science  Library 
which  should  come  into  operation  when  the  Robarts  Library  opened.  The  recom-

mendations  of  the  Mueller  Committee  were  reluctantly  approved  by  the  College 
Council.  Members  were  clearly  unhappy  at  the  thought  of  a  College  being  without 
a  library  but,  as  it  seemed  to  me,  the  logic  and  persuasiveness  of  the  Mueller  Com- 
mittee's analysis  of  the  situation  won  out.  The  Mueller  Report  was  also  directed  to 
the  New  College  Library  and  the  resolutions  with  respect  to  that  Library  were 
discussed  by  the  New  College  Council  and,  I  believe,  also  passed. 

This  was,  of  course,  the  calm  before  the  storm.  A  strident  movement  was  made 
early  in  this  calendar  year  to  have  the  University's  Library  Council  declare  new  regu- 
lations for  the  unopened  Robarts  Library  which  would  gain  freedom  of  stack  access 
for  everybody.  A  Committee  of  the  Library  Council  was  struck  under  the  Chairman- 
ship of  Professor  Heyworth  of  the  Department  of  English  to  draw  up  rules  for  the 
operation  of  the  Robarts  Library.  This  Committee  recognized  well  that  the  Robarts 
Library  could  not  be  considered  in  isolation  from  the  other  components  of  the 
University  library  system  and  had  to  make  the  premise  (reinforced  by  a  recommenda- 
tion) that  there  would  exist  a  library  designed  specifically  as  the  major  library  facility 
serving  the  New  Programme  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science.  The  Heyworth 
recommendations  were  finally  adopted  by  the  Senate. 

The  Library  serving  the  Arts  and  Science  curriculum  was  envisaged  by  the 
Mueller  and  Heyworth  reports  as  being  an  amalgamation  of  the  Wallace  Room  col- 
lection, the  Laidlaw,  New  College,  History,  and  Political  Economy  Branch  Services, 
and  a  segment  of  Science  and  Medicine.  It  is  hoped  that  this  facility  will  be  an  attrac- 
tive open  stack  Library,  with  the  subsequent  growth  of  its  collection  directly  related 
to  the  demands  of  the  Arts  and  Science  programme.  It  seems  clear  that  University 
College  must  retain  some  library  facility  which,  as  a  bare  minimum,  should  be  a  collec- 
tion of  standard  reference  material  in  the  Reading  Room.  What  more  it  should  have 
is  a  question  that  will  require  an  answer  fairly  soon,  and  the  answer  will  have  to  be 
consistent  with  the  existence  of  the  Robarts  and  the  Arts  and  Science  libraries  and 
financial  viability. 

The  Art  and  Archives  Committee  had  a  busy  year.  The  accumulated  monies  of 
a  fund  in  the  Whitney  Hall  Residence  were  applied  to  buy  a  painting,  chosen  by  the 
majority  vote  of  students  and  staff  who  came  to  view  a  number  of  alternatives  collected 
by  the  Committee.  The  result  is  that  Whitney  Hall  is  the  richer  by  a  painting  entitled 
"Summer  at  Port  Sydney"  by  Marjorie  Pigott.  From  the  Bartley  Bull  Fund,  the 
Committee  bought  a  painting  by  Albert  Franck  of  University  College  as  seen  from 
Queen's  Park  and  a  painting  by  Robert  Finch  entitled  "Portuguese  Village".  The 
Committee  also  held  a  painting  and  drawing  competition  for  students  of  the  College 
(or  a  resident  in  the  College  Residences) .  Quite  a  number  of  good  and  varied  entries 
were  received  and  the  first  prize  was  won  by  Miss  Mary  Lou  Quinn,  a  first  year  student. 

The  College  is  very  grateful  to  the  Estate  of  Clara  Benson  for  the  gift  of  a 
number  of  items  pertaining  to  the  life  of  the  College  in  her  time,  and  for  the  donation 
of  a  painting  by  Bayefsky,  "The  Market",  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gershon  Gordon,  in 
honour  of  Mr.  Samuel  L.  Shendroff's  80th  birthday. 

We  are  grateful  also  to  the  Alumni  Association  for  assistance  in  making  a  photo- 
graphic catalogue  of  the  College's  Art  Collection.  The  collection  is  also  being  re- 
valued for  insurance  purposes. 

The  Public  Lecture  Series  was  extremely  successful,  West  Hall  being  well  filled 
for  each.  A  successful  innovation  this  year  was  the  serving  of  light  refreshments  prior 
to  the  Lecture.

The  University  College  Playhouse  had  a  very  successful  year,  being  used  on  an 
average  of  80  hours  a  week  from  September  12  to  April  8.  Approximately  55  per  cent 
of  the  time  was  spent  in  actual  performances,  23  per  cent  in  advanced  rehearsals,  and 
22  per  cent  in  classes  and  workshops.  There  were  22  productions  staged  of  which 
one-third  were  by  the  Players'  Guild.  We  regret  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Frank  Masi 
as  Technical  Director  who  has  been  so  effective  in  bringing  the  renovated  Playhouse 
into  full  operation.  We  welcome  his  successor,  Mr.  Stephen  Haines. 

The  Council  gratefully  received  from  the  Estate  of  the  late  Isabelle  P.  Mac- 
Lachlan  a  sum  of  money  to  endow  a  Scholarship,  to  be  known  as  the  "MacLachlan 
Sisters  Memorial  Scholarship",  for  women  students  registered  in  the  College  in  any 
year  of  any  programme.  It  also  gratefully  received  a  sum  of  money  from  the  "Lit" 
for  the  establishment  of  the  "Edna  Morrison  Loan  Fund" ;  and  accepted  revised  terms 
of  the  Edmund  Peachey  Bursary  which  would  make  any  student  living  in  the  College 
Residence  eligible.  The  Council  considered  also  the  problems  presented  to  students 
by  the  fee  increase  and  change  in  OSAP  arrangements  ordered  by  the  Provincial 
Government  to  be  effective  in  September  1972.  The  Council  agreed  to  set  up  a  special 
fund,  to  which  all  members  of  the  College  were  invited  to  contribute,  to  be  used  at 
the  Registrar's  discretion  to  aid  students  who  might  be  financially  barred  from  study- 
ing at  University  College. 

The  Council  considered  the  question  of  whether  or  not  there  was  discrimination 
against  women  in  the  hiring  policies  of  the  College  Departments  and  the  Principal 
prepared  a  memorandum  on  hiring  policy  which  was  discussed  and  approved  by 
the  Council.  The  basic  principle  in  the  memorandum  was  that  "an  academic  position 
should  be  filled  by  choosing  the  best  candidate  according  to  competence,  without 
reference  to  sex,  race  or  creed",  and  further  that  a  woman  appointed  to  the  staff 
should  assume  the  same  responsibilities,  and  enjoy  the  same  rights  and  privileges, 
as  a  man  and,  in  particular,  considerations  of  tenure,  promotion,  leave  of  absence 
and  salary  increments  should  be  without  any  discrimination  between  the  sexes.  There 
was  discussion  of  the  difficult  question  of  suitable  procedures  that  should  be  used 
to  ensure  that  the  principles  of  this  policy  were  carried  out  and,  as  a  closely  related 
question,  if  there  would  be  suitable  procedures  to  deal  properly  with  the  grievance 
of  a  staff  member  who  might  feel  unjustly  treated,  and,  if  so,  what  these  would  be. 
It  was  agreed  that  the  problem  should  be  examined  by  a  committee  for  report  back 
to  the  teaching  staff,  and  a  committee  was  appointed  with  Professor  Shepherd  as 
Chairman. 

The  Property  Committee  dealt  mainly  with  renovations  but  it  did  approve  the 
conversion  of  five  small  lecture  rooms  in  the  east  wing  to  seminar  format.  The  fixed 
seats  were  unscrewed  and  replaced  by  tables  and  chairs.  The  Committee  formed 
a  sub-committee  of  itself  plus  two  members  from  each  of  the  Alumni  and  Alumnae 
Associations  to  consider  the  details  of  the  renovation;  it  met  on  several  occasions 
and  dealt  with  many  details  for  the  first  phase  of  the  work.  It  will  continue  to  work 
with  the  architects  for  the  successive  phases. 

The  contract  for  the  first  phase  of  renovation  of  the  interior  of  University  College 
was  awarded  during  the  past  year.   The   programme  was   initiated   by   holding  a 
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Conversazione  on  April  24,  and  the  work  began  by  relocating  the  occupants  of  the 
"A"  staircase  and  the  west  end  of  the  south  wing  (Classics  Department)  in  the  offices 
off  the  Reading  Room  of  the  Laidlaw  Library  and  in  offices  created  in  the  basement 
of  Sir  Daniel  Wilson  Residence.  The  contractor  moved  in,  put  up  his  hoardings,  and 
began  to  excavate  to  the  north  of  the  Croft  Chapter  House  for  the  new  vault  for 
the  building's  mechanical  services.  They  promptly  created  the  College's  first  swimming 
pool  by  cutting  an  uncharted  water-main.  Aside  from  minor  problems  of  this  kind 
(which  are  to  be  expected  in  dealing  with  a  building  having  the  age  of  this  one), 
the  work  is  proceeding  well  and  there  is  reasonable  hope  that  Phase  I  may  be  finished 
early  in  1973.  The  total  renovation  project  is  divided  into  five  phases  and  is  expected 
to  cost  a  total  of  $6,000,000.  At  present  it  seems  that  $5,000,000  can  be  expected  from 
the  Province  of  Ontario  from  the  capital  formula  under  the  clause  allowing  for  the 
refurbishing  of  old  buildings.  The  Alumni  organizations  have  begun  work  to  plan  a 
campaign  in  conjunction  with  the  Varsity  Fund  to  raise  the  additional  $1,000,000 
which  is  essentially  the  amount  required  to  retain  in  the  refurbished  building  the 
particular  characteristic  elements  that  make  University  College  the  distinctive  build- 
ing that  it  is. 

The  Council  also  considered  the  Draft  Report  of  the  Commission  on  Post 
Secondary  Education  in  Ontario.  It  felt  that  the  College  Council  should  make  a 
response  to  this  Commission  focusing  upon  two  particular  items,  namely,  the  relation 
between  the  Government  and  the  Universities  of  Ontario,  and  the  nature  of  the 
University  and  the  educational  opportunities  it  provides.  This  did  not  mean  that 
the  Council  was  uninterested  in  other  recommendations,  but  meant  rather  that  it 
felt  it  had  a  particular  responsibility  to  comment  as  a  body  on  these  two  areas.  A  brief 
was  prepared  and  presented  to  the  Wright  Commission.  Whether  or  not  the  brief  had 
any  success,  remains  to  be  seen  when  the  final  report  appears. 

The  Role  of  University  College  in  the  University  of  Toronto 

At  the  end  of  March  1971  a  Committee,  under  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Registrar, 
was  appointed  to  examine  the  Academic  Role  of  the  College.  This  was  not  a  new 
subject  for  consideration  by  any  means,  but  with  the  new  University  of  Toronto  Act 
expected  to  come  into  effect  on  July  1,  1972,  and  the  expectation  that  the  College 
would  be  released  from  severe  teaching  restrictions  of  the  present  Act,  the  Committee 
had  possibilities  before  it  that  no  previous  committee  considering  this  problem  had 
ever  had.  It  worked  hard  and  long  throughout  the  year,  and  presented  a  Draft  Report 
to  the  College  Council  at  its  meeting  in  May  in  order  to  obtain  reactions,  in  the  light 
of  which  the  Committee  would  rework  its  report  for  final  presentation  to  the  Council 
in  the  autumn. 

The  Draft  Report  made  a  number  of  recommendations  one  of  which  proposed 
the  development  of  "University  College  Courses",  aimed  primarily  toward  first  year 
students  and  distinct  from  those  offered  through  the  College's  Departments.  They 
should  be  under  the  control  of  a  committee  of  the  Council  and  directed  by  an 
appointed  Programme  Director.  The  Committee  suggested  that  the  general  co- 
ordinating theme  might  be  "The  Humanities  and  their  relation  to  other  disciplines" ; 
but  whatever  the  theme,  the  courses  should  be  designed  to  strengthen  the  academic 
identity  of  the  College  and  have  an  appeal  to  the  majority  of  our  students.  The  old 
University  of  Toronto  Act  would  prohibit  such  courses  being  taught  in  University 
College  unless  the  Senate  could  have  been  hoodwinked  into  believing  that  they  were 
one  or  more  of  "Greek,  Latin,  Ancient  History,  English,  French,  German,  Oriental 
Languages  and  Ethics"  or,  alternatively,  the  Senate  could  have  been  persuaded  to 
pass  a  statute  authorizing  them  as  "subjects"  in  which  instruction  could  be  given  in 
University  College.  It  should  be  noted,  in  passing,  that  the  restrictions  of  the  Act 
apply  only  to  University  College;  every  other  College  can,  (and  most  of  them  do) 
offer  courses  in  fields  or  subjects  outside  the  above  list.  Under  the  University  of 
Toronto  Act  (1971),  University  College's  teaching  opportunities  are  not  so  restricted, 
and  it  should  be  possible  to  have  University  College  Courses  presented  for  approval 
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by  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  and  by  the  Governing  Council  by  whatever  process 
these  bodies  shall  direct. 

The  initial  reaction  of  the  College  Council  to  the  Draft  Report  was  favourable 
and  quite  warm  praise  and  approval  was  expressed  by  several  speakers.  However, 
despite  the  Committee's  protestations  that  their  recommendations  were  only  intended 
to  be  the  first  step  towards  the  goal  of  achieving  a  new  academic  identity  for  University 
College,  there  was  some  criticism  that  its  report  did  not  go  far  enough.  Indeed,  the 
criticism  was  directed  more  at  the  inappropriateness  of  the  Departments  in  the  College 
Subjects  providing  the  sole  academic  staff  of  the  College  in  this  day  and  age.  It  was 
pointed  out  that  if  teaching  a  majority  of  University  College  students  the  subjects 
they  wanted  to  take  was  the  criterion  for  determining  College  Departments,  then 
the  present  ones  were  totally  inappropriate ;  if  forming  a  genuine  interacting  and  com- 
plete Humanities  College  was  the  criterion,  then  the  exclusion  of  History,  branches 
of  Philosophy  other  than  Ethics,  Italian,  Spanish,  Fine  Art  and  other  Humanities 
disciplines  was  incomprehensible.  All  in  all,  the  debate  re-echoed  and  restated  with 
emphasis  an  earlier  comment  of  1906:  "The  Division  of  subjects  [between  University 
College  and  the  University]  made  in  1887  was  the  basis  of  the  agreement  with  the 
federated  bodies.  This  division  is  artificial,  and  not  easily  defended  ..."  This  comment 
was  made  by  the  Royal  Commission  on  the  University  of  Toronto,  expressing  the 
view  that  subsequently  was  embodied  in  the  University  of  Toronto  Act  in  force  until 
July  1,  1972. 

There  is  some  evidence  that  the  Federated  Universities  are  now  less  enchanted 
with  the  present  division  of  subjects  of  instruction  than  they  were  in  1887,  or  even 
1906.  For  them,  as  for  University  College,  the  college  subjects  do  not  reach  the  great 
majority  of  their  students.  The  Heads  of  the  Colleges  have  been  meeting  on  a  regular 
basis  all  year  with  a  view  to  determining  what  should  be  the  role  of  the  colleges  in 
today's  University,  and  to  achieve  mutual  co-operation  in  performing  that  role. 
They  are  unanimous  in  the  view  that  (a)  the  colleges  are,  or  could  be,  valuable  assets 
in  the  students'  academic  lives  by  providing  a  focus,  an  object  of  allegiance,  or  a  means 
whereby  the  student  may  find  a  personal  contact  and  response  in  such  a  large  Uni- 
versity as  this  one,  and  (b)  the  colleges  should  play  an  academic  role  and  not  exist 
simply  to  provide  residences  and  social  amenities.  There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  inter- 
college  co-operation  at  the  departmental  level,  of  the  kind  that  reduces  needless  dupli- 
cation of  courses  where  the  total  enrolment  does  not  justify  duplication,  and  a  course 
in  College  A  might  be  opened  to  students  in  all  colleges,  in  order  to  increase  the  breadth 
and  richness  of  the  total  departmental  offerings.  The  colleges  have  also  secured  the 
co-operation  of  several  University  Departments  in  producing  a  sectioning  of  many 
large  first  year  courses  on  a  college  basis  in  September  1972.  Thus,  for  example,  a 
University  College  student  taking  a  first  year  Science  programme  will  go  from  lecture 
to  lecture  in  company  with  other  University  College  students,  and  may  thereby  build 
up  a  sense  of  identity  with  a  group  of  University  College  students  and  thus  with 
University  College  itself. 

It  would  be  unfair  to  say  that  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  is  uninterested 
in  the  identification  of  students  with  colleges  on  an  academic  basis.  The  fact  is,  how- 
ever, that  the  Faculty  cannot  be  interested;  the  Faculty  today  is  concerned  that  all 
its  courses  should  be  available  to  all  students  who  satisfy  any  stated  prerequisite, 
co-requisite  or  other  requirements  as  set  by  Departments.  Thus,  the  proposal  of 
courses  for  the  students  of  College  A  will  therefore  have  to  be  interpreted  as  meaning 
courses  for  which  students  of  College  A  are  given  preference  in  enrolment.  Nonethe- 
less, such  courses  can  help  to  produce  an  academic  identity  which  can  be  advertised 
to  applicants  for  admission,  and  help  them  to  make  a  selection  of  college  on  academic 
grounds. 

Personally,  I  am  doubtful  that  such  advertisement  will  be  effective  if  the  number 
of  applicants  stating  University  of  Toronto  and  University  College  as  first  choice  con- 
tinues to  increase  at  the  embarrassing  rate  that  it  has  in  recent  years;  the  process 
of  selection  from  this  overwhelming  flood  is  difficult  enough  now,  without  having  to 
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add  to  the  difficulties  by  trying  to  judge  which  applicants  are  likely  to  take  the  College 
courses.  This  does  not  mean  that  the  introduction  of  new  courses  is  not  worthwhile; 
it  merely  means  that  they  will  have  to  compete  with  the  other  alluring  offerings  of 
the  Faculty  in  order  to  attract  students  after  they  have  registered,  while  setting 
exacting  standards  for  academic  integrity,  and  to  stand  on  their  merits  and  the  repu- 
tation they  gain. 

In  this  matter  of  academic  identity,  all  the  colleges  on  the  St.  George  campus 
have  much  the  same  problems.  In  other  areas,  however,  the  problems  are  quite  dif- 
ferent, and  the  problems  of  implementing  such  changes  in  the  subjects  of  instruction 
in  the  colleges  vis-a-vis  the  University  run  quickly  against  the  foundations  of  federa- 
tion. If  the  Federated  Universities  do  teaching  in  additional  areas,  without  giving 
up  some  of  the  teaching  they  do  now,  then  it  follows  that  the  University  (including 
University  College)  must  do  less,  since  the  total  enrolment  is  fixed,  and  the  number 
of  courses  taken  per  student  is  not  expected  to  alter.  It  follows,  therefore,  that  the 
courses  proposed  by  the  colleges  are  additional  ones,  competing  for  enrolment  with 
the  University  courses.  If,  as  is  often  mentioned,  the  colleges  expect  additional  revenue 
for  the  enrolment  in  these  courses,  they  can  only  be  provided  by  reducing  the  budgets 
of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  and  of  University  College. 

It  is  this  matter  of  competition  of  the  colleges  with  the  Faculty  (and  its  depart- 
ments) that  strikes  against  the  agreements  under  which  the  present  system  of  Federa- 
tion was  reached.  In  1887  the  terms  of  federation  involved  an  agreement  concerning 
which  subjects  were  to  be  the  responsibility  of  the  University  and  which  were  to  be 
assigned  to  University  College.  The  Federated  Universities  are  financially  autonomous 
and  have  always  retained  the  right  to  appoint  whatever  staff  they  wished,  in  what- 
ever subject  they  wanted,  but  University  College  has  always  been  restricted  to  make 
full  appointments  only  in  the  College  Subjects.  Furthermore,  the  Federated  Universi- 
ties reserved  the  right  (continued  in  the  University  of  Toronto  Act  of  1971)  to  with- 
draw from  Federation  at  any  time  following  a  year's  notice  in  writing.  The  Royal 
Commissioners  of  1906  remarked  of  this  situation:  "We  cannot  refrain  from  remarking 
that  a  federation  which,  within  the  four  corners  of  the  Act,  contemplated  its  own 
termination  at  the  will  of  the  federated  colleges,  and  which  gave  them  power  to 
resume  after  short  notice  all  the  rights  of  their  original  status,  tended  neither  to 
harmony  nor  strength".  It  is  interesting  that  at  the  time  of  University  Federation, 
Canadians  had  20  years  experience  of  the  principles  of  a  federal  system  of  their  own 
government,  yet,  in  the  matter  of  federation  of  Universities,  different  principles  (if 
indeed  they  were  principles)  were  applied. 

The  Royal  Commissioners  in  recommending  the  Act  of  1906  could  not  alter  the 
charters  of  the  Federating  Universities,  nor  alter  the  terms  of  Federation  even  though 
they  deplored  them.  All  they  could  do  was  to  protect  the  University's  (and  the  State's) 
interests  in  instruction  in  the  College  Subjects  by  making  specific  the  responsibilities 
of  University  College.  I  cannot  describe  University  College's  position  more  clearly 
than  the  Commissioners  did  and  I  quote  from  their  report: 

The  maintenance  of  the  system  of  education  provided  by  the  State  in  University  College  and  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  in  the  University  is,  in  our  opinion,  of  the  utmost  importance.  The  division 
of  the  Arts  curriculum  into  these  two  parts  should  not  lessen  the  claim  of  University  College 
for  strong  and  sufficient  financial  support.  From  this  standpoint  it  ought  to  be  regarded  as 
one  effort,  neither  part  being  developed  at  the  expense  of  the  other,  but  both  entitled  to 
adequate  aid  from  the  endowment  provided  by  the  State.  For  this  reason  we  consider  that 
a  common  purse  for  the  whole  State  system  of  education  in  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences  is 
essential,  and  that  the  governing  body  of  the  University  should  also  be  the  governing  body 
of  University  College.  In  maintaining  the  College  system  the  prosperity  of  University  College 
must  be  regarded  as  a  cardinal  principle.  Anything  that  would  weaken  University  College 
would  weaken  the  federal  system  since  this  system  is  based  upon  the  Arts  teaching  provided 
by  the  State,  and  the  efficiency  of  this  teaching  is  the  efficiency  of  the  University.  The  division 
of  subjects  made  in  1887  was  the  basis  of  the  agreement  with  the  federated  bodies.  This 
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division  is  artificial,  and  not  easily  defended,  but  it  ought  to  be  respected,  because  the  federated 
bodies  consider  it  to  be  of  vital  importance  to  them.  Out  of  regard,  therefore,  for  the  stability 
of  the  federal  system  we  recommend  its  continuance  in  good  faith,  no  transfer  of  subjects  taking 
place  without  the  full  concurrence  of  the  federated  colleges.  As  a  matter  deemed  of  moment 
by  them,  we  also  recommend  that  University  College  be  separately  officered  with  a  Principal, 
a  Faculty,  and  a  Registrar  of  its  own.  The  Principal  should  be  appointed  by  the  governing 
body  on  the  recommendation  of  the  President  of  the  University.  The  time  has  now  come,  we 
think,  when  the  policy  of  maintaining  a  complete  system  of  higher  education  by  the  State  with 
one  purse  and  one  governing  board,  should  be  regarded  as  definitely  settled.  The  compact  with 
the  federated  bodies  should  be  loyally  kept  by  the  State,  and  the  affairs  of  the  University  ad- 
ministered with  due  regard  to  the  welfare  of  all  parts  of  the  system.  But  this  should  include 
a  common  control  of  the  State  college  and  Arts  Faculty,  and  a  clear  recognition  that  the 
endowment  is  intended  for  both. 

This  picture,  setting  forth  the  particular  place  of  University  College  in  the  Federated 
system,  was  described  in  more  legal  language  in  the  University  of  Toronto  Act  of 
1906  and  will  remain  in  effect  in  the  Act  of  1971,  although  details,  such  as  the  subjects 
of  instruction,  are  at  the  discretion  of  the  new  Governing  Council. 

The  Commissioners  go  on  to  discuss  Professional  Faculties,  Medical  Training 
for  Women,  Research  in  the  University  and  the  Needs  of  the  Library  (problems  are, 
indeed,  rarely  new),  and  with  all  this,  and  the  particular  place  of  University  College 
as  a  backdrop,  they  set  forth  a  discussion  of  the  college  system.  Although  there  are  a 
few  minor  changes  and  a  few  additions  made  since  1906  which  the  reader  will  easily 
recognize,  this  discussion  is  as  valid  today  as  a  defence  of  the  college  system  as  it  was 
then: 

The  University  of  Toronto  is  made  up  of  many  diverse  elements.  ...  Through  federation  we 
have  developed  a  form  of  organization  that  is  unique.  The  State  provides  a  complete  system 
of  education  in  Arts  in  the  University  of  Toronto  and  University  College.  The  subjects  taught 
in  University  College  are  taught  also  in  the  denominational  Colleges  of  Victoria  and  Trinity. 
All  the  students  who  take  lectures  in  the  University  subjects  must  be  enrolled  in  one  of  these 
three  Colleges.  We  believe  that  the  University  has  thus,  by  apparent  chance,  hit  upon  a  system 
which,  if  properly  and  loyally  worked,  provides  a  combination  of  strong  personal  influence  on 
students  with  the  broad  outlook  and  widened  sympathies  that  come  from  membership  in  a 
great  University.  The  Colleges  will  maintain  the  importance  of  liberal  culture  in  the  face  of 
commercial  and  industrial  development,  and  the  growth  of  scientific  activity.  The  Colleges 
will  be  able  to  bring  the  strongest  influences  to  bear  upon  their  own  comparatively  limited 
number  of  students,  and  to  foster  a  common  life  among  them  free  at  once  from  the  narrowness 
of  the  small  university,  and  the  lack  of  social  union  of  a  huge  undivided  university.  In  the 
colleges  of  the  United  States  efforts  are  now  being  made  to  break  up  the  great  aggregation  of 
undergraduates  in  Arts  into  smaller  groups  which  may  be  more  easily  handled  for  disciplinary 
purposes,  and  for  more  efficient  direction  of  work.  The  divisions  proposed  seem  more  or  less 
artificial;  at  best  they  are  lateral,  such  as  class  organizations.  In  our  approximation  to  a  college 
system  we  have  at  hand  a  more  excellent  method  of  subdivision  by  which  men  of  all  years  and 
all  courses  are  bound  together  by  a  tie  of  membership  in  a  common  college,  and  the  teachers 
of  the  various  colleges  are  enabled  to  come  into  closer  personal  touch  with  the  men  under 
their  charge.  The  combination  of  a  State  college  and  denominational  colleges  provides  variety 
of  ideal  and  spirit,  and  avoids  the  dead  level  of  uniformity  that  might  ensue  in  one  large 
undivided  body,  and  furnishes  to  each  member  the  needful  stimulus  of  healthy  rivalry.  Out 
of  a  situation  that  to  many  seemed  fraught  only  with  danger,  we  may  hope  to  see  emerge 
a  type  of  institution  that  shall  combine  college  spirit  and  university  spirit,  in  which  each  shall 
work  for  all  and  all  for  each.  Confidence,  not  suspicion,  must  be  the  basis  of  such  a  composite 
institution.  The  State  supplies  to  its  youth  a  complete  system  of  higher  education;  the  denomi- 
national colleges  avail  themselves  of  the  State's  provision  for  scientific  training,  and  add  to  it 
their  own  contribution  of  the  humanities,  with  such  a  religious  or  denominational  atmosphere 
as  seems  most  desirable  to  themselves. 
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It  must  be  remembered  that  this  describes  the  situation  under  which  the  Federated 
Universities  taught  their  own  students,  and  only  their  own  students,  certain  specific 
subjects.  This  situation  cannot  be  effective  today,  given  the  present  College  Subjects 
and  the  element  of  flexibility  that  is  wanted  on  many  sides,  and  the  wish  of  the 
colleges  to  create  a  new  academic  identity.  Moreover,  the  situation  described  was 
based  on  an  elementary  form  of  financial  arithmetic  which  fails  to  cope  satisfactorily 
with  present-day  complications  of  formula-financing.  Almost  all  the  proposals  that 
have  been  made  so  far  to  gain  for  the  Colleges  an  increased  academic  identity  and 
better  financial  support  are  fundamentally  rather  desultory  tinkering  with  a  piece 
of  machinery  that  badly  needs  an  overhaul  and  complete  refit,  which  becomes  more 
difficult  to  carry  out  with  each  passing  year.  The  problem  will  not  be  solved,  in  my 
view,  until  new  terms  of  federation  appropriate  to  the  1970's  can  be  agreed  upon 
and  executed.  The  new  terms  should  be  terms  of  a  genuine  federation,  the  Federated 
Universities  giving  up  their  right  to  withdraw.  Furthermore,  areas  of  jurisdiction 
must  be  clearly  defined,  and  the  degree  of  autonomy  in  the  defined  areas  clearly 
indicated,  with  financial  control  over  the  public  funds  clearly  vested  in  the  University's 
Governing  Council  where  members  of  the  Federated  Universities  are  eligible  to  sit, 
and  where,  from  July  1,  1972,  some  will  sit. 

I  have  no  magic  formula  for  the  details  of  these  new  terms  of  Federation,  but 
it  seems  likely  that  they  will  have  to  be  very  different  from  the  old  ones,  and  they  will 
certainly  require  governmental  approval.  They  will  not  be  achieved  without  serious 
misgivings  on  the  part  of  many  -  no  change  from  an  old  well-used  system  to  a  new 
untried  one  can  ever  be  accomplished  without  suspicion  and  gloomy  forebodings. 
Sacrifices  will  have  to  be  made  by  the  Colleges  and  by  the  University,  but  it  must  be 
clear  that  the  change  increases  the  chances  of  University  College  being  an  effective 
academic  community.  We  will  need  help  and  advice  from  all  sides  to  achieve  this.

THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  NEW  COLLEGE 

This  session  New  College  completed  its  first  decade  of  operation.  Now  its  lifetime  can 
be  expressed  in  two  figures  instead  of  one  -  a  modest  step  toward  the  three-figure 
lifetimes  of  its  four  senior  sister  colleges  on  the  campus.  In  some  ways  the  College 
can  be  regarded  as  an  adult  member  of  the  university  community,  but  in  others  there 
is  still  evidence  of  a  generation  gap. 

Enrolment  of  Arts  and  Science  students  in  the  College  increased  from  1.070  in 
1970-71  to  1,167  this  year.  While  this  10  per  cent  increase  is  substantial,  it  did  not 
meet  the  projected  number  of  1,340  established  as  our  share  of  the  quota  necessary 
for  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  to  satisfy  provincial  projections.  (The  original 
projected  figure  for  New  College  was  1,125;  the  increase  to  1,340  was  based  on  a 
request  from  the  provincial  government  in  the  spring  of  1971  to  provide  more  places 
for  freshmen.)  As  in  the  other  colleges,  the  shortfall  was  primarily  due  to  non-returning 
students  in  the  upper  years;  the  enrolment  figures  at  December  1  were  as  follows 
(with  the  target  figures  in  parentheses)  ;  first  year  453  (475) ,  second  year  301  (370) , 
third  year  276  (325) ,  fourth  year  137  (170). 

Admission  of  first  year  students  in  Arts  and  Science  to  this  campus  by  college 
rather  than  by  the  Faculty  is  a  matter  of  continuing  concern  to  me:  a  student  because 
of  his  choice  of  college  may  not  be  offered  a  place  on  the  St.  George  campus,  while 
another  of  lower  standing  may  be  offered  a  place.  Since  for  many  students  college 
choice  is  based  on  little  except  chance,  it  would  seem  to  me  more  reasonable  if  admissi- 
bility were  determined  by  the  Faculty,  and  some  mechanism  devised  to  guarantee

a  college  place  for  all  students  admitted.  While  such  a  system  might  infringe  to  some 
extent  on  the  autonomy  of  the  colleges,  this  is  surely  less  important  than  that  the 
students  of  the  University  receive  and  are  seen  to  receive  equitable  treatment. 

Another  matter  of  concern  to  me  relates  to  the  registration  period  in  the  colleges 
in  September.  At  present  all  students  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  are  required 
to  register,  including  registration  for  individual  courses,  with  the  college  registrar 
prior  to  the  beginning  of  classes.  Unlimited  changes  in  programme  are  permitted  for 
the  first  few  weeks  of  classes,  and  during  this  time  the  Registrar's  office  is  deluged 
with  applications  for  course  changes.  Considering  the  flexibility  of  the  New  Pro- 
gramme, and  the  active  use  of  the  "shopping  period",  it  is  not  clear  to  me  why  it  is 
necessary  or  even  desirable  to  have  students  specify  course  choices  when  registering 
in  the  fall.  Advance  planning  for  number  of  sections  and  room  allocation  must  presum- 
ably be  done  on  the  basis  of  preregistration  in  the  spring.  Would  it  not  be  more  satis- 
factory to  have  students,  after  an  initial  general  registration  before  beginning  classes, 
confirm  their  programmes  with  the  Registrar  over  an  extended  period  such  as  the 
first  month  of  the  term? 

As  has  been  the  case  for  several  years,  the  performance  of  our  students  in  Arts 
and  Science  corresponded  very  closely  with  that  of  the  Faculty  as  a  whole.  Using  the 
percentage  of  students  achieving  Grade  A  standing  as  an  indicator,  the  College  had 
a  higher  proportion  than  the  Faculty  in  first  year  (11.1  per  cent  vs.  8.6  per  cent)  and 
third  year  (17.4  per  cent  vs.  14.7  per  cent)  but  a  lower  proportion  in  second  year  (9.6 
per  cent  vs.  11.2  per  cent)  and  fourth  year  (21  per  cent  vs.  24  per  cent) . 

Enrolment  of  students  in  professional  faculties  as  College  members  increased 
from  650  in  1970-71  to  729  this  year.  The  majority  (61  per  cent)  are  in  residence. 
Of  the  282  non-resident  members  (93  women  and  189  men)  almost  all  (84  per  cent) 
are  in  their  first  year.  Non-resident  members  discover  during  their  freshman  year  that 
most  of  the  facilities  of  the  College  are  available  to  them  whether  or  not  they  are  for- 
mally members.  In  terms  of  promoting  the  crossing,  in  a  social  sense,  of  inter-faculty 
barriers,  the  concept  of  the  multifaculty  college  can  be  thought  of  as  successful,  but 
until  such  time  as  the  College  can  contribute  meaningfully  to  the  academic  programme 
of  at  least  some  of  its  professional  faculty  members,  the  experiment  can  only  be  re- 
garded as  of  limited  success. 

As  discussed  at  some  length  in  last  year's  report,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  most 
important  issue  of  the  year  remained  the  "college  problem".  While  others  might  stress 
different  aspects  of  this  the  one  on  which  I  focus  is  the  inability  of  the  colleges  under 
the  present  structure  to  act  as  primary  centres  of  academic  identification  for  the 
majority  of  Arts  and  Science  students.  Under  the  New  Programme,  identification 
based  on  a  course  structure  has  essentially  disappeared,  and  identification  through 
the  college  structure  therefore  should  be  of  paramount  importance.  For  most  com- 
muting students,  this  is  not  taking  place  and  the  University  remains  the  multiversity. 

The  ad  hoc  inter-college  committee  of  college  heads  and  other  representatives 
continued  to  meet  this  year,  as  it  did  last,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Principal  Robson. 
We  had  agreed  last  year  that  one  desirable  step  was  to  encourage  the  sectioning  of 
lecture  and  tutorial  classes  in  university  subjects  on  a  college  basis,  wherever  this 
would  not  interfere  with  the  academic  goals  of  the  Department  concerned,  and  did 
not  involve  additional  expenditures.  Because  the  timetable  had  been  established, 
little  progress  in  this  direction  was  possible  for  this  year.  In  the  fall  term  a  small 
group  of  us  from  the  inter-college  committee  met  with  the  chairmen  of  thirteen  uni- 
versity departments  individually,  with  Dean  Sharp  representing  the  Faculty.  The 
chairmen  were  extremely  co-operative,  and  there  will  be  college  sections  for  either 
lecture  or  tutorial  groups  in  at  least  eleven  university  departments  next  year.  In  some 
cases  it  will  be  necessary  to  combine  college  groups  to  provide  a  section  of  sufficient 
size,  and  there  is  no  intention  of  restricting  a  particular  college  section  to  students 
of  that  college,  but  we  hope  the  sections  will  help  to  provide  some  basis  for  student 
identification. 

One  point  of  contention  concerns  priorities  in  the  assignment  of  students  to  col- 
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lege  sections,  where  they  exist.  Should  a  student's  choice  of  time  slot  take  precedence, 
or  (assuming  his  timetable  makes  it  possible)  his  college  affiliation  take  precedence? 
The  New  College  Council  discussed  this  question,  and  passed  a  proposal  that  college 
affiliation  be  given  priority  over  choice  of  time  slot,  on  the  understanding  that  students 
could  subsequently  change  sections  if  they  wished.  However,  it  was  subsequently 
decided  by  the  Faculty  to  continue  to  give  priority  to  the  student's  choice  of  time  slot, 
at  least  for  the  coming  year. 

While  sectioning  on  a  college  basis  is  a  positive  step,  it  is  a  modest  one.  In  the 
belief  that  action  concerning  the  college  structure  is  essential  for  the  health  of  the 
university,  the  inter-college  committee  in  mid- June  forwarded  to  the  Acting  President 
three  recommendations,  requesting  that  they  receive  urgent  consideration  by  the 
Governing  Council  after  its  formation  on  July  1.  These  were:  I.  A  clear  policy  should 
be  developed  and  enunciated  concerning  the  Colleges.  Such  a  policy  should  enable 
the  Colleges  to  make  a  more  positive  contribution  to  the  life  of  the  University,  permit 
intelligent  long-range  planning,  and  allow  for  meaningful  diversity.  II.  There  should 
be  in  the  University  a  Vice-President  with  responsibility  for  College  matters.  III.  There 
should  be  a  Standing  Committee  of  the  Governing  Council  with  responsibility  for 
College  matters.  Recommendations  II  and  III  arise  because  there  has  been  no  senior 
central  agency  or  individual  with  primary  responsibility  for  the  Colleges,  and  con- 
sequently while  many  people  worried  about  the  college  problem  it  was  not  clear  who 
was  in  a  position  to  do  anything  about  it. 

The  inter-college  committee  has  also  formulated  a  limited  set  of  proposals  on 
the  future  of  the  Colleges,  for  transmission  to  whatever  body  is  assigned  the  task  of 
studying  the  problem. 

I  am  very  grateful  that  Professors  Mathews  and  Hayne  continued  this  year  to  join 
me  in  participating  in  the  work  of  the  inter-college  committee. 

The  College  Staff-Student  Committee  continued  to  meet  approximately  bi-weekly 
this  year.  Some  members  of  the  Student  Council  had  expressed  reservations  concern- 
ing student  involvement  in  it,  pointing  out  that  it  was  essentially  a  "powerless"  body. 
Since  I  am  never  clear  where  power  lies  I  am  not  sure  whether  or  not  this  is  true, 
but  I  am  happy  that  the  Student  Council  continued  to  support  the  Committee  because 
I  believe  that  at  the  very  least  it  serves  a  useful  educational  purpose  for  its  members. 
The  Committee  consisted  of  Mr.  John  Zych,  President  of  the  Student  Council,  and 
myself  as  ex  officio  members,  Professors  Hayne  and  Oliver,  Miss  Judy  Silver  and 
Mr.  Tom  Joyce. 

Much  of  the  time  of  both  the  College  Council  and  the  Staff-Student  Committee 
this  year  was  devoted  to  discussions  on  the  future  of  the  New  College  Library.  In  the 
fall,  a  joint  committee  of  faculty  and  students  from  University  College  and  New 
College  was  established  at  the  request  of  the  University  Library,  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  Professor  Mueller,  to  consider  proposals  for  expanded  use  of  the  Laidlaw 
Library  in  University  College  and  the  New  College  Library.  Our  appointees  were 
Miss  Karen  Somerville,  a  third  year  student,  and  Professor  A.B.  Cameron.  The  com- 
mittee's deliberations  led  to  a  recommendation  that  both  libraries  be  open  to  all 
members  of  the  University  community,  and  this  was  approved  by  the  Councils  of  both 
Colleges  in  November.  In  addition,  the  committee  brought  forward  a  recommendation 
concerning  central  library  facilities.  This  recommendation  also  was  approved  by  both 
Councils.  As  passed  by  the  New  College  Council,  it  was: 

The  Council  of  New  College  does  not  believe  that  adequate  library  service  can  be  provided 
to  students  of  the  College  by  a  combination  of  the  New  College  Library  and  the  Research 
Library.  It  therefore  urges  the  University  to  give  the  highest  priority  to  the  establishment  of 
an  undergraduate  collection  that  would  meet  the  Library  needs  of  undergraduates  in  all  years 
and  subjects  and  would  be  housed  in  a  mixed  open  stack  and  study  space  environment. 

Certain  Council  members,  including  myself,  while  endorsing  the  proposal,  were 
concerned  about  its  implications  for  the  future  of  the  College  library.  Council  was 
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assured  by  Professor  Mueller,  as  chairman  of  the  committee,  that  the  recommendation 
did  not  necessarily  imply  the  demise  of  the  College  library,  that  this  remained  an  open 
question.  This  led  Council  to  recommend  the  establishment  of  a  committee  to  consider 
the  future  of  the  College  library. 

It  seemed  appropriate  to  ask  the  Staff-Student  Committee,  supplemented  by 
certain  others  interested,  to  consider  this  question.  In  acting  as  the  special  library 
committee,  the  Committee  was  extended  to  include  Miss  Karen  Somerville  (who 
had  served  on  the  Mueller  committee),  Dean  Kurtz,  Mr.  Craig  Burch,  and  as  a 
consultant  and  assessor,  the  College  librarian,  Miss  Eve  Sherritt.  In  order  to  assist  it 
in  formulating  its  recommendations,  the  Committee  circulated  to  College  members 
a  questionnaire  concerning  usage  of  and  interest  in  the  College  library.  While  recogniz- 
ing that  this  was  a  crude  and  perhaps  even  biased  instrument  for  estimating  student 
attitudes  to  the  library,  the  Committee  was  surprised  and  encouraged  by  the  response 
to  it,  and  recommended  to  Council  that  the  College  library  be  continued  as  a  circulat- 
ing collection.  The  Council  recognized  (as  did  the  Committee)  that  a  number  of 
small  branch  libraries  are  not  as  efficient  as  a  single  central  collection  from  a  library 
point  of  view,  and  also  recognized  that  the  College  library  is  not  effectively  serving 
the  needs  of  many  of  our  students  in  the  New  Programme  in  Arts  and  Science. 
(Although  in  general  it  was  felt  that  these  needs  could  be  served  much  better  than 
they  are  now,  if  better  liaison  between  academic  staff  and  the  library  existed,  it  was 
agreed  that  the  diversity  and  flexibility  of  the  New  Programme  is  such  that  a  small 
collection  can  never  be  expected  to  serve  all,  or  perhaps  even  a  majority,  of  Arts  and 
Science  members  of  the  College.)  In  spite  of  these  objejctions,  the  Council  by  a  narrow 
margin  endorsed  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee.  There  were  a  number  of 
reasons  for  this,  the  primary  one  being  that  the  library  is  felt  to  be  an  integral  and 
essential  part  of  the  College  as  an  academic  unit  on  the  campus.  For  many  students, 
it  serves  as  the  only  point  of  academic  contact  with  the  College  -  this  is  of  course 
much  more  the  case  for  us  than  for  the  older  Colleges,  where  there  is  a  broader  range 
of  academic  offerings.  The  Council  felt  that  any  extra  cost  involved  in  maintaining 
the  College  Library  must  be  considered  part  of  the  cost  of  continuing  the  college 
system  in  the  University. 

Subsequent  developments  continue  to  cause  serious  concern  about  the  future  of 
our  library.  After  the  University  agreed  to  establish,  in  addition  to  the  Research 
Library,  a  substantial  duplicate  open  stack  collection  in  the  Sigmund  Samuel  Library, 
a  Presidential  Advisory  Committee,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Professor  Mueller, 
was  set  up  late  in  the  spring  to  examine  and  make  recommendations  on  which  col- 
lections should  be  amalgamated  to  form  the  Sigmund  Samuel  Collection. 

This  Committee,  amongst  other  proposals,  has  recommended  that  the  circulating 
collections  in  the  Laidlaw  Library  and  the  New  College  Library  be  amalgamated  with 
certain  other  collections  (including  the  Wallace  Room  collection)  to  form  the  col- 
lection for  the  Sigmund  Samuel  Library,  and  that  the  staff  positions  freed  by  this 
amalgamation  be  used  to  organize  the  Sigmund  Samuel  Library  on  an  area  basis. 
The  Committee  also  recommended  that  New  and  University  Colleges  retain  non- 
circulating  general  reference  collections  and  that  the  Libary  remain  responsible  for 
keeping  these  collections  up  to  date. 

There  are  certain  questions  that  the  Committee  Report  leaves  unanswered.  It 
is  not  clear  what  the  size  of  the  non-circulating  reference  collection  should  be  (the 
Report  states  that  it  is  "admittedly  not  very  much") .  It  is  not  clear  how  this  collection 
is  to  be  controlled,  since  it  is  apparently  assumed  that  the  funds  used  to  staff  the 
branch  libraries  will  be  available  to  provide  staff  for  the  Sigmund  Samuel  Library. 
It  is  not  clear  what  is  envisaged  for  the  substantial  student  study  space  available  in 
the  Laidlaw  and  New  College  Libraries.  Is  it  assumed  that  this  space  will  continue 
to  be  used  by  students  working  primarily  with  their  own  materials,  or  is  it  to  be  con- 
verted for  other  purposes?  These  libraries  represent  a  large  capital  expenditure  and 
it  would  seem  unreasonable  to  abandon  their  use  for  their  designated  purpose  simply 
to  make  a  modest  saving  in  operational  expense. 
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Personally,  quite  apart  from  the  important  question  of  the  library  as  a  focus  of 
academic  identity,  I  should  be  most  unhappy  to  see  a  situation  in  which  students  in 
non  "reading-oriented"  disciplines  did  not  have  easy  access  to  a  limited  collection  of 
appropriate  basic  material.  It  is  clear  that  students  in  courses  with  heavy  reading  lists 
(such  as  English)  will  visit  the  Sigmund  Samuel  Library  or  the  Research  Library  if 
the  material  is  not  available  in  the  College  -  as  they  visit  the  Wallace  Room  now. 
However,  in  some  subjects  (for  example  Physics,  my  own)  many  students  in  basic 
courses  are  satisfied  to  work  primarily  with  their  own  textbook,  and  loath  to  go  beyond 
its  confines.  If  working  in  a  location  where  other  basic  texts  are  readily  available, 
they  may  consult  them,  but  I  think  it  unlikely  that  students  with  this  orientation  would 
work  in  the  Sigmund  Samuel  Library  (assuming  that  sufficient  study  spaces  are 
available) ,  at  least  in  the  early  years  of  their  university  experience.  Instead  they  would 
work  even  more  than  now  within  the  confines  of  a  single  text. 

I  realize  the  difficulty  and  expense  of  keeping  a  number  of  branch  libraries  au  fait 
with  the  rapidly  changing  requirements  of  courses  in  certain  subjects,  but  believe 
that  there  are  many  subjects  where  it  is  possible  to  provide  a  small  basic  selection  with 
a  reasonable  degree  of  stability.  Therefore  I  can  conceive  of  a  New  College  Library 
with  a  reference  collection  of  modest  size  that  is  adequate  for  most  of  the  needs  of  a 
large  proportion  of  our  students.  Such  a  collection  should,  however,  in  my  opinion 
include  a  selection  of  basic  textbooks  in  all  subjejcts  and  therefore  I  assume  would 
be  more  extensive  than  the  reference  collection  envisaged  by  the  Report  of  Professor 
Mueller's  Advisory  Committee.  Also,  I  would  regard  it  as  essential  that  the  library 
be  adequately  staffed  and  under  the  supervision  of  a  qualified  librarian. 

While  the  results  of  our  questionnaire  made  it  clear  that  our  students  would  prefer 
a  circulating  collection  (which  is  not  surprising)  I  do  not  regard  this  as  critical.  Some 
restrictions  on  the  existing  libraries  will  be  necessary  in  order  to  help  provide  the 
resources  for  the  Sigmund  Samuel  Library.  However,  in  my  opinion  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Advisory  Committee  are  much  too  drastic,  and  I  trust  that  in  the 
interests  of  the  academic  health  of  the  College  they  will  not  be  implemented  in  the 
form  proposed. 

The  College  Council  also  discussed  a  proposal,  emanating  from  the  Staff-Student 
Committee,  that  every  incoming  first  year  student  be  assigned  to  a  specific  faculty 
adviser  for  purposes  of  orientation  and  counselling.  While  recognizing  that  such 
schemes  in  the  past  had  usually  been  of  limited  success,  and  acknowledging  a  lack 
of  expertise  in  the  complete  range  of  disciplines,  faculty  members  signified  their 
willingness  to  be  involved.  It  was  suggested  that  because  of  our  relatively  small  staff 
it  would  be  desirable  to  enlist  instructors  from  university  departments  to  assist  in  the 
enterprise.  The  obvious  candidates  are  those  teaching  New  College  sections,  where 
they  exist.  Since  the  system  of  sectioning  on  a  college  basis  does  not  really  get  under 
way  until  next  year  (so  that  the  appropriate  instructors  are  not  yet  known)  we  will 
attempt  this  fall  a  modest  experiment,  asking  incoming  freshmen  to  signify  if  they 
are  interested  in  being  assigned  to  a  faculty  member,  and  assigning  only  those  who 
display  an  interest.  This  will  make  effective  use  of  our  own  limited  staff  resources,  and 
the  experience  may  help  us  to  decide  if  the  programme  should  be  extended. 

Several  staff  members  of  the  College,  including  Professors  Dixon,  Gilbert  and 
Visser  and  Mr.  Clandfield  amongst  others,  have  been  active  in  the  establishment  of 
a  Cinema  Committee,  set  up  to  co-ordinate  the  various  courses  on  film  now  given  on 
the  campus  and  to  make  plans  for  future  development. 

The  puppet  theatre  built  by  Professor  Visser  and  his  students  last  year  has  been 
used  this  year  in  the  preparation  of  two  television  productions  on  restoration  drama, 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  University's  media  committee.  In  addition  to  Professor 
and  Mrs.  Visser,  who  produced  the  programmes,  Professors  Asals,  Dyson  and  Russell 
took  an  active  part. 

All  members  of  the  teaching  staff  of  the  College  are  also  appointed  in  University 
College,  and  to  date  all  decisions  with  respect  to  appointment,  tenure  and  promotion 
have  been  taken  on  the  basis  of  recommendations  from  the  Chairmen  of  the  Depart- 
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ments  of  English  or  French  in  University  College.  One  problem,  however,  is  that  of 
input  into  committees  established  to  make  tenure  decisions.  A  staff  member  in  New 
College  may  not  be  as  well  known  to  his  colleagues  in  University  College  as  someone 
located  there,  and  therefore  first  hand  knowledge  with  respect  to  his  teaching,  contribu- 
tion to  College  life,  or  general  university  "citizenship"  may  not  be  readily  available 
to  a  normally  constituted  Tenure  Committee.  Principal  Hallett  and  I  have  agreed  to 
recommend  that  in  cases  where  New  College  staff  members  are  coming  before  Tenure 
Committees,  I  will  be  a  member  of  the  Committee  as  well  as  Principal  Hallett.  This 
is  consistent  with  the  practice  already  existent  for  staff  members  cross-appointed 
between  University  College  and  Scarborough  or  Erindale  College. 

For  the  second  time,  instead  of  a  traditional  honours  dinner,  an  "English-French" 
dinner  was  held,  bringing  together  our  staff  in  these  subjects  and  our  students  taking  at 
least  one  course  in  these  subjects.  We  were  extremely  fortunate  that  Professor  David 
Hayne,  a  Fellow  of  the  College  and  Professor  of  French  in  University  College,  con- 
sented to  tell  the  group  something  of  his  experiences  during  his  term  as  editor  of  the 
Dictionary  of  Canadian  Biography.  His  perceptive  and  witty  account  of  this  bilingual 
enterprise  was  absolutely  apropos  for  the  occasion.  His  act  will  be  so  hard  to  follow 
that  there  have  been  suggestions  that  the  dinner  be  made  an  annual  event,  with  Pro- 
fessor Hayne  as  permanent  speaker. 

Some  years  ago  I  established  the  Gnu  Society,  a  weekly  hour  in  which  coffee 
and  doughnuts  are  supplied  to  encourage  staff  and  students  to  come  together  for 
conversation.  Subsequently  the  Student  Council  took  over  sponsorship,  providing 
funds  and  publicity.  Disheartened  by  the  minimal  participation  of  members  of  the 
College,  the  Council  decided  this  year  to  withdraw  its  support.  While  I  share  their 
discouragement,  I  believe  that  this  has  been  a  worthwhile  activity  for  the  small  number 
of  people  who  did  involve  themselves,  and  consequently  I  have  continued  the  Society 
this  year  on  Monday  afternoons,  with  Mr.  Pepperell  handling  the  administrative 
details.  There  is  no  time  or  place  that  is  ideal  for  these  meetings,  and  I  expect  that 
next  year  we  will  continue,  perhaps  trying  a  different  time  and  place. 

The  Student  Council  for  the  present  year  operated  with  a  different  composition 
and  constitution  than  that  of  the  past  two  years.  Instead  of  a  small  eight-person  body, 
which  had  the  advantage  of  efficiency  and  ease  of  communication  but  a  number  of 
disadvantages  as  described  in  the  Report  of  last  year,  the  Council  now  is  made  up 
of  about  thirty  persons,  thus  spreading  the  work  load  over  a  broader  base  and  in 
addition  peripherally  involving  a  large  number  of  College  members.  As  always  leader- 
ship is  a  critical  factor  and  the  Council  had  a  productive  year  under  the  guidance 
of  the  President,  Mr.  John  Zych,  and  his  associates.  Perhaps  the  most  successful  social 
venture  was  a  periodic  "pub  night"  in  the  Snack  Bar  in  Wilson  Hall;  lowering  the 
legal  drinking  age  to  eighteen  makes  such  activities  possible.  This  change  in  the 
provincial  liquor  laws  has  also  simplified  the  role  of  those  responsible  for  the  admin- 
istration of  student  residences,  and  has  not  led  to  any  problems  that  did  not  exist  in 
the  past. 

A  welcome  change  in  activities  sponsored  by  the  Student  Council  was  the 
abandonment  of  the  concept  of  a  major  College  newspaper  (which  usually  was 
published  about  twice  during  the  year  and  then  abandoned  because  of  the  expense 
and  effort  involved  in  its  publication)  and  the  substitution  of  a  mimeographed  biweekly 
news  sheet.  This  is  an  appropriate  vehicle  for  keeping  the  members  of  the  College 
informed  concerning  local  athletic  and  social  activities,  and  does  not  require  the 
introduction  of  massive  amounts  of  "outside"  material  to  fill  up  the  space  available. 

The  pattern  of  use  of  Student  Council  funds  has  changed,  perhaps  in  part  due 
to  changes  in  attitudes  of  Council  members  but  primarily  due  to  a  decline  in  interest 
in  certain  traditional  activities.  Again  this  year  although  the  Council  attempted  to 
organize  a  Graduation  Banquet  there  was  not  sufficient  interest  on  the  part  of  graduat- 
ing members  of  the  College,  so  this  event,  one  that  is  highly  subsidized,  did  not  take 
place.  This  is  the  second  year  that  there  has  not  been  a  Graduation  Banquet  -  I  hope 
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that  this  does  not  become  a  tradition.  Another  traditionally  expensive  activity  that 
did  not  come  to  fruition  was  the  sponsorship  of  a  dramatic  or  musical  production.  The 
Council  used  some  of  the  money  made  available  by  the  absence  of  such  activities  to 
fund  a  bursary  programme  for  College  members  whose  needs  were  not  covered  by 
OSAP.  The  Council  awarded  five  non-repayable  grants  of  $100  each.  This  is  a 
worthwhile  enterprise,  and  my  only  qualification  concerns  the  fact  that  the  bursary 
is  not  repayable. 

The  men's  athletics  teams  had  an  exceptional  year,  particularly  in  football,  soccer, 
and  basketball.  For  the  first  time  the  College  was  a  serious  contender  for  the  T.A.  Reed 
Trophy,  awarded  to  the  college  or  faculty  with  the  highest  number  of  points  in  men's 
intramural  sports  competition. 

Women's  athletics  also  have  come  of  age ;  last  year  there  were  no  women's  teams 
from  the  College  in  intramural  competition,  this  year  there  were  teams  in  four  sports 
and  individual  competitors  in  five  others.  The  College  won  in  inter-faculty  tennis, 
and  reached  the  semi-finals  in  volleyball  and  basketball. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  the  College  administration  the  year  has  been  notable 
because  of  the  sound  administrative  practices  developed  by  the  Student  Council :  files 
of  minutes,  correspondence  and  reports  were  developed  and  maintained,  detailed 
agenda  and  minutes  for  meetings  were  prepared  and  circulated.  I  agree  with  the  con- 
cluding paragraph  of  the  comprehensive  year-end  report  prepared  by  the  President, 
Mr.  Zych:  "It  is  my  belief  that  this  year  the  New  College  Student  Council  has  shown 
that  it  can  plan  and  execute  a  comprehensive  scheme  of  student  activities  and  that 
they  have  been  of  value  to  the  students  who  were  able  to  participate.  In  brief  terms 
the  Council  has  been  're-launched'.  One  very  unsatisfactory  condition  however  re- 
mains: the  continuing  estrangement  of  the  'day  students'  from  the  organization  of 
our  Council's  activities.  This  is  the  major  problem  that  we  leave  to  our  successor 
Council  of  1972-73." 

There  is  one  area  for  which  the  Student  Council  has  accepted  primary  responsi- 
bility, freshmen  orientation,  where  a  change  will  be  made  next  year.  The  Freshman 
Orientation  Committee  has  been  encouraged  to  draw  on  the  resources  of  the  faculty 
and  the  administration  of  the  College  in  planning  their  programme  but  have  in  my 
opinion  made  insufficient  use  of  these  resources,  stressing  the  social  rather  the  aca- 
demic aspects  of  orientation.  Even  though  some  time  (perhaps  part  of  an  evening) 
has  been  set  aside  for  academic  orientation,  a  rather  small  proportion  of  incoming 
freshmen  has  participated.  Therefore  next  year  one  evening  during  orientation  week 
will  be  organized  by  the  administration,  and  the  advance  mailings  will  suggest  that 
freshmen  are  expected  to  attend. 

The  year  was  a  stable  and  quiet  one  in  both  the  residences.  The  distribution  by 
faculty  of  male  residents  remained  essentially  constant,  while  in  the  Women's  resi- 
dence the  numbers  increased  in  Arts  and  Science  (from  93  to  115)  and  in  Pharmacy 
(from  65  to  95) .  One  significant  change  from  the  past  is  a  gradually  increasing  with- 
drawal rate,  arising  because  of  an  increasing  number  of  withdrawals  from  the  Univer- 
sity and  the  general  uncertainty  in  the  minds  of  some  students  concerning  their  goals. 
In  the  women's  residence  the  number  increased  from  fifteen  in  1970-71  to  twenty- 
eight  this  year.  In  the  men's  residence  it  increased  from  twenty-two  to  twenty-nine 
(10  per  cent  of  the  total  in  residence) ,  while  a  few  years  ago  fifteen  would  have  been 
normal.  In  general  the  vacated  residence  places  have  been  filled,  but  as  the  numbers 
increase  this  becomes  more  difficult  because  many  students  make  commitments  that 
make  it  difficult  for  them  to  move  once  the  term  has  begun. 

In  an  effort  to  tackle  this  problem,  and  at  the  same  time  do  something  for  appli- 
cants who  normally  would  have  a  low  priority  for  admission  to  residence,  Dean  Kurtz 
will  try  an  experiment  in  the  men's  residence  next  year.  He  will  use  six  of  the  largest 
double  rooms  as  "temporary  triples"  for  freshmen  from  Metro  Toronto  and  for  stu- 
dents receiving  late  admission.  The  six  "extra"  men  housed  in  this  fashion  will  be 
relocated  in  regular  rooms  as  they  become  available  through  withdrawals.  In  this  way 
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more  men  will  be  enabled  to  enter  residence  at  the  beginning  of  term  when  orientation 
activities  make  social  contact  easier,  and  they  will  be  able  to  plan  on  a  year  in  residence 
from  the  outset  rather  than  only  after  the  term  commences. 

A  very  minimal  increase  of  nineteen  dollars  in  residence  fees  is  necessary  for  next 
year,  and  the  increase  is  completely  related  to  increased  "residence"  costs  as  opposed 
to  "food"  costs.  The  fee  for  food  services  has  been  kept  the  same  by  decreasing  the 
number  of  meals  per  week  by  two  for  those  on  the  full  board  plan.  Since  few  students 
take  advantage  of  breakfasts  on  the  weekend  mornings,  this  should  not  constitute  a 
hardship. 

This  year  for  the  first  time  our  board  plan  services  were  offered  to  a  substantial 
number  of  students  outside  the  residences.  The  dining  facilities  of  the  College  have 
always  been  open  to  members  of  the  University  at  large,  but  the  board  plan  has  been 
restricted  to  residents.  This  year,  advertising  largely  by  word  of  mouth,  and  through 
Devonshire  House,  about  fifty  non-residents  (mostly  men)  subscribed  to  our  Plan  B 
(225  meal  tickets  valid  at  any  time  during  the  term).  This  venture  provides  regular 
food  service  at  a  moderate  cost  to  students  in  the  area  who  have  no  dining  or  kitchen 
facilities  where  they  reside.  Its  success  this  year  ensures  its  continuation. 

The  residence  deans  have  continued  the  pattern  of  having  small  special  dinners 
for  groups  of  residents,  rather  than  general  special  dinners  including  all  residents 
(with  the  exception  of  an  opening  dinner  and  the  Christmas  dinner) .  In  the  women's 
residence  Dean  Hughes  was  the  guest  at  a  dinner  including  residents  in  first  and  second 
year  Pharmacy.  In  the  men's  residence  each  of  the  six  houses  had  a  special  dinner, 
with  a  guest  invited  by  Dean  Kurtz  but  selected  by  the  house  representatives  in  consul- 
tation with  the  don.  These  dinners  were  extremely  well  attended,  and  the  guests  chosen 
initiated  discussions  that  sometimes  lasted  far  into  the  night. 

The  women's  residence  in  Wilson  Hall  has  been  very  close  to  full  occupancy  ever 
since  it  opened  in  1969,  and  this  fall  all  383  residence  places  were  occupied  at  the 
beginning  of  term,  including  the  190  places  in  bunk-bedded  rooms.  This  was  possible 
because  of  the  very  high  rate  of  application  from  returning  students,  fourteen  of  whom 
accepted  places  in  bunk  rooms  (normally  used  only  for  first  year  students)  rather  than 
not  return  to  residence.  Due  to  the  higher  withdrawal  rate,  eleven  of  the  bunk  doubles 
were  used  as  singles  for  part  of  the  year,  because  while  there  is  a  substantial  number 
of  enquiries  for  places  during  the  year,  most  are  from  senior  students  who  are  unwilling 
to  accept  places  in  double  rooms. 

The  only  problem  in  an  otherwise  successful  year  was  that  of  easy  access  to 
the  women's  residence  floors,  a  difficulty  that  has  existed  since  the  building  opened. 
There  have  always  been  a  number  of  uninvited,  unescorted  and  unwelcome  male 
visitors  and  this  year  the  situation  was  aggravated  by  a  series  of  unpleasant  incidents 
in  which  students  were  accosted  by  a  young  man  in  the  washrooms.  The  problem  has 
been  substantially  alleviated  by  the  installation  of  locking  devices  on  the  elevators. 
The  elevators  are  now  operated  by  the  same  key  that  residents  use  to  gain  access  to 
their  floors  from  the  stairs. 

Perhaps  the  main  excitement  of  the  year  was  produced  by  the  announcement  of 
the  impending  marriage  in  June  of  the  Dean  of  Women,  Miss  Audrey  Huntingford,  to 
Professor  Malcolm  Taylor  of  York  University.  I  am  very  pleased  that  Dean  Hunting- 
ford  will  continue  in  office,  and  I  welcome  Dr.  Taylor  as  an  unofficial  "house  father" 
to  the  College. 

Credit  for  the  success  of  the  residence  operation  rests  with  Deans  Huntingford 
and  Kurtz,  with  the  very  competent  and  involved  resident  dons  that  they  select,  and 
with  the  hard-working  and  sensible  Residence  Councils  that  the  residents  elect.  All 
these  people  operate  together  to  produce  a  residence  environment  that  is  conducive 
to  academic  development  as  well  as  providing  a  satisfactory  social  atmosphere,  and 
I  congratulate  them. 

Professor  Archie  Hare,  who  has  served  the  College  as  Registrar  since  1963,  will  be 
on  leave  of  absence  next  year  and  will  be  retiring  at  the  end  of  the  year.  His  leave  is 
exceptionally  deserved,  as  he  has  devoted  almost  all  of  his  working  life  to  the  Univer- 
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sity  without  taking  a  sabbatical  leave,  including  twenty  continuous  years  as  a  College 
Registrar  (from  1952-63  at  Victoria  College  and  since  1963  at  New  College).  It  is 
a  pleasure,  on  behalf  of  both  the  College  and  the  University,  to  record  our  indebted- 
ness to  him  as  a  faithful  and  conscientious  member  of  the  academic  community.  As 
both  Professor  of  French  and  humane  administrator  he  has  earned  the  respect  of 
his  colleagues  and  of  many  generations  of  students.  I  will  personally  miss  his  wise 
counsel  as  my  senior  adviser,  and  I  wish  him  a  happy  relaxed  sabbatical  and  retire- 
ment. 

I  am  very  grateful  that  one  of  the  senior  staff  members  of  the  College,  Professor 
P.L.  Mathews,  has  consented  to  serve  as  Acting  Registrar  for  the  coming  year.  He 
has  already  shown  himself  willing  and  able  to  accept  administrative  responsibility, 
serving  as  the  College  representative  on  the  Faculty  Association  (and  this  past  year 
as  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association)  and  as  Chairman  of  the  Combined  Department 
of  French.  He  will  complete  his  term  as  Chairman  next  year,  as  well  as  being  Acting 
Registrar.  This  has  been  made  more  feasible  than  it  would  otherwise  be  by  the  fact 
that  another  College  member,  Professor  Barbara  Kwant,  has  accepted  the  position  of 
Secretary  of  the  Combined  Department,  and  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  John  Pep- 
perell  as  Assistant  Registrar. 

During  this  year  Mr.  Pepperell,  as  Administrative  Assistant,  has  accepted  a  wide 
variety  of  responsibilities  in  connection  with  student  counselling,  liaison  with  the  Stu- 
dent Council  (of  which  he  was  Speaker) ,  student  aid,  and  organization  of  the  College 
tutorial  programme,  and  in  addition  he  conceived  and  developed  a  new  programme 
for  the  College,  the  Writing  Facility.  The  purpose  of  this  College  facility  of  course  is 
to  help  students  to  develop  facility  in  writing,  and  in  setting  it  up  Mr.  Pepperell  bene- 
fited greatly  from  the  experience  of  Innis  College  with  their  Writing  Laboratory. 
Financial  support  was  provided  not  only  by  the  College  but  also  by  the  English  De- 
partment in  University  College,  and  use  of  the  facility  was  not  restricted  to  New 
College  members.  Mr.  Pepperell  initially  undertook  an  extensive  publicity  campaign, 
including  a  personal  letter  to  every  faculty  member  in  Departments  requiring  students 
to  write  essays.  Response  was  widespread  and  the  Facility,  originally  open  for  sixteen 
hours  per  week,  expanded  to  operate  thirty  hours  per  week.  It  assisted  in  varying  de- 
grees a  total  of  87  students  in  the  period  from  December  to  April.  For  the  coming 
year  it  will  be  expanded  still  further,  and  in  addition  will  offer  assistance  in  writing  in 
French.  One  restriction  will  be  necessary;  this  year  a  number  of  graduate  students  in 
various  Departments  have  been  assisted  by  the  Facility,  and  a  request  was  made  to  the 
School  of  Graduate  Studies  for  financial  support  because  of  the  heavy  work  load  in- 
volved in  assisting  such  students.  However,  the  resources  of  the  School  are  such  that 
this  support  is  not  possible,  so  that  next  year  use  of  the  Facility  by  graduate  students 
will  be  limited. 

On  behalf  of  the  College,  I  conclude  this  Report  by  warmly  welcoming  the  in- 
coming President  of  the  University,  Dr.  John  Evans,  and  by  expressing  our  gratitude 
to  the  Acting  President,  Dr.  John  Sword,  for  his  selfless  devotion  to  the  University 
during  what  at  times  was  a  rather  hectic  year.  He  has  earned  our  respect  for  his 
humanity,  sincerity  and  dedication  in  a  position  that  often  placed  superhuman  de- 
mands on  his  resources.

THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  INNIS  COLLEGE 

Innis  College  celebrated  the  completion  of  its  eighth  year  with  the  Board  of  Governors' 
announcement  of  approval  of  the  plan  for  a  new  College  building  and  the  funds 
necessary  to  build  it.  The  College  has  been  this  close  before,  so  we  shall  all  hold  our 
breath  for  a  while. 
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It  is  interesting,  indeed  it  is  instructive,  that  the  College  has  survived  fairly  well 
this  long  in  makeshift  quarters.  Many  students  have  in  fact  joined  the  College  and 
transferred  from  other  Colleges  because  they  were  attracted  by  the  small  scale  and 
homey  qualities  of  Innis.  When  the  question  of  a  new  building  was  raised  again  in  the 
fall  of  1971,  the  immediate  question  was  whether  or  not  it  would  be  best  to  remain 
at  63  St.  George  Street  in  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald's  old  house.  In  part,  this  decision 
was  made  for  us  when  we  learned  that  Knox  College,  from  whom  63  St.  George  Street 
is  leased,  wanted  the  building  back  in  1974.  But  even  on  the  merits,  after  much 
discussion  involving  many  students  and  staff,  we  decided  that  we  should  seek  a  more 
ample,  permanent  home.  There  was  simply  too  much  that  could  not  be  accommodated 
in  our  small  house:  College  meetings,  larger  classes,  faculty  offices,  cinema  courses, 
drama,  a  library,  adequate  eating  facilities,  study  space  and  numerous  student  activi- 
ties. 

The  plan  which  emerged  from  these  decisions  and  which  has  now  been  approved 
in  principle  by  the  Board  of  Governors  is  in  marked  contrast  to  the  building  designed 
by  Massey  and  Flanders.  That  building,  which  would  have  been  put  up  in  1969  had 
not  government  financing  fallen  through  at  the  last  moment,  contained  two  large  resi- 
dential towers  and  would  have  occupied  the  entire  Innis  site  on  the  north  side  of 
Sussex  from  Huron  to  St.  George.  By  comparison,  the  building  which  the  University 
has  now  approved  will  be  much  smaller.  It  will  be  non-residential  and  will  have  as 
its  principal  components  administrative  and  faculty  offices,  class  rooms,  Innis  Hall 
for  large  classes,  College  meetings,  cinema  and  drama,  a  good  pub,  library  and  Writing 
Lab  facilities,  and  areas  for  student  clubs  and  activities  including  some  open  green 
space.  All  together  it  is  estimated  that  this  should  amount  to  24,000  square  feet  or 
about  three  times  our  existing  accommodation. 

Although  this  is  a  much  more  modest  building  proposal  than  the  earlier  scheme, 
the  Board  has  designated  the  entire  Sussex  Street  site  for  Innis  College's  development. 
This  opens  up  a  number  of  interesting  possibilities.  There  are  now  fifteen  houses  on 
the  site;  the  only  cleared  portion  is  at  the  corner  of  Sussex  and  St.  George.  Members 
of  the  College  have  expressed  a  strong  interest  in  retaining  the  old  houses  and  al- 
lowing those  who  live  and  work  there  to  participate  in  planning  the  project.  Whether 
the  old  houses  are  solid  enough  to  be  retained  and  refurbished  and  how  they  might 
relate  to  the  Innis  scheme  are,  at  the  moment,  matters  of  conjecture.  This  summer, 
members  of  the  College's  building  committee  will  be  spending  a  great  deal  of  time 
discussing  these  possibilities  with  people  in  the  community  and  a  wide  range  of 
architects.  We  hope  that  through  this  process  we  can  identify  an  architect  and  an 
approach  which  are  capable  of  setting  a  new  tone  in  University  development. 

There  are  two  additions  to  the  College's  academic  programme  this  year.  Andre 
Bennett  offered  a  course  entitled  Art:  Myths  and  Realities  which  focused  on  relation- 
ships between  rational  and  non-rational  dimensions  of  our  perceptual  world.  The 
other  course  was  Alan  Powell's  Power  and  Strategy  in  City  Politics,  which  offered  an 
apprenticeship  scheme  with  Aldermen  and  School  Trustees  and  held  many  of  its 
classes  at  City  Hall.  Next  year  a  new  course  on  the  theory  and  practice  of  Zen  will  be 
taught  by  Jack  Canfield.  Ruth  and  Don  Evans  will  teach  a  course  in  humanistic 
psychology,  and  a  new  film  course  will  be  added  under  Joe  Medjuck's  direction.  The 
new  film  course  is  related  to  the  establishment  of  an  inter-college  committee  to  co- 
ordinate and  develop  undergraduate  offerings  in  cinema  art.  The  committee,  with 
representatives  from  all  the  Colleges,  hopes  to  evolve  a  more  coherent  and  compre- 
hensive sequence  of  courses  for  students  in  Arts  and  Science  who  wish  to  make 
film  studies  a  major  focus  of  their  undergraduate  work. 

Given  the  innovative  character  of  the  Innis  courses,  it  is  not  surprising  that 
they  are  controversial.  But  none  is  more  controversial  both  within  and  outside  the 
College  than  the  pair  of  courses  known  as  CIN  203  and  CIN  303.  These  are  com- 
pletely unstructured  courses  which  give  a  student  the  opportunity  of  devoting  one- 
fifth  of  his  year's  programme  to  any  project  he  wishes  to  carry  out  -  alone  or  in  con- 
junction with  some  fellow  students.  Last  year,  over  200  students  were  enrolled  and 
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eight  "resource  persons"  assigned  to  the  course  as  instructors  or,  more  typically,  "ani- 
mateurs."  Unquestionably,  some  students  benefited  greatly  from  the  experience  the 
course  provided,  not  only  in  carrying  out  an  interesting  and  creative  project  but  also 
through  the  process  of  self-discovery  which  the  course  encouraged.  But  it  is  equally 
true  that  many  students,  perhaps  many  more,  derived  very  little  advantage  from  the 
course  other  than  being  able  to  devote  more  time  to  their  other  courses.  These  mixed 
results  provided  the  fuel  for  the  fire  which  enlivened  many  of  the  weekly  meetings  of 
the  College's  Academic  Affairs  Committee.  It  was  finally  decided  to  retain  the  203- 
303  courses  for  another  year  but  with  some  additional  "resource  people"  and  a  new 
evaluation  rubric  under  which  a  numerical  grade  can  be  earned  only  where  a  student's 
work  is  evaluated  by  a  qualified  examiner. 

One  of  the  objections  frequently  voiced  against  the  unstructured  course  is  the 
difficulty  of  combining  it  with  more  traditional  courses  in  a  single  degree  programme. 
It  was  partially  this  consideration  which  prompted  the  formation  of  a  group  within 
the  College  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  establishing  a  separate  degree  programme 
in  Independent  Studies.  The  group,  comprised  of  Renee  Block,  Laura  Bradbury,  Pat 
Burchell,  Barry  Cooke,  Jon  Harstone  and  Hugh  Lawson,  held  meetings  throughout 
the  year,  studied  the  operation  of  independent  and  integrated  study  programmes  at 
Waterloo  University  and  Antioch  College  and  submitted  their  first  report  in  April. 
The  report  was  the  subject  of  an  all-day  meeting  of  all  interested  members  of  the  Col- 
lege. This  meeting  demonstrated  that  while  there  were  many  problems  in  defining  the 
purpose  and  character  of  such  a  programme,  there  is  enough  interest  in  the  general 
purport  of  such  a  programme  to  continue  work  on  it.  The  study  group  will  add  to 
its  membership  over  the  summer  and  attempt  to  produce  a  new  statement  in  the  fall. 

The  cluster  of  innovative  and  inter-disciplinary  CIN  courses  (next  year  to  be 
known  as  INI  courses)  is  now  the  basic  core  of  the  College's  academic  programme. 
Each  one  of  these  courses  has  arisen  in  response  to  an  expression  of  interest  by  students 
and  faculty  in  a  subject  or  mode  of  education  not  provided  for  by  the  regular  Arts 
and  Science  curriculum.  Thus  they  have  served  a  significant  educational  need  in  the 
College  and  in  the  University.  However,  there  is  still  some  doubt  as  to  whether  these 
courses,  as  presently  supported  and  constituted,  can  provide  a  sufficient  basis  for  the 
College's  academic  role  in  teaching  its  undergraduate  members.  There  is  still  a  serious 
financial  handicap  in  the  provision  of  new  courses  of  instruction  which  fall  outside 
traditional  disciplines.  Last  year  the  College  itself  received  less  than  $30,000  in  its 
academic  budget  for  the  eleven  courses  it  offered,  with  an  average  enrolment  of  50 
in  each  course.  It  managed  to  mount  these  courses  only  by  begging  and  scrounging 
some  additional  funds  from  a  variety  of  sources,  and  even  then  it  was  necessary  to 
cancel  one  of  the  courses  (with  a  pre-registration  of  50) ,  and  considerably  under-pay 
most  of  the  teaching  stafT.  So  far  as  next  year's  budget  is  concerned,  the  College  has 
been  fortunate  enough  to  be  unique  amongst  teaching  divisions  in  Arts  and  Science 
in  being  granted  an  increase  in  its  academic  budget.  But  even  with  this  small  increase 
of  5  per  cent,  the  budget  will  not  adequately  support  the  existing  programme  and 
will  make  any  expansion  of  the  programme  extremely  difficult. 

Even  if  adequately  financed  it  is  doubtful  that  these  ad  hoc  experimental  courses 
can  be  very  relevant  to  the  academic  work  of  a  majority  of  the  College's  enrolment. 
Last  year,  of  the  696  students  registered  in  Innis  courses,  125  were  from  the  College. 
Of  these,  16  took  more  than  one  Innis  course  during  the  year.  This  means  that  only 
25  per  cent  of  the  Innis  students  were  involved  in  our  teaching  programme  and  for 
most  of  these  their  participation  was  only  one  of  five  courses.  Next  year  a  system  of 
College  sectioning  for  lectures  and  tutorial  groups  will  be  extended  to  many  of  the 
large,  populous  (mainly  first  year)  courses.  The  aim  of  this  programme  is  to  enhance 
a  student's  academic  identification  with  his  College.  But  at  Innis,  where  enrolments 
are  generally  too  low  to  justify  separate  sections  and  College  lecture  rooms  are  non- 
existent, it  will  have  even  less  significance  than  at  other  Colleges. 

An  alternative  and  perhaps  more  meaningful  way  of  increasing  the  academic 
relevancy  of  the  College  is  to  base  several  interdisciplinary  programmes  of  study  in 
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the  College.  This  could  be  done  by  relating  courses  more  systematically  to  the  original 
curricular  themes  of  the  Innis  programme  -  Science,  Technology  and  Humanity,  Ca- 
nadian Society  and  Culture,  The  Contemporary  Social  Environment,  and  Modern 
Arts  -  or  possibly  around  other  themes  such  as  the  political  economy  of  Harold  Innis, 
or  the  emergence  of  the  modern  city.  Such  programmes,  besides  offsetting  the  in- 
coherence which  some  students  experience  when  confronted  with  the  smorgasbord 
of  disparate  courses  offered  in  the  New  Programme,  might  also  come  to  reflect  the 
different  academic  interests  of  each  College.  This  is  one  of  the  proposals  put  forward 
by  the  Committee  of  College  Heads  and  we  hope  that  during  the  coming  year  it  will 
be  given  due  consideration  both  within  individual  colleges  and  by  the  wider  University 
community  and  Governing  Council. 

The  new  conference  centre  at  Innisfree  Farm  in  Otterville  was  opened  during 
the  summer  and  already  it  has  proven  itself  to  be  a  valuable  educational  and  social 
facility  for  the  College.  It  is  not  only  Innis  College  which  has  enjoyed  Innisfree. 
Groups  from  other  divisions  and  colleges  of  the  University  as  well  as  from  universities 
throughout  the  province  and  the  local  community  have  enjoyed  its  amenities.  The 
centre  sleeps  up  to  25  comfortably,  with  the  bedrooms  clustered  around  an  open 
meeting  room  with  a  large  fireplace  and  a  commanding  view  of  the  Oxford  County 
countryside.  It  is  ideal  for  small  classes  or  groups  who  seek  a  period  of  uninterrupted 
discussion  in  a  comfortable  but  unpretentious  setting.  Besides  various  course  related 
groups,  the  College  Council  has  met  there  on  two  occasions,  and  students  in  small 
and  large  groups  have  found  it  a  happy  sanctuary  for  weekend  retreats. 

This  May  the  Harold  Innis  Foundation  hosted  a  conference  on  The  Significance 
of  Harold  Innis  at  Innisfree  which  attracted  an  interesting  group  of  scholars  from 
many  parts  of  Canada  and  the  United  States.  Recently  the  Foundation  has  received 
a  grant  from  the  Canadian  Radio  and  Television  Commission  for  establishing  an 
Innis  library  in  the  original  Innis  homestead  at  Innisfree.  The  library  will  house  copies 
of  Harold  Innis'  writings,  works  about  him  and  writings  related  to  the  various  themes 
inspired  by  his  scholarship.  While  the  activities  of  the  Harold  Innis  Foundation  and 
Innisfree  are  clearly  flourishing,  nevertheless  the  Foundation  still  faces  a  serious  capital 
deficit.  Unless  the  financial  crisis  is  met  during  the  coming  year,  the  future  of  this 
promising  educational  and  historical  enterprise  might  well  be  in  jeopardy. 

The  activities  of  the  Innis  College  Writing  Laboratory,  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Evelyn  Cotter,  illustrate  the  diverse  capabilities  of  an  institution  if  it  is  led  by 
someone  as  sensitive  as  Mrs.  Cotter  to  the  needs  of  the  community  she  serves.  During 
the  year  the  Writing  Lab  continued  to  provide  its  basic  service  of  editorial  assistance 
with  academic  essays.  Eighty-seven  students  used  the  Lab  in  this  way  for  a  total  of 
385  interviews.  But  the  "growth  area"  of  Writing  Lab  activities  is  in  a  number  of 
other  directions,  especially  creative  writing.  This  year,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Varsity  Fund,  a  Writers'  Workshop  II,  led  by  Mr.  Stephen  Luxton,  was  established 
for  those  writers  who  could  not  participate  in  Workshop  I.  This  second  workshop  for 
creative  writing  seems  to  have  been  quite  successful  in  attracting  a  group  of  begin- 
ning writers  from  many  parts  of  the  campus,  enabling  them  to  benefit  from  the  honest 
discussion  of  their  work  by  other  writers.  Meanwhile,  the  original  Writers'  Workshop, 
directed  by  Roger  Greenwald,  shifted  from  an  open  to  a  more  limited  basis  of  mem- 
bership. Some  new  writers  were  selected  from  the  respondents  to  a  Varsity  advertise- 
ment and  joined  five  "veterans"  to  constitute  a  final  group  of  eleven.  Although  Innis 
students  were  not  given  a  priority  in  this  selection  process,  it  is  interesting  that  five 
of  the  eleven  were  from  Innis. 

Two  issues  of  WRIT  magazine  were  issued  during  the  year  and  it  is  significant 
that  a  large  number  of  contributors  were  members  of  the  Workshop.  WRIT  has  been 
widely  and  favourably  reviewed  in  Canada  and  the  United  States.  One  reviewer  hails 
it  as  "the  best  poetry  publication  coming  out  of  a  Canadian  university"  and  another 
calls  it  "an  important  contribution  to  the  development  of  young  writers  in  Canada". 
Its  subscription  list  continues  to  grow,  but  while  libraries  all  over  the  world,  including 
Oxford's  Bodleian,  have  taken  out  subscriptions,  it  has  apparently  not  been  able  to 
meet  the  demanding  standards  of  the  Toronto  Public  Library. 
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This  year  the  Writing  Lab  also  moved  into  the  field  of  instruction  in  reading 
efficiency.  Mrs.  Nancy  Gruetzner  taught  two  month-long  courses  offering  both  lec- 
tures and  laboratory  work  aimed  at  increasing  speed  and  comprehension  in  reading 
at  a  university  level.  Over  50  per  cent  of  the  students  registered  in  these  courses  were 
in  third  and  fourth  year.  These  modest  beginnings  met  with  some  difficulties  in  timing, 
space  and  equipment,  but  the  students'  evaluations  stressed  their  value  and  have 
encouraged  us  to  continue.  The  College  is  grateful  to  the  Division  of  University 
Extension  for  the  equipment  it  provided.  We  hope  that  this  arrangement  can  be  ex- 
tended next  year  so  that  three  courses  may  be  offered.  Finally,  in  addition  to  all  these 
activities,  the  Writing  Lab  has  provided  essential  teaching  services  for  our  course  on 
Canadian  Society  and  Culture.  This  course,  taught  by  Mrs.  Ruth  Davidson,  is  open 
to  all  students  in  the  Faculties  of  Arts  and  Science,  Engineering  and  Extension  for 
whom  English  is  a  second  language.  Writing  Lab  staff  consult  regularly  with  students 
in  this  course  on  their  weekly  papers  and  their  progress  in  written  English. 

The  Transitional  Year  Programme  has  now  completed  the  second  year  of  its 
three-year  trial  period.  The  Programme,  designed  to  help  students  whose  educational 
progress  has  been  blocked  for  social  and  economic  reasons,  last  year  took  in  26  stu- 
dents who  were  carefully  selected,  through  a  series  of  interviews,  from  60  applicants. 
Eighteen  of  these  students  completed  the  year.  Twelve  of  these  have  been  recom- 
mended for  admission  to  the  first  year  at  university  and  four  others  on  condition  that 
they  complete  further  work  over  the  summer.  Ten  of  the  1971  graduates  from  the  Pro- 
gramme gained  admission  to  full-time  study  at  Ontario  universities  (eight  at  the 
University  of  Toronto,  one  at  Trent,  and  one  at  the  University  of  Ottawa) .  While 
some  of  these  students  have  been  able  to  handle  university  work  successfully,  others 
have  experienced  major  difficulties  particularly  with  mathematics  and  the  general 
strain  of  carrying  a  full  course  load. 

Mr.  Jack  Dimond,  the  Director  of  the  Transitional  Year  Programme,  and  his 
staff  have  tried  to  learn  as  much  as  possible  from  the  problems  the  students  encounter 
both  during  and  after  the  course  so  that  they  can  strengthen  the  curriculum.  Next 
year  several  changes  will  be  made.  The  list  of  options  will  be  expanded  to  include  more 
introductory  first-year  courses.  A  "mathematics  workshop"  will  be  established.  A  tuto- 
rial system  will  be  employed  to  help  the  students  with  their  university  options  and  to 
provide  non-evaluative  counselling.  Also  the  enrolment  will  be  expanded  to  approxi- 
mately 40  which  it  is  calculated  is  the  number  required  to  support  the  range  of 
teaching  skills  involved  in  the  Programme.  A  report  assessing  the  three-year  experi- 
ment will  be  prepared  next  year.  This  report  will  guide  the  College,  the  University 
and  the  Ontario  Government  in  reaching  a  decision  as  to  whether  a  Transitional  Year 
Programme  should  be  established  on  a  permanent  basis. 

On  the  lighter  side,  it  was  a  fine  year  for  the  Innis  College  pub,  which  discovered 
draft  beer  and  found  even  more  extraordinary  and  appropriate  wavs  of  celebrating 
the  centennial  of  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald's  home  at  63  St.  George.  The  College's 
artistic  life  received  a  lift  from  the  silk-screen  operations  which  went  on  in  the  base- 
ment and  the  Kazoo  band  (a  dime-store  instrument  which  sounds  rather  like  a  sick 
soprano  duck)  which,  in  the  fall,  seemed  to  be  carrying  on  everywhere.  The  silk- 
screen  operators  played  a  central  role  in  producing  the  College's  new  "home-made" 
brochure.  The  athletic  scene  witnessed  the  usual  win  and  losses  but  was  much  en- 
livened by  a  new  entry  to  the  hockey  lists.  The  Nummies,  a  team  distinguished  solely 
by  the  fact  that  none  of  its  members  could  skate.  The  video-tape  of  the  Nummies  3-1 
loss  to  the  Innis  Girls  was  one  of  the  highlights  of  this  year's  cinematic  productions  at 
the  College.  It  is,  I  think,  to  the  credit  of  Dennis  Newman,  President  of  the  Innis 
College  Student  Society,  and  his  colleagues,  that  so  many  diverse  activities  went  on 
during  the  year,  inheriting  as  they  did  such  a  large  deficit  from  the  previous  year. 
They  were  assisted  in  overcoming  this  deficit  by  the  editors  of  the  College  newspaper 
who  were  public-spirited  enough  to  refuse  to  publish  most  issues  of  the  Herald. 

There  was  still  apparently  some  time  and  interest  for  more  academic  pursuits. 
This  year's  final  results  have  again  yielded  a  large  number  of  first-class  honours,  the 
percentage  of  our  Arts  and  Science  students  with  A  standing  rising  from  10  to  15. 
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These  results  reflect  a  change  that  has  been  going  on  for  some  years  in  the  College's 
enrolment.  In  Innis'  first  year  of  existence  when  it  was  completely  unknown  it  was 
the  last  choice  of  virtually  every  student,  with  the  result  that  few  if  any  of  the  students 
who  entered  the  College  that  year  had  more  than  a  C  standing  in  Grade  13.  But 
last  year  our  Admission  Committee  found  that  it  could  fill  our  quota  of  secondary 
school  matriculants  without  going  below  74  per  cent.  While  we  are  pleased  that  the 
College  is  now  attracting  some  of  the  most  gifted  students  who  apply  to  the  University, 
we  are  not  convinced  that  an  admission  policy  based  exclusively  on  Grade  1 3  standing 
is  the  best  one  to  follow.  We  have  broadened  our  admission  practices  considerably  by 
consulting  carefully  with  high  school  principals  on  border-line  cases  and  by  again 
taking  more  than  our  share  of  non-matriculants  this  year. 

The  College's  overall  enrolment  remained  much  the  same  as  it  was  in  1970-71 : 
485  in  Arts  and  Science,  66  in  professional  faculties  and  26  in  the  Transitional  Year 
Programme.  The  slight  decrease  in  the  Arts  and  Science  enrolment  was  caused  prim- 
arily by  upper  year  students  who  decided  to  'drop  out'  for  a  year.  There  are  indica- 
tions that  many  of  these  students  will  return  to  University  work  this  year.  Next  year 
we  shall  probably  move  much  closer  to  our  final  target  enrolment  of  800.  In  part  this 
will  come  about  through  a  larger  first-year  class.  But  in  addition  the  College  Council 
has  agreed  to  invite  up  to  100  part-time  students  to  join  Innis  College.  Thus  far  60 
have  applied.  In  issuing  this  invitation  our  purpose  is  to  see  how  many  part-time  stu- 
dents are  interested  in  belonging  to  a  College  on  a  voluntary  basis  and  what  kind  of 
involvement  they  might  have  in  College  life. 

A  number  of  students  received  honours  and  awards  at  the  year's  end  for  their  con- 
tributions to  the  College.  Dennis  Newman,  who  contributed  so  much  to  the  Student 
Society  not  just  this  last  year  as  President  but  throughout  his  years  in  the  College,  was 
the  recipient  of  the  Acadia  Award  for  the  best  all-round  student  in  the  graduating 
year.  It  is  worth  noting  that  Dennis  is  one  of  the  "mature"  students  who  entered  uni- 
versity after  working  for  ten  years  in  the  business  world.  Six  other  students  received 
Innis  College  Awards  and  the  list  of  activities  with  which  each  was  particularly  as- 
sociated indicates  the  range  of  interests  amongst  those  who  are  active  participants  in 
College  life:  Jane  Adams  -  the  student  representative  for  Innisfree  Farm;  Pat  Burchell 

-  an  active  member  in  numerous  committees  dealing  with  the  academic  programme, 
and  especially  with  humanistic  psychology  and  high  school  liaison;  Shelly  Finklestein 

—  co-chairman  of  the  Academic  Affairs  Committee  and  Education  Commissioner  for 
the  i.c.s.s.;  Fred  Florence  -  Treasurer  of  the  Student  Society  and  a  co-manager  of 
the  Snack  Bar;  Karen  Glassow  -  queen-pin  on  the  Girls'  hockey  team  and  provider 
of  friendly  service  at  the  student-run  snack  bar;  John  Helliwell  —  newly  elected  Vice 
President  of  the  Students'  Administrative  Council  of  the  University,  formerly  Innis 
College  rep.  on  s.a.c.  and  a  leading  member  of  the  College's  co-operative  residence. 

There  were  so  many  people  in  the  College  and  the  University  who  helped  me 
through  my  first  year  as  Principal  that  it  is  difficult  to  pay  adequate  tribute  to  them 
all.  But  besides  the  capable  and  friendly  team  of  Innis  "regulars"  which  my  predeces- 
sor, Robin  Harris,  has  assembled,  I  should  like  to  mention  the  two  individuals  who 
joined  the  administrative  staff  of  the  College  this  year  -  Arthur  Wood,  my  own 
Executive  Assistant,  and  Laura  Bradbury,  our  Residence  Co-ordinator.  Art  Wood 
has  done  a  marvellous  job,  particularly  in  steering  our  building  committee  and  in 
acting  as,  in  effect,  executive  director  of  the  Harold  Innis  Foundation.  Laura  Brad- 
bury has  brought  a  unique  blend  of  business  acumen,  imagination,  friendliness  and 
charm  to  her  position.  There  were  four  faculty  members  appointed  to  the  College 
Council  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  -  Professor  Ken  McCuaig  (Medicine) ,  Professor 
William  Nelson  (History),  Professor  Dereck  Paul  (Physics)  and  Professor  Gary 
Thaler  (Botany).  The  College  is  much  indebted  to  those  faculty  members  who  have 
contributed  so  much  of  their  time  to  the  discussion  of  the  College's  academic  pro- 
gramme. But  clearly  we  still  have  some  way  to  go  in  devising  ways  whereby  members 
of  the  faculty  who  are  interested  in  the  College  may  adequately  contribute  to  its 
academic  development.  This,  the  new  building,  the  strengthening  of  the  academic 
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programme  and  a  broadening  of  participation  in  student  activities  are  major  chal- 
lenges of  the  year  ahead.

THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  SCARBOROUGH  COLLEGE 

As  recorded  in  last  year's  Annual  Report  (Part  II,  pp.  106-9),  the  Presidential 
Advisory  Committee  on  the  Status  and  Future  of  Scarborough  College  (the  Hare 
Committee)  had  recently  recommended  a  substantial  increase  in  autonomy  for  the 
College,  both  academic  and  administrative,  and  the  President  had  announced  on 
June  17,  1971,  that  the  recommendations  of  the  Report  were  to  be  implemented. 
The  year  1970-71  had  been  a  difficult  one,  with  different  members  of  the  College 
faculty  taking  widely  differing  positions  regarding  their  own  future  and  the  future 
of  the  College. 

By  contrast,  the  year  1971-72  has  been  one  of  concentration  on  building  up  the 
altered  role  of  the  College  within  the  University.  The  College  Council  has  revised 
its  Constitutional  Guidelines  and  broadened  its  committee  structure.  The  General 
Policy  Committee  has  been  confirmed  in  its  role  as  the  College  budget  committee,  and 
its  leadership  is  increasingly  accepted.  The  Student  Council  is  finding  an  effective 
and  co-operative  role  within  the  new  framework.  Generally  speaking,  the  College  has 
successfully  survived  the  inevitable  strains  of  re-assessing  its  future.  Policy  discussion 
is  still  very  active  and  often  controversial  but  it  is  temperate  in  its  tone  and  constructive 
in  its  results. 

Effective  implementation  of  the  Hare  Report,  as  anticipated,  has  required  and 
is  requiring  the  development  of  new  academic  relations  with  the  St.  George  campus 
and  the  assumption  of  new  responsibilities  by  the  College.  During  the  summer  and 
autumn  of  1971  Dean  Colman,  with  the  support  of  our  four  Divisional  Chairmen, 
held  detailed  discussions  with  the  Chairman  of  each  Department  concerned  on  the 
St.  George  Campus  and  with  the  academic  authorities  of  the  University,  the  School 
of  Graduate  Studies,  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science,  and  University  College.  As  a 
result,  agreed  procedures  are  now  in  effect  for  our  faculty  covering  their  appointment, 
promotion,  tenure,  and  participation  in  the  Graduate  School.  Under  a  new  Statute  of 
the  Senate,  the  recommendations  of  the  College  Council  regarding  curriculum  and 
related  matters  have  been  carried  directly  to  the  Senate  through  its  Board  of  Arts 
and  Science  Studies  (which  was  expanded  to  include  enlarged  membership  from  the 
College)  and  have  no  longer  been  channelled  through  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science. 
Further,  the  College  administration  is  in  process  of  taking  over  the  work  previously 
done  on  our  behalf  by  the  Faculty  Office;  the  work  of  the  Faculty  Office  has  been 
much  appreciated,  as  has  its  co-operation  during  this  year  of  transition. 

During  the  year,  in  anticipation  of  broader  autonomy,  there  have  been  wide- 
ranging  discussions,  particularly  in  the  Curriculum  Committee,  of  the  future  cur- 
riculum of  the  College,  of  our  methods  of  teaching  and  learning,  and  of  regulations 
regarding  the  progress  of  undergraduates  towards  their  degrees.  The  results  of  these 
discussions  should  be  ready  for  actual  implementation  in  1973-74. 

The  Board  of  Governors,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  President,  approved 
the  establishment  of  a  Committee  for  Scarborough.  Since  the  Board  (soon  to  be 
replaced  by  the  Governing  Council)  had  many  gaps  in  its  membership,  it  was  unable 
actually  to  appoint  the  committee,  but  one  of  its  members,  Mr.  Ian  Davidson, 
accepted  the  responsibility  of  maintaining  a  liaison  with  the  College ;  his  advice  and 
assistance  have  been  most  helpful. 

Another  recommendation  of  the  Hare  Report  related  to  finance.  In  order  to 
make  financial  planning  possible  for  the  College,  the  two  major  transfers  between  the 
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College  budget  and  the  St.  George  budget  were  to  be  clarified  and  placed  on  a  rational 
and  continuing  basis.  One  of  these  transfers  is  to  reimburse  the  University  for  ad- 
ministrative services  to  the  College,  the  other  is  to  reimburse  the  College  for  its 
contribution  to  the  Graduate  operations  of  the  University.  Management  consultants, 
employed  partly  by  the  University  and  partly  by  the  College,  have  now  made  detailed 
reports  on  the  basis  of  which  the  two  transfers  are  being  made  in  1972-73  and  which 
should  provide  a  firm  and  reasonable  basis  for  future  transfers. 

While  action  was  taken  in  1971-72  to  give  effect  to  the  Hare  Recommendations 
relating  to  the  Board  of  Governors  and  the  Senate,  the  future  relationship  of  the 
College  to  the  new  Governing  Council  remains  to  be  worked  out.  The  enlarged  College 
autonomy  so  far  achieved  will  be  seriously  impaired  if,  under'  the  new  dispensation, 
special  attention  is  not  paid  to  the  opportunities  and  the  requirements  of  this  large 
and  actively  growing  campus  of  the  University. 

In  1971-72  full-time  enrolment  at  the  College,  as  at  December  1,  was  1,934. 
The  College  was  one  of  the  few  institutions  in  the  Province,  indeed  in  the  country, 
where  the  actual  full-time  enrolment  exceeded  the  forecast.  On  the  other  hand,  at 
1,891,  part-time  course  enrolment,  in  summer  and  winter  courses,  was  slightly  below 
forecast. 

The  College  has  been  moving  to  implement  not  only  the  "Hare  Report"  on 
Scarborough  College  but  also,  in  so  far  as  lay  within  its  authority,  to  implement  the 
Report  of  the  Presidential  Advisory  Committee  on  Extension.  Full  and  part-time 
students  continue  to  have  equal  access  to  daytime  and  evening  courses  in  an  integrated 
timetable.  College  services  including  library,  bookstore,  food  services  and  counselling 
services  have  been  extended  into  the  evening  hours. 

For  1972-73  the  College  will  continue  to  offer  courses  to  students  enrolled  in 
the  Division  of  Extension.  For  1973-74,  part-time  students  are  to  be  given  the  option 
of  becoming  members  of  Scarborough  College  and  working  towards  their  degrees 
according  to  College  regulations  (rather  than  those  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Science).  To  ensure  maximum  flexibility  and  richness  of  course  offerings,  it  is  hoped 
that  the  part-time  students  of  Scarborough  College  and  of  the  Division  of  Extension 
will  continue  to  enjoy  wide  freedom  to  select  courses  from  any  University  of  Toronto 
campus. 

Enlarged  enrolment  in  the  future  is  largely  predicted  on  building  expansion.  In 
the  Fall  of  1972  the  College  will  occupy  "Phase  II"  of  its  building  programme  and 
proposals  for  "Phase  III"  have  already  been  submitted  to  the  University  authorities 
for  approval. 

Phase  II  provides  not  only  enlarged  academic  facilities,  (chiefly  faculty  offices, 
seminar  rooms,  and  laboratories  for  both  teaching  and  research  in  the  sciences  and 
social  sciences),  but  also,  for  the  first  time,  an  indoor  recreation  centre  including 
gymnasium,  squash  courts,  and  other  athletic  areas  along  with  a  games-room,  a  snack 
bar  and  student-activity  areas.  Such  facilities  will  undoubtedly  make  the  College  a 
more  attractive  place  for  both  full-time  and  part-time  students,  as  well  as  for  members 
of  the  staff.  We  shall  also  be  able  to  repay,  in  part,  our  indebtedness  to  the  surrounding 
Scarborough  community  on  whose  recreation  facilities  we  have  had  to  depend  heavily 
for  the  past  seven  years. 

Phase  III  of  the  building  programme,  timed  to  follow  in  two  or  three  years,  is 
to  include  permanent  and  fully  developed  library  facilities  as  well  as  a  500-seat 
theatre  for  lectures,  concerts,  theatrical  productions,  etc.  Phase  IV,  which  would 
bring  the  College  to  its  target  enrolment  of  5,000  full-time  students,  is  still  over  the 
horizon. 

Our  long-delayed  plan  for  student  housing,  thanks  to  the  initiative  of  our  new 
Student  Council  in  the  summer  of  1971,  took  a  great  leap  forward ;  a  250-bed  residence 
is  now  included  high  on  the  priority  list  of  the  Province  for  financial  support.  However 
the  project  has  become  involved  in  intricacies  of  the  several  requirements  of  the 
Ontario  Student  Housing  Corporation  and  the  Borough  of  Scarborough.  It  will 
need  another  strong  push  from  the  College  in  the  year  ahead. 
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As  the  new  academic  year  begins  the  College  welcomes  Professor  H.C.  Corben 
as  Chairman  of  the  Physical  Sciences  group,  and  expresses  its  appreciation  to  Professor 
P.J.  O'Donnell  who  was  Acting  Chairman  in  the  year  just  past. 

As  this  is  written  Professor  Ralph  Campbell  has  recently  been  appointed  as  the 
new  head  of  the  College.  He  will  take  over  some  of  the  functions  previously  performed 
by  myself  as  Principal  and  some  of  those  previously  performed  by  Dean  Colman. 
Final  plans  for  re-structuring  the  College  administration  will  be  put  into  effect  after 
he  returns  from  Africa.  He  can  be  assured  of  a  very  warm  welcome  at  the  College. 

This  report  would  be  incomplete  without  a  special  word  of  thanks  to  Dean 
Colman.  Academically  and  administratively,  in  terms  of  innovation  and  of  inspiration, 
the  College  is  what  it  is  in  large  measure  because  of  his  leadership.  As  he  leaves  for 
a  well-deserved  sabbatical  year  overseas  he  takes  with  him  both  the  gratitude  and  the 
affection  of  the  College;  he  will  be  welcomed  back  as  a  member  of  the  faculty  in  1973.

THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  ERINDALE  COLLEGE 


Erindale  College  had  1,822  full-time  undergraduates  and  also  enrolled  1,106  part- 
time  students  (includes  winter  evening  and  summer  day  and  evening) . 

In  June,  1972,  298  students  graduated:  39  with  Four  Year  and  172  with  Three 
Year  Bachelor  of  Arts  degrees,  and  7  and  80  with  Four  and  Three  Year  Bachelor 
of  Science  degrees  respectively.  Mr.  Terrence  Ketter  won  the  Governor  General's 
medal  for  the  best  degree  but  special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  runner-up, 
Mrs.  Diane  Taylor,  who  last  year  had  had  the  highest  marks  in  Third  Year  but  who 
did  not  receive  the  medal  as  she  had  not  elected  to  graduate  in  that  year. 

The  teaching  staff  grew  to  141  full-time  and  8  part-time  Professors  and  Lecturers, 
as  well  as  many  part-time  Demonstrators.  Among  the  senior  staff  who  joined  Erindale 
either  permanently  or  as  Visiting  Professors  were:  K.  Burke  (Earth  and  Planetary 
Sciences),  J.M.  Deckers  (Chemistry),  J.S.  Dupre  (Political  Science),  G.  Gracie 
(Geography  and  Survey  Science),  A.C.  Gluek  (History),  D.H.  Gorman  (Geology), 
W.  Harrison  (Geography),  J.A.  Hynes  (Economics),  A.M.  Kruger  (Economics), 
S.A.  Lakoff  (Political  Science),  R.  Macqueen  (Geology),  J.  Skvorecky  (English), 
J.E.  Smith  (Political  Science). 

Mr.  M.  Lavelle  was  appointed  Assistant  Registrar  and  Mr.  N.  Moore  as  film- 
maker-in-residence.  Messrs.  D.  Blackwood,  W.  Buczynski  and  P.  Such  continued  as 
artists-in-residence  in  Art,  Music  and  Writing,  respectively. 

Erindale  students  played  an  increasingly  active  role  within  the  University,  win- 
ning the  Reed  Trophy  for  participating  in  intramural  sports  (the  Erindale  teams 
having  won  a  first,  a  second  and  a  third  place)  ;  the  tennis  team  won  the  Victoria 
Cup,  and  an  Erindale  player  won  the  McEachren  Trophy  for  individual  tennis.  An 
undergraduate,  John  Turnbull,  wrote  and  produced  a  play  "Every  Samuel  Sucker 
and  Both  His  Brothers",  which  won  the  University's  Student  Playwright  competition. 
Paul  Moran  was  re-elected  President  of  the  Students'  Administrative  Government  and 
Roman  Grogan  was  President  of  the  Erindale  College  Athletic  and  Recreational 
Association. 

During  the  year  the  Library  and  Meeting  Place  complex  which  will  form  the 
future  heart  of  the  campus  was  started  and  about  half  completed.  One  large  hut  to 
be  occupied  by  offices  and  seminar  rooms  for  the  humanities  and  two  small  portables 
for  Music  and  Art  studios  were  erected  between  the  Main  and  Preliminary  Buildings 
and  the  Physics  Shed  was  altered  and  made  into  an  athletics  headquarters. 

Discussions  with  the  Ontario  Student  Housing  Corporation  led  to  authorization 
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to  build  residences  on  the  campus  for  252  students  and  planning  for  requirements 
began.  Mr.  A.  Opalinski  of  the  Directorate  of  Physical  Plant  moved  to  Erindale  to 
supervise  construction. 

The  Erindale  College  Council  met  regularly,  with  50  student  members,  the 
number  requested  by  the  students,  participating  actively.  Much  discussion  centred 
about  the  future  of  the  College.  Committees  were  established  to  discuss  the  possi- 
bility that  the  campus  might  become  divided  into  several  groups,  according  to  a 
concept  approved  by  the  College  Council. 

Among  the  many  activities  in  the  College,  visitors  from  across  North  America 
attended  a  symposium  arranged  by  Erindale  psychologists  on  "Language  and 
Thought:  Communication  and  Affect."  There  were  seven  public  lectures,  of  which 
The  Associates  of  Erindale  arranged  three,  three  presentations  of  plays,  two  per- 
formed by  Erindale  students,  and  seven  musical  performances  by  students  from  the 
Faculty  of  Music.  The  writer  and  musician-in-residence  and  the  poet  Earl  Birney 
gave  readings,  while  the  artist-in-residence  arranged  twenty  art  shows  besides  two 
organized  by  the  German  Club  and  an  exhibit  of  books.  The  film-maker-in-residence 
started  several  projects  including  a  series  on  the  earth  sciences  for  the  Ontario  Educa- 
tional Communications  Authority  and  arranged  weekly  showings  of  films.

THE  MASTER  OF  MASSEY  COLLEGE 


The  admissions  committee  of  the  College  Corporation  elected  forty-four  of  the  appli- 
cants for  Junior  Fellowships  in  the  1971-72  academic  year;  with  the  thirty-nine  men 
remaining  in  the  College  this  completed  our  complement  for  full  term.  During  the 
summer  months  eighty-four  summer  students  were  accommodated  at  various  times, 
and  these  included  delegates  to  medical,  legal  and  educational  special  courses. 

More  than  two  hundred  graduate  students  of  both  sexes  attended  regular  seminars 
in  the  College  in  Drama,  English,  Chinese,  Political  Economy,  the  History  of  Books 
and  Printing,  Bibliography,  the  History  and  Philosophy  of  Science  and  Technology, 
and  Comparative  Literature.  In  addition  we  provided  quarters  for  106  occasional 
seminars  and  conferences.  Twenty-four  oral  examinations  were  conducted  in  the 
Round  Room.  Eight  senior  academics  occupied  rooms  in  the  college,  with  their  secre- 
tarial assistants,  exclusive  of  the  staffs  of  the  Drama  Centre  and  the  Graduate  Pro- 
gramme in  Comparative  Literature,  who  are  permanently  situated  here.  Fifty-five 
visiting  academics  were  accommodated  for  periods  ranging  between  the  full  term  and 
a  single  night.  There  were  thirty  faculty  receptions  in  various  parts  of  the  College. 

During  term  the  Master  and  Fellows  entertained  forty-five  guests  drawn  from  the 
worlds  of  scholarship,  finance,  industry,  government  and  the  arts  at  High  Table, 
in  addition  to  sixty  Junior  Fellows  of  the  College.  In  the  Senior  Common  Room 
1,470  guests  dined  under  the  auspices  of  the  College,  the  Chancellor,  and  several 
university  departments. 

The  Library  made  important  acquisitions  to  its  collection  of  Canadian  Literature 
in  English,  its  collection  relating  to  bibliography  and  the  history  of  printing,  and 
received  the  final  group  of  books  which  completes  the  Ruari  McLean  collection  of 
nineteenth  century  books  of  historical  importance  in  the  study  of  printing,  lithography 
and  binding  in  the  nineteenth  century.  The  College  paper-making  room  now  produces 
hand-made  paper  for  drawing  and  printing  in  substantial  quantity.  The  Library  also 
received  gifts  of  papers  and  clippings  relating  to  the  cultural  history  of  the  City  of 
Toronto,  and  a  variety  of  volumes  which  were  published  during  the  year  by  Fellows 
of  the  College. 
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The  Corporation  has  instituted  a  new  category  of  Associate  Fellows,  to  which  may 
be  elected  former  Fellows  who  will  retain  all  their  rights,  excepting  places  and  votes 
at  meetings  of  the  Corporation.  Professor  Gordon  Roper  (now  of  Trent  University) 
and  Professor  Vincent  Bladen  were  elected  as  Associate  Fellows. 

Within  the  College  a  Hallowe'en  party  was  organized,  as  were  also  the  annual 
poetry  contest,  an  Electronic  Music  Festival,  and  the  third  annual  party  for  guests 
from  the  Crippled  Children's  Centre,  as  well  as  a  variety  of  parties  less  formal  in  nature 
but  no  less  genial  in  character.  The  Christmas  Dance  was  a  notable  success,  and 
included  among  other  entertainment  an  impersonation  of  the  Master  so  closely 
observed  as  to  give  the  Master  a  more  than  usually  strong  impression  of  being  beside 
himself. 

During  term  Communion  and  Vespers  services  were  held  in  the  Chapel  monthly. 
The  Choir  continued  its  renderings  of  seventeeenth  and  eighteenth  century  Service 
Music  and  Anthems,  edited  from  original  manuscripts  by  the  organist  Giles  Bryant, 
and  now  published  and  widely  used  under  the  general  title  of  The  Massey  College 
Series  of  Anthems.  Four  weddings  and  three  Christenings  were  also  performed  in 
the  Chapel. 

Christmas  was  celebrated  by  the  Christmas  Gaudy  on  December  19  at  which  a 
variety  of  Tudor  and  contemporary  music  was  sung  by  the  Choir;  Professor  Finch 
read  a  poem  specially  composed  for  the  occasion  on  the  theme  of  the  College  Crest, 
and  the  Ninth  College  Ghost  Story  was  read.  The  Choir  also  gave  an  end-of-term 
concert  on  May  14,  composed  wholly  of  works  by  Brahms.  This  year  the  College  has 
made  a  valuable  addition  to  its  musical  forces  by  buying  a  piano. 

During  the  course  of  the  term  the  matter  of  the  admission  of  women  as  Junior 
Fellows  was  discussed  by  the  Junior  Fellows  and  the  Fellows  of  the  Corporation  and 
the  decision  was  reached  that,  as  the  trust  under  which  the  College  exists  has  been 
in  existence  for  nine  years  only,  it  was  premature  to  discuss  the  legislation  that  would 
be  involved  in  a  major  change  of  the  trust  agreement.

Centres  and  Institutes 


THE  ACTING  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  CENTRE  FOR 
MEDIEVAL  STUDIES 

Ever  since  its  establishment,  the  Centre  has  co-operated  closely  with  the  Pontifical 
Institute  of  Mediaeval  Studies.  This  year  witnessed  the  passage  from  co-operation 
to  full  integration  of  teaching  programmes,  students  and  staff,  in  accordance  with 
the  recommendations  of  the  Dean's  Committee  ably  guided  by  Professor  Geoffrey 
Stagg,  whose  final  report  was  submitted  on  July  14,  1971,  and  was  immediately 
implemented.  The  staff  members  of  the  Pontifical  Institute  have  been  cross-appointed 
to  the  University  as  members  of  the  Centre;  the  Institute's  Licentiate  programme 
became  a  "stream"  in  the  Centre's  doctoral  programme,  and  the  Institute's  students 
were  enrolled  within  the  Centre  as  candidates  for  the  m.a.  or  ph.d.  ;  the  Centre's 
Committee  on  Admissions  and  Fellowships  was  enlarged  with  Institute  staff  and 
admitted  new  students  to  both  streams;  and  the  President  of  the  Institute  became  a 
member  of  the  Centre's  Executive  Committee.  The  change  to  full  integration  of 
programmes  and  students  has  worked  well  and  has  been  welcomed  by  all  concerned. 

Students  of  the  Centre 

The  total  number  of  students  registered  in  the  Centre's  programme  in  1971-72  was 
105,  of  whom  71  were  doctoral  candidates.  Thirty-eight  new  students  were  admitted, 
including  those  in  the  p.i.m.s.  Licence  stream.  Seven  of  the  new  students  were  doctoral 
candidates.  Ten  students  were  awarded  the  ph.d.  degree  during  the  year,  making 
a  total  of  25  doctoral  degrees  conferred  on  Centre  students  since  the  establishment 
of  the  Centre  in  1964. 

The  theses  defended  by  doctoral  candidates  in  1971-72  spoke  for  the  breadth 
of  specializations  embraced  by  the  Centre.  Two  were  on  early  English  and  three  on 
historical  subjects,  with  one  each  in  medieval  French,  Spanish,  History  of  Art, 
Scholastic  Theology,  and  Latin  Rhetoric. 

Visiting  Lecturers 

During  the  1970-71  session,  the  general  format  of  a  three-day  visit  was  adopted  for 
the  Visiting  Lecturers  programme,  during  which  the  visitor  would  deliver  a  public 
lecture,  hold  a  seminar,  and  meet  informally  with  staff  and  students.  While  this  format 
was  continued  in  1971-72,  reduced  financial  support  limited  the  number  of  such 
visits  to  four.  Two  visitors  came  for  one  day  to  participate  in  the  Regional  Seminars, 
two  longer  visits  were  shared  with  other  graduate  departments,  and  three  visitors 
presented  a  single  lecture  each  while  in  Toronto  for  other  purposes. 

A  Canada  Council  grant  under  the  Cultural  Exchange  Programme  supported 
an  extended  stay  by  Professor  Michel  Mollat  of  the  Universite  de  Paris-Sorbonne  in 
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October  1971.  Professor  Mollat  gave  an  illustrated  public  lecture  on  October  14  on 
"Les  hopitaux  en  France  a  la  fin  du  moyen  age";  he  participated  in  a  seminar  on 
medieval  history  at  the  Pontifical  Institute  of  Mediaeval  Studies  on  October  18;  on 
October  20  he  spoke  informally  to  a  seminar  in  the  Department  of  Political  Economy 
on  "L'activite  de  la  Commission  Internationale  d'Histoire  Maritime" ;  and  on  October 
22  he  attended  another  seminar  of  the  Department  of  Political  Economy  in  order  to 
deliver  an  "Explication  de  quelques  textes  portants  sur  la  vie  economique  du  moyen 
age."  On  October  28  Professor  Mollat  gave  a  lecture  on  "Poor  Classes  -  Dangerous 
Classes:  Uprisings  in  Western  Europe  at  the  end  of  the  Middle  Ages"  to  an  under- 
graduate class  in  medieval  history.  He  also  met  informally  with  historians  in  Toronto 
working  in  periods  of  French  history  other  than  the  Middle  Ages.  On  two  weekends 
during  his  stay,  Professor  Mollat  travelled  to  Quebec,  Montreal  and  Ottawa  and  saw 
medievalists  in  these  cities.  This  highly  successful  visit  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic 
year  was  a  propitious  introduction  to  the  year's  programme. 

The  following  lecturers  came  to  the  University  with  the  support  of  the  School 
of  Graduate  Studies: 

Professor  Paul  Zumthor  of  the  University  of  Paris-Vincennes  gave  a  lecture  on  Octo- 
ber 6  on  "The  Actualization  of  Medieval  Texts." 

Professor  Lester  K.  Little,  Department  of  History,  Smith  College,  participated  in  the 
Regional  Seminar  on  October  30. 

Professor  Robert  Brentano,  Department  of  History,  University  of  California,  Berkeley, 
came  for  a  three-day  visit,  November  4-6,  during  which  he  conducted  a  seminar  on 
"How  should  one  handle  religion  in  writing  and  teaching  history?"  and  offered  a 
lecture  on  "Piety  in  Thirteenth-  and  Fourteenth-Century  Rome  and  Lazio." 

Professor  Stephen  G.  Nichols,  Jr.,  Department  of  Comparative  Literature,  Dartmouth 
College,  visited  the  Centre  on  November  16-18.  On  the  17th  he  offered  a  lecture  on 
"The  Medieval  Lyric  and  its  Public"  and  on  the  following  day  he  conducted  a  seminar 
on  "Rhetorical  Metamorphosis  in  the  Troubadour  Lyric." 

Professor  Theodore  M.  Andersson  of  the  Department  of  Germanic  Languages  and 
Literatures,  Harvard  University,  gave  a  lecture  on  "The  Scandinavian  Experience  in 
Carolingian  Germany"  on  December  6  and  conducted  a  seminar  the  following  day 
on  "Walahfrid  Strabo's  Version  of  a  Viking  Raid  on  Iona  in  825." 

Professor  Konstantin  Reichardt,  Department  of  Germanic  Languages,  Yale  Uni- 
versity, visited  the  University  on  January  24-25,  1972,  co-sponsored  by  the  Centre 
for  Medieval  Studies  and  the  Programme  in  Comparative  Literature.  On  January  24 
he  offered  a  lecture  on  "Gods  and  Trees  in  Skaldic  Poetry"  and  the  following  day  he 
conducted  a  seminar  on  "The  Sacred  Grove  of  the  Semnones  (Tacitus,  Germania, 
Chapter  39)." 

While  visiting  Toronto,  Dr.  Audrey  L.  Meaney,  Department  of  English,  Macquarie 
University,  Sydney,  New  South  Wales,  gave  an  illustrated  lecture  for  the  Centre  for 
Medieval  Studies  on  "Anglo-Saxon  Burial  Tombs,"  on  January  31. 

Professor  John  Hollander  of  the  Department  of  English,  Graduate  Centre,  The  City 
University  of  New  York,  presented  one  of  the  two  complementary  papers  at  the  winter 
Regional  Medieval  Seminar  on  February  5. 

Monsieur  Jean  Gagne,  Vice-Doyen,  Faculte  des  Arts  et  des  Sciences,  Universite  de 
Montreal,  presented  a  lecture  on  February  7  on  "The  Impact  of  Aristotle's  Physics 
on  Medieval  Sciences:  the  Development  of  scientiae  mediae."  On  February  8  he 
conducted  a  seminar  on  "Hindu-Arabic  Numerals  and  Mathematisation  in  Medieval 
Latin." 

The  Centre  for  Medieval  Studies  and  the  Department  of  Islamic  Studies  jointly  spon- 
sored a  visit  by  Professor  Vicente  Cantarino  of  the  Department  of  Spanish  and  Portu- 
guese, University  of  Texas  at  Austin.  Professor  Cantarino  offered  a  lecture  on  "Medi- 
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eval  Christian  and  Muslim  Attitudes  in  the  Literary  Evaluation  of  their  Sacred  Books" 
on  March  8  and  the  following  day  he  conducted  a  seminar  on  "Comparison  of  the 
Composition  of  the  Andalusian  Muwashshaha  with  a  Romance  Kharja." 

Professor  Helmut  Gneuss,  English  Seminar,  University  of  Munich,  presented  a  lecture 
on  "The  Origin  of  Standard  Old  English"  on  March  27,  during  his  visit  to  Toronto 
to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Committee  on  the  Dictionary  of  Old  English. 

The  following  medievalists  also  made  brief  visits  to  the  Centre  during  the 
year:  Professors  Larry  Benson  (Harvard),  Harry  Caplan  (Cornell),  Christopher 
Crowder  (Queen's)  ;  Dr.  Florens  Deuchler  (Metropolitan  Museum,  New  York)  ; 
Professors  A.D.  Deyermond  (Wisconsin),  John  Gilchrist  (Trent),  George  Johnson 
(Carleton),  Alvin  Lee  (McMaster)  ;  Mr.  Paul  Meyvaert  (Mediaeval  Academy); 
Professor  Martin  Stevens  (S.U.N.Y.-Stony  Brook).  Most  of  these  came  to  Toronto 
to  serve  as  external  examiners  at  the  Senate  Orals  of  doctoral  candidates  in  the  Centre. 

Regional  Medieval  Seminars 

The  fall  regional  seminar  was  held  in  the  Moot  Court  of  the  Faculty  of  Law  on 
October  30.  The  theme  was  "Poverty  in  the  Middle  Ages"  and  the  main  paper, 
entitled  "The  Evolution  of  the  Idea  of  Poverty:  An  Interdisciplinary  Approach,"  was 
delivered  by  Professor  Michel  Mollat.  Complementary  papers  were  presented  by 
Professor  Lester  K.  Little,  Department  of  History,  Smith  College,  on  "Social  Uses 
of  Voluntary  Poverty,"  and  by  Professor  J.  Ambrose  Raftis.  of  the  Centre  for  Medieval 
Studies  and  the  Pontifical  Institute  of  Mediaeval  Studies,  Toronto,  on  "The  Medieval 
Welfare  Model."  The  general  discussion  that  followed  the  presentation  of  papers  was 
highlighted  by  the  remarks  of  Professor  Sylvia  Thrupp  (Michigan) .  The  seminar  was 
chaired  by  Professor  Natalie  Z.  Davis  of  the  Department  of  History,  who  had  had 
a  large  part  in  its  organization.  After  a  reception  and  dinner  at  Hart  House,  the 
Centre's  drama  group,  Poculi  Ludique  Societas,  presented  "A  Fine  Play  of  Lancelot 
of  Denmark"  and  "Dame  Sirith"  in  the  West  Hall,  University  College.  There  were 
105  registrants  at  the  seminar  and  about  150  attended  the  presentation  of  papers, 
to  which  students  were  invited  without  payment  of  registration  fee. 

The  winter  regional  seminar  was  held  on  February  5,  also  in  the  Moot  Court, 
Faculty  of  Law.  The  theme  was  "Musica:  from  Mistress  to  Maid."  Professor  Andrew 
Hughes  of  the  Faculty  of  Music,  Toronto,  delivered  the  main  paper,  on  "Music  as 
Symbol  of  World  Order."  The  two  complementary  papers  were  presented  by  Pro- 
fessor John  Hollander,  Department  of  English,  City  University  of  New  York,  on 
"Musica:  Concepts  in  Translation,"  and  by  Professor  Robert  A.  Falck  of  the  Faculty 
of  Music,  Toronto,  on  "Musical  Poetics  and  the  Trivium,"  after  which  there  was 
general  discussion.  The  seminar  was  chaired  by  Professor  Denton  Fox  of  the  Graduate 
Department  of  English.  Following  a  reception  and  dinner  at  Hart  House,  the  Poculi 
Ludique  Societas  and  the  Medieval  Music  Group  presented  Filius  Getronis,  a  twelfth- 
century  music  drama  relating  a  miracle  of  St.  Nicholas,  in  the  Chapel  of  Trinity  College. 
Ninety  persons  registered  for  the  seminar  and  a  larger  number  attended  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  papers  only.  Professor  Hughes  deserves  special  praise  for  his  outstanding 
work  in  organizing  this  seminar.  He  was  also  responsible  for  the  musical  side  of  "Filius 
Getronis,"  which  all  will  remember  as  a  dazzling  recreation  of  the  medieval  stage. 

Publications 

During  the  spring,  Medieval  Rhetoric  by  James  J.  Murphy  (University  of  California, 
Davis)  was  published  by  the  University  of  Toronto  Press.  It  is  the  third  in  the  series 
of  Toronto  Medieval  Bibliographies,  edited  by  Professor  John  Leyerle.  The  next 
publication  in  this  series,  now  being  edited,  will  be  Medieval  Plainsong,  Secular  Song 
and  Polyphony  by  Professor  Andrew  Hughes. 

Work  continued  on  the  Dictionary  of  Old  English,  under  the  general  editorship 
of  Professor  Angus  Cameron  of  the  Centre.  Computer  concordances  for  Pope's  Old 
English  Homilies  and  Skeats'  Lives  of  the  Saints  have  been  received,  and  the  collection 
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of  printed  editions  of  Old  English  texts  approached  completion.  Professor  Richard 
Venezky  (Wisconsin)  has  received  a  grant  to  aid  him  in  making  a  complete  Old 
English  concordance  by  means  of  the  computer.  On  March  24  and  25  a  meeting  of 
the  full  Editorial  Board  of  the  Dictionary  took  place.  Professors  Helmut  Gneuss 
(Munich),  Fred  Robinson  (Stanford),  and  C.J.E.  Ball  (Oxford)  conferred  with 
the  Toronto  members,  Professors  Cameron,  Leyerle  and  Roberta  Frank.  Professor 
Cameron  spent  the  fall  term  in  Oxford  working  closely  with  Mr.  Ball  on  the  next 
volume  for  the  Materials  Series  and  acquiring  material  for  the  Dictionary.  The  second 
volume  of  the  Materials  Series,  edited  by  Professor  Frank,  will  soon  be  ready  for 
publication. 

The  series  of  Medieval  Latin  Texts,  directed  by  Professor  A.G.  Rigg  with  the 
assistance  of  an  editorial  board,  received  its  first  complete  manuscript,  Three  Lives 
of  Old  English  Saints,  by  Dr.  Michael  Winterbottom  (Oxford).  It  is  hoped  that 
publication  will  take  place  by  the  end  of  1972.  Owing  to  financial  stringencies,  the 
plan  to  have  this  series  published  by  the  University  of  Toronto  Press  had  to  be  can- 
celled. New  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Pontifical  Institute  of  Mediaeval 
Studies,  which  consented  to  accept  the  series  among  its  publications. 

In  March  Professor  Denton  Fox  presented  to  the  Centre's  Steering  Committee 
a  new  publication  project,  consisting  of  a  series  of  inexpensive,  readable,  and  unob- 
trusively scholarly  editions  of  Middle  English  texts.  The  object  of  the  series  is  to 
encompass  works  that  are  either  unedited  or  available  only  in  facsimiles,  older  editions, 
or  modern  critical  editions  too  expensive  for  classroom  use.  The  texts  will  ordinarily 
be  taken  from  a  single  manuscript  or  early  print,  and  emended  where  necessary,  with 
annotation  kept  as  simple  and  concise  as  possible.  The  Steering  Committee  approved 
the  project,  subject  to  the  appointment  of  an  editorial  board.  Professors  Eric  Stanley 
(London)  and  Larry  Benson  (Harvard)  have  agreed  to  serve  on  the  board,  whose 
composition  is  not  yet  complete.  A  publications  assistant  has  been  appointed  on  a 
part-time  basis  to  assist  Professor  Fox,  as  well  as  Professor  Rigg's  Latin  Texts  series, 
during  the  1972-73  academic  year.  Four  texts  in  the  Early  English  Literary  Texts 
series  are  planned  for  publication  in  the  next  twelve  months:  The  Court  of  Sapience, 
edited  by  Ruth  Harvey;  Elyot,  The  Castle  of  Health,  edited  by  Sheldon  Zitner; 
Douglas,  Palice  of  Honour,  edited  by  Priscilla  Bawcutt;  Buke  of  the  Howlat,  edited 
by  Margaret  Mackay. 

Microfilm  and  Photographic  Archive 

The  Photographic  Archive  Committee  is  charged  with  developing  two  collections, 

one  of  microfilms  of  medieval  manuscripts,  and  one  of  slides. 

The  collection  of  microfilms  of  all  manuscripts  containing  Anglo-Saxon  -  under- 
taken in  relation  with  the  Old  English  Dictionary  —  is  now  virtually  complete.  As  a 
result,  a  new  collection  has  been  undertaken,  under  the  guidance  of  Professor  Robert 
Taylor,  consisting  of  Old  Provencal  chansonnier  texts.  Some  microfilms  of  these  have 
begun  to  arrive. 

The  slide  collection  was  augmented  this  year  by  about  3500  slides,  and  much 
work  remains  to  be  done  in  cataloguing  these  acquisitions.  A  descriptive  brochure, 
circulated  in  the  autumn,  may  have  been  responsible  for  the  increasing  use  of  the 
slide  collection  by  staff  and  students.  The  collection  has  proved  particularly  valuable 
in  the  production  of  videotapes  on  medieval  themes  to  be  mentioned  later. 

Professor  Michael  Sheehan,  who  has  chaired  the  Archive  Committee  since  its 
establishment,  resigned  at  mid-year.  Professor  Roberta  Frank  agreed  to  replace  him 
ad  interim. 

Poculi  Ludique  Societas 
A  highlight  of  the  year  for  the  PLS  was  the  invitation  to  present  a  production  at  the 
National  Gallery  of  Canada,  Ottawa,  during  its  two-month  exhibition  of  medieval 
art,  "Art  and  the  Courts:  France  and  England  from  1259  to  1328,"  organized  to 
explore  an  aspect  of  the  background  of  Canada's  two  founding  cultures.  Three  plays 
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from  the  Towneley  Cycle,  The  Creation,  The  Killing  of  Abel,  and  Noah  and  the 
Flood,  directed  by  Bruce  Bailey,  were  presented  at  the  National  Gallery  on  May 
23  and  24. 

There  were  three  regular  productions  during  the  year:  A  double  bill,  Dame 
Sirith,  directed  by  Richard  Green,  and  Lancelot  of  Denmark,  directed  by  Bie  Cart- 
wright,  was  presented  in  University  College  Playhouse  on  October  6-9,  and  again 
on  October  30  for  the  fall  Regional  Medieval  Seminar.  The  Towneley  Cycle,  The 
Offering  of  the  Magi,  The  Flight  into  Egypt,  and  Herod  the  Great,  directed  by 
Michael  Erdman,  was  presented  in  University  College  Playhouse  on  November  23—27. 
Filius  Getronis,  a  12-century  music  drama  augmented  by  other  pieces  from  the  same 
period,  was  presented  in  collaboration  with  the  Medieval  Music  Group,  directed  by 
Andrew  Hughes,  with  David  Klausner  as  Stage  Director,  in  Trinity  College  Chapel 
on  February  3  and  4  and  again  on  February  5  for  the  winter  Regional  Medieval 
Seminar. 

The  PLS  has  now  found  a  home  alongside  the  Centre,  in  part  of  a  building  com- 
monly known  as  the  "Animal  House",  with  sufficient  space  to  house  its  costumes, 
props,  and  sets.  Its  day-to-day  affairs  are  entrusted  to  a  Steward,  Miss  Martha  Keffer, 
whose  appointment  on  a  part-time  basis  began  in  the  summer  of  1971. 

Library 

During  the  year  two  sub-committees,  the  Celtic  Committee  and  the  Medieval  Latin 
Literature  Committee,  checked  library  holdings  and  investigated  sources  of  supply 
in  these  two  fields,  with  the  help  of  student  research  assistants.  Their  work  will  be 
very  helpful  in  guiding  future  purchases.  The  appointment  of  a  third  sub-committee, 
in  Scandinavian  or  Slavic  Studies,  is  under  consideration. 

An  important  acquisition  during  the  year,  purchased  jointly  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Anthropology,  was  the  Journal  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Antiquaries  of  Ireland, 
Volumes  1-100.  The  Committee  also  agreed  to  co-operate  with  the  Department  of 
History  of  Art  in  buying  the  facsimile  edition  of  The  Utrecht  Psalter. 

Continuing  Education  Course  in  Medieval  Education 

In  response  to  a  request  from  the  Division  of  University  Extension  the  Centre 
organized  a  non-credit  course  during  the  year  entitled  "King  and  Cathedral  in  the 
Middle  Ages."  Arranged  and  led  by  Professor  Colin  Chase,  the  course  followed  an 
interdisciplinary  plan  in  which  guest  lecturers  from  the  Centre  -  Professors  Goffart, 
Sheehan,  Acland,  and  Brieger,  together  with  the  graduate  assistant,  Sarah  McKinnon 
-  illuminated  different  aspects  of  a  single  topic.  In  the  fall  the  focus  of  attention  was 
on  Charlemagne  and  Carolingian  culture ;  in  the  spring,  on  Chartres  and  the  function 
of  the  cathedral  in  medieval  society.  A  television  tape  was  produced  on  each  of  the 
guiding  subjects  of  the  course.  Fifteen  extension  students  enrolled. 

In  1972-73  Professor  Chase  will  use  a  similarly  interdisciplinary  approach  for  a 
course  with  a  more  literary  and  less  visual  bias,  to  be  called  "Medieval  Literature 
in  Context." 

Television  Film  Project 

As  a  result  of  the  initiatives  of  Professors  Angus  Cameron  and  Colin  Chase,  the 
Centre  is  sponsoring  the  preparation  of  a  series  of  twenty-minute  videotapes  on 
medieval  subjects.  The  enterprise  had  its  beginnings  in  a  tape  entitled  "Handwriting 
in  the  Dark  Ages,"  prepared  in  1971  by  Professor  Cameron,  using  the  facilities  and 
technical  personnel  of  the  Media  Centre  of  this  University.  Professor  Chase  then  pre- 
pared a  tape  on  "The  Crowning  of  Charlemagne,"  in  connection  with  his  course  in 
the  Continuing  Education  Programme.  The  Media  Centre  expressed  great  satisfaction 
with  these  productions,  regarding  them  as  outstanding  educational  videotapes.  It 
therefore  offered  Professors  Cameron  and  Chase  financial  support  for  a  series  of 
additional  tapes  on  similar  themes,  which  might  be  offered  as  a  package  of  twelve  to 
interested  educational  broadcasters  and  institutions.  The  tapes  would  substitute  for 
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slide  lectures  in  classes  and  might  promote  interest  in  medieval  studies  at  the  high 
school  level.  With  the  approval  and  encouragement  of  the  Centre's  Steering  Commit- 
tee, Professors  Cameron  and  Chase  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Media  Centre 
to  undertake  this  project. 

The  series  will  include  the  two  videotapes  already  mentioned  and  ten  more, 
two  of  them  in  colour.  Of  these,  one  by  Centre  students  Sarah  McKinnon  and  Susan 
Jupp  on  "The  Last  Judgment  in  Cathedral  Sculpture"  has  been  completed;  three 
more  -  "The  Life  of  St.  Cuthbert"  by  Angus  Cameron,  "The  Fifteen  Joys  of  Mar- 
riage" by  Roberta  Frank,  and  "The  Sutton  Hoo  Ship  Burial"  by  Colin  Chase  -  are 
in  an  advanced  stage  of  preparation;  and  another  four  will  be  done  during  1972-73. 
It  is  expected  that  a  committee  will  be  formed  in  the  Centre  to  forward  work  on  these 
films,  as  well  as  to  encourage  additional  members  of  the  Centre  faculty  to  become 
contributors  of  ideas  and  scripts. 

Staff 

Professor  John  Leyerle  was  appointed  to  a  second  five-year  term  as  Director  of  the 
Centre,  beginning  in  1972.  He  was  on  sabbatical  leave  in  1971-72,  as  a  Visiting 
Fellow  of  the  Society  for  the  Humanities  at  Cornell  University.  In  the  middle  of  the 
year,  the  Centre  regretfully  lost  the  services  of  Professor  Brian  Merrilees,  who  since 
1967  had  been  its  Academic  Secretary  for  Admissions  and  Fellowships.  He  resigned 
in  order  to  become  Assistant  to  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School.  Professor  Merrilees 
has  meant  very  much  to  the  Centre's  success,  notably  in  assuring  the  high  quality  of 
student  admissions  and  the  equitable  distribution  of  financial  aid;  his  good  counsel 
and  kindness  will  be  missed.  Professors  Angus  Cameron  and  George  Rigg  accepted 
my  invitation  to  carry  out  this  Secretaryship  for  the  balance  of  the  year,  and  deserve 
high  praise  for  their  work.  Professor  Roberta  Frank  ably  carried  out  the  duties  of 
Academic  Secretary  in  charge  of  ph.d.  programmes  for  the  period  when  I  acted  in 
place  of  Professor  Leyerle. 

In  the  coming  year  1972-73  Professor  Paul  Grendler  will  undertake  the  Academic 
Secretaryship  for  Admissions  and  Fellowships.  The  Centre  will  be  welcoming  two  new 
medievalists  to  the  University  faculty:  Professor  William  Leckie  in  Middle  High 
German,  and  Professor  Giuseppe  Mazzotta  in  Dante  studies.  It  has  also  been  possible 
to  invite  a  distinguished  scholar,  Professor  Nicolas  Oikonomides  of  the  University  of 
Montreal,  to  hold  a  seminar  in  Byzantine  History  on  a  visiting  basis;  it  will  be  the 
first  time  that  this  subject  has  been  taught  in  the  Graduate  School. 

The  Centre  suffered  another  loss  with  the  resignation  at  the  end  of  April  of 
Mrs.  Linda  Wilding,  who  had  been  its  secretary  since  1969.  Her  intelligence,  quiet 
efficiency,  and  devotion  have  played  an  invaluable  part  in  the  day-to-day  operations 
of  the  Centre.  Her  place  has  been  taken  by  Mrs.  Joan  Grant.  In  closing,  I  wish  to 
note  the  names  of  Miss  Grace  Vallis,  Administrative  Assistant  of  the  Centre;  Miss 
Marion  Wood,  secretary  to  the  Director  from  June  1971  to  May  1972;  and  Professor 
James  Burke,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Regional  Seminars.  My  special  grati- 
tude goes  to  them  as  well  as  to  those  already  singled  out  in  this  report  for  the  unstinting 
support  they  have  given  me  during  my  year  of  office.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  CENTRE  FOR  RUSSIAN  AND 
EAST  EUROPEAN  STUDIES 

The  Centre  completed  its  ninth  year  of  activity  and  entered  the  final  year  of  its  first 
decade  with  a  three-year  grant  of  $150,000  from  The  Ford  Foundation.  The  only 
other  North  American  universities  receiving  similar  grants  were  Harvard,  Columbia 
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and  Indiana.  This  was  striking  evidence  of  the  remarkable  progress  of  Russian  and 
East  European  studies  at  the  University  of  Toronto  in  the  past  ten  years.  These  funds 
will  provide  much  needed  support  for  faculty  research  and  travel,  graduate  fellow- 
ships, library  development  and  visiting  professorships. 

Professor  Alfred  Zauberman  of  the  London  School  of  Economics,  a  specialist  in 
socialist  economics  and  planning,  was  a  visiting  professor  in  the  Department  of 
Political  Economy  for  the  year.  Robert  E.  Johnson,  a  specialist  on  nineteenth  century 
Russian  history,  was  appointed  to  the  Department  of  History  at  Erindale  College, 
and  S.M.  Eddie,  an  economic  historian  whose  research  includes  Hungary,  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Department  of  Political  Economy. 

Lectures  and  Seminars  have  been  delivered  by  the  following  persons  as  our 
guests:  Max  Hayward,  Fellow  of  St.  Antony's  College,  Oxford,  England:  "Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn" ;  Professor  Richard  Lowenthal,  Department  of  Political  Science,  Free 
University  of  Berlin,  Germany:  "Comparative  Communism,  Leadership  and  Masses"; 
"The  Soviet  Union,  Germany  and  the  West";  Professor  Ludvik  Dembinski,  Depart- 
ment of  History,  Catholic  University,  Lublin,  Poland:  "Catholics  and  Politics  in 
Contemporary  Poland" ;  Dr.  Vladimir  Kusin,  Institute  of  Soviet  and  East  European 
Studies,  University  of  Glasgow:  "The  Reform  Movement  and  Czechoslovak  Culture. 
A  Case  Study  in  Continuity  and  Change" ;  Professor  T.  Krukowski,  Russian  Depart- 
ment, University  of  Ottawa:  "Canadian  Multi-Culturalism,  Prospects  and  Problems". 

A  panel  discussion  was  held,  with  Professors  A.  Zauberman  and  Richard  Judy 
of  the  Department  of  Political  Economy  at  the  University  of  Toronto  and  Professor 
P.  Medow  of  the  Department  of  Political  Economy  at  York  University,  on  the  subject 
"Mathematical  Economics  and  Computer  Experiments :  New  Hopes  for  Soviet  Central 
Planning". 

Three  seminars  were  held  for  specialists  in  Russian  history  from  Ontario  uni- 
versities:- Charles  Ruud,  University  of  Western  Ontario,  on  "P. A.  Valuev  and  the 
Autocracy's  Politics";  Peter  Brock,  University  of  Toronto,  on  "Between  Ukrainian 
Cultural  Nationalism,  The  Case  of  Ivan  Vahylevych,  1811-1866";  and  John  Keep, 
University  of  Toronto,  and  W.R.  Augustine,  York  University,  on  "Historiography  of 
the  Russian  Revolution".  Sir  John  Lawrence,  editor  of  Frontier  Magazine,  London 
England,  and  Miss  Kirstein,  the  Free  University  of  Berlin,  also  visited  the  Centre. 

A  reception  for  graduate  students  in  various  departments  working  in  Russian 
and  East  European  studies  was  held  in  November.  Two  graduate  students  who  had 
returned  from  the  Soviet  Union,  Cecil  Houston  of  the  Department  of  Geography,  and 
Juris  Dreifelds  of  the  Department  of  Political  Economy,  reported  on  their  observations 
and  experiences.  In  addition,  a  representative  to  the  Centre's  Executive  Committee 
was  elected. 

The  University  of  Toronto  exchange  with  the  U.S.S.R.  was  suspended  during 
1971-72  as  a  result  of  a  Soviet  decision  based  on  their  objection  to  the  presence  of 
Dr.  Dotsenko,  a  former  Soviet  citizen,  on  the  campus.  We  are  in  the  process  of  negotiat- 
ing an  exchange  programme  with  Moscow  State  University  and  hope  to  co-ordinate 
the  programme  with  the  National  Scholarship  Programme  administered  by  the 
Department  of  External  Affairs.  Professor  Donald  Schwartz.  Assistant  to  the  Director 
of  the  Centre,  who  is  also  a  member  of  the  Inter-Universitv  Committee  on  Exchanges, 
participated  in  several  discussions  at  the  Department  of  External  Affairs  in  Ottawa 
and  was  a  member  of  the  Mixed  Commission  which  met  in  Moscow  at  the  beginning 
of  June.  We  plan  to  send  two  graduate  students  to  the  Soviet  Union  during  the  aca- 
demic year  1972-73. 

Despite  the  suspension  of  the  programme,  three  students  were  able  to  proceed 
under  Centre  auspices  to  the  Soviet  Union  to  do  research  on  their  Ph.D.  dissertations. 
These  included  the  following:  Juris  Dreifelds,  Department  of  Political  Economy  (The 
Politics  of  the  Environment  in  the  Latvian  S.S.R.)  :  John  Fisher,  Department  of 
History  (The  Agrarian  Problem  in  Russia  in  the  Period  1900  to  1905)  :  and  Cecil 
Houston,  Department  of  Geography  (Population  Dynamics  of  the  Central  Industrial 
Region) .  The  Centre  also  provided  financial  aid  for  research  trips  by  graduate  students 
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and  faculty  to  other  Eastern  European  countries  and  to  major  U.S.  libraries.  Among 
those  assisted  were  Barbara  Kasinska  (ph.d.  candidate)  of  the  Department  of  Political 
Economy,  for  research  on  the  working  class  under  communism  in  Poland;  Stefania 
Miller  (ph.d.  candidate)  of  the  Department  of  Political  Economy,  for  research  on 
the  Znack  Group  in  Poland;  Mrs.  Skoric  of  the  University  of  Toronto  Library, 
Reference  Division,  for  research  on  the  Pasic  memoirs,  in  Yugoslavia ;  Professor  Milan 
Surducki  of  the  Department  of  Slavic  Languages  and  Literatures,  for  research  on 
English  loan-words  in  present-day  Standard  Serbo-Croatian.  These  research  visits 
were  made  possible  by  a  grant  from  the  Laidlaw  Foundation. 

The  Summer  Russian  Workshop  has  continued  to  achieve  substantial  success 
under  the  direction  of  Professor  Sergei  KononofT.  During  the  past  five  years  the  Work- 
shop has  had  a  total  of  322  students,  the  majority  of  whom  (167)  were  graduate 
students.  Of  the  total,  1 28  were  from  the  University  of  Toronto,  74  from  other  Cana- 
dian universities,  and  120  from  American  universities. 

Slavic  and  East  European  materials  at  the  University  library  reached  a  total 
of  approximately  100,000  volumes  as  of  December,  1971.  These  acquisitions  represent 
a  very  substantial  improvement  in  the  scope  and  content  of  our  library's  holdings 
and  will  continue  over  the  years  to  aid  the  research  work  conducted  by  members  of 
the  Centre,  graduate  students,  and  others.  Of  the  above  total,  22,000  volumes  are  in 
the  area  of  history,  10,000  in  political  science,  economics  and  sociology,  and  43,000 
in  Slavic  languages  and  literatures,  with  60  per  cent  of  the  volumes  dealing  with 
Russia  and  the  U.S.S.R.  (including  the  Ukraine)  ;  12  per  cent,  Poland;  8  per  cent, 
Czechoslovakia;  8  per  cent,  Yugoslavia;  3.5  per  cent,  Hungary;  2  per  cent,  Bulgaria; 
1.5  per  cent,  Rumania,  and  5  per  cent  with  Baltic  countries  and  other. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  the  Director  participated  in  conferences  at 
McMaster  University,  Carleton  University,  the  University  of  Vermont,  Columbia 
University  and  at  Reading  and  Windsor,  England.  He  also  gave  a  seminar  at  the 
Russian  Research  Centre  at  Harvard  University.  The  University  co-sponsored  the 
third  conference  on  Baltic  Studies  from  May  11  to  14  with  scholars  active  in  the  field 
of  Baltic  studies  attending.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  CENTRE  OF  CRIMINOLOGY 

In  this,  its  ninth  year  of  existence,  the  Centre  of  Criminology  has  launched  its  m.a. 
programme  with  encouraging  success.  With  financial  support  from  the  Donner  Cana- 
dian Foundation,  thereby  overcoming  the  Ontario  government's  1971  embargo  on 
all  new  higher  degree  programmes  throughout  the  province,  the  Centre  enrolled  its 
first  full-time  graduate  students,  14  in  all,  in  September  1971.  Given  the  satisfactory 
completion  of  their  dissertations  it  is  expected  that  a  sizeable  proportion  of  the  in- 
augural class  will  receive  their  degrees  at  the  Fall  Convocation,  1972.  In  view  of 
the  newness  of  the  m.a.  degree  in  criminology,  the  Centre  will  be  watching  with 
interest  the  employment  opportunities  that  become  available  to  its  initial  group  of 
graduates. 

The  portents  for  future  years,  already  evident,  suggest  keen  competition  for  the 
available  places  in  the  m.a.  programme.  In  our  approach  to  the  problem  of  student 
numbers  we  hope  to  maintain  a  desirable  balance  between  the  size  of  the  graduate 
seminar  classes,  the  teaching  responsibilities  of  the  full-time  staff  and  the  continuation 
of  the  Centre's  commitment  to  undertake  major  research  projects  of  an  empirical 
character.  As  the  years  proceed,  it  is  intended  that  a  closer  integration  should  develop 
between  the  graduate  teaching  and  research  programmes  which  are  carried  out 
within  the  aegis  of  the  Centre  of  Criminology. 

Many  of  my  earlier  reports  have  emphasized  the  difficulties  that  face  newly 
established  centres  and  institutes  which  must  seek  outside  funds  to  sustain  their  general 
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activities.  It  is  little  consolation  that  the  same  malady  now  affects  the  whole  university. 
By  imposing  a  total  embargo  on  new  graduate  programmes  at  the  very  time  when  the 
criminology  m.a.  degree  was  scheduled  to  begin,  the  government  deprived  the  Centre 
of  badly  needed  B.I.U.  funds  at  a  critical  stage  in  its  development.  Every  effort  is  being 
made  to  persuade  the  Ontario  Government  to  lift  its  embargo  and  the  Centre  is  grate- 
ful for  the  strong  support  of  its  case  which  has  been  manifested  not  only  within  this 
University  but  also  on  the  part  of  the  Council  of  Ontario  Universities,  its  Advisory 
Council  on  Academic  Planning,  and  the  Committee  on  University  Affairs. 

The  pervasiveness  of  the  financial  problems  besetting  the  Centre  of  Criminology 
reached  its  most  critical  point  in  mid-March  1972.  Over  a  period  of  years,  commencing 
in  1965,  the  Ontario  Departments  of  the  Attorney  General  and  Correctional  Services 
have  made  available  to  the  Centre  annual  grants  in  support  of  research  and  other 
activities  that  were  of  special  interest  to  the  departments  concerned.  These  continuing 
funds  have  enabled  the  Centre  to  recruit  full-time  staff  of  considerable  experience 
and  to  sustain  a  number  of  research  projects  in  such  areas  as  sentencing,  parole,  proba- 
tion, the  police,  the  economics  of  crime,  the  mentally  disordered  offender  and  the 
law  officers  of  the  Crown.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Ontario  Government's  Justice  Policy 
Committee,  to  which  I  had  been  invited  to  discuss  the  on-going  relationship  between 
the  Centre  and  the  departments  interested  in  our  work,  I  was  informed,  without  any 
forewarning,  of  a  major  change  in  government  policy  with  respect  to  the  support  of 
university  research.  Essentially  this  involves  the  termination  of  all  existing  research 
grants  and  the  substitution  of  a  policy  of  purchased  research  with  the  selection  of 
relevant  subjects  being  determined  by  the  departments  concerned.  This  new  policy, 
it  was  carefully  pointed  out,  was  not  intended  to  impinge  on  the  allocation  of  funds 
which  are  made  available  to  the  universities  under  the  existing  B.I.U.  formula. 

One  of  the  serious  obstacles  to  reaching  an  accommodation  with  the  departments 
most  vitally  interested  in  the  Centre's  research  programme  is  the  apparent  adherence, 
on  the  government's  side,  to  the  principle  of  control  over  publication  of  the  findings 
of  research  carried  out  with  public  funds.  For  its  part  the  Centre  is  resolved  to  adhere 
to  the  well  established  tradition  that  university  research  should  be  of  such  a  character 
that  its  results  may  be  freely  published.  It  needs  little  imagination  to  recognize  the 
sensitive  nature  of  much  of  the  empirical  research  conducted  within  the  Centre,  and 
to  appreciate  the  political  ramifications  that  attach  to  the  results  of  projects  which 
examine  various  facets  of  the  correctional  services  and  the  administration  of  criminal 
justice.  Safeguarding  the  independence  of  the  Centre  of  Criminology,  in  a  situation 
where  dependence  on  government  funds  is  one  of  the  facts  of  modern  life,  should  be 
a  matter  that  concerns  all  sectors  of  the  university  community. 

In  seeking  to  overcome  the  present  impasse  the  Centre  has  appreciated  the  strong 
support  for  its  position  and  its  needs  which  was  communicated  to  the  government  by 
members  of  the  Centre's  Advisory  Council.  If  ever  a  situation  reflected  the  importance 
of  establishing  a  broad  base  of  understanding  of  the  university's  functions  by  society 
at  large,  the  events  of  recent  months  have  demonstrated  the  truth  of  this  proposition 
for  the  Centre.  I  am  also  very  conscious  of  the  strength  that  has  been  lent  to  my  negotia- 
tions with  the  ministers  involved  by  my  academic  colleagues  from  other  divisions  of 
the  University  who  serve  on  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Centre. 

In  the  midst  of  these  tribulations  the  Centre  convened  its  third  national  con- 
ference, the  chosen  subject  being  "The  disposition  of  offenders  in  Canada".  As  with 
its  earlier  national  conferences  in  1964  and  1965,  representation  covered  all  the 
provinces  and  included  members  of  the  judiciary  at  each  level  of  the  criminal  courts, 
the  National  Parole  Board,  the  Penitentiaries  Service,  provincial  correctional  staff 
including  probation,  chiefs  of  police,  crown  attorneys  and  defence  counsel.  Aca- 
demic colleagues  from  different  parts  of  Canada  chaired  the  six  discussion  groups. 
Throughout  the  three  days  of  the  conference  the  emphasis  was  on  a  free  and  frank 
exchange  of  views  based  on  guidelines  and  background  reading  material  prepared 
by  the  Centre's  staff. 

Returns  from  this  kind  of  conference  are  hard  to  define  or  to  pinpoint  if  one  is 
looking  for  concrete  events.  Certainly,  the  Centre  has  regard  to  the  influence  which, 
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hopefully,  its  efforts  exert  on  policy-making.  Awareness  of  the  growing  body  of 
criminological  knowledge  does  not  come  easily  or  automatically  to  those  who  are 
daily  engaged  in  disposing  of  individual  cases  or  circumstances.  There  is,  however, 
in  these  situations  little  opportunity  to  challenge  basic  presuppositions  that  tend  to 
separate  rather  then  integrate  the  overall  approach  to  the  problems  of  crime.  In 
organizing  this  latest  conference  the  Centre  believes  it  has  made  a  further  contribution 
towards  achieving  a  better  criminal  law  and  a  more  humane  administration  of  criminal 
justice  in  Canada. 

On  the  research  side  the  past  year  has  seen  the  completion  of  the  following  studies : 
(1)  "Men  Released  from  Prison"  by  Professor  Irvin  Waller;  (2)  "Legal  Aid  in  the 
Ontario  Criminal  Courts"  by  Professor  J.L.  Wilkins;  (3)  "The  Parole  Prediction 
Study"  by  Professor  Peter  MacNaughton-Smith ;  and  (4)  "Prisoners'  Perceptions  of 
Parole"  by  Lois  James. 

Among  the  new  projects  that  are  in  their  early  stages,  reference  should  be  made 
to  the  study  of  police  discretionary  powers  by  Mr  Clifford  Shearing  which  has  taken 
as  its  starting  point  the  handling  of  citizen  calls  in  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Police 
Communications  Centre.  Eventually,  it  is  hoped  to  extend  the  inquiry  to  examine  the 
activities  of  mobile  police  patrols.  Another  focus  of  research  interest  is  the  juvenile 
court  and  particularly  the  role  of  lawyers  in  their  capacity  as  defence  counsel.  The 
study,  originally  begun  under  the  joint  direction  of  Professor  Fox,  Inez  Dootjes  and 
Patricia  Erickson,  and  now  being  continued  under  the  sole  responsibility  of  the  latter, 
proposes  to  examine  the  perceptions  of  this  central  role  in  the  proceedings  by  the 
lawyers  themselves,  by  other  court  personnel  including  the  judges  and  representatives 
of  the  social  welfare  agencies  and,  the  object  of  the  entire  hearing,  the  young  offenders 
themselves. 

What  has  been  described  in  the  preceding  paragraphs  fails  to  identify  the  multiple 
sources  of  intensive  effort  on  the  part  of  many  colleagues,  without  whose  collaboration 
nothing  could  have  been  accomplished.  The  results. of  research,  which  is  carried  on 
in  the  Centre  all  year  round,  are  marked  by  their  eventual  publication  as  monographs, 
research  reports  or  working  papers.  Behind  this  effort  is  the  unseen  band  of  hard- 
working secretaries  and  library  staff  to  whom  I  would  like  to  pay  special  tribute.  By 
the  time  this  report  appears  in  print  one  of  my  colleagues,  Professor  Richard  G.  Fox, 
will  have  returned  to  his  native  Australia.  During  his  stay  amongst  us  in  the  Centre, 
his  contributions  were  indeed  all  embracing,  for  which  I  am  especially  grateful.  Of 
these  none  was  more  important  or  enduring  than  his  efforts  in  organizing  and  ad- 
ministering the  m.a.  graduate  programme  in  criminology  during  its  tenuous  first  year 
of  existence.  Professor  Irvin  Waller  has  succeeded  to  the  position  of  Secretary  of  the 
Graduate  Faculty  in  the  Centre,  thus  ensuring  continued  strength  in  this  important 
position.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  CENTRE  FOR  CULTURE  AND 
TECHNOLOGY 

The  central  theme  of  the  seminars  this  year  was  "Critique  of  Satisfactions,  Private 
and  Corporate,  Individual  and  Social."  Relating  to  our  study  of  media  and  society 
and  politics,  there  was  a  timely  visit  from  Mr.  Joseph  Foyle  of  Dublin  who  has  opened 
a  Centre  for  Understanding  Media  in  Dublin.  He  has  asked  for,  and  been  granted, 
the  right  of  association  with  the  Centre  for  Culture  and  Technology  here  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto.  (Similar  association  has  been  asked  for  by  other  groups,  notably 
in  Denver,  Colorado,  and  in  Paris,  France.)  Mr.  Foyle,  having  studied  the  work  of 
Harold  Innis  and  the  work  of  the  Centre  for  Culture  and  Technology,  had  proceeded 
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with  some  surveys  of  politics  and  media  in  Ireland,  North  and  South.  He  is  planning 
to  expand  this  greatly  and  has  already  published  some  papers  on  the  subject. 

A  major  project  which  has  been  one  of  the  underlying  themes  of  Centre  seminars 
for  the  past  four  years  has  finally  been  completed.  This  consists  of  the  book  Take 
Today:  The  Executive  as  Dropout  (Marshall  McLuhan  and  Barrington  Nevitt,  pub- 
lished by  Harcourt,  Brace,  Jovanovich,  Inc.,  N.Y.).  This  book  was  made  possible  by 
teamwork  with  Barrington  Nevitt,  engineering  and  management  consultant  for  the 
Ontario  Government.  Mr.  Nevitt  is  an  electrical  engineer  whose  contributions  to  the 
work  of  the  Centre  have  been  very  great  indeed.  Many  people  come  regularly  to  the 
seminars  to  hear  him  and  to  chat  with  him  about  many  of  the  current  problems  in 
telecommunications.  Since  he  has  been  a  life-long  specialist  in  precisely  this  field,  he 
has  added  a  great  and  important  dimension  to  the  activities  of  the  Centre  by  his 
enthusiastic  work  with  everybody  associated  with  the  Centre.  A  great  linguist,  with 
an  extensive  background  in  many  countries  of  the  world,  he  is  also  a  humanist  with 
an  avid  interest  in  contemporary  art  and  poetry  and  literature.  In  a  word,  his  encyclo- 
pedism  constitutes  a  sort  of  ideal  for  any  contemporary  person. 

A  good  deal  of  discussion  during  the  year  related  to  the  problems  encountered 
in  the  exercise  of  power  and  the  dissatisfactions  relating  to  the  possession  of  great 
wealth.  The  Howard  Hughes  case  came  pat  to  the  topic  and  the  discussions  on  the 
problem  of  privacy  and  identity  in  a  world  in  which  mobility  has  destroyed  com- 
munity. Directly  bearing  on  these  problems  came  the  Clifford  Irving  affair  which 
brought  into  prominence  the  entire  question  of  media  coverage  as  constitutive  rather 
than  as  reportorial.  Clifford  Irving  brought  out  the  fact  that  the  media  have  more 
power  to  make  than  to  report  news.  Coverage  itself  has  become  the  new  reality,  and 
fact  and  fiction  merge. 

Phil  Pendry,  a  cbc  cameraman,  visited  the  seminar  and  presented  films  to  illus- 
trate a  strange  development  in  political  news  coverage.  In  the  North  of  Ireland  the 
participants  in  violence  carefully  timed  their  public  actions  to  synchronize  with  the 
TV  and  news  cameras.  They  then  adjourned  indoors  to  watch  themselves  on  TV 
and  to  hear  themselves  on  radio.  Until  the  cameras  were  in  position,  all  was  quiet 
in  the  streets. 

The  factor  of  massive  public  participation  in  on-going  events  presents  a  special 
problem  with  regard  to  public  trials,  whether  in  the  Eichmann  affair,  or  the  Lieutenant 
Calley  affair,  or  Angela  Davis,  or  the  Manson-Tate  affair.  As  the  defendants'  lives 
and  motives  are  deployed,  the  public  identifies  more  and  more  with  the  defendants 
simply  by  virtue  of  the  coverage.  There  always  seems  to  be  the  point  at  which  the 
public  suddenly  feels  that  it  has  become  the  defendant  itself,  and  at  this  moment  the 
initial  defendants  flip  into  the  role  of  public  heroes,  with  the  public  saying:  "I  would 
have  done  the  same  thing  myself  under  these  conditions."  We  studied  violence  as 
both  the  loss  of  identity  and  the  means  of  regaining  identity,  whether  private  or 
corporate.  This  process  raises  that  aspect  of  the  social  organism  whereby  its  need  for 
pervasive  encounters  in  order  to  maintain  identity  and  momentum  is  now  fed  by  its 
consumption  of  its  own  image  in  the  mirror  of  the  mass  media. 

The  decision  to  limit  the  graduate  enrolment  to  fifteen  students  has  worked  out 
very  well.  It  had  become  impossible  to  direct  or  to  follow  the  projects  of  thirty  or 
more  students.  Monday  evening  sessions  from  8:00  to  10:00  were  also  held  all  year. 
Unexpectedly,  this  proved  an  ideal  way  of  providing  a  platform  for  the  fifteen  gradu- 
ate students  on  which  to  meet  a  wide  range  of  faculty  and  community  representatives. 
These  representatives  were  always  eager  to  initiate  dialogue  on  many  issues  relating 
to  the  entire  community.  So  natural  and  pervasive  did  the  ensuing  dialogue  become 
that  it  was  merely  enriched  by  unexpected  visitors,  of  whom  there  were  many.  This, 
in  turn,  prompted  the  idea  of  an  "Airport  University"  to  be  conducted  as  an  on-going 
seminar  at  major  airports.  This  seminar  could  be  a  sponsored  show  on  network  or 
cable  TV.  Any  major  airport  contains  numerous  key  figures  from  almost  all  fields  of 
social  action  and  administration.  These  people  sit  for  varying  periods  awaiting  trans- 
port to  their  ultimate  destinations.  Many  of  them  would  welcome  the  opportunity  to 
gather  around  a  table  to  share  food  and  drink  and  dialogue  with  their  fellows. 
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Perhaps  the  highlight  of  the  Monday  evening  seminars  was  one  in  the  spring 
when  Dean  Safarian,  Dr.  Doug  Wright  and  Father  John  Kelly,  President  of  St. 
Michael's  College,  shared  their  interests  and  problems  with  the  other  participants  of 
the  seminar.  By  its  very  nature,  the  Centre  for  Culture  and  Technology  attracts  a 
great  many  visitors  from  East  and  West  throughout  the  entire  year.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  CENTRE  FOR 
INDUSTRIAL  RELATIONS 

Again,  in  1971-72,  the  primary  function  of  the  Centre  for  Industrial  Relations  was 
the  provision  of  its  Information  Service  to  facilitate  research  and  study  by  students, 
faculty,  and  members  of  the  business,  government  and  labour  communities.  The 
volume  of  its  work  and  its  recognition  by  users  continue  to  increase,  and  at  a  more 
rapid  pace.  Financial  support  by  the  Ontario  Department  of  Labour  and  by  the 
Personnel  Association  of  Toronto,  whose  members  are  appreciative  users  of  the  In- 
formation Service,  made  possible  the  appointment  of  a  full-time  professional  Assistant 
Librarian  in  late  1971. 

Research  projects  sponsored  by  the  Centre  were  carried  on  throughout  the  year. 
Professor  Morley  Gunderson,  a  one-third  time  staff  member  of  the  School  of  Business 
(now  Faculty  of  Management  Studies),  devoted  the  other  two- thirds  of  his  time  to 
research  on  several  topics  in  the  area  of  the  labour  market,  selected  by  the  Ontario 
Department  of  Labour  which  financed  the  research. 

Professor  Samuel  Rea  Jr.,  who  taught  in  Political  Economy  at  Erindale  College 
and  on  the  St.  George  Campus,  carried  on  research  on  the  effects  of  wage  change, 
sponsored  and  financed  jointly  by  the  Federal  and  Ontario  Departments  of  Labour. 

The  Director,  by  reason  of  his  appointment  as  Dean-Designate  of  the  new  Faculty 
of  Management  Studies  and  his  continuing  teaching  responsibilities,  was  unable  to 
carry  on  his  projected  research  into  union  trade-offs,  for  which  the  Ontario  Depart- 
ment of  Labour  had  provided  a  grant. 

A  new  and  significant  development  is  a  proposed  Master  of  Industrial  Relations 
programme.  This  idea  is  presently  under  active  consideration,  as  is  the  future  of 
the  Centre  in  general. 

The  Centre,  as  always,  has  problems  with  respect  to  space  requirements  and 
financial  needs.  It  is  hoped  that  the  year  1972-73  may  produce  some  improvement 
in  both  these  aspects  of  its  operation. 

The  Director,  in  view  of  his  Deanship  of  the  new  Faculty  of  Management  Studies, 
will  be  Acting  Director  during  the  year  1972-73,  with  Professor  Gunderson  serving 
as  his  assistant.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  CENTRE  FOR  URBAN  AND 
COMMUNITY  STUDIES 

The  Centre  for  Urban  and  Community  Studies  was  established  by  the  University  of 
Toronto  in  1964  to  serve  as  a  focus  for  those  members  of  the  University  community 
with  an  interest  in  urban  and  community  studies.  The  Centre  is  a  research  institution 
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which,  except  for  space  and  administrative  support  provided  by  the  University,  relies 
entirely  on  external  support  for  its  research  activities.  The  Centre  is  of  course  not 
unique  in  its  concern  with  urban  research,  much  of  which  is  carried  out  in  conjunction 
with  teaching  departments.  In  addition,  some  urban  research  is  now  carried  out  in 
other  centres,  such  as  the  Institute  for  the  Quantitative  Analysis  of  Social  and  Eco- 
nomic Policy  and  the  Institute  of  Environmental  Sciences  and  Engineering. 

The  Centre  has  three  primary  objectives.  First,  as  part  of  the  University's  general 
responsibility  to  contribute  to  knowledge,  the  research  activities  of  the  Centre  are 
directed  to  improving  our  understanding  of  urban  problems.  Second,  the  Centre 
attempts  to  contribute  to  the  enrichment  of  teaching  programmes  by  encouraging 
student  involvement  and  by  improving  the  quality  of  teaching  related  to  urban  studies. 
The  third  objective  of  the  Centre  is  to  develop  and  demonstrate  a  research  capability 
that  can  be  made  available  to  industry,  government  and  the  public  at  large  to  deal 
with  a  wide  variety  of  urban  problems  and  policy  issues. 

While  the  research  activities  of  the  Centre  contribute  substantially  to  the  training 
and  support  of  graduate  students,  the  Centre  has  no  direct  involvement  in  teaching 
programmes.  It  does  not  enrol  graduate  students,  nor  does  it  offer  courses  for  academic 
credit.  Professorial  staff  of  the  Centre,  however,  generally  hold  academic  appoint- 
ments in  one  of  the  teaching  departments  of  the  University. 

The  major  sources  of  current  financial  support  received  by  the  Centre  include 
the  following:  Bell  Canada,  Canada  Council,  Canadian  Council  on  Urban  and 
Regional  Research,  Canadian  Transport  Commission,  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing 
Corporation,  Laidlaw  Foundation,  Ontario  Department  of  Agriculture,  Ontario  De- 
partment of  Education,  Ontario  Department  of  Health,  Ontario  Department  of 
Labour  and  Varsity  Fund. 

During  the  1971-72  academic  year  most  of  the  research  activities  of  the  Centre 
fell  into  the  category  of  continuing  projects,  funded  over  periods  ranging  from  two 
to  five  years.  Specifically,  support  for  the  following  projects  and  studies  was  received 
or  renewed. 

Urban  Environment  Study 

An  analysis  of  evolutionary  trends  in  urban  development  in  Central  Canada  with  a 
forward  look  to  urban  environments  in  the  future,  now  in  the  last  of  a  planned  five 
years  of  research.  Principal  Investigators:  Professors  L.S.  Bourne,  J.N.H.  Britton, 
L.  Curry,  G.  Hodge,  R.D.  MacKinnon,  J.  Paris,  J.  Siegel,  J.  Simmons  and  B.  Wellman. 
The  overall  study  framework  consists  of  three  major  component  studies  and  four 
contextual  studies. 

Component :  Contextual : 

Urban  System  National  Economic  Environment 

Interaction  Systems  Public  Policy  Environment 

Intra-Urban  Structure  Population  Forecasting 

Social  Environment 

Urban  Renewal  Study 

A  study  of  citizen  participation  and  community  reaction  to  public  policy  in  urban 

redevelopment  and  renewal  in  Toronto.  Principal  Investigator:  Professor  Albert  Rose. 

The  Physical  Environment  as  Attraction  and  Determinant:  Social  Effects  in  Housing 
A  project  on  the  housing  environment  as  attraction  and  determinant  in  the  use  of 
housing  space,  and  in  attitudes  to  housing  design  and  the  decision  to  move.  Interview- 
ing is  designed  to  follow  the  household  through  the  moving  and  adjustment  processes. 
Now  beginning  the  third  of  a  projected  five-year  period.  Principal  Investigator: 
Professor  William  Michelson. 

Adult  Occupational  Training  Project  (jointly  with  the  Centre  for  Industrial  Relations) 
A  study  of  the  intergovernmental  relations  arising  from  adult  occupational  training, 
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with  particular  attention  to  school  boards  and  community  colleges.  Principal  Inves- 
tigators: Professors  J.  Stefan  Dupre,  David  M.  Cameron  and  Graeme  McKechnie. 

Urban  Social  and  Physical  Space  Correlates 

A  study  of  the  relationships  between  socio-economic  characteristics  and  land  use- 
building  patterns  of  Metropolitan  Toronto.  The  research  schedule  involves  com- 
parisons of  census  data  as  well  as  interviews  of  consumer  and  developer  location 
decision-making  in  new  housing  construction.  Principal  Investigator:  Professor  L.S. 
Bourne. 

Transportation  Study  (jointly  with  York  University  Transport  Centre) 
Transportation  research  activities  of  the  Centre  are  conducted  jointly  with  York  Uni- 
versity through  a  programme  known  as  the  Joint  Program  in  Transportation.  This 
study,  now  in  the  second  year  of  a  four-year  programme,  is  divided  into  four  subject 
areas:  National  Transportation  Policy,  Transport  Flows,  Transportation  Impact  and 
Programme  Development. 

Allocation  of  funds  available  under  this  grant  is  carried  out  by  a  special  com- 
mittee on  transportation  studies,  established  by  the  two  universities.  The  programme 
has  been  successful  in  attracting  professorial  staff  from  a  wide  variety  of  disciplines 
in  both  universities,  such  as  Law,  Business  Administration,  Urban  and  Regional 
Planning,  Environmental  Studies,  Engineering,  Economics,  Geography  and  Mathe- 
matics. In  May  1972,  a  major  conference  on  National  Transportation  Policy  was 
sponsored  by  the  programme,  which  was  extremely  successful  in  attracting  leading 
transportation  specialists  from  Canada  and  abroad. 

During  the  remaining  two  years  of  the  transportation  research  programme, 
one  of  the  major  decisions  that  will  have  to  be  taken  concerns  the  future  of  the  pro- 
gramme following  the  expiry  of  this  grant.  Some  thought  has  already  been  given 
to  the  possibility  of  combining  the  York  University  Transport  Centre  and  the  trans- 
portation group  within  the  Centre  for  Urban  and  Community  Studies  in  some  form 
of  joint  centre  for  transportation  studies. 

Community  Ties  and  Support  Systems 

The  project  (started  in  January  1971)  is  a  study  of  the  community  ties  and  personal 
support  systems  which  people  use  in  living  in  the  contemporary  metropolis.  The 
two-year  project  is  supported  by  grants  from  the  Ontario  Department  of  Health 
and  the  Laidlaw  Foundation.  Principal  Investigator:  Professor  Barry  Wellman. 

Aside  from  these  studies  for  which  external  support  is  available,  some  of  the 
Centre's  internal  funds  were  committed  this  year  to  initiate  new  research  that  might 
ultimately  lead  to  additional  external  support.  Professor  Nathan  Gartner,  a  Post- 
Doctoral  Fellow  from  the  Israel  Institute  of  Technology,  was  given  limited  assistance 
for  his  work  on  "Optimal  Synchronization  of  Signals  in  Traffic  Networks".  This  work 
was  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Roads  Department. 
As  a  result,  some  useful  relationships  with  the  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto 
were  developed,  and  some  indications  have  already  been  given  of  their  interest  to 
engage  in  similar  co-operative  projects. 

Centre  funds  were  also  committed  to  encourage  more  research  in  the  general 
area  of  Urban  Economics.  A  major  proposal  for  research  in  this  area  has  been  pre- 
pared jointly  by  the  Centre  and  the  Institute  for  the  Quantitative  Analysis  of  Social 
and  Economic  Policy.  This  proposal  is  now  before  the  Federal  Ministry  of  State  for 
Urban  Affairs,  and  preliminary  indications  suggest  that  support  will  be  forthcoming. 

In  addition,  the  Centre  offered  a  series  of  13  evening  lectures  on  Airport  Planning, 
jointly  with  the  Department  of  Civil  Engineering.  Experts  from  outside  the  University 
presented  some  of  the  lectures,  and  the  series  succeeded  in  attracting  40  participants 
from  industry,  consulting  organizations  and  government  agencies.  Notes  from  this 
lecture  series  are  now  in  the  process  of  being  printed  by  the  University  of  Toronto 
Press  and  should  be  available  as  a  bound  volume  entitled  "Readings  in  Airport 
Planning",  during  the  fall  of  1972. 
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During  the  year,  the  Centre  expanded  its  publication  output  by  some  14  research 
reports,  most  of  which  derived  from  the  Urban  Environment  Study.  The  Joint  Program 
in  Transportation  produced  three  publications  as  a  result  of  the  first  year's  activity. 
The  total  number  of  publications  available  through  the  Centre  now  includes  three 
Bibliographic  Papers,  55  Centre  Research  Papers,  and  3  Joint  Program  in  Transporta- 
tion Research  Papers.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  GRADUATE  CENTRE  FOR  THE 
STUDY  OF  DRAMA 

Enrolment  for  the  1971-72  session  finally  settled  down  at  66,  after  beginning  the  year 
in  the  70's.  Of  these  26  were  m.a.  candidates,  6  were  phil.m.'s,  and  34  were  ph.d.'s,  as 
compared  to  last  year's  final  figures  of  23  m.a.'s,  8  phil.m.'s,  and  30  ph.d.'s.  During 
the  year  17  students  completed  requirements  and  were  recommended  for  degrees  — 
16  m.a.'s  and  1  phil.m.;  and  eight  candidates  passed  the  General  Examination  for 
degree  work  beyond  the  m.a.,  three  of  them  with  first-class  marks. 

We  expect  enrolment  for  1972-73  to  be  approximately  the  same,  or  slightly  higher. 
At  the  time  of  writing,  it  stands  at  74,  50  of  whom  are  in  the  ph.d.  programme.  We 
may  expect  the  recent  increase  in  graduate  fees  to  reduce  this  figure,  however. 

Of  the  nine  Centre  students  looking  for  university  appointments  for  next  session, 
five  had  been  hired  at  the  time  of  writing.  Four  of  these  were  ABD's,  so  the  average 
is  comparatively  good.  It  is  lower  than  last  year,  however,  and  we  must  expect  the 
situation  to  get  worse  as  vacancies  get  scarcer. 

Curriculum  and  Appointments 

In  1971-72  44  academic  courses  were  offered,  8  of  which  were  Centre  courses,  the 
rest  being  made  available  by  the  contributing  graduate  departments.  Next  session 
departmental  offerings  will  be  enriched  by  3y2  new  courses:  one  in  Classics,  two 
in  German,  and  a  new  half-course  in  Music.  There  will  also  be  4  new  courses  offered 
by  the  Centre  itself  ("Principles  and  Methods  of  Theatrical  Interpretation",  "The 
Actor  and  his  Art",  "Canadian  Theatre  and  Drama"  -  which  will  be  a  joint  seminar, 
and  "Directed  Reading")  and  three  new  half-courses  ("Problems  of  Theatrical  Style", 
Parts  1  and  2,  and  a  half-course  in  "Directed  Reading") .  These  new  courses  are  part 
of  a  general  reorganization  of  the  programme  to  draw  more  closely  together  the 
academic  and  practical  work  of  the  Centre. 

This  reorganization  will  be  accompanied  by  some  new  appointments  and  the 
creation  of  several  new  positions.  Josef  Skvorecky  will  be  teaching  the  "History  of 
Film"  course,  with  a  cross-appointment  to  Erindale  College;  Martin  Hunter  will 
fill  the  new  post  of  "Supervisor  of  Productions" ;  Michael  Sidnell  will  be  the  Centre's 
Academic  Secretary,  with  a  cross-appointment  to  Trinity  College;  F.J.  Marker  will 
fill  the  new  post  of  "Director  of  Technical  Training",  with  a  cross-appointment  to 
University  College,  and  will  also  be  editor  of  the  journal  Modern  Drama;  and  Ann 
Saddlemyer  will  become  Director,  with  a  cross-appointment  to  Victoria  College.  Pro- 
fessor Saddlemyer  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Saskatchewan,  Queen's  University, 
and  the  University  of  London,  England,  and  is  a  world  authority  on  Anglo-Irish 
drama;  she  joined  the  Centre  last  year. 

Publications 

Besides  books  and  learned  articles  by  individual  members  of  staff,  details  of  which 
are  recorded  elsewhere,  the  Centre  now  has  two  publishing  projects  of  its  own.  In 
February  we  were  fortunate  enough  to  acquire  Modern  Drama,  one  of  the  five  major 
drama  journals  published  in  English,  as  the  official  organ  of  the  Drama  Centre.  It  will 
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be  published  for  us  by  Hakkert  Press  of  Toronto;  will  be  edited  by  FJ.  Marker,  with 
Laure  Riese,  Lise  Marker,  and  Alexander  Leggatt  as  Associate  Editors ;  and  will  have 
an  editorial  board  chaired  by  Clifford  Leech,  which  will  include,  amongst  others,  H.N. 
Frye,  R.B.  Parker,  and  Ann  Saddlemyer  from  the  University  of  Toronto.  The  first 
issue  from  the  Centre  will  be  the  December  number  for  1972. 

The  series  of  Canadian  plays  on  which  the  Centre  is  collaborating  with  New 
Press  of  Toronto  is  also  going  ahead  smoothly.  A  second  volume,  Masks  of  Childhood, 
Three  Plays  by  James  Reaney,  edited  with  an  afterword  by  Brian  Parker,  appeared 
in  spring  1972;  a  third  volume  "Hunting  Stewart"  and  Other  Plays  by  Robertson 
Davies,  edited  with  an  introduction  by  Gordon  Roper,  is  now  at  the  press;  and  the 
first  four  volumes  of  Quebecois  plays  in  English  translation  aire  in  various  stages  of 
preparation.  Some  ten  other  volumes  have  been  contracted  for,  and  the  series  seems 
to  be  in  a  fair  way  to  becoming  the  standard  series  for  English-Canadian  drama. 

Visiting  Speakers  and  Companies 

The  Centre  had  six  visiting  lecturers  during  the  session  and  co-sponsored  two  others. 
Alois  Nagler,  of  Yale  University,  spoke  on  problems  of  medieval  staging  and  on 
early  illustrations  of  the  commedia  dell'  arte;  Richard  Proudfoot,  of  King's  College, 
University  of  London,  on  the  Shakespeare  apocrypha ;  Jan  Kott,  of  the  State  Univer- 
sity of  New  York  at  Stoney  Brook,  on  Greek  Tragedy  and  the  Absurd  and  on  The 
Tempest  as  psychodrama;  A.C.  Sprague,  Professor  Emeritus  at  Bryn  Mawr,  on  the 
past  history  of  characters  in  Elizabethan  plays ;  and  Richard  Coe,  University  of  War- 
wick, on  Genet  and  Black  Power  and  on  Arrabal's  The  Architect  and  the  Emperor  of 
Assyria.  The  "University  of  Toronto  Lectures  in  Drama"  were  given  by  the  distin- 
guished American  designer  Jo  Mielziner.  In  addition,  the  Centre  co-sponsored  with 
the  Graduate  Department  of  German  a  visit  by  Werner  Hecht,  dramaturg  of  the 
Berliner  Ensemble,  who  lectured  on  the  technique  of  the  Ensemble  and  presented 
a  film  of  the  Ensemble's  production  of  Mutter  Courage;  and  co-sponsored  with  the 
Programme  in  Comparative  Literature  a  visit  by  Professor  Fiedler  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Hamburg,  who  lectured  on  Reinhardt  and  Moliere. 

Besides  visiting  lecturers,  the  Centre  also  sponsored  two  visiting  companies:  a 
company  from  Stratford,  Ontario,  Festival  in  an  18th-century  review  entitled  Matters, 
Manners  and  Mauve  Tea]  and  the  famous  Second  City  company  from  Chicago  in 
a  review  called  The  Best  from  Second  City.  Both  visits  were  made  possible  by  guaran- 
tees from  the  Varsity  Fund. 

Productions 

In  1971-72  the  Centre  mounted  four  productions  in  Hart  House  Theatre:  a  profes- 
sional production  of  Pirandello's  To  Clothe  the  Naked,  directed  by  Desmond  Scott; 
and  student  productions  of  Farquhar's  The  Recruiting  Officer  directed  by  Desmond 
Scott,  Arden's  Sergeant  Musgrave's  Dance  directed  by  Martin  Hunter,  and  a  double 
bill  of  Ghelderode's  Chronicles  of  Hell  directed  by  Maarten  van  Dijk  and  Milton's 
Comus  directed  by  Michael  Fletcher.  The  last  two  were  student  directed  and  Comus 
was  later  videotaped  by  Educational  Television.  Next  session  the  Hart  House  Theatre 
programme  will  revert  to  the  old  pattern  of  four  student  shows  professionally  directed. 

Besides  practical  classes  in  Voice  and  Speech,  Production,  Interpretation,  Play 
reviewing,  Scene  design,  and  Film-making,  the  Centre  put  on  ten  plays  in  the  Studio 
Theatre  during  the  session:  Kopits'  Indians,  Hamel's  The  Pawnshop  (an  original 
play),  Ionesco's  Frenzy  for  Two  or  More,  Arrabal's  Guernica,  Ghelderode's  Escurial 
and  The  Blind  Men  (a  Phil.  M.  exercise),  Diamond's  The  Balloonists  (an  original 
play),  Bailey's  A  Scene  by  Anton  Chekhov  and  Two  Half  Act  Plays  (also  originals), 
and  Garrick's  Miss  in  Her  Teens  (put  on  by  the  Centre  for  the  Samuel  Johnson  con- 
ference). In  addition,  Angus  Braid's  original  play  Outport  was  televized  by  C.B.C.; 
and  the  Centre  co-produced  Congreve's  Way  of  the  World  with  U.C.  Players  and  four 
medieval  plays  with  the  Medieval  Centre's  Poculi  Ludique  Societas. 

"Summer  Centre  Theatre"  will  be  putting  on  a  further  five  plays  in  the  Studio 
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Theatre  during  the  summer:  Scuba  Duba  by  Bruce  Friedman,  Bousille  and  the  Just 
by  Gratien  Gelinas,  The  Life  and  Death  of  Almost  Everybody  by  David  Campton, 
In  the  Wind  of  the  World's  Anger  by  Angus  Braid  (an  original  play),  and  Charisma 
by  Martin  Hunter  (an  original  play)  ;  and  the  Centre  students'  independent  "Truck 
Theatre"  has  again  received  money  from  the  Opportunities  for  Youth  Program  for 
summer  productions  in  the  City's  parks. 

These  figures  total  to  144  plays  produced  by  the  Drama  Centre  in  the  last  five 
years,  of  which  103  were  solely  Centre  productions  -  including  7  professional  produc- 
tions at  Hart  House  Theatre  and  11  visiting  companies  -  and  41  were  coproductions 
with  other  campus  drama  groups.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  CENTRE  FOR  LINGUISTIC  STUDIES 

The  Centre  completed  in  1971-72  its  fifth  year  of  operation,  which  was  marked  by  an 
increased  coherence  of  its  research  projects,  graduate  teaching  and  inter-departmental 
undergraduate  courses.  A  physical  sign  of  this  coherence  was  the  concentration,  during 
the  session,  of  the  Centre's  faculty  and  student  offices  and  project  laboratories  in 
enlarged  quarters  in  43  and  47  Queen's  Park  Crescent  East.  There  continued  to  be 
sharing  of  activities  and  personnel  with  many  departments,  especially  Anthropology, 
Computer  Science,  Experimental  Phonetics,  Extension,  French,  Mathematics,  OISE, 
Psychology,  and  Speech  Pathology  and  Audiology.  The  Centre  co-operated  with  the 
Division  of  Extension  in  moves  towards  their  inauguration  of  a  certificate  course  in 
Teaching  English  as  a  Second  Language.  The  French  and  German  reading  knowledge 
tests  continued  to  be  administered  by  the  Centre  for  many  graduate  departments.  The 
session  also  saw  the  reorganization  of  our  ph.d.  programme  by  the  establishment  of 
Linguistic  Theory  as  a  single  central  area  of  concentration  for  all  candidates,  com- 
bined with  a  wider  choice  of  minor  fields. 

Research  Activities 

Several  research  projects  were  pursued  with  internal  grants  or  through  co-operation 
with  other  organizations,  notably  Professor  H.E.  Rogers'  work  on  Scots  Gaelic,  Pro- 
fessor J.K.  Chambers'  clinical  studies  of  aphasia  in  children,  Professor  P. A.  Reich's 
computer-based  grammatical  language  behaviour  study  and  the  joint  work  of  Pro- 
fessors W.J.  Samarin  and  S.A.  Sper,  on  the  social  aspects  of  immigrants'  language 
(especially  Portuguese). 

The  projects  still  actively  pursued  with  outside  financial  support  are  as  follows: 
(a)  Mathematical  models  of  the  study  of  language  (principal  investigator:  Professor 
B.  Brainerd)  ;  (b)  The  Odawa  Language  project  (principal  investigator:  Professor 
J.D.  Kaye)  (the  summer  of  1972  sees  the  second  report  volume  of  this  project)  ;  (c) 
Computational  models  for  linguistic  structures  (principal  investigator:  Professor  P.H. 
Roosen-Runge )  ;  and  (d)  Ethno-linguistic  history  of  the  Ubangi  basin  in  central 
Africa  (principal  investigator:  Professor  W.J.  Samarin). 

Enrolment  and  Teaching  Programme 

The  eventual  enrolment  of  37  (17  ph.d.  candidates,  16  m.a.'s,  4  Special  Students) 
reflected  the  general  drop  in  graduate  student  numbers.  Twenty-three  graduate 
courses  were  given,  and  the  Centre  faculty  participated  in  12  undergraduate  courses 
in  the  discipline.  Professor  H.E.  Rogers  continued  to  serve  as  Graduate  Secretary. 
The  undergraduate  students  who  aim  at  a  career  in  the  subject  won  recognition  as 
a  course  union.  Advice  on,  and  co-ordination  of,  their  courses  was  handled  in  the 
Centre  by  Professor  J.K.  Chambers.  The  session's  end  saw  the  retirement  of  Professor 
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Martin  Joos  from  the  Centre  and  the  University,  after  a  distinguished  career  largely 
divided  between  Toronto  and  Madison,  a  career  which  included  the  establishment 
and  early  direction  of  this  Centre.  A  volume  of  the  Canadian  Journal  of  Linguistics 
was  devoted  to  presenting  an  international  collection  of  learned  papers  written  in  his 
honour. 

Other  Activities 

Several  faculty  members  spoke  to  high  schools,  teachers'  associations  and  students 
of  other  disciplines  on  the  objectives  and  methods  of  linguistics  (in  addition  to 
scholarly  addresses  listed  elsewhere).  The  Graduate  Linguistic  Club  organized  a 
symposium  on  the  Project  on  Canadian  English.  Professor  H.A.  Gleason  served  on 
the  planning  committee  of  the  Society  for  Biblical  Literature.  Professor  W.J.  Samarin 
was  organizer  of  the  Sociolinguistics  and  Religion  Seminar  of  the  23rd  Georgetown 
University  Round  Table;  he  also  served  on  the  editorial  board  of  Language  in  Society 
(cup),  and  as  secretary  of  the  Ontario  Linguistic  Circle. 

The  Canadian  Journal  of  Linguistics  (published  by  the  University  of  Toronto 
Press  for  the  Canadian  Linguistic  Association)  is  again  edited  from  the  Centre  by 
Professor  E.N.  Burstynsky,  with  the  assistance  of  Professor  J.K.  Chambers.  The  Asso- 
ciation itself  has  elected  as  executive  officers  and  committee  members  Professors 
Chambers,  Burstynsky  and  J.D.  Kaye. 

Visiting  Speakers 

The  Centre  in  co-operation  with  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  sponsored  the  fol- 
lowing guest  lecturers  during  the  academic  year:  On  October  26,  1971,  Professor  H.A. 
Whitaker,  of  the  University  of  Rochester,  N.Y.  and  the  Mayo  Clinic,  Rochester, 
Minnesota,  spoke  on  "Lexical  Structure  Disruption  in  Aphasia."  On  December  8, 
1971,  Professor  D.T.  Langendoen,  of  the  City  University  of  New  York,  introduced 
"A  Functional  View  of  Syntax."  On  March  7,  1972,  Professor  G.D.  Prideaux,  of  the 
University  of  Alberta,  spoke  on  "Paraphrase  and  Ambiguity."  On  April  6,  1972, 
Professor  J.R.  Ross,  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  lectured  on  "Vari- 
able Strength."

THE  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  GRADUATE  PROGRAMME 
IN  COMPARATIVE  LITERATURE 

Enrolment 

The  Graduate  Programme  in  Comparative  Literature  was  established  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Toronto  by  Dean  Ernest  Sirluck  in  co-operation  with  an  ad  hoc  committee 
convened  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  appraisal  to  the  Ontario  Council  in  1969. 
The  Programme  was  approved  at  that  time  and  began  operations  during  1969-70 
with  five  students  who  had  applied  from  within  the  University  (since  normal  applica- 
tions to  the  Graduate  School  had  already  been  completed  for  that  year) .  In  1970-71 
the  number  of  students  was  increased  to  twelve,  four  of  whom  were  enrolled  in  the 
ph.d.  programme,  the  others  being  at  the  m.a.  level.  From  approximately  50  applica- 
tions to  the  Programme  last  year  about  10  new  students  were  accepted  to  the  Pro- 
gramme, six  of  whom  are  presently  enrolled  (two  at  the  m.a.  level) .  The  total  number 
of  students  enrolled  this  year  is  16,  two  of  them  with  the  status  of  special  student,  one 
doing  work  in  France,  two  at  the  m.a.  level,  seven  in  the  first  year  of  the  ph.d.  pro- 
gramme, three  in  the  second  year  of  the  ph.d.  (taking  their  examinations  this  spring), 
and  one  completing  work  on  the  doctoral  dissertation  (with  the  expectation  of  re- 
ceiving the  ph.d.  in  1972). 
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Teaching  and  Supervision 

The  staff  of  the  Programme  consisted  initially  of  Professor  Northrop  Frye  as  Chair- 
man and  Professor  Martin  Mueller  as  Academic  Secretary.  Due  to  the  resignations  of 
both  Professor  Frye  and  Professor  Mueller  (though  they  continue  to  serve  on  the 
Committee  for  the  Programme),  Professor  Cyrus  Hamlin  was  appointed  Chairman 
and  Professor  Mario  Valdes  Academic  Secretary  for  1971—72.  The  Programme  also 
appointed  a  special  Visiting  Professor  during  the  first  half  of  the  fall  semester  in  both 
1970—71  and  1971-72.  Professor  Hans-Georg  Gadamer  of  Heidelberg  gave  a  seminar 
on  Hermeneutics  in  1970  and  Professor  Paul  Ricoeur  of  Paris  gave  a  seminar  on 
Metaphor  in  1971. 

A)  Courses  Offered 

The  courses  offered  solely  within  the  Programme,  according  to  the  principle  of  cross- 
listing  with  other  Departments  of  Literature  established  in  the  original  brief  for  the 
Programme,  have  been  quite  few  in  number.  This  has  also  been  necessary  because  of 
the  small  number  of  students  actually  enrolled  in  the  Programme.  In  1970—71  Pro- 
fessor Hamlin  offered  a  course  entitled  Studies  in  English  and  German  Romanticism. 
The  courses  offered  by  Professors  Frye  and  Mueller  were  listed  with  the  English  Depart- 
ment, though  a  number  of  students  in  Comparative  Literature  were  enrolled  in  their 
courses  as  part  of  the  core  programme  of  Comparative  Literature.  In  1971-72  several 
other  courses  are  offered  within  the  Programme  (including  courses  by  Professors 
Hamlin,  Mueller  and  Valdes,  also  courses  by  Professors  Hughes  and  Robinson  and 
by  Professors  Dobson,  Masson  and  Wickens).  It  is  the  feeling  of  the  Committee  that 
the  principle  of  cross-listing  with  the  respective  Departments  should  be  continued 
(since  all  our  students  do  a  certain  amount  of  their  work  within  the  respective  lan- 
guages and  literatures  which  they  command)  and  that  the  courses  offered  strictly 
within  the  Programme  should  be  limited  primarily  to  service  courses  or  core-courses 
for  the  students  in  the  Programme. 

B)  Tutorial  and  Thesis  Supervision 

During  the  current  academic  year  1971-72  the  Programme  has  also  begun  to  develop 
research  tutorials  for  credit.  It  is  hoped  that  our  students  will  eventually  do  at  least  one 
course  each  at  the  m.a.  and  the  ph.d.  levels  respectively  which  will  consist  of  tutorial 
and  independent  research  for  credit.  Members  of  the  staff  will  work  with  the  respective 
students  in  this  capacity  on  a  volunteer  basis.  The  examinations  which  are  given  at  the 
end  of  the  second  year  of  residence  in  the  ph.d.  programme  are  administered  by  the 
staff  in  conjunction  with  colleagues  from  other  departments  who  have  worked  with 
the  particular  student  and  who  agree  to  serve  on  the  examining  committee.  (We  are 
proposing  that  the  ph.d.  tutorial  be  directed  by  a  member  of  staff  who  will  usually 
serve  as  the  director  of  the  examination,  since  the  tutorial  will  be  designed  to  pursue 
topics  of  research  in  the  area  to  be  examined.)  It  is  also  expected  that  members  of 
staff  will  direct  the  doctoral  dissertations  in  most  instances. 

Research  Activities,  Projected  Publications  and  Special  Events 

The  special  seminar  which  has  been  held  during  the  first  half  of  the  fall  term  during 
the  past  two  years  has  been  accompanied  in  each  case  by  a  series  of  public  lectures. 
The  series  given  in  1970  on  Hermeneutics  is  soon  to  be  published  in  a  special  issue  of 
the  journal  New  Literary  History,  at  the  instigation  of  that  journal.  Professor  Hamlin 
and  Professor  Valdes  are  now  pursuing  the  possibility  that  the  lectures  on  Metaphor 
delivered  in  1971  be  published  in  conjunction  with  materials  from  Professor  Ricoeur's 
seminar.  These  lectures  were  delivered  as  follows :  Professor  Robert  Weimann,  Hum- 
boldt University,  Berlin,  "Shakespeare  and  the  Study  of  Metaphor" ;  Professor  Paul 
de  Man,  Yale  University,  "Genesis  and  Genealogy  in  Nietzsche's  Birth  of  Tragedy" ; 
Professor  Francis  Sparshott,  University  of  Toronto,  "The  Limits  of  Metaphor" ;  Pro- 
fessor Paul  Ricoeur,  University  of  Paris,  "Metaphor  and  the  Main  Problem  of  Herme- 
neutics"; and  Professor  Max  Black,  Cornell  University,  "A  Metametaphorical  Post- 
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script:  Reflections  upon  some  Current  Views  of  Metaphor".  Several  other  public  lec- 
tures and  colloquia  were  also  sponsored  during  1971—72 :  three  lectures  on  mediaeval 
subjects  by  visitors  from  outside  the  University  (Konstantin  Reichardt,  Yale  Univer- 
sity, "Gods  and  Trees  in  Skaldic  Poetry";  Eugene  Vance,  Universite  de  Montreal, 
"Augustine  as  Autobiographer :  Genesis  and  the  ends  of  Self";  Edward  Blodgett, 
University  of  Alberta,  "The  Unquiet  Heart:  the  Role  of  Time  in  the  Poetry  of 
Antiquity  and  the  Middle  Ages" )  and  a  series  of  four  colloquia  on  aspects  of  the  epic 
(by  Martin  Mueller,  Denton  Fox,  Eugene  Vance  and  Peter  Hughes).  In  conjunction 
with  their  public  lectures  in  the  series  on  Metaphor,  Professors  Weimann  and  de  Man 
also  conducted  colloquia  on  point  of  view  in  the  novel  and  the  poetry  of  Rilke,  respec- 
tively. 

General  Remarks 

The  Programme  in  Comparative  Literature  has  now  established  a  twofold  function 

for  itself  within  the  Graduate  School. 

i)  We  are  training  students  for  the  ph.d.  in  Comparative  Literature  according  to  the 
guidelines  of  the  original  brief,  as  revised  in  the  new  brochure.  The  justification  of 
this  endeavour  will  be  found  in  the  success  of  our  students  in  securing  academic 
positions  and  in  pursuing  careers  in  Canadian  universities.  The  Canadian  Compara- 
tive Literature  Association  has  grown  considerably  in  the  three  years  of  its  existence 
and  a  number  of  programmes,  most  of  them  at  the  b.a.  and  m.a.  level,  have  come  into 
existence  at  various  universities  across  the  country.  We  may  expect  to  receive  in- 
creasing numbers  of  applications  for  study  at  the  ph.d.  level  and,  if  present  interest 
in  interdisciplinary  endeavours  continues  to  grow,  our  graduates  should  qualify  for 
good  teaching  jobs.  Comparative  Literature  should  become  an  important  academic 
discipline  in  Canada  during  the  coming  years.  The  University  of  Toronto  can  help  to 
set  standards  and  contribute  significantly  to  the  work  done  in  this  field. 

ii )  An  equally  important  role  for  our  Programme  is  found  in  the  kinds  of  co-opera- 
tion we  are  able  to  sponsor  among  the  various  disciplines  of  the  Humanities.  The  spe- 
cial seminars  and  public  lecture  series  have  been  most  successful  in  bringing  colleagues 
together  from  different  departments  for  genuine  dialogue.  Attendance  in  the  seminar 
in  1971  was  almost  twice  that  of  1970  (approximately  35  members  of  staff  from  about 
eight  Departments  and  Centres,  plus  about  twelve  doctoral  candidates  taking  the 
seminar  for  credit  from  about  four  Departments  and  Centres)  ;  and  the  public  lectures 
were  attended  by  audiences  which  averaged  between  150  and  200  persons.  We  plan 
to  develop  further  activities  in  the  near  future,  such  as  colloquia  and  informal  meetings 
using  the  facilities  made  available  to  us  in  Massey  College. 

The  Graduate  Programme  in  Comparative  Literature  has  now  established  a 
place  for  itself  at  the  University  of  Toronto.  The  students  working  in  the  Programme 
show  promise  of  performing  at  the  highest  level  of  academic  study.  With  new  offices  at 
Massey  College  and  secretarial  assistance,  a  foundation  has  been  laid  upon  which  to 
build  a  tradition  of  activity  and  a  sense  of  identity.  Working  in  further  co-operation 
with  the  different  departments,  centres,  and  programmes  we  look  forward  to  devel- 
oping the  study  of  Comparative  Literature  in  accord  with  the  best  interests  and  the 
highest  standards  of  graduate  education  and  scholarship.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  INSTITUTE  FOR 
AEROSPACE  STUDIES 

In  the  face  of  current  developments  tending  to  decrease  the  magnitude  of  the  post- 
graduate educational  effort,  the  matter  of  balance  between  the  graduate  programme 
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and  the  Institute's  research  activities  is  becoming  of  special  relevance  for  the  satisfac- 
tory operation  of  the  Institute  in  the  future.  While  discharging  its  responsibilities  as 
the  only  national  institution  with  a  complete  educational  programme  in  aerospace 
engineering  and  science,  the  Institute  has  built  up  a  unique  capability  in  staff  and 
facilities  for  making  significant  contributions  over  a  wide  range  to  research  and  devel- 
opmental projects  of  national  importance.  This  has  been  recognized  by  a  significant 
increase  over  the  past  few  years  in  the  number  of  projects  and  special  advisory  studies 
funded  on  a  contract  basis  by  various  agencies  to  which  staff  members  are  contributing 
their  expertise  to  bring  the  projects  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion,  usually  within  nar- 
rowly defined  time  limits.  The  selection  of  such  projects  before  acceptance  by  the 
Institute  and  the  University  is  based  on  the  premise  that  no  alternative  capability 
exists  within  Canadian  industry.  Experience  has  shown  that  the  accepted  projects 
offer  within  themselves  opportunities  to  further  the  progress  of  the  more  fundamental 
aspects  of  our  work  as  well  as  the  educational  function  of  the  Institute.  Recent  devel- 
opments have  pointed  the  way  toward  fruitful  new  areas  of  more  basic  resarch  within 
the  Institute  and  they  have  provided  opportunities  for  students  to  be  directly  as- 
sociated with  projects  of  benefit  to  industry  and  government  which  in  a  number  of 
cases  has  led  directly  to  the  students'  subsequent  employment.  We  are  confident  that 
present  growth  trends  will  have  a  favourable  effect  on  the  relevance  of  the  thesis  topics 
of  the  students  and  will  greatly  contribute  to  providing  a  wider  choice  of  employ- 
ment opportunities,  thus  continuing  to  demonstrate  the  value  of  postgraduate  educa- 
tion. 

Although  we  are  finding  an  appropriate  balance  between  fundamental  research 
and  mission-oriented  work  within  the  Institute  at  present,  this  balance  is  an  item  of 
continuing  important  concern.  Our  programme  continues  to  emphasize  both  space 
and  aeronautics  but  the  application  of  "aerospace  know-how"  in  associated  fields  is 
a  developing  activity. 

During  the  past  year,  Dr.  R.C.  Tennyson  and  his  group  have  been  engaged  in 
the  study  of  composite  materials.  In  particular,  they  have  developed  unique  testing 
methods  for  evaluating  composite  material  properties  (orthotropic  material  constants, 
thermal  coefficient  both  in  ambient  and  vacuum  conditions)  with  specific  application 
to  space  structures  which  operate  in  a  thermal-vacuum  environment.  They  have 
studied  carbon-epoxy  and  glass-epoxy  in  preimpregnated  tape  wound  structures.  From 
a  structural  viewpoint,  design  criteria  have  been  provided  for  composite  shells  taking 
into  account  random  shape  imperfections.  It  has  been  demonstrated  in  a  combined 
theoretical  and  experimental  programme  that  design  criteria  are  valid  and  that  accu- 
rate estimates  of  shell  buckling  loads  can  be  predicted.  No  such  results  have  been 
previously  reported  and  this  represents  a  major  breakthrough  in  the  applicability  of 
imperfection  shell  theory  to  realistic  shell  structures.  Similar  work  has  also  been  com- 
pleted for  honeycomb  sandwich  cylinders. 

The  co-operative  UTiAs-Industrial  (and  government)  research  programmes  have 
resulted  in  the  following  investigations  which  are  of  immediate  benefit  to  industry: 
(1)  structural  optimization  of  bolted  flange  connections  for  gas  turbine  housings  for 
United  Aircraft  of  Canada  Limited,  (2)  a  computer  programme  for  optimizing  the 
buckling  strength  of  stiffened  panels  for  de  Havilland  Aircraft  of  Canada  Limited, 
(3)  study  of  the  Drivematic  rivetting  process  to  eliminate  separation  of  sheets  for 
Douglas  Aircraft  Co.  of  Canada  Limited,  (4)  development  of  a  manufacturing  method 
for  producing  honeycomb  sandwich  cylinders  for  Fleet  Manufacturing  Limited,  (5) 
a  finite  element  analysis  of  multiple  cutouts  with  reinforcements  in  shells  for  the 
National  Research  Council. 

The  Institute  has  been  extensively  involved  in  developing  new  high  performance 
equipment  for  processing  pictures  of  Canada  acquired  by  the  Earth  Resources  Tech- 
nology Satellite  (erts),  by  aircraft  and  by  meteorological  satellites.  In  a  programme 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  J.W.  Locke  we  have  been  developing  a  new  type  of  device 
called  a  Laser  Beam  Image  Recorder  that  uses  a  multicoloured  laser  beam  to  record 
pictures  acquired  by  erts  and  by  aircraft  on  colour  photographic  film.  The  Laser 
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Recorder  is  being  developed  for  use  at  the  Canada  Centre  for  Remote  Sensing 
operated  in  Ottawa  by  the  Department  of  Energy,  Mines  and  Resources.  This  device 
uses  a  novel  principle  based  on  optical  holography  to  meet  the  difficult  technical 
requirements  of  preserving  the  fine  detail  and  precise  colour  variations  in  these  aerial 
views  of  Canada.  It  further  uses  a  combination  of  electronic  processing  and  servo- 
mechanical  techniques  to  correct  geometric  errors,  always  present  in  space  and  aircraft 
images,  by  introducing  carefully-controlled  compensating  distortions  during  the 
recording  process.  We  have  recently  begun  to  study  the  application  of  a  black  and 
white  version  of  this  recorder  to  meteorological  satellite  data  in  a  co-operative 
programme  with  the  Atmospheric  Environment  Service.  We  are  thus  making  a  sub- 
stantial contribution  to  the  understanding  of  the  physical  environment  of  Canada 
by  providing  government  photointerpreters  with  the  highest  quality  images  possible. 

In  the  area  of  spacecraft  dynamics  and  control,  Dr.  P.C.  Hughes  continues  to 
emphasize  classes  of  satellites  of  particular  interest  to  Canada :  flexible  mono-spinners, 
flexible  dual-spinners,  and  three  axis  attitude  controlled  vehicles.  These  categories 
correspond  to  the  Alouette-isis  series,  the  Anik  series,  and  the  Communications  Tech- 
nology Satellite  (gts).  Turning  to  dual-spinners,  a  fundamental  stability  parameter 
has  been  discovered  which  extends  U.S.  work  in  this  area  to  more  general  configura- 
tions. Work  on  the  cts  attitude  control  system  has  led  to  the  development  of  a  general 
approach  to  the  analysis  of  flexible  spacecraft  including  the  integration  of  flexibility 
into  the  attitude  control  system.  Significant  results  have  also  been  obtained  in  con- 
nection with  cts  mission  analysis;  the  fuel  required  to  correct  orbit  dispersions  trace- 
able to  third  stage  and  apogee  motor  errors  has  been  studied  statistically. 

Under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  J.B.  French  the  nine-foot  diameter  multi-purpose 
space  simulation  facility  with  smaller  high  vacuum  chambers  and  associated  equip- 
ment have  been  completed  and  will  serve  the  triple  function  of  assisting  industry  and 
government  in  development  projects  related  to  space  hardware,  in  training  graduate 
engineer-scientists  for  the  Canadian  space  programme,  and  for  contractual  research 
projects.  Current  projects  utilizing  the  space  simulation  facilities  include  the  testing 
and  development  of  a  mercury  ion  thruster  for  the  cts  satellite  investigation  of  space 
contamination  problems  and  testing  and  calibration  of  a  prototype  mass  spectrometer 
designed  to  analyse  the  Martian  upper  atmosphere  in  the  1975  Viking  programme. 

In  March  1972  a  successful  rocket  launch  at  Fort  Churchill  carried  utias 
instrumentation  to  measure  upper  atmospheric  conditions.  This  project  is  directed 
by  Dr.  J.H.  deLeeuw.  Two  five-channel  photometric  electron-gun  instruments  were 
carried,  which  were  the  final  version  of  the  prototype  instrument  flown  on  the  rocket 
flight  reported  last  year.  The  analysis  of  the  data  shows  that  satisfactory  altitude  pro- 
files of  composition  and  temperature  were  obtained.  Two  versions  of  a  second  instru- 
ment, the  aerodynamic  spectrometer,  were  flown  incorporating  new  adaptations 
designed  on  the  basis  of  the  results  of  last  year's  flight.  Both  versions  appear  to  have 
worked  adequately  as  far  as  preliminary  analysis  of  the  data  has  shown  and  it  will 
be  possible  to  select  the  better  version  for  subsequent  flights.  Laboratory  work  has 
started  on  the  use  of  a  laser  anemometer  method  to  make  remote  measurements  of 
turbulence  in  the  atmospheric  boundary  layer. 

Dr.  R.M.  Measures  has  continued  his  work  on  plasma  and  laser  science.  A 
plasma  focus  driven  shock  tube  has  been  used  in  conjunction  with  a  multipass  Fabry- 
Perot  interferometer  to  measure  the  ionization  structure  of  a  strong  shock  wave  in 
helium.  This  facility  made  possible  the  first  determination  of  the  atom-atom  excita- 
tion cross-section  for  helium.  The  development  of  the  Institute's  prototype  Laser 
Fluorosensor  for  remote  probing  of  the  environment  has  proceeded  according  to  plan 
and  field  trials  from  a  mobile  laboratory  can  now  be  made. 

The  Sonic  Boom  Simulation  Facilities  developed  under  the  guidance  of  Dr.  I.I. 
Glass  and  Dr.  H.S.  Ribner  were  officially  opened  on  July  17,  1972,  in  the  presence 
of  the  Honourable  Alastair  Gillespie,  Minister  of  State  for  Science  and  Technology, 
Dr.  John  Evans,  President,  University  of  Toronto,  Dean  J.M.  Ham,  and  many  repre- 
sentatives of  government,  industry  and  universities.  The  utias  loudspeaker-driven 
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sonic  boom  simulator  booth  is  now  operational,  and  satisfactory  N-waves  with  short 
rise  time  (1.5  msec)  have  been  achieved.  Realistic  boom  simulation  results  from 
predistortion  of  the  input  signal  via  a  specially-designed  100-segment  function  genera- 
tor, together  with  equalization  circuits.  Psychoacoustic  studies  of  response  to  the  sonic 
boom  have  been  initiated.  The  travelling-wave  sonic  boom  simulator  to  obtain  Cana- 
dian-based data  on  the  effects  of  the  sst  on  human,  animal,  and  structural  response 
has  been  successfully  completed.  Some  valuable  experimental  data  were  obtained  on 
human  physiological  response  to  sonic  boom  and  gasdynamic  data  to  verify  an  ad- 
vanced analysis  of  this  type  of  facility. 

The  co-operation  of  Professors  P.A.  Sullivan,  B.  Etkin,  R.C.  Tennyson,  G.W. 
Johnston  and  L.D.  Reid  co-ordinated  by  Dr.  J.H.  deLeeuw  has  resulted  in  a  large 
scale  research  programme  on  air  cushion  vehicles  (acv).  Perhaps  the  major  develop- 
ment has  been  the  award  by  nrg  of  the  funds  to  build  a  140-ft.  diameter  circular 
track  test  facility  for  acv  development.  This  facility  will  be  the  largest  of  its  type  in 
the  world  which,  together  with  other  aspects  of  our  air  cushion  technology  programme, 
puts  the  Institute  in  a  unique  position  to  contribute  to  the  basic  knowledge  of  the 
subject  and  to  provide  direct  assistance  to  the  developing  Canadian  Industry  in  this 
area. 

The  development  of  a  new  method  of  simulating  in  the  laboratory  the  boundary 
layer  produced  by  surface  winds  has  been  completed  under  Professor  B.  Etkin's  super- 
vision. This  is  accomplished  by  using  an  array  of  multiple  jets  to  drive  the  tunnel, 
in  combination  with  turbulence-producing  elements  on  the  floor.  This  arrangement 
permits  independent  control  of  the  wind  profile  and  turbulence  intensity.  The  two 
companion  studies  of  turbulence  effects  on  propellers  and  on  wings  are  both  nearing 
completion.  Both  of  these  will  yield  completely  new  fundamental  information  on  these 
phenomena  and  provide  experimental  checks  on  the  available  simplified  theories. 
A  new  wind  tunnel  has  been  built,  calibrated,  and  put  into  operation  to  study  prob- 
lems related  to  precipitation  -  specifically  the  interaction  of  rain  with  jet  systems, 
but  also  the  drifting  of  snow.  It  is  currently  being  used  to  study  the  performance 
characteristics  of  annular  air  curtain  "domes". 

Under  a  contract  with  the  University  of  Toronto  the  writer  has  been  seconded 
to  the  Science  Council  of  Canada  for  a  year  or  more  to  direct  a  task  force  study  of 
"Science  and  Technology  in  the  Supply  and  Utilization  of  Energy  in  Canada".  There 
is  reason  to  believe  that  energy  demand  and  supply  and  its  correlation  with  the  many 
technical  options  in  conversion  will  be  a  future  major  thrust  in  engineering  science. 

The  Projects  described  above  are  but  a  few  highlights  of  134  investigations  now 
proceeding  at  utias  with  the  support  of  20  agencies.  For  further  details  reference 
should  be  made  to  the  utias  Progress  Report  for  1971.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  INSTITUTE  OF  ENVIRONMENTAL 
SCIENCES  AND  ENGINEERING 

This  is  the  first  report  submitted  to  the  President  since  the  Environmental  Sciences 
and  Engineering  Programme  formally  became  an  Institute  in  June  1971.  The  con- 
flicting demands  of  individual  and  group  interests  related  to  the  use  and  abuse  of  the 
environment  create  problems  for  which  society  is  neither  technically  nor  institution- 
ally prepared.  The  University  of  Toronto  responded  to  these  demands  by  instituting 
a  new  multi-disciplinary  programme  of  research  and  studies,  utilizing  the  existing 
academic  strengths  in  many  areas  and  focusing  them  on  the  environmental  problem. 
Clearly,  better  management  is  required  to  ensure  the  harmonious  co-existence  of  our 
complex  industrial  community  and  the  natural  environment. 
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Starting  in  1967  from  a  group  of  concerned  academic  staff  in  various  disciplines, 
the  Institute  of  Environmental  Sciences  and  Engineering  developed  through  various 
stages  until  it  reached  its  present  form.  In  October  1968  the  Environmental  Sciences 
and  Engineering  Programme  was  officially  recognized  when  the  President  of  the 
University  of  Toronto,  Dr.  Claude  Bissell,  named  a  Shaping  Committee.  This  Shaping 
Committee  was  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  providing  a  direction  to  the  Pro- 
gramme. The  Committee  consisted  of  a  Chairman,  two  Vice-Chairmen  and  ten 
members  from  social  sciences,  natural  sciences,  engineering  and  law.  Each  member 
of  this  Committee  brought  a  different  field  of  expertise  and  point  of  view  to  the 
subject  of  environmental  studies. 

In  April  1970  the  Programme  received  significant  support  in  the  form  of  a 
Development  Grant  from  the  Department  of  Energy,  Mines  and  Resources.  This 
support  was  repeated  in  1971  and  on  June  24,  1971,  the  Institute  of  Environmental 
Sciences  and  Engineering  was  formally  established  by  statute  of  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors. At  this  time  the  Great  Lakes  Institute,  formerly  a  completely  autonomous 
unit  in  the  University,  became  a  Division  of  the  Institute.  This  action  not  only 
enriched  the  Programme  by  the  addition  of  staff,  but  also  added  considerably  to  the 
administrative  and  technical  capability  of  the  Institute. 

During  the  current  year,  the  Institute  has  been  directly  responsible  to  the  Pro- 
vost's Office  through  an  Administrative  Committee  chaired  by  Dr.  G.  de  B.  Robinson. 
This  Administrative  Committee  consisted  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Insti- 
tute, Professors  P.H.  Jones,  J.H.  Dales,  A.D.  Misener  and  T.C.  Hutchinson,  in  addi- 
tion to  Professor  F.K.  Hare  of  the  Department  of  Geography  and  Dr.  Robinson.  The 
Administrative  Committee  served  the  decanal  function  while  the  operating  policy 
was  determined  by  the  Council  of  the  Institute. 

The  Council  of  the  Institute  consisted  of  the  Executive  Committee  plus  Professors 
A.  Auliciems,  Geography;  F.E.J.  Fry,  Zoology;  G.W.  Heinke,  Civil  Engineering; 
F.C.  Hooper,  Mechanical  Engineering;  W.  Kalow,  Pharmacology;  D.  Mackay, 
Chemical  Engineering;  G.K.  Rodgers,  Physical  Limnology /IESE;  J.  Swan,  Law; 
J.C.  Van  Loon,  Geology/Chemistry. 

Due  to  the  very  broad  involvement  of  the  Institute  in  almost  every  graduate 
department  in  the  University,  an  Advisory  Board  consisting  of  all  deans  and  heads 
of  co-operating  departments  was  established  to  provide  and  receive  advice  concerning 
the  activities  of  the  Institute. 

The  staff  of  the  Institute  consists  of  73  academics  with  four  post-doctoral  fellows. 
Thirteen  of  these  academics  receive  some  salary  support  from  the  Institute  budget. 

The  Institute  is  not  divided  into  departments,  but  rather  into  a  series  of  Working 
Groups,  each  of  which  has  a  broad  spectrum  of  faculty  from  a  large  variety  of  dis- 
ciplines.The  Working  Groups  address  themselves  to  multi-disciplinary  problem  areas 
rather  than  pure  disciplines.  The  Working  Groups  currently  active  in  the  Institute 
are:  the  Air  Pollution  Working  Group,  the  Water  Resources  Management  Working 
Group,  the  Solid  Wastes  Management  Working  Group,  the  Oil  Pollution  Working 
Group,  the  Northern  Studies  Working  Group,  the  Urban  Environment  Working 
Group,  the  Persistent  Substances  Working  Group,  and  finally  the  Great  Lakes  Institute 
Division  which,  although  not  a  working  group  in  the  same  sense,  provides  facilities 
for  the  prosecution  of  research  related  to  the  Great  Lakes. 

The  Institute  is  housed  in  the  Haultain  Building  (previously  known  as  the 
Mill  Building),  where  accommodation  is  provided  for  administrative  and  secre- 
tarial staff.  Also  Sanitary  Engineering  laboratory  facilities  provide  a  location  for 
microbiology  and  chemistry  instruction,  and  for  research  related  to  water  pollution 
and  waste  water  treatment.  Staff  and  student  accommodation  is  supported  by  a 
resource  centre,  reading  room,  seminar  rooms  and  some  specialized  laboratory  facili- 
ties. Further  facilities  are  available  to  associates  of  the  Institute  through  departmental 
resources.  The  Institute  does  not  attempt  to  duplicate  any  facilities  available  elsewhere 
in  the  University ;  rather  it  caters  to  those  co-ordinating  functions  which  the  University 
in  its  traditional  role  does  not  normally  supply. 
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The  Institute  also  supplies  the  location  for  the  "Slowpoke"  nuclear  reactor.  This 
safe,  simple  swimming  pool  type  reactor,  designed  and  developed  by  Atomic  Energy 
of  Canada  Limited,  has  a  nominal  fission  power  level  of  five  kilowatts.  This  facility 
is  operated  under  the  direction  of  a  committee  chaired  by  Dr.  R.E.  Jervis  (iese  and 
Chemical  Engineering) ,  and  provides  a  source  of  short  half-life  isotopes  which  may 
be  used  for  many  environmental  and  medical  studies. 

The  Institute  also  provides  a  series  of  environmental  courses  designed  to  accom- 
modate graduate  students  of  a  large  variety  of  disciplines.  A  series  of  half-courses  are 
provided  in  disciplines  for  students  with  no  background  in  that  discipline.  For  example, 
Environmental  Economics  is  a  half-course  for  graduate  students  with  no  background 
in  economics.  The  purpose  of  these  courses  is  to  give  a  highly  concentrated  period  of 
study  to  mature  graduate  students,  to  allow  them  to  interact  more  effectively  in  the 
second  term  course,  Human  Environmental  Systems.  This  latter  course  provides  a 
setting  for  students  and  professors  of  diverse  disciplines  to  study  one  or  more  cases 
of  environmental  management  in  teams  involving  a  wide  range  of  specialties. 

The  Institute  has  also  provided  support  and  staff  for  the  f.s.e.  (Faculty  Study 
of  the  Environment)  undergraduate  courses  offered  by  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Science. 

A  seminar  series  was  sponsored  by  the  Institute  on  a  broad  range  of  topics  and 
enjoyed  a  considerable  following  of  both  staff  and  students. 

The  Institute  has  enjoyed  a  very  successful  year  and  has  developed  in  a  number 
of  dimensions,  including  external  visibility.  The  publication  of  the  Annual  Report 
brought  considerable  publicity  and  favourable  comments  on  the  Institute's  activities. 
Support  has  been  received  throughout  the  year  from  the  co-operation  of  the  partici- 
pating departments,  and  financial  assistance  has  been  provided  by  Environment 
Canada,  the  National  Research  Council,  the  Ontario  Department  of  the  Environ- 
ment, the  Donner  Foundation,  the  Atkinson  Foundation  and  the  Ford  Motor  Company 
of  Canada  Ltd.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  INSTITUTE  OF  BIO-MEDICAL 
ELECTRONICS  AND  ENGINEERING 

The  Institute  presents  a  decade  of  progress  with  some  pride.  From  an  original  staff 
of  two,  and  a  graduate  student  population  of  a  single  person,  it  now  has  ten  academics, 
two  research  associates,  a  supporting  staff  of  seven  and  40  graduates.  Because  of  the 
interdisciplinary  nature  of  our  work,  a  graduate  student  invariably  receives  co- 
supervision  from  one  or  more  additional  university  departments.  To  facilitate  these 
linkages  the  Institute  has  elected  some  20  members  who  belong  to  a  life  science,  a 
physical  science  or  a  medical  department  and  whose  researches  interlock  with  the 
Institute. 

The  Institute  has  gradually  become  recognized  as  the  leader  of  the  Medical 
Engineering  field  in  Canada  and  has  gained  an  international  reputation  in  several 
areas. 

During  the  past  year  its  area  of  interest  has  been  extended  into  mechanical  en- 
gineering by  the  cross-appointment  of  Dr.  D.F.  James  to  the  Institute.  Thus  we  now 
train  students  from  the  engineering  areas  of  mechanical,  civil,  electrical,  chemical, 
engineering  science  and  also  from  physics,  pharmacology  and  medicine.  Since  the 
inception  of  the  Institute  52  of  its  students  have  been  awarded  m.a.sc,  m.eng.  or 
ph.d.  degrees,  and  all  have  found  satisfactory  employment.  Indeed  we  expect  that 
demand  will  outstrip  supply  within  the  next  few  years,  for  the  important  role  of  the 
biomedical  engineer  in  hospitals  is  rapidly  becoming  recognized. 
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Student  applications  for  enrolment  always  exceed  our  capacity  and  for  several 
years  only  outstanding  students  of  scholarship  calibre  have  been  admitted. 

Although  this  report  has  featured  the  graduate  aspects  of  the  Institute's  work, 
it  should  be  mentioned  that  undergraduate  teaching  receives  equal  emphasis  and 
absorbs  some  50  per  cent  of  our  staff  time. 

Our  expansion  into  chemical  engineering  occurred  some  years  ago,  but  we  have 
never  been  able  to  acquire  the  small  extra  space  needed  to  incorporate  this  activity 
within  our  own  building.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  isolates  the  chemical  students, 
and  they  tell  me  that  they  do  not  feel  "part  of  the  Institute".  In  an  interdisciplinary 
group  where  cross  fertilization  is  vital  the  isolation  is  serious;  but  all  our  efforts  to 
solve  the  problem  have  proved  unavailing.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  INSTITUTE  OF  MEDICAL  SCIENCE 

1971-72  was  the  fifth  year  of  the  Institute's  existence,  and  the  fourth  year  since  its 
degree  programmes  were  approved  by  the  Appraisals  Committee  of  the  Ontario 
Council  on  Graduate  Studies. 

During  the  session  1971-72  there  were  30  students  in  the  Institute.  Eight  of  these 
were  at  the  Princess  Margaret  Hospital,  five  were  at  the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children, 
twelve  were  in  the  Clinical  Science  Division  of  the  Medical  Sciences  Building,  two 
were  at  the  Toronto  General  Hospital,  one  at  the  Toronto  Western  Hospital,  and  two 
were  at  the  Clarke  Institute  of  Psychiatry.  Of  the  30  students,  19  had  the  m.d.  degree, 
three  the  d.v.m.  degree,  six  a  bachelor  degree  and  two  a  master  degree.  Twenty-one 
students  were  registered  for  the  ph.d.  degree  and  nine  for  the  m.sc.  degree.  The 
Student  Seminars  were  again  ably  organized  by  Dr.  G.  Steiner,  and  a  seminar  was  given 
by  each  student  during  the  year.  The  practice  of  assigning  to  each  student  a  pro- 
gramme committee  consisting  of  his  or  her  supervisor  and  two  other  members  of  the 
University  staff  has  been  continued.  Three  ph.d,  students  have  graduated  during 
this  session:  Dr.  C.  Park  (supervisor  Dr.  D.  Bergsagel)  whose  thesis  was  entitled 
"Studies  of  the  growth  characteristics  of  myeloma  in  vitro",  (external  appraiser 
Dr.  M.  Potter,  National  Institutes  of  Health,  Bethesda)  ;  Dr.  A.  Yates  (supervisor 
Dr.  J.R.  Wherrett)  whose  thesis  was  entitled  "Chemical  studies  on  developing 
peripheral  nerve",  (external  appraiser  Dr.  R.  Rossiter,  University  of  Western  On- 
tario) ;  Dr.  N.  Iscove  (supervisor  Dr.  E.  McCulloch)  whose  thesis  was  entitled  "Cell 
culture  studies  of  hemopoietic  progenitor  cells  from  mouse  and  man",  (external 
appraiser  Dr.  P.  Carbone,  National  Institutes  of  Health,  Bethesda)  ;  and  Mrs.  M.  Kelly 
(supervisor  Dr.  R.  Hamilton)  obtained  the  m.sc  degree;  her  thesis  was  entitled 
"Sodium-potassium  dependent  adenosine  triphosphatase  in  the  intestine:  relation  to 
sodium  losses  in  viral  diarrhoea",  (external  appraiser  Dr.  G.  Sharpe,  Harvard  Uni- 
versity).  Six  new  students  have  been  accepted  for  the  1972-73  session.  Of  these  six, 
four  hold  the  m.d.  degree  and  two  a  master  degree. 

During  the  year  the  following  men  became  members  of  staff  of  the  Institute: 
E.  Milne  (Radiology),  R.  Orange  (Paediatrics)  and  M.  Silverman  (Medicine). 
This  brings  the  number  of  staff  to  73,  of  whom  48  are  from  clinical  departments,  22 
from  basic  science  departments  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  and  three  from  the  School 
of  Hygiene. 

During  1971-72  the  Institute  sponsored  thirteen  visiting  lecturers.  Dr.  E.L. 
Becker  from  the  University  of  Connecticut  spoke  on  "The  role  of  complement  in 
disease"  and  "Enzymatic  mechanisms  in  chemotaxis";  Dr.  I.S.  Edelman  from  the 
University  of  California  spoke  on  "The  mechanism  of  thyroid  thermogenesis:  role 
of  active  sodium  transport"  and  "The  mechanism  of  action  of  aldosterone"  ;  Dr.  E.  Glaz 
from  the  University  of  Budapest  spoke  on  "Dynamic  changes  in  the  level  of  renin

activity,  aldosterone  and  Cortisol  in  patients  with  oligosymptomatic  adrenocortical 
hyperfunction  simulating  essential  hypertension" ;  Dr.  P.  Gold  from  McGill  University 
spoke  on  "Immunologic  studies  in  human  cancer"  and  "Studies  on  carcinoembryonic 
antigen" ;  Dr.  L.  Harris  from  Harvard  University  spoke  on  "Hormonal  control  of  the 
lower  esophageal  sphincter";  Dr.  C.B.  Mueller  from  McMaster  University  spoke  on 
"The  use  of  models  in  research  and  clinical  problems"  and  "Cancer  statistics,  and 
rates  and  methods  of  dying  in  cancer  patients";  Dr.  J.M.  McKenzie  from  McGill 
University  spoke  on  "Mechanism  of  action  of  thyroid  stimulators" ;  Dr.  F.  McMorris 
from  Yale  University  spoke  on  "Differentiated  function  in  neuroblastoma  cell  hy- 
brids" ;  Dr.  D.  Sackett  from  McMaster  University  spoke  on  "Is  health  care  research- 
able?";  Dr.  A.N.  Siakotos  from  the  University  of  Indiana  spoke  on  "Lipopigments 
in  aging  and  disease"  and  "The  analysis  of  complex  lipid  mixtures" ;  Dr.  M.D.  Siper- 
stein  from  the  University  of  Texas  spoke  on  "The  relation  of  diabetic  vascular  disease 
to  hyperglycemia"  and  "The  control  of  cholesterol  synthesis  in  normal  and  malignant 
tissues";  Dr.  E.W.  Taylor  from  the  University  of  Chicago  spoke  on  "The  mechanism 
of  actomyosin  ATP  and  its  relation  to  muscle  contraction";  and  Dr.  P.  Cole  from 
Harvard  University  spoke  on  "The  role  of  estrogens  in  carcinoma  of  the  breast". 

In  an  attempt  to  promote  interest  in  medical  research  in  undergraduate  medical 
students,  the  Institute,  through  a  special  fund,  provided  three  summer  scholarships. 
The  recipients  of  these  scholarships  were  Messrs.  R.D.  Martin,  W.S.  So  and  P.  Trudel. 
These  students  will  work  for  three  months  in  the  summer  of  1972  under  the  supervision 
respectively  of  Drs.  W.  Zingg,  C.R.  Tator  and  J.M.  Fredrickson. 

Dr.  E.A.  McCulloch  continued  to  be  a  superb  Graduate  Secretary.  The  Executive 
Committee  consisted  of  Drs.  R.  Volpe,  G.  Steiner,  D.  Fraser,  H.  Stancer,  A.  Sass- 
Kortsak,  I.  Broder,  the  Graduate  Secretary,  the  Director,  and  two  graduate  students, 
Drs.  R.  Hudson  and  N.  Iscove.  The  Student  Committee  consisted  of  Drs.  A.  Becker, 
B.S.L.  Kidd,  A.  Sass-Kortsak,  G.G.  Forstner,  the  Graduate  Secretary  and  the  Director. 
I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  all  of  these  men,  as  well  as  to  all  members  of  the 
Institute  who  served  on  the  student  programme  committees. 

In  an  effort  to  promote  cohesion  within  the  Institute,  a  two-day  meeting  was  held 
in  October  1971  at  the  Briar's  Inn,  Jackson's  Point.  Approximately  fifty  staff  and 
students  attended.  Guests  included  Dr.  K.  Charron,  Deputy  Minister  of  Health; 
Dr.  J.R.  Evans,  Vice-President,  Health  Sciences,  McMaster  University ;  Dr.  L.  Butler, 
Associate  Dean,  Division  IV,  School  of  Graduate  Studies,  University  of  Toronto; 
Dr.  A.L.  Chute,  Dean,  Faculty  of  Medicine,  University  of  Toronto;  and  Miss  S. 
Dymond,  Vice-Provost,  Research  Administration,  University  of  Toronto.  During  the 
meeting  four  students  of  the  Institute  presented  their  work,  and  a  panel  discussion  on 
"The  future  of  medical  research  in  Ontario  and  Canada"  was  held.  A  similar  meeting 
is  planned  for  this  autumn. 

As  all  members  of  the  Institute  have  appointments  in  parent  departments  in  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine  or  the  School  of  Hygiene,  the  summary  of  their  research  publica- 
tions, honours  and  scholarly  addresses  will  be  found  in  the  reports  of  the  Chairmen  of 
these  departments.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  INSTITUTE  FOR  THE 
QUANTITATIVE  ANALYSIS  OF  SOCIAL  AND  ECONOMIC 
POLICY 

Purpose  of  the  Institute 

The  objective  of  this  Institute  is  to  develop  and  maintain  a  research  programme  of 
relevance  to  problems  of  social  and  economic  policy,  which  will  complement  pro- 
grammes of  graduate  training  in  the  social  sciences.  To  achieve  this  objective,  the 
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Institute  encourages  research  projects  by  members  of  the  faculty  by  providing  facilities 
for  those  working  in  relevant  areas.  The  Institute  also  arranges  for  the  publication  of 
results  of  completed  projects.  Most  of  the  projects  undertaken  by  the  Institute  involve 
graduate  students  as  research  assistants  or  junior  investigators. 

Institute  Associates,  1971-72 

The  following  new  Associates  were  appointed  to  the  Institute:  M.  Bucovetsky, 
Assistant  Professor  of  Economics,  Department  of  Political  Economy;  P.  Crabbe, 
Assistant  Professor  of  Economics  on  leave  from  University  of  Ottawa;  D.  Dewees, 
Assistant  Professor  of  Economics,  Department  of  Political  Economy  (from  Harvard 
University)  ;  J. A.  Hynes,  Visiting  Associate  Professor  of  Economics  on  leave  from  the 
University  of  Washington;  P.  Lemieux,  Assistant  Professor  of  Economics  on  leave 
from  Laval  University;  J.E.  Pesando,  Assistant  Professor  of  Economics,  Department 
of  Political  Economy;  S.  Rea,  Jr.,  Assistant  Professor  of  Economics,  Department  of 
Political  Economy  (from  Harvard  University).  N.  Meltz  was  on  sabbatical  leave  at 
Tel-Aviv  University,  Israel,  and  L.  Waverman  Visiting  Fellow  in  the  Department 
of  Economics,  University  of  Essex,  England.  J. A.  Sawyer  was  appointed  Associate 
Dean,  Division  II,  School  of  Graduate  Studies. 

Budget 

While  the  University  provides  space  and  a  budget  to  cover  the  general  administrative 
overhead,  the  bulk  of  the  funds  spent  by  the  Institute  come  from  research  contracts 
and  grants.  This  implies  that  the  Institute  must  recover  the  full  costs  of  research  work 
conducted  under  its  auspices. 

The  Institute  hopes  to  obtain  uncommitted  funds  that  can  be  used  to  finance 
research  projects  originating  entirely  within  the  University.  Until  this  goal  has  been 
reached,  the  Institute  can  only  provide  faculty  members  with  research  facilities  and 
services  when  specific  outside  sources  of  funds  have  been  obtained  to  finance  them. 

In  1971-72  research  support  from  outside  contracts  and  grants  totalled  about 
$375,000  (exclusive  of  overhead). 

Initiation  of  Projects 

The  Institute  strives  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  potentially  interested  members  of 
the  faculty  research  topics  for  which  financial  support  is  available.  However,  it  is 
obvious  that  the  Institute  can  play  only  a  limited  initiating  role.  The  Institute  is 
anxious  to  consider  research  proposals  from  groups  of  faculty  members  with  a  common 
interest  in  a  research  topic  that  might  be  undertaken  within  the  Institute.  In  assessing 
whether  or  not  a  particular  project  should  be  carried  out  under  Institute  auspices, 
the  following  considerations  are  taken  into  account : 

(a)  use  of  Institute  facilities ; 

(b)  effects  on  University  staffing  and  graduate  education; 

(c)  feasibility  within  the  time  and  resources  available; 

(d)  responsibility  of  the  faculty  member  undertaking  direction  of  the  project.

Opportunities  for  Graduate  Students 

The  Institute  employs  a  number  of  graduate  students  as  research  assistants  on  a  part- 
time  basis  during  the  academic  year,  and  on  a  full-time  basis  in  the  summer  months. 
It  also  occasionally  provides  support  to  highly  qualified  graduate  students  who  would 
undertake  specific  segments  of  larger  research  projects  as  ph.d.  dissertations.  Students 
interested  in  working  within  the  Institute  in  either  capacity  who  are  presently  enrolled 
in  the  graduate  programme  at  the  University  of  Toronto,  or  who  are  contemplating 
enrolling,  should  write  to  the  Director. 

Teaching  Role 

The  Institute,  in  co-operation  with  teaching  departments  in  related  fields,  offers 
seminars  and  workshops  from  time  to  time  on  subjects  related  to  the  research  projects 
being  carried  out  within  the  Institute.  It  is  hoped  that  these  seminars  and  workshops 
will  lead  to  greater  interaction  between  staff  and  graduate  students  and  between  those 
within  the  University  and  those  in  government  and  other  institutions.  In  1971-72,  the 
following  workshops  were  offered:

Training  Programme  for  Public  Servants 

A  one-year  training  programme  in  "Quantitative  Analysis  in  Canadian  Public  Policy" 
was  undertaken  by  the  Institute  for  the  Federal  government  in  Ottawa.  This  pro- 
gramme, under  the  direction  of  Professor  A.R.  Dobell,  also  involves  D.  Foot,  University 
of  Toronto;  R.  Sutherland,  Dalhousie  University:  P.  Lemieux,  Laval  University:  and 
P.  Crabbe,  University  of  Ottawa.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  provide  for  analysts 
within  the  public  service  an  opportunity  to  acquire  training  in  the  modern  techniques 
of  quantitative  analysis  in  economics  useful  for  the  analysis  and  evaluation  of  public 
policy  problems. 

Publications 

Because  it  is  the  aim  of  the  Institute  to  build  up  and  disseminate  knowledge,  the  publi- 
cation of  research  results  is  encouraged.  Normally  research  work  is  undertaken  within 
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the  Institute  only  when  those  financing  it  agree  either  to  publish  the  results  without 
change  under  the  author's  name  or  to  relinquish  publication  rights  to  the  author.  The 
Institute  guarantees  not  to  disclose  information  provided  on  a  confidential  basis.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  INSTITUTE  FOR  THE  HISTORY 
AND  PHILOSOPHY  OF  SCIENCE  AND  TECHNOLOGY 


The  academic  year  1971-72  marked  the  fifth  anniversary  of  the  Institute  for  the 
History  and  Philosophy  of  Science  and  Technology.  It  was  a  year  of  further  growth 
in  that  the  number  of  m.a.  and  ph.d.  candidates  rose  from  17  in  1969-70  to  23  in 
1970-71  and  28  in  1971-72.  There  is  indication  that  the  demand  for  graduate  work 
in  the  field  is  continuing  to  increase  and  it  is  anticipated  that  35  candidates  will  enrol 
in  1972—73.  The  geographical  distribution  of  applicants  showed  that  the  Institute  has 
achieved  its  desired  position  as  a  Canadian  centre. 

During  the  year,  two  of  the  staff  members,  Professor  S.  Drake  and  Professor  G.R. 
Paterson,  were  in  Europe  conducting  research  sponsored  by  the  John  Simon  Guggen- 
heim Foundation  and  the  Canada  Council  respectively.  Four  other  staff  members 
received  support  from  the  Canada  Council  or  the  National  Research  Council. 

Additions  were  made  to  the  undergraduate  programme  of  courses  in  the  history 
of  science,  technology  and  engineering,  given  to  students  in  the  Faculty  of  Applied 
Science  and  Engineering.  These  courses  have  attracted  a  considerable  enrolment  and 
are  appearing  to  meet  a  need  in  the  Engineering  curriculum  in  that  roughly  one- 
seventh  of  the  undergraduate  engineering  student  body  took  them  in  1971—72. 

The  Institute  lecture  series  which  has  brought  to  the  campus  a  number  of  dis- 
tinguished visitors  has  continued  successfully  under  the  generous  help  of  the  Varsity 
Fund.  These  lectures  and  the  associated  colloquia  are  providing  a  discussion  forum 
on  the  humanistic  aspects  of  science  to  an  increasing  audience  from  all  disciplines. 

The  Institute  is  continuing  to  exert  its  influence  on  the  national  and  international 
scene.  Staff  members  are  numbered  among  the  officers  of  the  History  of  Science 
Society,  the  Society  for  the  History  of  Technology  and  the  Canadian  Society  for  the 
Study  of  the  History  and  Philosophy  of  Science.  Two  staff  members  of  the  Institute 
are  Presidents  of  international  commissions  under  the  International  Union  for  the 
History  and  Philosophy  of  Science.  This  is  the  same  number  as  from  the  entire  United 
States  and  is  equalled  only  by  the  Institute  for  the  History  of  Science  and  Technics 
in  Moscow.  Members  of  the  Institute  have  actively  advised  National  Research  Coun- 
cil, the  Science  Council,  and  the  Canadian  Council.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  INSTITUTE  OF  APPLIED 
STATISTICS 

The  Institute  of  Applied  Statistics  was  established  in  1968.  The  purposes  of  the 
Institute  are  to  bring  together  researchers  whether  in  pure  or  applied  statistics  for 
their  mutual  benefit  and  that  of  the  University ;  to  conduct  and  encourage  research  in 
applied  statistics;  to  provide  a  central  location  for  statistical  advice  throughout  the 
University;  to  co-ordinate  and  improve  computer  services  for  statistical  users. 
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The  Institute  got  off  to  a  rather  slow  start.  For  the  first  year  there  was  no  budget. 
During  the  next  two  years  the  staff  of  the  Institute  comprised  a  half-time  Director  and 
a  secretary.  Most  of  the  effort  during  this  period  was  devoted  to  statistical  consulting 
and  research. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  session,  1971-72,  the  staff  was  increased  by  the  transfer 
of  Professor  A.E.  Paull  from  the  Department  of  Mathematics.  He  is  cross-appointed 
with  the  Faculty  of  Management  Studies.  This  was  the  first  session  in  which  courses 
were  offered,  four  graduate  half-courses.  Although  the  courses  were  not  announced 
till  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term,  they  attracted  students  from  eight  different  graduate 
departments  or  divisions. 

The  role  and  purposes  of  the  Institute  of  Applied  Statistics  are  becoming  better 
known  within  the  University.  The  best  evidence  of  this  is  that  the  Institute  was  ap- 
proached for  statistical  advice  by  students  or  staff  from  over  20  departments  or  divi- 
sions. A  further  indication  is  that  during  the  last  session  I  served  on  the  supervisory 
committees  of  five  doctoral  students,  all  from  different  departments.

The  Institute  of  Immunology  was  founded  in  November  1971  and  provides  a  common 
forum  for  research  co-operation  and  information  exchange  between  immunologists 
in  the  University  of  Toronto  and  a  graduate  programme  for  the  ever-growing  number 
of  students  who  wish  to  investigate  the  defence  mechanisms  of  the  body.  The  aims 
of  the  Institute  were  defined  as  follows: 

a)  To  provide  students  at  all  levels,  undergraduate  and  graduate,  with  a  back- 
ground in  the  many  subdivisions  of  immunology  such  as  immunochemistry, 
immunogenetics  and  immunopathology. 

b)  To  provide  a  forum  for  the  exchange  of  information  and  to  facilitate  collabo- 
ration among  the  many  immunologists  in  this  University,  thus  giving  a  valu- 
able stimulus  to  research. 

c)  To  serve  as  a  liaison  between  the  "basic  science"  immunologists  and  the 
"applied"  immunologists,  working  in  clinical  medicine  and  surgery. 

d)  To  serve  as  a  secure  foundation  on  which  immunology  can  develop  in  the 
University. 

Members  of  the  Institute  are  drawn  from  nine  departments  and  from  two 
faculties,  with  the  majority  of  the  members  being  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  and 
housed  in  the  Medical  Sciences  Building.  The  investigations  of  Institute  members 
encompass  every  sub-discipline  of  immunology.  Problems  of  the  properties  of  im- 
munoglobulins, the  genetics  of  antibody  formation,  the  purification  of  immunoglobu- 
lins, the  isolation  of  complement  factors,  the  immunology  of  blood  group  substances, 
aspects  of  transplantation  immunology  and  of  immunological  deficiency  diseases  are 
being  investigated  by  members  of  the  Institute.  The  activities  of  the  Institute  have 
already  been  most  profitable  in  fostering  a  number  of  co-operative  projects  and  in 
breaking  the  previous  isolation  of  many  individual  investigators  who  can  make  much 
more  important  contributions  to  the  rapid  advances  in  the  field  by  their  intensive 
contacts  with  colleagues  in  other  sub-specialties  of  immunology.  A  particularly  im- 
portant development  is  the  progressive  bridge-building  between  clinical  observation 
and  basic  investigation. 

During  1971-72  the  Institute  of  Immunology  sponsored  nine  visiting  lecturers, 
representing  a  wide  range  of  sub-disciplines  from  immunobiology  to  immunochemistry :

Dr.  J.  Zabriskie  (Rockefeller  University,  New  York),  Dr.  M.  Greaves  (Institute  of 
Medical  Research,  Department  of  Immunology,  Mill  Hill,  London),  Dr.  Elmer  L. 
Becker  (Department  of  Pathology,  University  of  Connecticut) ,  Dr.  Phil.  Gold  (McGill 
University),  Dr.  J.  Gergely  (Medical  School,  University  of  Budapest),  Dr.  Felix 
Milgrom  (Department  of  Microbiology,  State  University  of  New  York  at  Buffalo), 
Professor  I.  Lepow  (Department  of  Pathology,  University  of  Connecticut),  Dr.  N.A. 
Mitchison  (University  College,  London)  and  Dr.  Hans  Bennich  (University  of 
Uppsala,  Sweden).  The  lectures  by  N.A.  Mitchison  were  part  of  a  joint  venture 
between  the  Centre  of  Immunology,  State  University  of  New  York  at  Buffalo,  the 
Department  of  Medicine,  McMaster  University,  and  the  Institute  of  Immunology, 
University  of  Toronto.  This  type  of  regional  co-operation  will  be  extended  and  inten- 
sified in  the  near  future. 

During  the  autumn  of  1971,  a  brochure  on  the  Institute  of  Immunology  was 
produced  to  serve  as  a  source  of  information  for  prospective  graduate  and  postgradu- 
ate students.  The  brochure  was  given  to  all  applicants  and  was  distributed  to  Heads 
of  Departments  and  Deans  of  Medical  Schools  in  all  Canadian  Universities  and  to 
others  with  interests  in  immunology. 

Dr.  H.Z.  Movat  organized  a  course  in  immunopathology.  Dr.  K.  Dorrington 
acted  as  Graduate  Secretary  of  the  Institute  and  Dr.  B.J.  Underdown  as  Minutes 
Secretary  and  as  organizer  of  lectures  by  visiting  scientists. 

The  final  arrangements  for  graduate  students  in  immunology  have  advanced 
considerably  and  approval  has  been  given  by  the  Appraisals  Committee  of  the  Province 
of  Ontario  but  other  administrative  steps  have  yet  to  be  completed.  Meanwhile,  an 
active  programme  is  in  progress,  graduate  courses  are  being  given  and  a  seminar  course 
has  provided  a  forum  for  staff  and  students.  Though  students  are  registered  in  other 
departments,  their  training  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Institute  of  Immunology.  One  of 
the  important  aspects  of  this  training  arises  from  the  need  to  expose  students  to 
divergent  points  of  views,  a  task  which  is  particularly  important  in  an  area  such  as 
immunology  in  which  multidisciplinary  approaches  are  being  brought  to  bear  on 
common  problems.  To  meet  this  need,  student  committees  are  provided  for  all  the 
students  of  the  Institute  and  are  composed  of  staff  members  with  expertise  in  a  variety 
of  areas.  This  is  showing  considerable  promise  of  having  an  incisive  influence  on 
the  breadth  of  the  educational  experiences  of  the  young  research  workers. 

Our  effectiveness  during  the  first  year  of  operation  was  greatly  enhanced  by  a 
grant  from  the  Physicians'  Services  Incorporated  Foundation.  A  grant  from  the 
Ontario  Cancer  Treatment  and  Research  Foundation  will  help  us  to  develop  audio- 
visual teaching  aids. 

One  of  the  important  events  in  the  first  year  of  the  existence  of  the  Institute 
of  Immunology  was  "a  retreat"  of  its  faculty  for  three  days  to  a  rural  conference  centre. 
This  gave  members  of  the  Institute  an  opportunity  to  consider  problem  selection, 
problem  formulation  and  the  areas  in  which  the  Institute,  as  a  whole,  could  make 
major  contributions  to  the  sum  total  of  our  understanding  of  immunological  systems. 
The  conference  was  successful  in  meeting  these  objectives  and  may  become  a  point 
of  departure  for  new  investigative  ventures. 

As  all  members  of  the  Institute  have  appointments  in  parent  departments,  the 
summary  of  their  research  publications  and  honours  will  be  found  in  the  reports  of 
the  Chairmen  of  these  Departments.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  DAVID  DUNLAP  OBSERVATORY 

On^  the  night  of  August  27-28,  1971,  the  first  photograph  was  obtained  with  the 
University  of  Toronto's  new  telescope  in  Chile,  and  we  began  to  reap  the  rewards 
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of  several  years  of  concerted  effort.  The  instrument,  which  has  a  24-inch  diameter 
mirror,  was  uncrated  and  installed  in  its  dome  during  the  preceding  weeks  by  Pro- 
fessor Racine  and  Mr.  Gerald  Longworth  of  the  Observatory  staff.  The  site  is  the 
nearly  8,000-foot  high  Cerro  Las  Campanas,  about  100  miles  north  of  La  Serena, 
where  the  Carnegie  Institution  of  Washington  maintains  its  own  southern  hemisphere 
observatory.  Just  down  the  hill  from  the  telescope  is  our  four-room  staff  house  built 
to  our  design,  with  walls  of  local  stone,  a  red  tile  roof,  and  wide  glass  windows  on 
the  western  side  overlooking  the  valley.  It  contains  two  bedrooms,  an  office,  and 
a  dark-room.  Under  our  agreement  with  Carnegie,  they  supply  electricity,  water, 
meals,  transportation  and  certain  other  services;  we  are  most  grateful  to  the  Associates 
of  the  University  of  Toronto,  Inc.,  of  New  York  City,  for  their  financial  support  of 
this  part  of  the  undertaking  since  the  beginning  of  1971. 

It  is  most  appropriate  that  the  very  first  photograph  was  of  a  famous  globular 
star  cluster  in  the  southern  sky.  Variable  stars  in  such  clusters  have  been  a  life-long 
subject  of  study  by  Professor  Hogg  and  we  foresee  the  new  telescope  being  devoted 
to  an  expanded  observational  programme  in  this  field.  Remarkably,  these  particular 
objects  are  attracting  widespread  interest  at  this  time  because  of  their  potential  for 
advancing  our  understanding  of  the  life  history  of  stars,  and  of  the  chemical  constitu- 
tion of  the  universe. 

The  telescope  can  be  and  is  being  used  in  other  ways  as  well,  notably  for  the 
spectroscopic  study  of  hitherto  neglected  southern  stars  and  for  the  measurement  of 
brightness  and  colour  of  stars  in  our  own  Milky  Way  or  in  the  relatively  remote 
Magellanic  Clouds  and  other  galaxies.  For  these  purposes  we  have  been  carrying  out 
a  programme  of  instrumentation  which  has  provided  us  with  an  efficient  spectrograph 
and  modern  photometric  equipment,  flexible  enough  to  be  used  in  very  many  pro- 
grammes of  observation. 

The  Chile  telescope  has  been  in  use  virtually  continuously  ever  since  its  inception, 
with  remarkably  little  down-time.  Professors  and  graduate  students  visit  the  observa- 
tory for  two  to  six-week  periods,  with  the  students  so  far  being  in  the  majority.  We  are 
fortunate  in  being  able  to  award  Reinhardt  Fellowships  to  the  students  to  cover  the 
costs  of  their  travel.  Since  January  1972  we  have  assigned  a  number  of  the  Observatory 
technical  staff  to  duty  in  Chile  in  order  to  provide  the  necessary  continuity. 

The  development  of  new  instrumentation  is  extremely  important  for  the  continued 
success  of  an  observatory  and  the  current  year  has  seen  a  substantial  effort  in  that 
direction.  Nor  has  it  all  been  confined  to  the  exploitation  of  our  Chile  site.  A  new 
photometer  and  a  duplicate  spectrograph  have  been  constructed  for  Richmond  Hill, 
an  infra-red  photometer  is  under  test  (for  the  observation  of  quasars)  and  new  re- 
ceivers, advanced  in  concept,  are  being  developed  by  our  radio  astronomy  group.  The 
latter  were  hoping  to  see  the  completion  of  the  60-foot  diameter  University  of  Toronto 
radio  telescope  at  the  Algonquin  Radio  Observatory  this  year  but  a  shortage  of  funds 
has  caused  a  delay  of  six  months.  This  latter  instrument  has  been  wholly  constructed 
by  a  member  of  our  technical  staff  and  his  single  assistant  on  a  very  economical  budget. 

If  and  when  the  long  awaited  large  Canadian  optical  telescope  is  approved  our 
skill  and  experience  in  instrumentation  can  be  put  to  use.  As  an  alternative  to  a  wholly 
Canadian  telescope,  the  federal  government  has  recently  been  considering  a  proposal 
for  a  facility  which  would  be  jointly  owned  and  operated  by  France  and  Canada,  and 
would  possibly  be  located  in  Hawaii.  Such  a  telescope  would,  of  course,  go  a  long  way 
towards  supplying  the  needs  of  Canadian  astronomers.  But  it  alone  would  not  give  us 
the  access  to  faint  objects  in  the  southern  hemisphere  -  stars  and  galaxies  beyond 
the  reach  of  our  24-inch  -  which  is  required  if  our  young  people  are  to  have  the 
opportunities  that  their  counterparts  in  many  other  nations  will  soon  enjoy. 

The  current  year  was  one  of  very  substantial  progress  in  our  research  output. 
Its  diversity  and  its  on-going  nature  make  it  difficult  to  describe  in  a  report  of  this 
nature,  and  work  with  a  theoretical  emphasis  tends  to  be  left  out.  Let  it  be  recorded 
that  some  staff  and  students  are  at  work  on  such  topics  as  inhomogeneities  in  cosmo- 
logical  models,  meridional  circulation  in  rapidly  rotating  stars,  the  oscillations  of  axi- 
symmetric  rotating  gaseous  configurations  with  prevalent  magnetic  fields,  and  non-

radial  oscillations  of  massive  stars.  The  scope  of  the  research  has  reached  an  impressive 
level  this  year,  and  appears  to  display  the  balance  appropriate  to  an  educational  institu- 
tion such  as  ours.  One  is  also  aware  that  it  has  a  considerable  momentum. 

Graduate  student  enrolment  was  just  over  30,  a  figure  which  has  been  essentially 
unchanged  for  several  years.  Undergraduate  enrolment,  however,  increased  by  over 
400  to  a  new  high  of  1,066.  Several  factors  contributed  but  there  can  be  no  doubt  that 
the  fundamental  reason  for  the  popularity  of  our  astronomy  courses,  especially  among 
first  and  second  year  students,  is  the  strong  desire  each  one  has  to  learn  about  the  wider 
physical  environment  he  finds  himself  in.  The  general  public  maintains  its  interest  in 
spite  of  the  availability  of  other  facilities  such  as  the  Ontario  Science  Centre  and  the 
McLaughlin  Planetarium;  our  attendance  this  year  was  nearly  7,500,  and  the  Saturday 
evening  portion  of  our  public  programme  took  about  five  per  cent  of  the  total  clear- 
sky  time  on  the  74-inch  telescope.  In  all,  Canada's  largest  telescope  was  used  for  958 
hours,  a  good  year;  1,426  spectrograms  and  75  direct  photographs  were  obtained  with 
it.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  observational  basis  of  our  research  still  rests,  as  it 
has  for  some  years,  on  many  other  telescopes  as  well  -  our  two  24-inch  telescopes  in 
the  two  hemispheres,  our  19-inch,  our  16-inch  on  the  St.  George  campus,  the  150-foot 
radio  telescope  of  the  Algonquin  Radio  Observatory  (which  we  used  for  1,260  hours) 
and  a  variety  of  instruments  generously  made  available  to  use  from  time  to  time  by 
sister  optical  and  radio  observatories  in  North  and  South  America.

The  Libraries 


THE  CHIEF  LIBRARIAN 

Use  of  the  library  collection  and  services  in  1971-72  appeared  to  have  levelled  off 
for  the  first  time  in  a  long  while,  at  the  rate  established  the  previous  year.  For  at  least 
a  decade,  use  has  been  increasing  steadily  at  a  rate  considerably  higher  than  the 
rise  in  total  enrolment.  The  change  of  pace  may  be  in  part  a  reflection  of  lagging 
growth  in  enrolment  and  in  numbers  of  teaching  staff.  It  may  reflect  also  the  increasing 
congestion  within  the  Central  Library  building,  which  will  be  cured  when  the  new 
building  is  completed.  It  is  probably  related  also  to  the  recent  shrinkage  in  the  buying 
power  of  our  book  budget. 

Growth  of  the  book  collection  appeared  to  have  levelled  off  too  in  the  number 
of  titles  added  after  the  two-year  decline  described  in  last  year's  report.  The  addition 
of  new  titles  was  maintained,  however,  by  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  extra  copies, 
in  the  number  of  new  subscriptions,  and  in  the  average  quality  of  material  bought. 
Analyses  produced  by  the  publishing  industry  show  that  average  book  prices  and 
subscription  rates  have  been  rising  more  than  ten  per  cent  annually  for  several  years. 
If  on  a  more  or  less  static  book  budget  we  maintain  a  fairly  steady  annual  intake, 
then  we  are  obviously  concentrating  on  the  cheaper  material,  and  becoming  a  library 
of  cheap  books.  In  fact,  unless  some  means  is  found  to  stop  the  shrinkage  in  our  buying 
power,  it  will  not  be  very  many  years  until  the  whole  budget  is  used  to  keep  up  our 
subscriptions  and  we  shall  not  be  able  to  buy  any  books  at  all. 

Work  on  the  new  building  was  again  delayed  by  construction  strikes,  and  it  became 
apparent  that  we  should  not  be  able  to  complete  our  move  into  new  quarters  until 
the  spring  of  1973. 

The  original  assumptions  concerning  direct  access  to  the  stacks  of  the  Robarts 
building,  which  had  been  built  into  the  design,  were  questioned  in  the  Library  Council. 
The  Council  appointed  a  committee  under  Professor  Peter  Heyworth,  and  forwarded 
its  recommendations  to  the  Senate  for  approval.  Meanwhile  the  issue  was  escalated 
into  a  number  of  demonstrations  and  sit-ins.  Eventually  the  Senate  confirmed  the 
principle  that  there  must  be  differentiated  degrees  of  access  to  the  book  collection 
in  the  Robarts  Library.  It  also  resolved  that  all  staff  and  students  of  the  University 
should  be  equally  eligible  to  apply  for  entry  into  the  stack,  and  that  applications 
should  be  dealt  with  on  a  basis  of  academic  need.  Guidelines  for  the  determination 
of  "academic  need"  remained  to  be  established.  Much  of  the  discussion  of  the  whole 
issue  was  plagued  by  a  popular  misconception  that  "stack  access"  is  the  same  thing 
as  library  access,  whereas  in  fact  there  has  never  been  any  suggestion  that  use  of  the 
Library  and  its  collections  should  not  be  available  to  all  comers  including  the  general 
public. 

In  accord  with  resolutions  of  the  Library  Council  and  Senate,  the  Acting  President 
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appointed  two  ad  hoc  committees  to  help  plan  for  the  development  of  a  strong 
duplicate-copy  library  in  the  Sigmund  Samuel  Wing.  This  development  was  in  fact 
one  of  the  terms  of  reference  of  the  Williams  Committee  which  planned  the  Robarts 
Library.  The  first  of  these  new  committees,  under  Professor  Martin  Mueller,  dealt 
with  the  question  of  collections  for  the  revised  Samuel  Library.  It  reported  in  May, 
and  recommended  that  six  of  the  present  duplicate-copy  collections  should  be  com- 
bined with  the  Stewart  Wallace  Room  holdings  to  form  the  base  of  a  new  collection. 
At  the  same  time,  the  Library  staff  sought  assistance  from  all  Arts  and  Science  depart- 
ments in  preparing  lists  of  titles  to  strengthen  the  central  duplicate-copy  collection. 

The  second  committee,  chaired  by  Principal  Hallett,  was  to  help  plan  the  physical 
renovation  of  the  Sigmund  Samuel  Library,  and  the  Science  and  Medicine  Library 
which  is  in  the  same  building.  The  renovation  will  of  course  have  to  be  carried  out 
in  stages,  so  that  the  two  libraries  can  continue  to  function.

Administrative  Services 


THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  OFFICE  OF  ADMISSIONS 

Admission  to  university  continues  to  be  an  area  of  prime  interest  and  concern  in  a 
period  of  unprecedented  rapid  change  in  the  high  schools  and  in  the  universities. 
Changes  at  the  secondary  school  level  in  Ontario,  referred  to  in  previous  President's 
Reports,  continue  to  take  place  at  an  unabated  rate  and  the  move  away  from  tradi- 
tional subjects  in  the  high  schools,  at  first  an  experiment  for  some  high  schools,  has 
now  become  a  way  of  life  for  most  schools  throughout  the  Province.  In  order  to  be 
fully  informed  about  these  developments  and  to  be  able  to  relay  this  information  as 
quickly  as  possible  to  all  the  divisions  of  the  university,  the  Office  of  Admissions,  in 
close  co-operation  with  the  Secondary  School  Liaison  Office,  has  continued  to  expand 
its  role  in  pre-university  counselling  and  visiting  high  schools.  In  doing  this,  we  are 
responding  to  a  need  felt  by  the  high  schools  themselves  as  well  as  to  a  desire  expressed 
more  and  more  frequently  by  divisions  of  the  university.  During  this  year,  a  review 
of  the  relationship  between  the  Secondary  School  Liaison  Office  and  the  Office  of 
Admissions  resulted  in  a  recommendation,  subsequently  implemented,  to  make  Sec- 
ondary School  Liaison  an  integral  part  of  the  Office  of  Admissions.  Mr.  Alan  Hill 
and  his  assistant,  Mrs.  Linda  Borel,  who  have  for  a  number  of  years  carried  the  heavy 
responsibility  of  representing  this  university  at  numerous  high  school  information 
programmes,  have  joined  the  staff  of  the  Office  of  Admissions.  Mr.  Hill  has  been 
appointed  Assistant  Director  with  specific  responsibility  for  Secondary  School  Liaison. 

The  above  development  will  take  on  increased  significance,  because  there  are 
strong  indications  that  the  number  of  students  applying  for  full-time  study  to  universi- 
ties in  the  Province  is  declining.  There  are  many  reasons  for  this :  a  gradual  levelling 
off  of  enrolment  in  Ontario  Grade  13,  changing  student  attitudes  and  preferences 
regarding  university  study,  increased  interest  in  other  forms  of  post-secondary  educa- 
tion, economic  considerations.  Although  I  welcome  many  of  these  developments,  since 
the  end  result  may  be  a  more  highly  motivated  university  applicant,  there  has  to  be 
concern  about  these  developments  as  long  as  the  financing  of  Ontario  universities  is 
totally  dependent  on  the  number  of  students  enrolled  in  an  institution. 

The  University  of  Toronto  has  not,  as  yet,  suffered  from  a  decline  in  applications. 
Although  in  1971-72  the  number  of  general  application  forms  was  somewhat  down  — 
17,500  compared  with  18,393  the  year  before  -  about  14,000  compared  with  13,780 
the  year  before  became  effective  applications.  This  phenomenon  is  the  result  of  a 
preprinted  application  form.  The  high  pressure  of  applicants  has  continued  in  the 
health  associated  fields:  pharmacy,  nursing,  dental  hygiene.  Interest  in  part-time  study 
continues  to  increase. 

One  significant  provincial  development  in  admissions  was  the  decision  of  the 
Council  of  Ontario  Universities  (in  fact  taken  in  June  of  1971)  to  approve  the  estab- 
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lishment  of  a  new  agency  to  be  known  as  the  Ontario  Universities'  Application  Centre 
(ouac).  The  concept  is  not  new  to  Ontario.  As  early  as  1964,  the  universities  repre- 
sented at  the  Committee  of  Presidents  began  to  study  the  possibility  of  setting  up  an 
applications  centre.  One  reason  why  the  centre  was  not  previously  set  up  in  Ontario 
is  that  a  number  of  the  functions  of  a  centre  have  otherwise  been  served  under  the 
system  of  common  admission  procedures  which  have  operated  to  assist  applicants 
from  Grade  13.  These  co-operative  arrangements,  which  were  evolved  over  the  last 
few  years  under  the  auspices  of  the  Ontario  Universities  Council  on  Admissions,  con- 
tributed much  to  improving  the  co-ordination  of  admissions  practices.  The  establish- 
ment of  the  ouac,  which  will  be  managed  under  the  Council  of  Ontario  Universities 
as  a  collective  venture,  was  premised  on  provincial  policy  to  provide  a  university  place 
for  every  qualified  Ontario  student.  The  concept  for  the  centre  was  developed  in  a 
time  of  scarcity  of  places.  However,  since  it  would  now  appear  that,  at  least  for  the 
foreseeable  future,  there  will  be  vacancies  rather  than  a  scarcity  of  places  in  the  pro- 
vincial system,  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  or  not  the  ouac  will,  in  fact,  provide 
services  and  information  that  would  not  otherwise  be  available. 

The  existence  of  the  Centre  will  make  the  admissions  process  in  the  University  of 
Toronto  considerably  more  complicated  and  many  adjustments  will  have  to  be  made. 
It  will  mean  that  the  pressure  on  the  Office  of  Admissions,  especially  in  terms  of  the 
complexities  of  assessment,  will  be  intensified. 

I  want  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  given  to  this  office  by  other  Faculties  and 
Divisions  in  the  form  of  assistance  and  advice  to  enquirers.  In  addition,  I  want  to 
express  deep  appreciation  to  all  my  colleagues  in  the  Office  of  Admissions  without 
whose  assistance  I  could  not  have  survived  my  first  year  as  Director.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  ADVISORY  BUREAU 

The  central  concern  of  the  stafT  of  the  Advisory  Bureau  is  with  the  quality  of  the  human 
relationships  in  the  community  of  the  University  of  Toronto.  We  function  as  neutral 
observers  of  interactions  between  persons  and  between  groups;  we  function  as  anima- 
teur  sociales;  we  function,  on  request,  as  facilitators  of  group  or  individual  endeavours 
to  clarify  issues  and  aims;  we  function  as  a  clearing-house,  redirecting  people  to  ap- 
propriate sources  of  help,  connecting  up  people  who  share  concerns  but  do  not  know 
it;  we  function  as  counsellors  to  the  troubled;  we  function  as  a  centre  for  conversation; 
we  function  as  a  no-cost  oasis.  The  Advisory  Bureau  claims  no  monopoly  for  these 
concerns  and  functions.  Many  persons  in  the  university  devote  some  of  their  time 
to  some  of  these  same  things,  among  them  college  registrars  and  chaplains,  faculty 
secretaries,  staff  at  the  Health  Service  and  International  Student  Centre,  many  pro- 
fessors and  administrators,  many  students.  The  Advisory  Bureau's  distinctness  derives 
not  from  special  function,  but  rather  from  the  combination  of  functions,  from  the 
full-time  attention  it  gives  to  them,  and,  we  believe,  from  the  special  competence  of 
its  staff. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  Bureau  necessarily  found  itself  involved  with 
issues  and  events  that  were  and  remain  private  and  mainly  invisible,  as  well  as  with 
issues  and  events  that  became  public  and  highly  visible  even  beyond  the  borders  of 
the  university.  While  the  connections  between  the  visible  and  the  invisible  problems 
were  not  always  clear  to  us,  many  times  it  was  possible  to  see  that  strain  and  discontent 
within  the  university  community  sometimes  issued  in  individual  breakdown  or  mal- 
functioning that  brought  us  clients  for  counselling,  and  sometimes  issued  in  acts 
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intended  to  bring  community  change.  The  strain  and  discontent  may  also  have  made 
some  community  members  more  receptive  to  the  blandishments  of  professional  essay 
writers,  and  may  have  had  other  less  clearly  recognizable  consequences  such  as  apathy 
and  withdrawal.  In  any  case,  it  certainly  was  a  year  that  saw  partial  community 
breakdown. 

Some  comments  first  on  the  visible  events.  The  student-faculty  collisions  of  the 
past  year  could  hardly  have  surprised  even  a  non-reflective  observer  of  this  community. 
Differences  have  been  building  fairly  obviously  over  the  past  few  years,  and  especially 
since  the  release  of  the  report  of  the  Commission  on  University  Government.  The  g.u.g. 
recommendation  for  equal  student-faculty  representation  on  decision-making  bodies 
had  received  a  mixed  reception  by  faculty,  and  had  been  strongly  supported  by  students. 
The  defeat  of  student  attempts  to  gain  parity  at  the  University-Wide  Committee  meet- 
ings and  subsequently  on  the  restructuring  committee  for  the  Council  of  the  Faculty 
of  Arts  and  Science  were  the  most  obvious  precursors  of  this  year's  events. 

Since  student  governments  hold  office  for  one  year  only,  there  is  often  a  felt  sense 
of  urgency  on  the  part  of  the  incumbents  to  realize  their  platform  within  that  time  span. 
This  was  especially  true  during  1971-72,  since  it  was  to  be  a  year  that  would  see  the 
birth  of  a  new  University  of  Toronto  Act,  and  the  shaping  of  a  new  Governing 
Council.  As  the  academic  year  began  in  July,  1971,  our  observations  and  conversations 
with  the  Students'  Administrative  Council  indicated  a  mood  of  optimism  regarding 
the  attainment  of  parity  on  governing  bodies,  the  realization  of  the  Campus  as  Centre 
project,  and  the  attainment  of  other  goals  through  the  leverage  supplied  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Social  Responsibilities  of  the  University.  Student  leaders  believed  that 
they  were  "out-gunning"  and  "out-generalling"  the  faculty  before  the  legislative  com- 
mittee concerned  with  the  new  University  Act.  They  were  almost  certain  that  the  new 
legislation  would  upset  the  recommendations  of  the  University-Wide  Committee  and 
bring  parity  of  membership  for  students  with  faculty  on  the  new  Governing  Council. 
This  heady  optimism  appeared  to  influence  the  Students'  Administrative  Council 
decision  to  support  and  condone  the  location  on  campus  of  the  Wacheea  tent  city  in 
the  face  of  clear  objections  on  the  part  of  university  administration.  By  the  end  of 
July,  Students'  Administrative  Council  optimism  lay  shattered.  The  Ontario  legis- 
lature did  not  support  the  student  lobby,  and  the  metropolitan  police,  with  stunning 
speed,  had  removed  the  tent  city.  The  student  handbook,  which  appeared  in  Sep- 
tember subtitled,  "The  Year  of  the  Siege"  reflected,  with  fair  accuracy,  the  altered 
mood  of  student  leaders.  A  succession  of  perceived  further  failures,  among  them  lack 
of  assurance  of  funding  for  the  Campus  as  Centre  project,  the  disappointing  response 
from  student  college  councils  at  the  Students'  Administrative  Council  constitutional 
conference,  the  failure  to  effect  union  of  the  s.a.c.  with  the  Graduate  Students'  Union 
and  the  Association  of  Part  Time  University  Students,  the  failure  to  achieve  an  altered 
constituency  for  elections  to  the  Governing  Council,  the  perceived  ineffectiveness  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Social  Responsibilities  -  especially  with  regard  to  day  care,  left 
what  could  be  seen  as  a  disgruntled  group  looking  for  a  cause.  The  decision  of  the 
library  committee,  in  February,  1972,  to  recommend  differential  stack  access  based 
on  formal  status  criteria  for  the  new  humanities  and  social  sciences  library,  provided 
the  issue.  The  building  occupations,  police  actions,  campus  polarization,  were  out- 
comes, and  the  debates  over  the  specifics  mainly  served  to  obscure  the  underlying  dis- 
content regarding  the  general  question  of  the  power  of  decision-making  in  the  uni- 
versity community.  But  for  the  s.a.c.  leadership,  the  debate  and  vote  in  the  Senate 
on  the  library  question  was  a  further  illustration  of  student  inability  to  affect  decisions. 
Their  attempt  to  bring  an  end  to  student  government,  which  was  to  be  a  graphic 
illustration  of  its  irrelevance  and  futility,  also  failed.  For  them,  the  mass  resignation 
of  the  Committee  on  the  Social  Responsibilities  of  the  University  was  unsurprising 
but  anti-climactic. 

The  staff  of  the  Advisory  Bureau  were  participant  observers  in  all  of  these  events. 
In  the  main,  we  could  not  be  more  than  passive  recorders.  We  could  and  did  raise 
questions  and  encourage  discussion  and  clarification  of  the  issues  wherever  possible. 
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We  could  and  did  respond  as  effectively  as  our  competence  allowed  us  on  the  oc- 
casions when  more  activity  was  asked  from  us. 

Of  course,  Bureau  staff  was  active  in  its  offices  in  much  less  visible  ways  with  many 
less  visible  problems.  Several  hundred  community  members,  students,  faculty  and 
non-academic  staff,  received  extensive  counselling  assistance  from  us.  Many  others 
obtained  useful  information  and  advice,  or  were  directed  to  appropriate  other  sources 
of  help.  Some  of  these  private  activities  were  fairly  obviously  derivative  expressions 
of  the  general  and  visible  dis-ease  in  the  community  corpus,  some  were  not.  Thus, 
some  individuals  who  presented  with  overwhelming  personal  problems  could  probably 
have  handled  these  alone,  had  they  not  been  subjected  to  the  additional  strains  im- 
posed by  campus  political  upheavals.  Others  seen  would  likely  not  have  been  able  to 
cope  even  if  the  campus  had  been  wholly  tranquil  and  supportive.  Some  of  our  activ- 
ities were  derivative  in  a  somewhat  different  way.  A  group  of  professors  interested  in 
exploring  innovations  in  their  teaching  approaches  began  to  meet  regularly  during  the 
spring  term  with  Advisory  Bureau  staff.  The  probability  seems  high  that  they  would 
not  have  given  these  sessions  any  time  priority  but  for  the  situation  of  strain  in  the 
community.  In  retrospect,  too,  the  highly  successful  conference  on  "Madness"  held 
during  February,  1972,  and  co-sponsored  by  the  Students'  Administrative  Council  and 
the  Advisory  Bureau  and  supported  materially  by  administration,  and  by  such  organi- 
zations as  the  Laidlaw  Foundation,  the  Counselling  Foundation  and  the  Addiction 
Research  Foundation,  could  be  seen  as  exquisitely  appropriate  to  the  year  under  re- 
view. But  this  is  perhaps  to  push  speculation  too  far.  Yet,  there  is  a  sense  in  which 
we  at  the  Advisory  Bureau  have  come  to  feel  that  the  Madness  Conference  was  the 
sanest  event  of  the  year.  It  brought  together  on  this  campus  thousands  of  people  from 
here  and  elsewhere,  some  of  them,  like  Erving  Goffman  and  David  Cooper,  interna- 
tionally distinguished,  for  a  week  of  creative  chaos.  Despite  frustration  for  some,  much 
was  learned  and  experienced  by  very  many.  The  conference  demonstrated  that,  despite 
its  problems,  this  university  is  capable  of  developing  exciting  and  stimulating  learning 
situations  that  would  be  difficult  to  match  anywhere.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  CAREER  COUNSELLING 
AND  PLACEMENT  CENTRE 

Usage  of  the  various  services  offered  by  the  Centre  continued  to  grow  at  record  levels 
during  the  past  academic  year.  Despite  continuance  of  the  difficult  economic  situation 
the  increased  effectiveness  of  our  individual  referral  system  for  permanent  employment 
is  helping  offset  the  decline  in  the  on-campus  interview  programme. 

The  Career  Information  Lecture  Series  given  in  October  was  augmented  this 
year  by  several  seminars  offered  in  the  spring  to  improve  the  job  hunting  skills  of  the 
graduating  class.  The  second  edition  of  our  Career  Handbook  was  published  and 
mailed  to  12,000  students  to  increase  their  awareness  of  the  programmes  offered  by 
our  service  with  the  resulting  increase  in  participation. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Career  Counselling  staff  the  Career  Informational 
Library  was  completely  overhauled.  A  recent  SAC  survey  indicated  that  it  was  now 
being  used  by  37  per  cent  of  our  fourth  year  students. 

The  staff  of  the  Centre  met  the  prediction  of  difficult  summer  employment 
prospects  for  students  with  a  massive  solicitation  programme  in  January  and  February 
with  the  result  that  by  the  end  of  May,  summer  employment,  not  including  govern- 
ment programmes,  had  been  generated  to  the  value  of  2/2  million  dollars,  an  increase 
of  over  25  per  cent  from  the  previous  year. 

Staff  members  once  more  responded  to  requests  of  guidance  heads  in  Metro, 
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Paris  and  Orillia  to  speak  to  students  on  the  subject  of  the  career  implications  of 
pursuing  a  post-secondary  education. 

This  year  has  seen  a  dramatic  increase  in  the  research  activity  of  the  Centre 
culminating  in  the  presentation  of  a  brief  to  the  Commission  on  Post  Secondary 
Education  in  Ontario.  Since  the  funding  for  this  much  needed  research  effort  is  almost 
non-existent  the  staff  was  pleased  with  the  decision  of  the  University  of  Toronto's 
Parents  Association  to  include  our  research  programmes  in  their  5-year  funding  pro- 
gramme. As  a  result  of  this  support  we  were  able  for  the  first  time  to  undertake  a 
comprehensive  study  of  the  1971  graduating  class.  The  results  of  this  study  will  be 
available  in  the  early  fall  and  should  do  much  to  contribute  to  this  emerging  body  of 
knowledge  surrounding  the  interface  between  the  educational  system  and  the  employ- 
ment market.  As  the  ties  between  the  educational  system  and  the  employment  market 
become  less  clearly  defined  it  is  essential  that  the  Centre  continue  to  research  the 
dynamics  of  this  interface. 

In  keeping  with  recent  trends  the  Centre  was  asked  to  undertake  a  more  formal 
placement  responsibility  for  the  Department  of  Urban  and  Regional  Planning  and  the 
Institute  for  Aerospace  Studies. 

The  Career  Counselling  and  Placement  Centre  has  experienced  a  progressive  and 
interesting  year.  It  has  benefited  from  the  enthusiasm  and  energetic  efforts  of  a  dedi- 
cated staff  and  the  increasing  support  of  many  other  members  of  the  university  com- 
munity.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  HOUSING  SERVICE 

In  considering  the  activities  of  the  Housing  Service  during  the  past  year  and  reviewing 
our  simple  statistics,  I  have  the  impression  the  Housing  Service  maintained  the  status 
quo  -  no  new  major  problems  and  no  new  solutions  to  old  problems  were  forthcoming. 
Our  major  function  of  a  referral  and  facilitating  service  to  persons  seeking  accom- 
modation, including  apartments  in  the  Married  Student  Complex,  was  continued.  I 
suggest  that  the  technical  operation  of  the  Housing  Service  is  good.  We  have  up-to- 
date  records  and  make  them  readily  available  to  persons  seeking  accommodation.  That 
is  not  to  say  that  the  housing  which  is  obtained  through  the  Housing  Service  is  satis- 
factory. In  fact,  if  the  quality  of  the  housing  were  related  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Service 
I  would  make  no  boast  for  the  Housing  Service. 

Among  the  old  problems  which  continue  to  plague  us  are  the  quality,  quantity 
and  cost  of  off-campus  furnished  rooms  and  flats.  Having  no  control  over  privately 
owned  and  maintained  accommodation,  the  Housing  Service  can  do  nothing  to  raise 
the  quality  except  to  refuse  to  register  or  list.  Such  a  refusal  is  really  only  a  minor  rebuke 
for  there  is  such  a  demand  for  centrally  located  housing  that  almost  any  rooms  are 
readily  rented.  Although  most  rooms  are  publicly  advertised  by  landlords  there  are 
a  few  who  prefer  to  list  exclusively  with  the  Housing  Service.  They  like  students  and 
want  them  as  tenants.  At  the  risk  of  bein^  cynical  I  might  suggest  that  student  tenants 
are  less  demanding  and  will  tolerate  inferior  furnishings,  but  I  prefer  to  believe  that 
the  preference  for  student  tenants  is  because  they  are  reliable  people. 

The  Housing  Service  frequently  is  approached  bv  owners  and  landlords  with 
offers  to  renovate  buildings  and  reserve  their  use  for  university  students,  but  always 
there  is  one  proviso  that  "the  University"  will  guarantee  100  per  cent  occupancy.  Such 
an  undertaking  would  amount  to  virtual  subsidization  of  private  landlords  or  small 
development  companies.  It  has  been  a  stated  policy  of  the  Universitv  that  the  resi- 
dences would  not  be  subsidized  and  it  is  a  logical  extension  of  that  policy  that  private 
householders  should  not  be  subsidized.  There  is  one  exemption  which  readily  comes 
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to  mind  of  such  a  guarantee  to  a  developer  and  that  is  the  contract  between  the  Uni- 
versity and  Ontario  Housing  Corporation  for  the  Married  Student  Apartments.  De- 
spite, or  because  of,  this  contract  the  Presidential  Advisory  Committee  on  Student 
Housing  in  its  recommendations  concerning  guidelines  for  student  housing  included 
a  recommendation  that  "the  University  should  encourage  the  provision  of  suitable 
ofT-campus  housing  for  its  members  by  other  agencies,  ( Ontario  Housing  Corporation ; 
foundations;  private  developers;  etc.)  but  without  liability.'"  The  Housing  Service  is 
attempting  in  a  small  way,  with  the  only  means  at  its  disposal,  (Public  Relations)  to 
encourage  private  developers  to  keep  us  informed  of  their  vacancies,  and  to  permit 
student  tenants  to  reserve  rooms  in  advance  without  payment  of  full  rent.  While  we 
are  somewhat  encouraged  by  improvement  of  conditions  in  the  Annex  area  in  parti- 
cular, and  availability  of  space  in  Don  Vale  and  High  Park,  we  are  still  depressed 
by  the  sub-standard  accommodation  maintained  by  absentee  landlords  interested  only 
in  financial  return.  We  depend  on  the  city  housing  standards  and  the  enforcement  of 
them  by  the  Department  of  Buildings  and  the  Department  of  Health.  If  accommoda- 
tion meets  these  standards  our  only  requirement  is  that  the  landlord  guarantee  to  show 
no  racial  discrimination  in  the  selection  of  his  tenants. 

Comments  have  been  made  in  previous  annual  reports  concerning  the  changing 
life  style  of  students.  Apartments  which  can  be  shared,  small  self-contained  units  or 
a  house  which  can  be  used  as  a  co-operative  continue  to  be  in  great  demand.  From  our 
statistics  one  would  assume  that  residence  type  accommodation  was  out  of  vogue,  but 
I  believe  that  this  is  incorrect  for  it  is  my  understanding  that  the  University  residences 
had  fewer  vacancies  during  the  past  year  than  formerly.  One  contributing  factor  may 
be  that  the  differential  in  cost  between  residence  and  off-campus  living  is  very  small. 
The  average  cost  for  a  single  room  off-campus  with  shared  kitchen  and  shared  bath- 
room facilities  is  $18  to  $20  per  week.  Rooms  in  the  University  residences  during  the 
summer  period  rented  for  $20  per  week  and  were  of  a  quality  superior  to  the  majority 
of  off-campus  accommodation.  For  single  students  who  have  "graduated"  from  Uni- 
versity residences,  co-operatives  seem  to  provide  a  satisfactory  alternative  in  that  the 
cost  of  co-operatives  is  more  reasonable  than  taking  single  accommodation  and  the 
environment  of  the  house  is  one  of  the  students'  own  making.  There  is  a  constant  re- 
quest to  our  office  for  information  on  houses  which  can  be  rented  by  groups  of  students 
and  concerning  large  University-owned  houses  slated  for  ultimate  demolition  but 
temporarily  available  for  rent.  Students  have  a  naive  assumption  that  they  would  be 
considered  prime  tenants  and  that  the  rent  would  be  modest  in  view  of  the  circum- 
stances. Although  we  can  give  them  the  information  that  the  Crown  Trust  administers 
such  properties  we  also  could  inform  them  of  an  agreement  with  Rate  Payers  Asso- 
ciations in  the  areas  that  houses  will  be  restricted  to  family  tenants  and  not  available 
to  groups  of  single  students.  There  are  valid  and  understandable  reasons  why  this 
situation  must  be  so,  but  it  is  a  pity. 

In  addition  to  the  4,000  students  who  came  to  the  Housing  Service  there  were 
approximately  400  staff  members  seeking  accommodation.  Although  we  have  no 
special  service  for  staff  members  there  are  listings  from  persons  taking  sabbatical  leave 
which  are  particularly  suitable  for  and  restricted  to  faculty  members.  We  always  ap- 
preciate early  notification  of  such  accommodation  for  we  receive  letters  from  all  over 
the  world  in  reply  to  which  we  mail  out  the  information  on  sabbatical  leave  accom- 
modation. These  furnished  houses  necessarily  demand  a  high  rental  which  incoming 
faculty  and  student  families  from  abroad  find  quite  shocking.  I  am  convinced  that 
there  is  little  or  no  profit  to  the  owner  in  renting  his  house  furnished ;  nor  is  there  any 
guarantee  that  furnishings  and  property  will  be  adequately  cared  for,  but  the  high 
cost  is  a  great  deterrent  and  a  tremendous  hardship  to  young  faculty  members  and 
student  families. 

In  addition  to  the  general  off-campus  housing  the  Housing  Service  continues  its 
responsibility  for  receiving  and  processing  applications  for  the  Married  Student  Apart- 
ments. For  the  710  apartments,  3  of  which  are  occupied  by  maintenance  staff,  there  are 
approximately  800  applications.  Despite  the  over  subscription  there  have  been  vacan- 
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cies  throughout  the  year  of  approximately  3  per  cent.  The  problems  inherent  in  these 
buildings  are  those  prevalent  in  all  highrise  buildings  -  tenants'  participation;  noise; 
elevator  service;  hot  water  supply;  heat  (and  cold)  ;  and  early  termination  of  leases. 
This  latter  problem  is  particularly  acute  in  these  buildings  which  are  provided  for 
students.  All  tenants  are  required  to  take  a  one  year  lease  from  September  1  to  August 
31  of  the  following  year,  yet  many  of  them  terminate  their  courses  four  to  six  months 
before  the  expiration  of  the  lease.  The  task  of  trying  to  find  sub-tenants  during  the 
spring  and  summer  is  difficult.  Students  are  reluctant  to  forfeit  rent  and  yet  unless  a 
sub-tenant  is  procured  there  is  no  alternative  except  to  move  without  notice  and  with 
no  forwarding  address  and  leave  the  problem  of  rent  collection  to  a  collection  agency 
and  suffer  the  stigma  of  becoming  a  bad  credit  risk.  The  possibility  of  shorter  leases  - 
9  months  -  has  been  considered  by  the  University  Departments  responsible  and  the 
Ontario  Housing  Corporation,  but  in  a  full-cost-recovery  operation  the  overall  in- 
crease in  rents  to  cover  the  resulting  vacancies  would  be  prohibitive.  The  present  rent 
schedule  ($142  to  $160  for  an  unfurnished  one  bedroom  apartment)  is  already  too 
high  for  many  students,  being  over  50  per  cent  of  their  total  income.  As  of  June  1, 
1972,  there  was  a  total  of  404  children  and  1,369  adults  in  the  building  of  whom  762 
were  full-time  University  of  Toronto  students  and  21  full-time  students  at  other  post- 
secondary  institutions. 

Before  ending  this  report  I  would  like  to  thank  many  people  who  have  been  help- 
ful to  us.  In  particular  I  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  support  and  encouragement 
of  Mr.  Robin  Ross,  Vice-President  and  Registrar,  who  was  responsible  for  establishing 
the  Housing  Service  in  its  present  form  and  of  Miss  Lois  Reimer  his  assistant  to  whom 
I  have  frequently  turned  in  time  of  anxiety  or  need. 

The  Housing  Service  could  not  function  without  the  co-operation  of  the  many 
conscientious  landlords,  the  tolerant  and  patient  students,  and  the  cheerful  and  ef- 
ficient office  staff.  To  all  I  express  my  thanks.

THE  ACTING  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  INTERNATIONAL 
STUDENT  CENTRE 

Probably  the  most  important  event  of  the  1971-72  year  for  the  International  Student 
Centre  was  the  publication  in  September  of  the  Report  of  the  ISC  Commission.  The 
Commission  had  been  appointed  by  the  Vice-President  and  Registrar  in  the  autumn 
of  1970  to  make  recommendations  concerning  the  future  role  of  the  Centre.  Although 
it  is  impossible  to  adequately  summarize  the  report  here,  it  would  seem  fair  to  say 
that  the  Commission  recommended  that  the  Centre  involve  itself  more  directly  in  the 
academic  concerns  of  the  University  and  increase  its  efforts  to  make  available  its 
services,  programmes  and  facilities  to,  and  establish  liaison  with,  all  parts  of  the 
University  community.  The  Commission  also  suggested  that  the  efforts  of  the  staff 
be  directed  to  the  service  aspects  of  the  Centre  rather  than  to  programme  which  it 
recommended  be  left  largely  to  students.  While  recommending  that  the  Centre's  em- 
phasis on  services  to  foreign  students  be  continued,  the  Commission  also  suggested 
that  the  Centre  expand  its  services  to  Canadian  students,  particularly  in  the  area  of 
work,  study,  service  and  educational  travel  abroad.  In  its  report  and  recommendations, 
the  Commission  stressed  the  fact  that  foreign  students  are  a  valuable  and  largely  un- 
tapped resource  to  the  University  and  the  community  and  not  merely  a  group  of 
students  who  require  special  assistance  in  achieving  their  academic  objectives.  The 
Commission  felt  that  the  expanded  role  which  was  suggested  warranted  changing  the 
name  of  the  Centre  and  recommended  that  ISC  be  renamed  the  "International  Centre". 
The  ISC  Council  has  given  virtually  all  its  attention  this  year  to  a  discussion  of 
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the  Commission's  report  and  the  preparation  of  a  formal  statement  of  its  comments 
on  the  recommendations  to  assist  the  Vice-President  and  Registrar  in  implementing 
the  report.  In  general,  the  Council  endorsed  the  substance  of  the  Commission's  re- 
port, although  it  did  oppose  implementation  of  some  individual  recommendations  - 
the  Council  suggested  that  the  Centre's  name  not  be  changed,  that  the  Centre  not 
expand  its  English  Language  services  as  the  Commission  recommended,  but  rather 
press  the  University  to  strengthen  existing  programmes,  and  that  the  Community 
Committee  of  ISC  not  be  disbanded  as  recommended  in  the  Report.  The  Council 
qualified  its  endorsement  of  the  recommendation  that  the  Centre  move  into  the 
educational  travel  information  area,  emphasizing  that  this  should  not  be  done  at  the 
expense  of  current  programmes.  However,  the  Council  did  stress  that  the  Centre's  pro- 
gramme should  be  planned  so  as  to  attract  more  Canadian  members  of  the  University 
community  to  the  Centre.  With  the  ISC  Council's  discussion  of  the  Commission's 
report  complete,  some  firm  decisions  about  the  direction  in  which  the  Centre  should 
develop  can  be  made  and  implemented  during  the  1972—73  year. 

Although  this  year  may  have  been,  for  the  most  part,  one  of  deliberation  as  far 
as  the  ISC  Council  was  concerned,  the  Centre's  regular  services  and  programme  con- 
tinued as  in  previous  years.  During  August  and  September  the  55  student  volunteers 
of  the  Overseas  Student  Reception  Service  met  and  assisted  303  foreign  students  ar- 
riving in  Canada  for  the  first  time.  The  orientation  programme  concentrated  on 
enabling  the  newly  arrived  students  to  quickly  establish  the  personal  contacts  which 
seem  to  be  essential  to  a  successful  adjustment  to  a  new  environment,  as  well  as 
assisting  them  with  registration,  accommodation,  financial  arrangements,  and  finding 
their  way  around  the  campus  and  city. 

The  Overseas  Student  Adviser,  Mrs.  Kay  Riddell,  interviewed  almost  all  newly 
arrived  students  within  a  few  days  of  arrival,  and  since  September  has  conducted  over 
1100  interviews,  an  indication  of  students'  confidence  in  Mrs.  Riddell  and  the  effec- 
tiveness of  her  service  to  them.  Immigration  problems  seem  to  have  been  a  major  con- 
cern of  foreign  students  this  year,  and  a  considerable  amount  of  Mrs.  RiddelPs  time 
has  been  spent  in  discussions  with  students  and  Immigration  officials  about  such 
matters.  In  spite  of  the  Centre's  efforts  to  make  students  aware  of  the  requirements  of 
the  Immigration  Act  and  Regulations,  including  an  information  meeting  in  October 
with  a  senior  Immigration  official,  many  foreign  students  still  seem  to  be  uninformed 
in  this  crucial  area.  As  well,  many  well-meaning  staff  of  the  University  give  students 
incorrect  advice  about  Immigration  matters,  sometimes  with  serious  consequences. 
In  1972-73  we  hope  to  publish  a  brochure  for  the  staff  of  the  University  outlining  the 
Centre's  services  and  indicating  our  willingness  to  assist  with  any  matter  affecting  a 
foreign  student,  including  immigration  problems. 

Generally  speaking,  the  Centre's  programme  has  been  similar  to  that  of  other 
years,  with  a  predominance  of  social  and  cultural  events.  These  have  included  numer- 
ous dances,  a  highly  successful  International  Festival,  and  a  number  of  events 
planned  by  individual  national  groups.  The  traditional  components  of  the  isc  cal- 
endar, the  Fall  Supper,  the  Hanging  of  the  Greens  and  Pudding  and  Carol  Party  at 
Christmas,  the  New  Year's  Dance,  and  the  May  Dinner-Dance  have  proved  as  popular 
and  successful  as  ever.  The  cultural  groups  which  use  the  Centre  as  their  base  of  opera- 
tion have  prospered  this  year,  offering  members  of  the  University  community  an 
international  perspective  on  music,  theatre  and  the  arts. 

However,  a  substantial  portion  of  the  Centre's  Programme  in  1971-72  has  em- 
phasized a  more  academic  perspective,  with  the  stress  on  informing  and  educating  in 
the  more  direct  sense.  In  response  to  growing  interest  in  mainland  China  on  the 
campus,  isc  sponsored  the  showing  of  two  films,  Edgar  Snow's  documentary  "China: 
One  Quarter  of  Humanity"  and  the  modern  Chinese  epic  "The  East  Is  Red".  The 
films  were  followed  by  a  panel  discussion  involving  members  of  the  Committee  of 
Concerned  Asian  Scholars  and  others  who  have  visited  China  recently.  During  the 
fall  term,  isc  organized  a  feature  film  series  which  included  the  works  of  many  inter- 
nationally known  directors  and  producers.  In  January,  the  Centre  was  host  to  the 
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Cross-Cultural  Learner  Centre,  an  experiment  in  the  techniques  of  international 
education  sponsored  jointly  by  the  Canadian  University  Services  Overseas  (cuso) 
and  the  Canadian  International  Development  Agency  (gida)  .  In  addition,  the  Centre 
was  used  by  the  Latin  American  Studies  Committee  for  a  Conference  on  Latin 
America  and  housed  all  of  the  major  sessions  of  the  Conference  on  the  Sudan  in  June. 

In  the  spring  term  the  Centre  offered,  on  an  experimental  basis,  grants  of  up  to 
$100  to  any  group  on  campus  to  finance  educational  programmes  of  international 
interest.  Subsequently  grants  were  made  to  the  Zimbabwe  Students  Association  to 
bring  a  speaker  from  the  Rhodesian  underground  to  the  University,  to  the  Chinese 
Students  Association  to  bring  Professor  Paul  Lin  of  McGill  University  to  speak  on 
campus,  and  to  the  Canadian  Liberation  Movement  and  the  Student  Christian  Move- 
ment to  run  informal  seminars.  During  the  term,  many  lunch-hour  discussions  on 
topics  of  current  international  interest  including  "Majority  Rule  in  Rhodesia",  "The 
Case  for  Taiwan",  "The  Place  of  Women  in  India"  and  "Politics  in  Trinidad"  took 
place  at  the  Centre. 

Among  this  year's  disappointments  was  the  limited  student  participation  in  the 
government  of  the  Centre,  particularly  the  isc  Council.  Only  three  of  the  six  elected 
student  seats  were  filled  in  October  elections,  with  one  more  being  filled  by  the 
Council  itself.  The  Students'  Administrative  Council  failed  to  appoint  a  permanent 
representative  until  late  in  the  year  and  was  represented  at  only  one  meeting.  In  spite 
of  the  efforts  of  those  students  on  the  Council,  the  absence  of  sufficient  student  spokes- 
men was  keenly  felt  throughout  the  year.  The  other  members  of  the  Council  worked 
diligently,  cheerfully  attending  the  numerous  meetings,  including  one  all-day  Saturday 
meeting,  which  were  needed  to  discuss  the  Commission's  Report.  The  staff  have  ap- 
preciated their  wise  and  careful  counsel  on  many  matters  during  the  year.  A  special 
word  of  thanks  is  due  to  Mr.  Gerald  Maffeo,  the  representative  of  the  Graduate 
Students'  Union,  who  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Council,  and  who,  in  spite  of  the 
heavy  demands  of  a  ph.d.  programme,  gave  generously  of  his  time  and  energy  both 
at  meetings  and  in  the  Centre's  programme. 

This  Report  would  be  incomplete  if  I  failed  to  mention  the  fact  that  Mrs.  R.G. 
(Kay)  Riddell,  the  first  Director  of  the  Centre  and,  for  this  past  year,  Overseas 
Student  Adviser,  is  retiring  after  twenty  years  of  service  to  overseas  students  at  the 
University.  Mrs.  Riddell  is  well-known  in  the  University  community  and  her  achieve- 
ments speak  for  themselves.  However  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  her  for  her 
co-operation  and  support  during  my  year  as  Acting  Director.  Like  the  thousands  of 
foreign  students  she  has  worked  with  over  the  years,  I  too  have  benefited  from  her 
advice  and  help. 

Finally,  to  the  staff  and  the  students  of  the  Centre  who  have  so  readily  devoted 
their  energy  to  the  Centre's  programme  throughout  the  year,  I  am  sincerely  grateful.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  OFFICE  OF  STUDENT  AWARDS 

Reference  was  made  in  last  year's  report  to  the  fact  that  unlike  many  other  facets  of 
post-secondary  education,  the  field  of  student  aid  has  enjoyed  considerable  stability 
in  recent  years.  The  type  (academic  merit/financial  need)  and  source  (govern- 
ment/university) of  aid  have  remained  proportionately  unchanged  and  the  total 
amount  of  aid  made  available  has  more  or  less  kept  pace  with  our  growing  enrolment 
and  the  rising  cost  of  living. 

Over  the  past  few  years  we  have  given  a  good  deal  of  attention  on  the  one  hand 
to  improving  the  administrative  delivery  of  government  student  assistance  and  on 
the  other  hand  to  re-examining  the  management  of  our  own  awards. 
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While  the  decision  to  centralize  and  computerize  the  government  student  assis- 
tance programme  two  years  ago  was  undoubtedly  made  with  the  best  of  intentions 
in  mind,  not  all  of  the  hoped  for  benefits  have  as  yet  been  realized.  Too  many  of  our 
students  still  view  the  programme  with  suspicion,  if  not  outright  hostility.  Alleged  to 
be  capricious  and  subjective  when  it  was  decentralized,  the  programme,  now  that  it 
has  been  centralized,  is  seen  as  arbitrary,  impersonal  and  mysterious.  To  some  extent 
this  is  true  and  we  will  have  to  continue  and  strengthen  our  efforts  to  make  the  present 
system  more  effective  and  responsive. 

As  far  as  the  University's  own  awards  are  concerned,  a  good  deal  of  thought  has 
been  given  recently  to  issues  such  as  the  desirability  and  feasibility  of  admission  scholar- 
ship exams,  the  need  to  open  up  the  existing  awards  programme  to  part-time  students, 
the  eligibility  of  foreign  students  for  university  funds,  the  imbalance  of  funds  at  the 
admission  and  incourse  level  and  between  the  various  colleges  and  faculties,  and  the 
rationalization  of  the  existing  division  of  unrestricted  funds  between  graduate  and 
undergraduate  work.  This  list  of  our  concerns  is  of  course  by  no  means  complete ;  nor 
do  the  questions  admit  of  easy  answers.  We  shall  continue  to  work  towards  a  satis- 
factory resolution  of  these  problems  in  as  informed  and  openminded  a  fashion  as 
possible. 

For  the  next  few  years,  however,  I  expect  that  we  shall  increasingly  have  to  turn 
our  attention  to  broader  and  more  fundamental  questions.  What  is  the  rationale  for 
student  assistance?  Does  the  rationale  differ  for  graduates  and  undergraduates?  Are 
the  existing  government  student  aid  programmes  meeting  their  objectives  of  making 
post-secondary  education  accessible  to  all  qualified  people  and  of  promoting  the 
growth  and  development  of  strong  graduate  programmes?  If  so,  what  strategies  should 
be  employed  to  ensure  that  the  current  level  of  funding  remains  intact?  If  the  pro- 
grammes are  failing,  what  improvements  should  be  made  and  at  what  cost?  What 
alternate  student  aid  schemes  are  available? 

These  questions  are  not  theoretical  abstractions  upon  which  we  can  prevaricate 
or  muse  too  long.  The  questions  are  real  and  answers  based  on  thoughtful,  careful, 
informed  research  must  be  found.  Hopefully  this  university  can  to  some  extent  work 
in  consort  with  other  Ontario  universities  through  the  cou  and  with  government  in 
devising  both  short  and  long-term  solutions  that  are  beneficial  and  acceptable  to 
both  parties.  However,  it  may  well  be  that  this  will  not  always  be  possible,  in  which 
case  it  will  be  incumbent  on  this  university,  and  other  universities  in  the  Province,  to 
speak  out  clearly  and  forcefully.  I  might  add  parenthetically  that  the  sensitivity  of 
enrolment  to  the  provision  of  student  aid  and  the  intimate  relationship  of  enrolment 
with  operating  income,  because  of  the  formula  financing  system  in  this  Province, 
should  make  student  aid  a  proper  concern,  not  just  of  students  and  student  aid  officers, 
but  of  all  estates  of  the  University. 

In  resigning  from  the  Committee  on  University  Affairs,  Phyllis  Grosskurth  re- 
marked, "The  total  amount  of  assistance  made  available  to  the  universities  is,  of 
course,  a  political  decision,  made  by  the  government  in  the  light  of  its  consideration 
of  various  priorities,  the  nature  of  the  economy,  the  climate  of  opinion.  This  is  the 
government's  unqualified  right.  The  Committee's  job  is  to  advise  and  recommend, 
regarding  the  needs  of  the  universities  to  do  their  job."  I  would  agree  with  this  state- 
ment and  believe  it  raises  some  important  questions  about  the  role  this  University 
should  play  in  ensuring  that  an  adequate  amount  of  student  assistance  is  made  avail- 
able by  Government.  In  the  past,  although  members  of  the  university  such  as  Robin 
Ross,  Joyce  Denyer,  Charles  Hanly  and  others  have  made  important  and  significant 
contributions  as  members  of  the  Provincial  Advisory  Committee  on  Student  Aid,  the 
University  as  an  institution  has  not  formally  expressed  itself.  While  this  kind  of  in- 
formal input  has  certainly  served  us  well  in  the  past,  it  may  no  longer  be  sufficient.  It 
may  well  be  time  for  the  University  to  involve  itself  more  formally  and  fully  in 
seeking  an  adequate  provision  of  student  aid. 

There  will  undoubtedly  be  some  members  of  the  University  who  will  feel  that 
we  should  joyously  or  stoically  but  always  quietly  accept  whatever  student  aid  appro- 
priations the  government  (s)   of  the  day  deem  sufficient.  I  personally  feel  that  this 
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would  be  a  serious  error  on  our  part.  No  one  would  deny  that  post-secondary  educa- 
tional institutions  are  a  vested  interest  group.  Conceding  this  fact  need  not  however 
make  us  hesitant  or  apologetic  about  making  strong  representations  to  government. 
Who  else  will  speak  for  us?  The  government  of  the  day  of  course  will  always  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  ultimate  decision  and  completely  at  liberty  to  take  or  reject  our 
advice.  In  my  view  this  does  not  curtail  or  remove  our  responsibility  to  convince  the 
Legislature  that  a  continued  commitment  to  student  aid  is  both  wise  and  sound  and 
that  the  costs  entailed  are  justifiable.  Events  this  year,  and  in  particular  this  spring, 
would  suggest  that  the  time  is  now  at  hand  for  the  University  to  take  up  this  chal- 
lenge. 

The  University  has  already  responded  in  a  purposeful  and  concerned  fashion 
to  both  the  recent  student  aid  estimates  announced  bv  the  Government  for  1972-73 
and  the  Wright  Report  and  I  should  like  to  suggest  in  the  remainder  of  this  Report 
why  I  feel  our  reaction  to  these  two  events  was  both  appropriate  and  necessary. 

I  have  given  some  emphasis  to  the  need  for  the  University  to  attempt  to  influence 
the  Government's  policy  on  student  aid  and  here  an  interesting  parallel  can  be  drawn 
between  the  source  from  which  the  University  draws  its  operating  income  (in  1971 
81.7  per  cent  from  Government  operating  grants,  12.4  per  cent  from  student  fees  and 
5.9  per  cent  from  other  sources)  and  the  source  of  student  aid  funding  at  this  Uni- 
versity which  for  the  past  several  years  has  been  85  per  cent  from  Government,  10 
per  cent  from  awards  established  in  the  gift  of  the  Senate  and  5  per  cent  from  the 
private  sector.  Students  are  therefore  as  dependent  on  the  Government  for  student 
aid  funds  as  the  University  is  for  its  operating  funds. 

The  vast  majority  of  student  aid  available  to  students  at  this  University  is  pro- 
vided through  two  provincial  government  programmes,  the  Ontario  Student  Awards 
Program  and  the  Ontario  Graduate  Fellowship  Program.  The  Ontario  Student 
Awards  Program,  based  on  the  most  recent  statistics  available,  provides  58  per  cent 
of  all  aid  distributed  to  full-time  graduate  and  undergraduate  students,  79  per  cent 
of  all  aid  to  full-time  undergraduates  and  22  per  cent  of  all  aid  to  full-time  graduates. 
The  Province  of  Ontario  Graduate  Fellowship  Program  is  responsible  for  3 1  per  cent 
of  all  aid  to  graduate  students.  These  two  programmes  are  therefore  of  central  im- 
portance in  the  provision  of  student  assistance  and  any  changes  to  these  programmes, 
whether  for  the  better  or  worse,  will  inevitably  have  a  decided,  perhaps  even  decisive 
impact. 

While  the  results  for  1971-72  are  still  preliminary,  there  is  already  some  evidence 
that  last  year  the  Government  commenced  a  rollback  in  the  amount  of  student  aid 
it  was  prepared  to  provide.  At  the  moment  it  would  appear  that  12.2  per  cent  less 
money  was  distributed  by  the  Ontario  Student  Awards  Program  on  this  campus,  and 
the  number  of  students  assisted  dropped  by  10  per  cent  so  that  only  30  per  cent  of 
the  full-time  enrolment  received  assistance  in  1971-72  as  compared  to  34  per  cent  in 
the  previous  year. 

The  prospects  for  1972-73  are  even  more  grim.  Overall  the  Government  has  re- 
duced its  student  assistance  estimates  from  $50  million  in  1971-72  to  $34.8  million  in 
1972-73;  the  Province  of  Ontario  Graduate  Fellowship  Program  which  provided 
provincially  $5  million  two  years  ago  and  $3.5  million  in  1971-72  has  been  further 
reduced  to  $3  million  for  1972-73;  the  provision  of  grant  monies  for  the  Ontario 
Student  Awards  Program  has  been  reduced  from  $44  million  to  $31.7  million  and 
the  loan  ceiling  raised  from  $600  to  $800.  The  Government  has  simultaneously  an- 
nounced an  increase  in  tuition  fees. 

It  is  too  early  to  state  specifically  what  effect  these  changes  will  have.  For  the 
student  not  needing  Government  student  aid  assistance  the  only  discomfort  will  be 
in  the  form  of  the  increase  in  tuition  fees.  However,  for  the  many  students  who  are 
dependent  on  either  of  these  two  Government  assistance  programmes,  these  changes 
represent  far  more  than  a  discomfort;  thev  are  an  actual  disincentive  either  not  to 
enter  university  or  in  the  case  of  students  already  in  course  not  to  return  or  proceed 
to  graduate  school. 

The  Ontario  Student  Awards  Program's  increased  emphasis  on  loans  rather  than 
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grants  will  reduce  accessibility  to  post-secondary  education  for  students  from  dis- 
advantaged backgrounds.  To  the  extent  that  students  from  low  income  families  are 
more  resistent  to  incurring  loans  for  education  purposes  (and  a  considerable  body 
of  evidence  has  already  been  marshalled  to  substantiate  this  fact),  we  can  expect 
fewer  of  these  students  to  enrol  in  the  future.  This  is  most  unfortunate  as  early  and 
fragmentary  evidence  suggests  than  some,  albeit  not  nearly  enough,  improvement 
has  been  made  in  rendering  post-secondary  education  more  accessible  to  these  stu- 
dents.The  increased  emphasis  on  loans  rather  than  grants  moves  the  Ontario  system 
some  further  distance  from  the  ideal  of  universal  accessibility  to  which  it  is  publicly 
committed  and  even  further  from  the  degree  of  accessibility  which  it  enjoyed  under 
earlier  versions  of  osap  and  at  the  former  level  of  fees.  At  the  graduate  level,  the 
decrease  in  the  amount  of  money  provided  by  the  Province  of  Ontario  Graduate 
Fellowship  Program  will  also  have  the  effect  of  rendering  graduate  study  less  accessible, 
and  less  competitive  with  other  provinces  and  jurisdictions  than  formerly.  The  socio- 
economic background  of  the  student  rather  than  his  ability  to  benefit  or  contribute, 
will  once  again  weigh  more  heavily  in  the  decision  to  enter  or  remain  in  post-secondary 
education. 

One  of  the  principal  responsibilities  of  this  University  over  the  next  period  will 
therefore,  I  hope,  be  to  attempt  to  influence  Government  policy  on  student  aid.  I 
am  pleased  to  report  that  attempts  have  already  been  made  to  register  this  University's 
concern  through  the  Council  of  Ontario  Universities  and  through  the  University's 
representation  on  various  Provincial  student  aid  committees.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
these  representations  will  continue  to  be  made  in  the  future,  particularly  in  view  of  the 
present  trend,  and  that  the  representations  will  be  informed,  articulate  and  firm. 
If  this  University  feels  that  the  Ontario  Government  is  not  giving  student  aid  the  kind 
of  priority  to  which  we  feel  it  is  entitled,  then  the  University  has  a  responsibility  to 
say  so  publicly  and  to  make  every  attempt  to  convince  the  Legislature  to  return  to  its 
former  policy. 

1971—72  was  also  marked  by  the  release  of  the  Draft  Report  of  the  Commission  on 
Post-Secondary  Education.  While  reaction  to  this  document  has  varied  widely,  few 
would  deny  that  if  implemented  in  its  present,  or  even  an  amended,  form  it  will  repre- 
sent a  watershed  in  the  philosophy,  style  and  form  of  post-secondary  education  in 
this  Province.  The  Report's  recommendations  regarding  student  aid  and  tuition  fees 
contain  far-reaching  implications.  The  Report  proposes  setting  tuition  fees  at  50  per 
cent  of  the  operating  costs  of  instruction;  for  students  pursuing  courses  leading  to 
professional  careers,  this  could  mean  a  100  per  cent  increase  in  the  current  level  of 
fees  in  some  instances.  To  assist  students  in  financial  need,  the  Commission  suggests 
grant  and  grant-loan  assistance  for  students  from  lower-income  groups  for  a  period 
of  three  years  and  a  loan  scheme  for  students  from  higher  income  groups  as  well  as 
those  pursuing  programmes  more  than  three  years  in  length.  Loans  would  be  repay- 
able as  a  surcharge  on  the  student's  future  earnings;  loans  outstanding  after  fifteen 
years  would  be  forgiven. 

While  the  proposed  student  aid  scheme  is  unique  in  some  of  its  detail,  its  under- 
lying philosophy  and  principles  bear  a  marked  resemblance  to  other  schemes  -  Pay 
as  You  Earn  (paye),  Education  Opportunity  Bank  (eob),  Income  Contingent  Loans, 
Tuition  Postponement  -  being  discussed,  and  in  some  cases,  introduced  in  the  United 
States.  Usually  in  response  to  the  need  to  transfer  more  of  the  costs  of  post-secondary 
education  from  the  public  sector  to  the  individual  student  and  expressed  through 
increased  tuition  fees,  these  schemes  in  the  main  are  an  attempt  to  allow  some  of  the 
costs  to  be  borne  from  students'  future  income  rather  than  from  the  parents/ students' 
current  income.  The  scheme  proposed  for  Ontario  is  certainly  an  option  that  deserves 
consideration;  it  may  well  not  be  the  answer  to  greater  education  opportunity.  A 
number  of  concerned  individuals  at  this  University  and  the  University  itself  have, 
while  welcoming  and  admiring  the  Commission's  stress  on  the  need  for  wider  accessi- 
bility to  post-secondary  education  for  the  citizens  of  this  Province,  expressed  some 
apprehension  about  some  of  the  scheme's  specific  recommendations  and  we  shall  look 
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forward  to  the  Commission's  final  report  with  anticipation,  and  more  than  a  tinge 
of  trepidation. 

I  have  spent  some  time  explaining  the  need  for  this  University  to  get  actively 
involved  in  the  field  of  student  aid  to  a  greater  degree  than  it  has  in  the  past,  with 
particular  reference  to  helping  influence  government  policy.  I  should  like  to  con- 
clude by  suggesting  that  the  University  consider  undertaking  certain  measures  inter- 
nally to  see  that  the  requisite  amounts  and  types  of  funds  are  available. 

I  mentioned  earlier  our  dependence  on  the  Government  for  student  aid  funds. 
Although  the  University  continues  to  award  annually  close  to  $1^2  million  in  the 
form  of  loans,  bursaries,  scholarships  and  fellowships,  we  must  continue  to  further 
our  efforts  to  increase  our  present  student  aid  resources.  Over  the  last  three  years  the 
University's  total  share  of  student  aid  funds  has  declined  from  11.7  per  cent  in  1968-69 
to  10.2  per  cent  in  1969-70  to  9.4  per  cent  in  1970-71  (figures  for  1971-72  are  not 
yet  available,  but  there  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  this  trend  will  be  reversed) .  With 
a  growing  enrolment,  and  as  the  effects  of  inflation  are  felt,  the  value  of  these  student 
aid  funds  is  being  gradually  eroded. 

While  it  is  therefore  important  for  us  externally  to  continue  to  press  the  Govern- 
ment to  maintain  an  adequate  level  of  student  aid  assistance,  we  must  also  internally 
at  the  College  and  Faculty  level  as  well  as  through  the  Varsity  Fund  continue  and 
increase  our  efforts  to  solicit  student  aid  funds  from  the  private  sector. 

I  would  be  remiss  if  I  were  to  conclude  without  expressing  my  appreciation  to 
the  many  individuals  across  the  campus  who  have  helped  to  make  my  first  year  as 
Director  on  the  whole  a  successful  one  (I  hope) .  In  particular  I  should  like  to  thank 
Mr.  Robin  Ross  for  his  unstinting  support,  my  predecessor  Miss  Lois  Reimer  for  her 
invaluable  advice  and  insights,  Professor  Abel,  the  Chairman  of  the  Senate  Com- 
mittee on  Scholarships,  for  his  wry  wit  and  wise  counsel,  and  most  of  all  my  staff 
for  their  loyalty,  patience  and  sheer  ability.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  HEALTH  SERVICE 


The  University  has  once  again  remained  free  of  major  epidemic  and  its  students,  in 
general,  continue  in  excellent  health. 

On  the  St.  George  Campus,  general  medical  consultations  reached  31,483,  an 
increase  of  approximately  4,000  over  the  last  year.  Routine  medical  examinations  for 
a  variety  of  purposes  dropped  to  2,167.  Our  Psychiatric  Service  saw  750  patients  for 
a  total  of  5,000  sessions.  The  Infirmary  enjoyed  a  slightly  slacker  year  with  220  admis- 
sions for  a  total  stay  of  1,236  patient  days.  Our  nurses  there  dealt  with  411  after-hours 
and  weekend  calls  for  advice.  The  Hart  House  Surgery  continued  its  usual  rate  of 
about  1,500  visits. 

It  is  of  some  interest  to  note  the  source  of  our  business  and  to  find  that  we  saw  over 
11,500  individual  students;  that  is,  more  than  50  per  cent  of  the  total  full-time  student 
registration  on  the  St.  George  Campus.  One  hundred  and  fifty-three  Erindale  and 
Scarborough  students  attended  our  central  offices,  129  members  of  staff  also  came, 
227  came  from  Extension  and  305  visitors  to  the  University  area.  There  were  a  total 
of  39,419  physician  contacts  on  the  St.  George  Campus.  In  addition,  there  were  603 
physician  contacts  at  Scarborough  College  and  1,300  physician  contacts  at  Erindale. 
At  both  of  the  Colleges  where  the  physicians  are  present  only  part-time,  many  students 
received  advice  and  counselling  from  the  nurse  in  attendance  -  Mrs.  Jean  Benson  at 
Scarborough  and  Mrs.  Vivian  Degutis  at  Erindale. 

Income  from  ohsip  has  risen  steadily  during  the  year.  Unfortunately,  with  the 
re-organization  of  ohsip  and  the  Ontario  Hospital  Plan  to  the  new  combined  ohip, 
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there  has  been  a  delay  in  payment  and  we  are  unable  to  give  comparable  figures  for 
the  twelve-month  experience  as  compared  to  1970—71.  However,  from  June  30,  1971, 
to  April  30,  1972,  we  received,  on  the  St.  George  Campus,  $172,653  as  compared  to 
$163,000  for  the  twelve-month  period  June  1,  1970,  to  May  31,  1971.  We  can  antici- 
pate a  further  increase  next  year  under  ohip,  with  probably  a  comparable  reduction 
in  the  University  subsidy  to  the  Service.  It  seems  unlikely,  however,  that  the  Service 
can  ever  be  completely  self-supporting  on  fees-for-service  collected  from  insurance 
mechanisms.  During  the  year,  Dr.  W.E.  Armour  has  developed  and  refined  a  system 
of  statistical  records  to  show  not  only  our  experience  in  numbers  of  patients  and  types 
of  diagnosis  but  also  to  record  the  number  of  services  rendered  and  the  payment  which 
we  might  expect  to  receive  on  a  fee-for-service  basis  for  these  services  if  all  students 
were  insured.  This  will  permit  us,  in  future  years,  to  more  accurately  predict  what  our 
income  ought  to  have  been  instead  of  what  it  actually  was. 

An  attempt  was  made  during  the  year  to  obtain  coverage  under  the  Ontario 
Hospital  Plan  for  insured  students  in  our  Infirmary.  This  was  found  impossible  as 
the  Infirmary  accommodation  falls  far  short  of  the  minimal  standards  required  by 
government  sources  to  qualify  for  insurance  assistance  and  reminds  us,  once  again, 
of  the  relative  inadequacy  of  our  quarters  and  the  desirability  of  proper,  centralized 
quarters  built  to  modern  standards  sometime  in  the  reasonable  future. 

For  the  second  year,  the  Health  Service  co-sponsored,  with  the  Students'  Ad- 
ministrative Council  and  the  Department  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  an  educa- 
tional programme  on  sexuality  and  contraception.  These  sessions  were  well  attended 
and,  we  feel,  served  a  useful  purpose.  The  student  participation  in  both  the  organiza- 
tion and  the  presentation  of  material  was  of  a  high  standard  and  of  great  assistance. 
The  programme  will  be  presented  again,  with  minor  variations,  in  the  coming  terms 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Sarah  Isbister.  Despite  these  educational  efforts,  letters 
of  information  in  the  Varsity  and  personal  exhortations  at  every  opportunity,  un- 
planned or  unwanted  pregnancies  continue  to  occur,  almost  all  in  girls  who  were 
practising  no  useful  form  of  contraception. 

In  her  report,  Dr.  Frances  Stewart,  the  Assistant  Director  (Women),  notes  as 
follows :  "During  the  session  September  to  May,  we  saw  429  new  patients  for  contra- 
ceptive advice  and  prescription.  One  hundred  and  seventy-three  girls  were  seen  who 
thought  they  might  be  pregnant;  66  of  these  were.  Four  only  are  carrying  on  with 
their  pregnancies.  The  remainder  obtained  therapeutic  abortions,  almost  all  arranged 
through  the  Health  Service  and  our  regional  University  teaching  hospitals.  Fifteen 
girls  were  given  the  'morning-after'  pill  with  no  subsequent  pregnancies."  In  the 
presentation  of  such  figures,  it  is  difficult  to  avoid  the  implication  that  contraception 
is  now  considered  the  sole  responsibility  of  the  female  partner.  This  should  not  be  the 
case.  It  takes  two  to  produce  a  pregnancy  and  it  may  be  timely  to  remind  the  male 
participants  that  they  too  have  a  responsibility  for  producing  an  unwanted  life. 

We  continue  to  see  some  proven  venereal  disease  in  both  men  and  women  students 
and  we  are  sure  that  at  least  some  others  seek  help  in  this  situation  from  sources  other 
than  the  University  Health  Service. 

Many  of  our  stafT  continue  their  variety  of  intra-  and  extra-mural  activities.  To 
note  a  few :  Dr.  Stewart  and  Dr.  Mingie  attended  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  American 
College  Health  Association.  Dr.  Isbister  attended  a  Symposium  on  Sexuality.  Dr. 
Taylor  Statten  served  as  Visiting  Professor  in  Child  Psychiatry  to  the  University  of 
Caracas.  Your  Director  continues  as  Chairman  of  Council  of  the  Ontario  Medical 
Association  and  has  recently  been  elected  Deputy  Speaker  of  the  General  Council 
of  the  Canadian  Medical  Association.  Several  of  our  staff  attended  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing of  the  Canadian  College  Health  Services  Association  held  in  conjunction  with  the 
Council  of  Associations  of  University  Student  Personnel  Services  at  the  University 
of  Windsor  in  June. 

Dr.  Taylor  Statton  reports  the  activities  of  the  Psychiatric  Division  of  the  Health 
Service  as  follows: 
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"The  Psychiatric  Division  of  the  University  Health  Service  has  given  about  the  same 
amount  of  service  to  students  as  last  year.  From  1965  to  1970,  the  number  of  students 
who  used  the  clinic  increased  considerably  each  year.  However,  for  the  past  two  years, 
the  numbers  have  remained  the  same ;  approximately  750  students  from  the  St.  George, 
Erindale  and  Scarborough  Campuses  received  5,000  interview  sessions.  The  trend 
which  was  established  last  year  for  increasing  numbers  of  patients  coming  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  psychotherapy  for  relationship  and  personality  disorders  has 
persisted  this  year.  Obviously  the  more  superficial  problems  of  students  are  being 
handled  elsewhere  which  allows  this  professional  group  to  work  chiefly  in  psycho- 
therapy. 

"It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  no  students  came  to  the  service  with  a  problem 
of  narcotic  drug  addiction  or  involvement.  This  may  be  because  the  Addiction  Foun- 
dation is  located  next  door.  It  is  a  subjective  impression  that  university  students  are 
little  involved  in  the  use  of  heroin  and  other  opiates. 

"One  of  the  changes  in  the  past  two  years  is  that  the  Psychiatric  Health  Service 
no  longer  is  requested  to  interview  students  who  are  pregnant  and  wish  abortions. 
Psychiatric  opinion  for  termination  is  no  longer  part  of  the  procedure  required  for 
referral  to  a  general  hospital. 

"It  is  felt  that  there  is  a  very  definite  place  for  group  therapy  with  the  university 
students.  This  year,  four  groups  were  in  therapy.  It  is  important  to  have  these  groups 
start  therapy  very  early  in  the  year  in  order  to  have  about  twenty  1  /2  hour  meetings 
before  the  group  breaks  up  for  the  summer. 

"The  Infirmary  continues  to  be  an  important  resource  for  acutely  disturbed, 
overly-fatigued  students.  The  nursing  staff  continues  to  make  a  significant  contribu- 
tion to  our  patients  and,  because  of  their  care  and  concern,  a  number  of  our  patients 
do  not  require  admission  to  a  community  hospital. 

"The  Psychiatric  Division  of  the  University  Health  Service  is  a  teaching  facility 
for  the  Department  of  Psychiatry  at  the  University  of  Toronto  and  the  University 
of  Waterloo  School  of  Social  Work.  The  students  who  attended  were  bright,  mature 
students  who  were  able  to  make  a  contribution  to  our  clinic  in  many  ways.  It  has  been 
a  rewarding  teaching  experience  for  our  staff  to  have  this  group  in  attendance." 

Five  members  of  our  staff  leave  us  this  year:  Dr.  A.G.  Smith  has  served  the 
University  in  a  variety  of  capacities  since  his  graduation  in  1924.  He  has  been  a 
Staff  Physician  at  the  Health  Service  since  1943.  Similarly,  Dr.  Mary  Atack  has 
worked  within  the  Women's  Division  since  1946.  Both  have  rendered  excellent  service 
and  their  friendly  and  competent  ministration  will  be  greatly  missed.  Dr.  J.G.  Dewan, 
our  Senior  Consultant  in  Psychiatry,  also  retires  after  contributing  to  our  Service 
since  1947.  He  can  truly  be  described  as  the  father  of  our  present  excellent  Psychiatric 
Service.  Miss  Janet  McRonald  leaves  the  Women's  Division  after  some  ten  years  of 
service  and  Dr.  Guy  Emery  the  Men's  Division  due  to  the  pressures  of  his  teaching 
load  and  his  inability  to  carry  on  both  duties.  Their  presence  within  the  Service  has 
been  welcome  and  useful. 

It  is  a  pleasure  once  again  to  acknowledge  the  friendly  co-operation  and  assistance 
which  we  have  received  from  all  areas  of  the  University  with  whom  we  have  had 
contact  and,  in  particular,  to  record  my  appreciation  of  our  nursing  and  secretarial 
staff  within  the  Service.  Without  these  persons  we  could  not  function.

Student  Activities 


THE  WARDEN  OF  HART  HOUSE 


The  seven  years  during  which  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  serve  as  Warden  of  Hart 
House  have  been  among  the  most  turbulent  in  the  history  of  the  modern  university. 
As  the  university  community  has  become  engaged  in  the  social  discord  of  the  times, 
we  have  had  to  face  again  the  conflict  between  act  and  thought,  and  we  have  had  to 
search  for  a  new  balance  between  the  strident  demand  for  instant  change  and  the  life 
of  scholarship  and  research.  Serving  as  it  does  the  needs  of  student,  faculty  and  alumni, 
the  House  has  inevitably  been  subject  to  the  full  range  of  tensions  arising  from  conflict 
between  strongly  held  values. 

Looking  back  over  this  period  I  am  impressed  with  the  spirit  of  common  sense 
and  good  temper  which  has  been  shown  by  the  members  generally  and  by  the  com- 
mittees particularly  as  they  have  faced  the  challenges  posed  by  demands  for  radical 
reform.  A  strong  concern  for  the  common  good  has  made  it  possible  for  Hart  House 
to  meet  the  need  for  reform  and  yet  retain  all  that  was  best  in  its  fifty-two  years  of 
tradition.  In  an  age  of  discontinuity  this  must  surely  be  a  major  achievement. 

During  the  past  seven  years  the  University  has  undergone  fundamental  changes. 
We  have  all  become  used  to  physical  alteration.  Except  perhaps  to  criticize  the  archi- 
tecture of  the  new  buildings,  we  accept  it  as  normal  that  old  buildings  disappear  and 
new  ones  take  their  places.  Compare  this  condition,  if  you  will,  with  the  situation  in 
the  1930's  when  many  of  us  were  undergraduates,  and  year  after  year  the  University 
remained  exactly  the  same. 

If  physical  change  has  been  the  order  of  the  day,  so  too  have  our  social  attitudes 
and  social  structures  undergone  developments  of  revolutionary  proportions.  It  was 
inevitable  that  Hart  House  would  be  affected. 

When  I  began  my  term  of  office  in  1965  the  first  rumblings  of  change  in  uni- 
versity governance  were  in  the  air.  In  Hart  House  we  were  preparing  the  first  Festival 
of  the  Arts  which  presented  in  one  week  a  rich  mixture  of  the  latest  work  in  music, 
painting,  sculpture  and  the  then  novel  "mixed  media."  The  Festival  attracted  wide 
interest  and  participation,  and  I  think  its  success  encouraged  many  of  our  committees 
to  take  bolder  steps  in  ensuing  years. 

In  the  fields  of  art  and  music  and  literature,  Hart  House  has  frequently  been 
ahead  of  its  generation.  Throughout  my  term  of  office  the  Standing  Committees  and 
Clubs  have  improved  and  extended  their  programmes  to  present  to  the  members  the 
best  of  the  old  and  the  most  promising  new  developments  in  many  fields  of  activity. 

The  House  Committee  sponsored  the  establishment  of  the  Black  Hart  Pub  which, 
after  two  years  of  management  by  the  House  Committee,  has  become  accepted  as  a 
normal  service  offered  by  the  House,  operated  by  our  Food  Service  Department. 
The  Pub  continues  to  be  a  forum  for  young  entertainers,  mostly  students,  who  want 
the  experience  of  public  performance. 
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The  Library  Committee  has  extended  its  work  to  include  regular  readings  of 
poetry  which  have  attracted  a  continuing  public.  During  the  last  two  years  the  Com- 
mittee has  worked  to  set  up  a  film  making  group  who  now  have  permanent  quarters 
in  Hart  House.  Generous  support  from  the  Varsity  Fund  has  enabled  the  Film  Board 
to  secure  equipment  so  that  members  of  the  House  who  wish  to  develop  skills  as  movie 
makers  have  a  place  in  which  to  work  and  a  continuing  organization  which  provides 
encouragement  and  advice. 

The  Music  Committee  each  year  adds  to  the  number  of  concerts  presented  in 
Hart  House.  Three  years  ago  they  started  a  series  of  noonhour  recitals  by  senior 
students  of  the  Faculty  of  Music.  These  concerts  have  grown  in  number  and  have 
provided  an  important  platform  for  experience  for  the  young  artists  and  for  enjoyment 
for  a  growing  audience.  In  the  current  year  the  Music  Committee  presented  47 
concerts. 

The  Debates  Committee  has  annually  presented  lively  debates  on  current  issues 
and  it  is  encouraging  to  note  that  leaders  of  our  society  in  many  fields  continue  to  be 
willing  to  engage  in  debate  with  members  of  the  university  community.  In  the  age 
of  mass  communications  both  attendance  and  quality  of  debates  compare  favourably 
with  any  period  in  the  history  of  Hart  House. 

The  Art  Committee  has  increased  the  number  and  scope  of  its  exhibitions  to 
include  the  latest  developments  in  the  field  of  visual  arts.  Many  of  their  exhibitions 
have  attracted  critical  acclaim.  Purchase  of  painting  and  sculpture  is  a  controversial 
subject  as  successive  committees  look  for  the  best  work  of  new  and  often  little  known 
artists.  The  Committee  is  also  having  to  devote  increasing  resources  to  the  maintenance 
of  the  Permanent  Collection  which,  with  annual  acquisitions,  has  grown  to  such  a 
size  that  care  of  works  of  art  is  now  a  major  problem  for  the  House. 

Besides  the  work  of  the  standing  committees  there  is  a  wide  variety  of  activities 
offered  by  the  clubs  which  have  shown  imagination  and  vigour  in  their  many  pursuits. 
For  example,  the  Chess  Club  this  year  hosted  an  international  chess  tournament  which 
brought  players  from  the  universities  throughout  the  Western  Hemisphere  to  Hart 
House  during  the  Christmas  holidays.  Another  initiative  was  taken  by  the  Graduate 
Committee,  the  introduction  of  Yoga,  which  has  proven  so  successful  that  a  Yoga  Club 
has  been  formed  which  serves  members  of  all  ages. 

In  addition  to  the  many  programmes  organized  by  the  committees  and  clubs, 
there  have  been  most  exciting  occasions  when  the  resources  of  the  House  were  drawn 
together  for  a  general  event.  The  50th  Anniversary  celebrations  were  a  good  example 
of  what  can  be  achieved  when  all  the  committees  and  clubs  work  together.  In  the 
autumn  of  1971  a  similar  grouping  of  forces  produced  the  Festival  Quebecois,  a 
highly  successful  venture  in  the  direction  of  bringing  to  the  university  community  a 
demonstration  of  Franco-Canadian  culture. 

Underlying  all  these  activities  there  is  the  hard  work  and  good  sense  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Stewards  and  the  twenty-three  other  committees  which 
generate  the  life  of  Hart  House.  It  is  interesting  that  the  general  principles  for  the 
governing  structure  of  the  University  as  recommended  by  the  Commission  on  Uni- 
versity Government  were  those  adopted  for  Hart  House  in  1919!  However,  there  was 
one  fundamental  change  which  some  of  us  foresaw  would  have  to  take  place  if  Hart 
House  was  to  continue  to  be  a  vital  force  on  the  campus.  Somehow  the  Deed  of  Gift 
of  Hart  House  which  specifically  made  of  the  House  a  male  institution  would  have 
to  be  altered.  It  was  my  opinion  and  shared  by  my  colleagues  and  many  of  those  most 
closely  associated  with  Hart  House  that  the  Prayer  of  the  Founders  could  be  fulfilled 
only  when  women  were  able  to  enter  as  equal  partners. 

In  1969  the  President  appointed  an  Advisory  Committee  on  the  Future  Role  of 
Hart  House  to  examine  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  Hart  House  and  its  place  in  the 
university  community  in  the  light  of  changes  in  society  and  the  university.  The  Com- 
mittee reported  in  the  spring  of  1971  and  one  of  its  most  important  recommendations 
was  that  the  women  of  the  University  should  be  entitled  to  membership  in  Hart  House. 
I  was  delighted  to  find  that  the  members  of  the  Massey  Foundation  and  particularly 
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its  Chairman  and  principal  spokesman,  Mr.  Hart  Massey,  shared  my  views.  Thus  the 
ground  was  prepared  for  the  announcement  which  was  made  this  year  that  as  of 
January  27  women  students  would  be  full  members  of  Hart  House  and  that  as  of 
July  1,  1972,  alumnae  would  be  able  to  join. 

So  it  was  that  after  50  years  by  the  deletion  of  a  single  word  (male)  from  the 
original  Deed  of  Gift,  the  House  became  open  and  available  to  all  members  of  the 
university  community.  At  the  annual  election  to  committees  this  spring  a  substantial 
number  of  women  took  their  seats  on  all  the  standing  committees  and  it  seems  quite 
clear  that  the  talents  and  enthusiasm  which  they  bring  will  be  a  major  addition  to 
Hart  House. 

Throughout  my  term  of  office  the  House  has  been  fortunate  to  enjoy  the  confi- 
dence and  support  of  both  the  President,  Claude  Bissell,  and  during  two  years,  of 
the  Acting  President,  John  Sword.  Their  interest  and  help  has  been  a  major  encour- 
agement to  committees,  members  and  staff.  I  should  also  like  to  thank  Professor 
Stewart  Hennessey,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  for  his  outstanding  service 
to  the  House  during  my  illness  in  1970  when  for  most  of  the  year  he  very  generously 
undertook  the  duties  of  Acting  Warden,  providing  wise  and  able  leadership  which  is 
constantly  needed  in  an  institution  such  as  Hart  House. 

I  would  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  members  of  the  university  community 
for  the  interest  which  they  have  taken  in  Hart  House  and  for  the  many  kindnesses 
shown  to  me  personally.  I  am  particularly  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
University  for  their  participation  which  is  essential  to  the  continuing  success  of  the 
life  of  the  House;  and  to  the  staff  of  Hart  House  for  their  devotion  and  dedication 
to  the  daily  welfare  of  the  institution. 

At  the  conclusion  of  my  term  of  office,  having  served  seven  years  as  Warden,  I 
am  encouraged  to  find  that  through  all  the  changes  in  government  and  society,  Hart 
House  continues  to  be  a  community  in  which  students,  alumni  and  faculty  play  equal 
parts  and  where  the  work  of  informal  education  not  only  endures  but  grows.  This  I 
think  is  a  good  augury  for  the  future.  Though  the  House  may  well  be  pressed  with 
numbers  of  new  members,  I  am  confident  that  it  will  continue  to  be  a  most  valuable 
part  of  the  University,  catholic  in  its  tastes,  interdisciplinary  in  its  educational  view- 
point, where  the  vigour  of  youth  tempered  by  the  experience  of  age  provides  an 
exciting  and  deep  educational  experience  for  all  its  members. 

The  challenge  of  the  future  is  great,  the  potential  more  promising  than  ever 
before.  My  only  regret  is  that  I  will  not  now  have  the  opportunity  to  have  a  part  in  it. 
To  my  successor  my  very  best  wishes.  The  job  will  not  be  easy  but  the  rewards  are 
tremendous. 

And  to  my  colleagues,  both  inside  and  outside  Hart  House,  and  to  the  hundreds 
of  men  who  have  served  on  Hart  House  committees,  my  sincere  thanks  for  their  help 
and  guidance  during  the  past  seven  years. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  having  had  the  opportunity  to  serve  -  and  to 
my  wife,  without  whose  devoted  assistance  the  job  would  have  been  completely  im- 
possible, my  eternal  gratitude.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  ATHLETICS  AND  RECREATION,  MEN 

The  University  of  Toronto  teams  had  an  active  year  competing  in  twenty  inter- 
collegiate sports  in  the  newly  formed  Ontario  Universities  Athletic  Association.  To- 
ronto won  five  Ontario  University  Championships  in  tennis,  badminton,  fencing, 
swimming,  and  hockey.  In  addition,  the  hockey  team  successfully  defended  their 
Canadian  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Union  title  winning  the  National  Championship 
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for  the  sixth  time  in  the  last  seven  years.  The  hockey  Blues  played  host  to  the  Russian 
Student  National  team  defeating  them  5-1  in  an  excellent  game  at  Varsity  Arena. 
The  University  of  Toronto  provided  facilities  for  training  the  Canadian  National 
Student  team  at  the  University  during  the  Christmas  vacation.  Six  Varsity  Blues  were 
members  of  the  Canadian  team  which  won  a  silver  medal  at  the  World  Student  Games 
held  at  Lake  Placid,  New  York,  in  March  1972.  The  Blues  swimmers  narrowly  missed 
winning  their  seventh  Canadian  title  when  they  placed  second  to  McGill  at  the  g.i.a.u. 
Championships  held  at  Laval  University.  Varsity  coach  Robin  Campbell  was  named 
coach  of  the  year  by  the  National  Coaches  Association. 

Mr.  Ron  Murphy,  Varsity  football  coach,  conducted  a  very  successful  coaching 
clinic  for  one  hundred  and  fifty  metro  area  high  school  football  coaches.  The  clinic 
was  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Metro  High  School  All-Star  football  game  sponsored 
this  year  by  the  University  of  Toronto  Athletic  Association.  Sixteen  metro  high  school 
hockey  teams  took  part  in  the  third  Annual  Christmas  Hockey  Tournament  at  Varsity 
Arena  organized  by  Mr.  Tom  Watt,  Blues  hockey  coach.  A  University  of  Toronto 
Track  and  Field  Club  has  been  formed  under  the  direction  of  track  coaches  Mr. 
Andrew  Higgins  and  Mr.  Fred  Foot.  The  club  membership  is  open  to  graduates, 
undergraduates  and  interested  members  of  the  community  on  a  coeducational  basis. 
There  are  presently  approximately  one  hundred  track  enthusiasts  training  regularly 
in  this  programme. 

Participation  in  intramural  athletics  was  higher  than  in  1970-71.  Over  four 
thousand  male  students  took  part  in  some  athletic  activity  in  1971-72.  The  increased 
participation  was  mainly  due  to  the  addition  of  some  recreational  activities  which  were 
not  highly  structured  competitive  activities.  It  is  expected  that  with  additional  facili- 
ties the  percentage  of  students  wishing  to  take  part  in  activities  of  the  recreational 
type  will  increase.  Hockey,  soccer,  football,  and  basketball  still  remain  the  most 
popular  of  the  competitive  sports.  Golf  instruction  was  introduced  for  the  first  time 
and  was  very  well  received  with  over  two  hundred  students,  staff  and  graduates  taking 
lessons.  Other  new  additions  to  the  programme  were  coeducational  tennis,  snow  bowl 
football,  touch  football  and  recreational  skating.  All  these  activities  proved  very  suc- 
cessful. The  Department  continued  to  provide  instruction  in  fencing,  gymnastics, 
boxing,  judo,  karate,  weight  training,  circuit  training,  scuba  diving  and  swimming 
through  participation  in  scheduled  classes. 

For  many  years  the  programme  in  men's  athletics  and  the  general  physical 
activity  programme  at  the  University  of  Toronto  has  been  severely  restricted  by  the 
lack  of  modern  facilities.  The  University  has  announced  that  a  new  men's  athletic 
building  will  be  built  adjacent  to  the  Benson.  The  Department  of  Athletics  and 
Recreation  is  looking  forward  to  an  expansion  of  this  programme  and  co-ordination 
of  facilities  and  equipment  with  the  Department  of  Athletics  and  Physical  Education 
(Women)  and  the  School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education. 

At  the  annual  athletic  awards  dinner  at  Hart  House  Mr.  Sydney  Hermant,  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  presented  Mr.  J. P. 
Loosemore  with  the  Thomas  R.  Loudon  Award  for  outstanding  services  in  the  ad- 
vancement of  athletics.  Mr.  Loosemore  is  retiring  as  financial  secretary  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto  Athletic  Association  after  forty-two  years  at  the  University.  In 
addition  to  his  regular  duties  he  served  as  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Ontario-Quebec 
Athletic  Association  for  sixteen  years.  The  Athletic  Association  owes  him  a  debt  of 
gratitude  for  his  conscientious  service.  Mr.  Loosemore  has  been  replaced  by  Mr.  David 
Tinker  who  has  been  associated  for  several  years  with  the  Students'  Administrative 
Council  in  an  executive  capacity.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT  173 

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF 
ATHLETICS  AND  PHYSICAL  RECREATION,  WOMEN 

A  programme  of  physical  activity  for  all  women  in  the  University  of  Toronto  com- 
munity is  now  a  reality.  It  has  evolved  through  many  wonderful  stages:  from  a  two- 
year  requirement  through  a  one-year  requirement  to  no  requirement,  from  seventeen 
buildings  to  one  building,  from  a  winter  programme  to  a  full  year  programme.  Where 
formerly  its  major  emphasis  was  the  first  year  or  two  of  the  undergraduate  population, 
it  now  accommodates  undergraduates,  graduates,  faculty,  administrative  staff,  faculty 
wives,  etc.  For  some  time  the  Department  has  been  trying  to  accommodate  the  restric- 
tions of  the  past  with  new  ideas  for  the  future.  The  change  from  a  required  programme 
has  now  eliminated  a  lot  of  these  restrictions  and  more  extensive  programme  experi- 
mentation is  possible. 

The  energies  of  the  Department  staff  are  geared  to  programming  the  greatest 
variety  of  activities  with  the  best  instructional  situation  that  will  suit  the  majority  of 
the  participants  and  still  recognize  the  individual  requests  where  practical. 

In  1970—71  three  instructional  units  were  offered  during  the  winter  session,  with 
the  Christmas  break  falling  in  the  middle  of  the  second  unit.  This  was  found  to  be 
unsuccessful,  so  in  1971-72  three  instructional  units  were  again  offered  but  this  time 
were  scheduled  to  avoid  being  broken  by  the  Christmas  vacation.  This  too  did  not 
appear  to  be  totally  successful  as  the  Reading  Week  break  became  a  factor  and  the 
two  hours  of  instruction  a  week  required  by  the  shorter  units  were  not  satisfactory  for 
all  participants.  Plans  for  1972-73  will  include  short  and  long  units  with  a  choice  of 
one  or  two  hours  of  instruction  per  week  and  will  now  avoid  being  interrupted  by  the 
Christmas  break  or  Reading  Week. 

These  circumstances  by  no  means  caused  a  lack  of  participation,  as  during  the 
past  year  we  had  over  2,800  actual  registrants  in  the  instructional  programme  and  the 
multiplicity  of  their  involvement  resulted  in  an  instructional  participation  of  over 
7,400.  This  is  almost  3,000  more  than  in  1970-71.  The  staff  of  thirteen  in  the  Depart- 
ment provide  this  instruction  between  the  hours  of  9  a.m.  and  5  p.m.  in  thirty  subject 
areas.  The  diversity  of  activities  offered  ranges  from  Olympics  gymnastics  through 
figure  skating  to  self  defence  and  karate.  In  many  of  the  subjects  two  and  three  levels 
of  skill  can  be  accommodated  in  separate  classes,  and  in  other  areas  all  levels  can  be 
accommodated  in  one.  These  subjects  provide  skill  instruction  for  self  improvement 
in  lifetime  activities.  However,  in  the  aquatics  field  we  do  offer  the  option  of  Red 
Cross  and  Royal  Life  certification.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  future  certification  in  areas 
such  as  gymnastics  and  athletic  injury  can  be  offered  as  well. 

Another  increasing  responsibility  of  the  staff  in  the  area  of  activity  instruction 
has  been  taken  by  the  School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education  for  the  first  time  since 
the  report  of  the  Winegard  Committee  in  1966.  The  Department  staff  this  past  year 
took  on  the  major  responsibility  of  co-ordinating  and  teaching  the  physical  activity 
programme  for  women  in  the  School.  This  has  provided  the  School  with  the  technical 
expertise  of  the  Department  and  reflects  the  possibility  of  further  service  to  other  areas 
of  the  University  community. 

Recreational  activities  are  still  on  an  increase  with  over  1,000  participants  being 
active  this  year.  I  feel  that  the  increase  in  dance  is  worthy  of  particular  mention  as  its 
increase  is  almost  100  per  cent.  The  major  impetus  behind  this  is  probably  due  to  the 
leadership  provided  by  the  Dance  Department  in  establishing  performance  groups 
and  scheduling  formal  dance  presentations  for  the  campus  and  the  general  public. 

Mention  of  these  recreational  activities  does  not  include  the  more  than  4,000 
participants  in  the  summer  programme  in  1971.  This  again  is  an  increase  of  over 
70  per  cent  above  the  year  before.  It  is  felt  that  this  might  be  due  to  the  lifting  of  the 
required  regulation  and  the  eligibility  of  all  women  in  the  University  of  Toronto 
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community  to  participate.  This  seems  to  provide  an  automatic  vehicle  for  summer 
programme  publicity.  With  this  growth,  and  with  an  even  earlier  opening  of  the 
summer  programme  this  spring  due  to  the  release  of  the  gymnasia  from  examinations 
by  mid-May,  an  even  greater  programme  is  anticipated  for  summer  1972.  This, 
coupled  with  the  construction  of  the  new  Robert  Street  tennis  courts,  has  decreased 
some  of  the  former  programming  limitations. 

The  Ontario  Women's  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Association,  evolving  from  several 
other  organizations  as  in  the  case  of  the  men's  intercollegiate  programme,  was  formally 
established  in  1971,  giving  us  opportunity  to  participate  with  18  teams  at  a  provincial 
university  level.  I  proudly  record  that  we  were  successful  in  attaining  eight  champion- 
ships, as  indicated  in  the  listing  below:  Outdoor  Archery  (Championship)  ;  Indoor 
Archery  (Championship)  ;  Badminton  (Championship)  ;  Basketball  -  Senior  (3rd)  ; 
Basketball  -  Intermediate  (2nd)  ;  Curling  (5th)  ;  Fencing  (Championship)  ;  Field 
Hockey  —  Senior  (Championship)  ;  Field  Hockey  —  Intermediate  (3rd)  Figure  Skating 
(3rd)  ;  Gymnastics  (2nd)  ;  Ice  Hockey  (5th)  ;  Skiing  (Disqualified)  ;  Synchronized 
Swimming  (3rd)  ;  Speed  Swimming  &  Diving  (Championship)  ;  Tennis  (Champion- 
ship) ;  Volleyball  -  Senior  (4th)  ;  Volleyball  -  Intermediate  (Championship). 

Of  particular  note  is  the  success  of  the  Field  Hockey  Team,  which  has  a  totally 
unbeaten  record  since  1961,  and  the  Archery  Teams,  which  were  both  successful  in 
once  again  establishing  new  records.  I  would  also  like  to  recognize  our  Gymnastics 
and  Swimming  Teams,  which  were  successful  enough  to  have  named  several  partici- 
pants to  the  Provincial  Team  which  went  to  the  Canadian  Women's  Intercollegiate 
Athletic  Union  National  Championships.  Their  success  there  is  not  as  easy  to  record, 
as  their  contribution  was  through  a  Provincial  team  and  not  as  University  of  Toronto 
representatives  per  se. 

The  University  of  Toronto  is  known  for  its  extensive  men's  intramural  program- 
ming, and  the  extent  of  the  women's  programme,  although  relatively  unknown 
publicly,  is  equally  impressive.  This  year  we  recorded  over  1,400  participants,  and 
in  the  five  team  sports  alone  (basketball,  curling,  field  hockey,  ice  hockey,  and  volley- 
ball) 88  teams  were  entered  by  the  competing  units.  The  success  of  this  programme 
is  attributed  not  only  to  the  leadership  of  Miss  Hill  and  Mrs.  Powell  but  also  to  the 
involvement  of  over  300  students  in  various  administrative  capacities,  such  as  curator, 
manager,  official,  etc.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  excellent  facilities  provided  in  the 
Benson  Building  are  filled  to  capacity  during  the  times  for  intramural  programming. 
It  has  now  become  a  concern  as  to  where  we  can  expand  and  what  other  aspects  of 
the  Department  programme  might  have  to  be  sacrificed  in  order  to  accommodate  an 
increase  in  intramurals. 

The  Benson  Building  is  becoming  increasingly  popular  for  use  by  outside  organi- 
zations. As  this  area  increases,  the  complexity  of  the  building  administration  also 
increases,  and  the  Department,  in  recognizing  a  new  administrative  concern,  has 
reorganized  and  is  now  setting  down  definite  administrative  policies  and  procedures. 
A  committee  of  Chairmen  of  Departments,  i.e.  Aquatics,  Dance,  Gymnastics,  Sports, 
and  Audio- Visual,  not  only  has  taken  on  the  responsibility  of  programme  co-ordina- 
tion but  also  reviews  and  supervises  requests  for  facility  use  and  programming  from 
outside  groups.  It  is  unfortunate  that  we  are  not  able  to  accommodate  all  requests 
that  come  in.  Priorities  of  the  University  naturally  come  first.  Events  that  we  have 
been  able  to  accommodate  are  many  of  the  men's  swim  meets  and  basketball  games, 
special  clinics  offered  by  the  School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education,  meetings  of 
the  Physical  and  Occupational  Therapy  Undergraduate  Association,  athletic  nights 
for  University  College,  New  College,  Dentistry,  Nursing,  Victoria  College,  to  name 
a  few;  summer  course  for  the  women  at  the  College  of  Education,  defensive  driving 
course  for  the  University  of  Toronto  Safety  and  Security  Department.  We  have  had 
to  refuse  some  requests,  or  some  applications  have  been  withdrawn,  such  as  Oppor- 
tunities for  Youth  and  the  Toronto  East  General  Hospital  Swimarama. 

Regretfully  I  record  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Jane  Wilton.  Mrs.  Wilton  in  her  four 
years  here  has  served  the  Department  most  capably  in  the  capacities  of  Sports  Chair- 
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man,  Aquatics  Chairman,  Archery  Coach,  Skiing  Adviser,  and  aquatics,  gymnastics, 
and  sports  instructor. 

As  can  be  seen,  1971-72  has  been  a  busy  year.  It  has  involved  change,  increase 
in  population,  and  increase  in  building  use.  As  this  is  the  type  of  department  with  a 
programme  that  can  be  ever  expanding,  it  must  be  constantly  adaptable.  The  fact  that 
it  can  be  and  in  essence  is  all  these  things  is  due  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  and 
the  assistance  of  maintenance  personnel.  To  all  these  people  I  am  indebted.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE 

CONNAUGHT  MEDICAL  RESEARCH  LABORATORIES 


On  May  5,  1972,  a  statement  was  released  to  the  press  by  Mr.  W.B.  Harris,  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  and  Dr.  J.H.  Sword,  Acting 
President,  to  the  effect  that  an  offer  had  been  received  from  the  Canada  Development 
Corporation  to  purchase  the  Connaught  Medical  Research  Laboratories  as  an  ongoing 
enterprise,  and  that  the  Governors  had  decided  to  proceed  with  the  drawing  up  of 
a  detailed  agreement. 

This  news  was  received  with  mixed  feelings  by  the  staff  of  Connaught.  It  was 
undoubtedly  flattering  to  be  the  first  acquisition  of  this  much  publicized,  newly  estab- 
lished, nationally  financed,  corporation.  Some  felt  pleased  by  the  promise  of  ample 
financial  support  for  research  and  commercial  expansion,  and  most  agreed  that  it 
was  timely  for  Connaught  to  be  separated  administratively  from  the  University. 

One  of  the  reasons  given  in  the  release  for  selling  Connaught  at  this  time  was 
that  "the  University  will  be  unable  to  supply  much  needed  capital  for  the  improve- 
ment of  manufacturing  facilities  and  for  the  desired  acquisition  of  allied  operations." 
To  many  persons  who  know  the  magnitude  of  the  earnings  and  legacies  held  on 
behalf  of  Connaught  by  the  University,  this  reason  was  hard  to  accept.  There  were 
fears  too  that  the  ownership  of  Connaught  by  a  corporation  created  to  establish  profit- 
able commercial  enterprises  in  Canada  would  find  it  difficult  to  maintain  the  character 
of  Connaught  as  an  institution  of  public  service.  The  officers  of  cd.c  have  promised 
to  support  fully  the  research  and  service  functions  of  Connaught,  and  have  demon- 
strated keen  interest  in  the  many  activities  of  Connaught,  all  of  which  bodes  well  for 
the  future. 

It  was  subsequently  announced  that  the  effective  date  of  the  sale  would  be  30 
June,  1972,  but  that  the  closing  date  would  be  some  months  later  following  the  com- 
pletion of  a  financial  audit  and  evaluation  of  assets.  In  the  meantime  the  University 
would  apply  for  an  Ontario  Charter  for  Connaught  Laboratories  Limited  which 
would  be  the  entity  sold  to  the  Canada  Development  Coroporation.  In  the  interim 
between  June  30  and  the  closing  date,  the  Laboratories  would  be  managed  by  a  tem- 
porary committee  consisting  of  two  representatives  of  the  University  and  two  repre- 
sentatives of  CD.C. 

It  is  presumable,  therefore,  that  this  is  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Director  of 
the  Connaught  Medical  Research  Laboratories  of  the  University  of  Toronto.  The 
retiring  Director  offers  his  congratulations  and  warmest  best  wishes  to  his  successor, 
Dr.  R.J.  Wilson,  who  took  office  on  June  1,  1972,  and  whose  title  will  doubtless  be 
changed  after  the  closing  date. 
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Insulin  Anniversary 

The  year  1971  was  observed  in  many  countries  as  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  dis- 
covery of  insulin.  Quite  naturally,  very  extensive  celebrations  of  the  historic  event  took 
place  in  Toronto.  The  local  committee  which  co-ordinated  the  various  commemora- 
tive projects  was  chaired  appropriately  by  our  Associate  Director,  Dr.  A.M.  Fisher. 
All  members  of  the  committee,  and  its  chairman  particularly,  deserve  our  heartiest 
thanks  and  congratulations  for  the  splendidly  conducted  series  of  events  which  they 
organized. 

Three  major  events  took  place  in  Toronto  during  the  week  of  October  25,  1971. 
First  came  a  symposium  on  the  mode  of  action  of  insulin  which  occupied  the  first 
three  days  of  the  week.  A  clinical  conference  on  diabetes  was  held  on  Thursday  and 
Friday,  and  overlapped  somewhat  the  lectures  by  recipients  of  awards  by  the  Gairdner 
Foundation.  All  of  the  latter  were  to  scientists  who  have  contributed  knowledge  about 
insulin  and  its  action.  On  the  Tuesday  evening  of  that  week,  the  University  of  Toronto 
held  a  special  convocation  for  the  double  purpose  of  installing  the  new  Chancellor, 
Dr.  Pauline  McGibbon,  and  of  presenting  honorary  degrees  to  seven  persons  all  of 
whom  were  responsible  for  important  steps  in  the  development  of  insulin  in  its 
present  varied  forms.  Of  the  seven  honorary  graduands,  three  were  veteran  members 
of  the  staff  of  Connaught,  namely  Dr.  R.D.  Defries,  Director  Emeritus;  Dr.  D.A. 
Scott,  Research  Member  Emeritus;  and  Dr.  P.J.  Moloney,  who  is  still  active  with  us 
as  a  consultant. 

Two  other  celebrations  which  were  attended  by  members  of  our  staff  were  held 
in  Indianapolis,  U.S.A.,  and  in  Mont  Gabriel,  Quebec.  The  one  in  Indianapolis  was 
sponsored  by  Eli  Lilly  and  Co.,  and  the  one  in  Quebec  was  sponsored  by  Canadian 
Hoechst  Ltd.  At  the  latter,  Dr.  P.J.  Moloney  gave  a  paper  and  was  presented  with 
a  valuable  award,  the  Best  Prize  for  his  work  on  the  antigenicity  of  insulin. 

It  was  during  the  summer  of  1921  that  Banting  and  Best,  working  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Physiology  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  performed  the  classical  experiments 
which  demonstrated  that  extracts  of  pancreatic  glands  could  lower  the  blood  sugar 
of  depancreatized  animals  and  maintain  them  in  good  health  for  long  periods.  Early 
in  January  1922  the  first  patients  were  treated  with  extracts  made  by  Banting  and 
Best.  The  blood  sugar  was  lowered  as  expected  but  the  treatment  could  not  be 
continued  because  the  extracts  contained  too  much  protein  and  caused  abscesses.  It 
was  at  this  stage  that  the  "Connaught  Antitoxin  Laboratories"  entered  the  picture 
by  providing  space  and  financial  support  for  the  preparation  by  Dr.  Collip  of  more 
purified  extracts  for  further  clinical  trials.  About  this  time,  too,  Charles  H.  Best 
received  his  first  appointment  in  Connaught  to  develop  the  production  of  insulin  on 
a  commercial  scale.  In  May  1922  an  agreement  was  signed  between  the  governors 
of  the  University  of  Toronto  and  Eli  Lilly  &  Co.  providing  for  collaboration  in  the 
production  of  insulin.  Thus  the  resources  of  a  capable  manufacturer  were  made  avail- 
able to  assist  Mr.  Best  and  later  that  year  he  was  joined  by  a  chemist,  Mr.  D.A.  Scott. 

The  first  patent  application  of  importance  was  filed  by  Banting,  Best  and  Collip, 
and  the  rights  were  assigned  to  the  Governors  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  who  estab- 
lished an  Insulin  Committee  to  administer  them.  At  first  Banting  refused  to  participate 
in  any  patent  application.  He  changed  his  mind  when  he  realized  that  if  he  did  not 
participate,  others  could  obtain  patents  in  certain  countries  and  monopolize  the 
product.  Besides  that,  without  control  by  patents  there  would  be  no  control  over  the 
quality  of  the  product,  for  which  no  rigorous  standards  could  be  established  at  that 
time  -  nor  as  it  turned  out,  for  some  years  to  come.  No  department  of  government 
was  qualified  in  those  days  to  undertake  such  a  task.  The  next  important  patent  was 
filed  by  George  Walden  of  Eli  Lilly  &  Co.  on  a  method  to  improve  the  purity  and 
stability  of  insulin.  This  patent  too  was  assigned  to  the  Governors  of  the  University  of 
Toronto.  The  Insulin  Committee  of  the  Governors  established  in  1924  a  laboratory 
to  test  samples  of  insulin  sent  to  them  by  the  various  manufacturers  who  were  licensed 
to  produce  insulin.  The  first  chemist  appointed  to  operate   this  testing  laboratory 
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was  Mr.  M.  D.  Orr.  He  later  joined  the  staff  of  the  Connaught  Laboratories  and  is 
now  retired  as  Assistant  Director  Emeritus.  Over  the  years,  several  patents  for  im- 
proving the  quality  of  insulin  or  the  form  of  its  administration  were  obtained  by 
scientists  on  the  staff  of  Connaught.  All  were  assigned  to  the  Governors  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto.  Some  of  them  earned  substantial  revenues  for  the  University, 
mostly  in  the  form  of  royalties  from  the  U.S.A.  None  of  these  proceeds  went  to  the 
inventors  personally,  and  only  a  few  small  amounts  were  applied  to  specific  research 
projects  in  the  Connaught  Laboratories. 

From  time  to  time  there  has  been  curiosity  and  some  misunderstanding  about 
how  the  proceeds  of  the  insulin  patents  were  spent.  This  is  a  good  time  to  tell  the 
story.  The  Banting,  Best  and  Collip  Patents,  which  expired  in  1940,  brought  about 
$2,400,000  net  to  the  University  and  approximately  one-half  of  this  sum  was  assigned 
to  the  Insulin  Committee  Trust  Fund.  The  income  from  this  fund  was  allocated  to 
support  the  research  in  the  departments  directed  by  Dr.  Banting  and  Dr.  Best  respec- 
tively. The  fifty  per  cent  of  the  annual  royalty  revenue  which  was  not  put  into  the 
Insulin  Committee  Trust  Fund  was  split  three  ways  to  support  the  research  work  of 
Banting,  Best  and  Collip  in  their  respective  departments  and  institutions.  The  patents 
generated  within  Connaught  which  produced  revenue  by  royalties  were  one  by  Scott 
for  the  Crystallization  of  Insulin,  and  one  by  Scott  and  Fisher  relating  to  Protamine 
Zinc  Insulin  and  nph  Insulin.  Both  of  these  lapsed  in  1956  but  for  various  reasons 
the  latter  earned  much  more  revenue  for  disposal  by  the  Insulin  Committee  than  the 
former  -  namely,  about  $150,000  from  the  first  and  about  $4,500,000  from  the  second. 
The  division  of  these  proceeds  followed  the  same  pattern  as  was  established  for  the 
funds  from  the  earlier  patents,  except  that  a  total  of  about  $50,000  was  allocated  at 
different  times  to  specific  researches  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  and  in  the  Connaught 
Laboratories. 

Bacterial  Antigen  Building 

On  October  28  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  University  of  Toronto  approved  a 
contract  to  Inducon  Holdings  Limited  to  construct  a  new  building  for  the  manu- 
facture of  bacterial  vaccines,  toxoids  and  antitoxins.  The  contract  price  is  approxi- 
mately $1,416,000.  The  new  building,  which  is  designated  as  Building  No.  90,  will  be 
situated  east  of  the  Stores  Building,  No.  89,  and  west  of  the  Garage,  Building  No.  61. 
Alterations  to  the  Garage  were  required  to  make  room  for  the  new  building.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  contract  price  of  about  1.4  million  dollars,  there  will  be  other  costs  to 
provide  sewers,  electrical  services,  roads,  landscaping  and  equipment,  so  that  the  full 
cost  will  probably  be  about  1.85  million  dollars. 

One  might  ask  why  it  is  necessary  at  this  time  to  provide  a  new  building  to  make 
products  which  we  have  been  making  successfully  for  many  decades.  The  answer  is 
that  government  requirements  for  the  manufacture  of  all  drugs,  and  biological  prod- 
ucts in  particular,  have  been  getting  more  stringent  every  year.  These  requirements 
relate  not  only  to  the  quality  of  the  products  but  to  the  premises  in  which  they  are 
made. 

There  is  no  question  that  the  vaccines  and  toxoids  made  by  Connaught  are  of  the 
very  best  quality.  This  is  due  to  the  careful  and  skilful  efforts  of  the  staff  who  have 
worked  for  years  under  conditions  which  are  far  from  ideal.  The  buildings  in  which 
they  work  are  anything  but  modern.  Most  of  them  are  forty  or  fifty  years  old  and  some 
are  converted  stables.  Further  modernization  of  these  buildings  has  become  virtually 
impossible  largely  because  of  the  age  of  the  plumbing  and  electrical  services  as  well 
as  the  structural  features,  at  least  while  the  buildings  are  in  use.  The  interruptions  to 
production  and  the  total  cost  would  be  prohibitive.  We  must,  therefore,  have  a  new 
building  acceptable  according  to  the  highest  standards  prescribed  by  the  government 
authorities  in  Canada  and  the  U.S.A.  who  control  these  matters.  Without  new  prem- 
ises we  would  not  be  permitted  indefinitely  to  continue  making  these  products,  which 
are  an  important  source  of  revenue  to  the  Laboratories  and  an  important  contribution 
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to  the  public  health  programmes  of  Canada.  Once  the  production  is  moved  into  the 
new  building,  decisions  will  have  to  be  made  as  to  the  disposal  of  the  old  buildings. 
Most  of  them,  once  they  are  vacated,  can  probably  be  renovated  for  new  uses. 

The  plans  for  Building  90  took  more  than  two  years  to  prepare.  At  several  stages 
they  were  sent  to  the  Food  and  Drug  Directorate  in  Ottawa  for  approval,  as  required 
by  regulation.  They  were  also  sent  to  the  Division  of  Biologies  Standards  in  the  U.S.A., 
since  we  wish  to  maintain  our  access  to  the  U.S.  market  and,  if  possible,  to  increase  our 
sales  there.  The  criticisms  and  suggestions  received  from  both  government  agencies 
were  detailed  and  helpful  but  they  required  many  alterations  to  the  plans  and  un- 
doubtedly added  to  our  costs. 

Animals  for  Research  Act 

In  May  of  this  year  the  controversial  Animals  for  Research  Act  (Bill  194)  was  pro- 
claimed by  the  Ontario  Government  and  became  law.  During  the  two  years  preceding 
its  proclamation  this  piece  of  legislation  was  the  topic  of  much  discussion  both  in  the 
news  media  and  among  various  concerned  groups  who  either  supported  or  opposed 
the  Act.  Most  of  the  public  discussion  centred  around  those  sections  which  would, 
with  certain  exceptions,  make  it  mandatory  for  pounds  to  sell  unclaimed  dogs  and 
cats  to  registered  research  facilities.  The  most  vociferous  objectors  feared  that  stray 
pets  would,  against  the  will  or  knowledge  of  their  owners,  become  subjects  of  medical 
research. 

Under  the  Act  it  is  now  necessary  for  all  research  facilities  to  be  registered.  The 
licensing  authority  is  the  Ontario  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Food  through  its 
Veterinary  Services  Branch.  To  qualify  for  registration  a  research  establishment  must 
meet  certain  minimum  requirements  pertaining  to  the  care,  housing  and  handling  of 
its  experimental  animals.  These  are  specified  in  considerable  detail  in  the  Regulations 
made  under  the  Act,  which  are  published  as  a  22-page  separate  booklet. 

To  ensure  that  the  minimum  requirements  are  being  met  and  to  enforce  the  other 
provisions  of  the  Act  and  Regulations,  a  Chief  and  six  Assistant  Inspectors  have  been 
appointed.  The  Inspectors  have  the  right  of  access  to  any  premises  where  experimental 
animals  are  held  and  will  be  visiting  institutions  such  as  Connaught  regularly  but 
unannounced.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Inspector,  an  institution  is  not  complying  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Act,  its  licence,  after  due  process,  may  be  revoked.  In  such  an 
event,  the  institution  has  the  right  of  appeal  to  a  Review  Board  established  under 
the  Act. 

One  of  the  more  significant  provisions  of  Bill  194  is  the  requirement  for  the 
establishment  of  an  Animal  Care  Committee  for  each  research  facility.  The  terms  of 
reference  for  this  Committee  are:  To  co-ordinate  and  review  (a)  the  activities  and 
procedures  relating  to  the  care  of  animals,  (b)  the  standards  of  care  and  facilities  for 
animals,  (c)  the  training  and  qualifications  of  personnel  who  are  engaged  in  the 
care  of  animals  and  (d)  the  procedures  for  the  prevention  of  unnecessary  pain,  includ- 
ing the  use  of  anaesthetics  and  analgesics. 

The  Animal  Care  Committee  is  also  required  to  review,  approve  and  record  the 
procedures  proposed  for  all  research  projects  and  routine  tests  involving  the  use  of 
animals.  In  reviewing  such  projects  and  tests,  the  Committee  concerns  itself  not  with 
the  relative  merits  or  protocol  of  the  test  or  experiment,  but  with  the  standards  of 
care  of  the  animals  and  manner  in  which  they  will  be  handled.  Its  responsibility  is 
also  to  ensure  that  the  animals  are  not  subjected  to  unnecessary  pain,  that  anaesthetics 
and  analgesics  are  used  whenever  necessary  and  that  the  individuals  doing  the  animal 
work  have  the  necessary  qualifications  and  experience. 

Under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  M.J.  Walcroft  the  Animal  Care  Committee  has 
performed  its  tasks  thoroughly  and  conscientiously,  and  has  co-operated  fully  with  the 
Inspectors  of  the  Ontario  Department  of  Agriculture.  Although  it  was  not  the  intention 
of  the  Act  to  hinder  the  work  of  Connaught,  it  has  caused  us  much  expense  and  frustra- 
tion because  for  many  months  the  Department  refused  to  grant  us  an  exemption 
permitted  by  the  Act,  to  allow  us  to  purchase  litters  of  young  animals  from  farmers, 
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in  order  to  test  the  vaccines,  which  we  prepare  to  protect  cats  and  dogs  against  several 
different  diseases. 

Equine  Encephalitis  (VEE  and  WEE) 

Two  forms  of  "brain  fever"  affecting  horses  are  currently  of  interest  to  the  Labora- 
tories. The  form  most  recently  in  the  news  is  Venezuelan  Equine  Encephalitis  (vee). 

Last  year  we  read  of  an  epidemic  among  horses  in  Mexico  and  then  in  horses 
in  South  Western  United  States  but  mostly  in  Texas.  The  cause  is  a  virus  carried  by 
mosquitoes.  The  disease  in  horses  is  devastating.  Some  four  hundred  died  in  Texas 
last  summer  representing  over  eighty  per  cent  of  those  which  showed  clinical  signs  of 
the  disease.  Humans  can  contract  the  disease  too,  but  fortunately  in  them  it  is  usually 
mild  without  serious  after  effects.  Nevertheless,  it  so  happened  that  a  vaccine  for 
human  use  had  been  prepared  by  the  National  Drug  Co.  under  a  contract  from  the 
U.S.  Government,  using  a  live  attenuated  virus.  In  short  order  it  was  found  to  be 
effective  and  safe  for  use  in  horses  and  during  last  summer,  several  million  horses 
in  the  U.S.A.  were  vaccinated.  As  of  last  year  no  cases  were  reported  north  of  Texas. 
The  question  remained,  however,  whether  mosquitoes  could  carry  the  disease  into 
the  mid-western  states  and  into  Canada.  Canadian  horse  owners  were  greatly  con- 
cerned not  only  because  of  the  possible  spread  of  the  disease  into  Canada  but  because 
all  horses  going  from  Canada  into  the  U.S.A.  (and  many  do  cross  the  border  for 
competitions,  racing  and  exhibitions)  must  be  vaccinated  against  vee.  At  the  request 
of  the  Federal  Department  of  Agriculture,  Connaught  undertook  to  supply  100,000 
doses  before  the  end  of  April  1972,  using  the  virus  strain  obtained  from  the  U.S.A. 
by  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  vaccine  was  produced  and  made  available 
for  sale  on  time. 

The  other  kind  of  equine  brain  fever  is  known  as  Western  Equine  Encephalitis 
(wee)  .  In  contrast  to  vee,  wee  is  of  greatest  concern  because  of  its  disastrous  effects 
on  humans  who  contract  the  disease.  The  after  effect  on  those  who  survive  may  be 
permanent  brain  damage.  The  most  extensive  epidemic  occurred  in  1941  during 
which  some  3,000  cases  were  reported  mainly  in  Saskatchewan,  Minnesota  and  North 
Dakota.  The  mortality  in  this  epidemic  ranged  from  8  to  15  per  cent  and  permanent 
after  effects  were  all  too  frequent.  Subsequent  outbreaks  have  been  less  severe  but 
have  been  sufficiently  serious  to  perpetuate  concern,  particularly  in  Saskatchewan. 
At  the  request  of  the  public  health  authorities  in  Saskatchewan,  Connaught  started 
in  1967  to  develop  an  inactivated  vaccine  for  human  use  with  the  costs  defrayed  in 
part  by  public  health  research  grants  from  the  Federal  Government. 

The  first  vaccines  were  released  for  clinical  trials  in  Saskatchewan  in  the  spring 
of  1971.  Very  encouraging  results  in  terms  of  antibody  responses  in  human  volunteers 
were  obtained.  In  April  1972  lots  were  produced  with  about  four  times  the  concentra- 
tion of  the  1971  lots,  and  are  being  tried  in  Saskatchewan  with  different  schedules 
of  dosage.  Work  is  continuing  on  testing  the  compatibility  of  this  vaccine  in  a  combina- 
tion with  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  Toxoids  and  Pertussis  Vaccine. 

These  two  examples  of  development  of  vaccines  for  somewhat  similar  diseases 
illustrate  the  different  problem  involved  in  the  development  of  vaccines  for  animals 
as  compared  with  those  for  humans.  The  first  point  is  the  great  reluctance  to  introduce 
a  new  live  virus  vaccine  for  use  in  humans.  Even  the  suggestion  of  a  possible  casualty 
is  too  much  to  contemplate.  The  second  difference  is  in  the  length  of  time  and  great 
expense  involved  in  getting  vaccines  tested  to  the  point  of  the  first  tentative  clinical 
trials  in  human,  as  compared  with  the  time  lag  for  veterinary  vaccines.  This  is  not 
to  suggest  that  standards  for  veterinary  vaccines  are  lax.  They  are  stringent  enough 
in  most  cases,  and  are  becoming  more  rigorous  every  year. 

Smallpox  Eradication 

Since  1967  Dr.  R.J.  Wilson  and  Dr.  P.  Fenje  have  added  to  the  renown  of  the  Labora- 
tories by  their  participation  in  the  programme  for  the  eradication  of  smallpox,  spon- 
sored by  the  Pan  American  Health  Organization.  During  this  time  Drs.  Wilson  and 
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Fenje  have  contributed  notably  to  the  improvement  of  the  quality  of  smallpox  vaccine 
produced  in  several  countries  in  South  America,  by  their  visits  to  the  producing 
laboratories,  by  testing  samples  of  vaccine  sent  to  Canada,  and  by  training  many 
scientists  from  South  America  in  modern  methods  of  production.  Their  efforts  have 
been  strikingly  successful  in  that  since  April  1971  there  have  been  no  cases  of  smallpox 
reported  in  South  America.  The  benefits  in  international  goodwill  have  been  equally 
striking. 

Antilymphocyte  Globulin 

Antilymphocyte  globulin  prepared  by  the  method  of  Dr.  S.  Wilson  is  now  being  dis- 
tributed to  clinical  investigators  in  Canada  designated  by-  the  Medical  Research 
Council  for  trials  as  an  adjunct  to  other  immunosuppressive  treatment  in  the  manage- 
ment of  patients  receiving  kidney  transplants.  It  was  gratifying  to  read  in  the  Medical 
Post  of  4  April  1972  praise  by  Sir  Peter  Medawar,  the  man  whose  work  was  most 
responsible  for  the  interest  in  Antilymphocyte  Serum.  He  predicted  that,  thanks  to 
the  programme  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  and  the  Connaught  Laboratories, 
Canada  will  produce  the  first  clinically  usable  als.  We  would  be  inclined  to  say  that 
the  prediction  had  already  been  fulfilled. 

Retirements 

On  June  28,  1972,  Dr.  J.H.  Sword,  the  Acting  President,  and  Mr.  J.E.  Brent,  Chairman 
of  the  Connaught  Committee,  were  hosts  at  a  dinner  in  honour  of  Dr.  J.K.W.  Ferguson 
the  retiring  Director,  and  Dr.  A.M.  Fisher  the  retiring  Associate  Director.  It  was  a 
most  enjoyable  occasion  and  an  expression  of  appreciation  for  long  years  of  service  to 
the  University  for  which  the  guests  of  honour  wish  to  express  their  deep  gratitude. 

The  retirement  this  year  of  another  senior  member  of  the  staff  should  be  noted 
at  this  time.  Dr.  C.E.  Dolman  was  from  1935  to  1963  in  charge  of  the  Western 
Division  of  the  Connaught  Laboratories.  After  the  disestablishment  of  the  Division, 
he  retained  his  appointment  as  Research  Member"  (part  time)  of  Connaught,  and 
continued  to  add  to  the  lustre  of  the  Laboratories  by  his  research,  his  many  publica- 
tions on  the  history  of  microbiology,  and  by  his  services  to  the  Royal  Society  of  Canada 
of  which  he  was  President  in  1969-70.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE 
UNIVERSITY  OF  TORONTO  PRESS 

The  University  of  Toronto  Press  has  been  offered  funds  by  Unesco  to  convene  an 
international  conference  on  scholarly  publishing.  With  supplementary  grants  from 
the  Canadian  government  and  the  Association  of  American  University  Presses,  this 
conference  has  been  planned  for  October  10-13,  1972.  Presses  from  a  widely  repre- 
sentative group  of  universities  in  Asia,  Africa  and  Europe  have  received  invitations 
to  participate,  and  almost  all  have  accepted. 

Last  January  the  Press  brought  together  the  administrative  heads  of  all  Cana- 
dian institutions  that  conduct  their  own  scholarly  publishing  programmes  for  a  meet- 
ing with  the  Publications  Policy  Committee  of  the  Humanities  Research  Council  of 
Canada  and  the  Social  Science  Research  Council  of  Canada.  It  is  of  interest  that 
no  fewer  than  eleven  Canadian  university  presses,  both  French  and  English,  attended 
-  a  somewhat  larger  group  of  academic  publishers  than  many  persons  may  realize 
exists  in  this  country.  The  need  for  increased  collateral  subsidies  for  scholarly  publish- 
ing from  both  Councils  was  graphically  illustrated  with  historical  statistics  drawn 
from  our  own  publishing  experience.  These  indicated  that  the  University  of  Toronto 
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Press  has  recently  been  furnishing  budgeted  subsidies  to  scholarly  publishing  (including 
books  and  journals)  amounting  to  $200,000  per  annum,  having  generated  these  funds 
wholly  from  its  other  operations  without  direct  or  indirect  subsidy  from  the  parent 
institution.  However,  although  this  level  of  support  has  been  maintained  for  several 
years,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  increase  it  as  production  costs  have  continued  to 
rise,  and  indeed  the  likelihood  of  a  serious  diminution  in  the  capability  of  the  Press 
to  continue  its  support  at  all  was  shown  to  be  real.  These  trends  were  corroborated 
by  the  fact  that  a  sharp  increase  in  the  number  of  scholarly  manuscripts  submitted  in 
the  past  ten  years  had  been  parallelled  by  an  equally  rapid  decrease  in  the  absolute 
number  which  the  Press  had  been  able  to  accept  and  subsidize.  Other  Canadian 
scholarly  publishers  reported  similar  problems.  Subsequent  to  the  meeting,  the  presses 
were  advised  that  increased  assistance  would  be  offered  in  the  future  by  the  Councils 
on  an  ad  hoc  basis.  However,  it  remains  evident  that  there  will  be  a  continuing  short- 
fall in  the  funds  required  to  support  Canadian  scholarly  publishing  at  a  level  consistent 
with  the  academic  merit  of  work  being  done,  even  if  there  is  no  net  diminution  in 
resources  available.  This  subject  is  commented  upon  further  later  in  this  report. 

A  significant  result  of  this  first  meeting  of  this  country's  scholarly  publishers  was 
a  decision  to  establish  an  Association  of  Canadian  University  Presses.  The  usefulness 
of  a  co-ordinated  approach  to  the  various  government  programmes  of  assistance  to 
book  publishing,  federal  as  well  as  provincial,  has  since  become  increasingly  clear. 
For  example,  a  project  to  mount  Canadian  Book  Centres  abroad,  supported  financially 
by  the  Department  of  Industries,  Trade  and  Commerce,  has  led  to  the  formation  of 
committees  made  up  of  equal  numbers  of  representatives  of  the  Canadian  Book 
Publishers'  Council,  the  Independent  Publishers  Association,  and  the  newly  formed 
Association  of  Canadian  University  Presses.  Other  areas  of  joint  action  will  probably 
include  representation  at  displays  in  Canada  and  abroad,  co-operative  regional  ware- 
houses and  shipping  centres,  and  co-ordination  of  public  relations  programmes 
generally. 

Under  the  International  Book  Year  programme,  a  grant  of  $25,000  to  the  Cana- 
dian Books  in  Print  Committee  to  make  possible  the  preparation  of  a  subject  guide 
for  this  annual  reference  work  has  been  approved.  The  editor  of  this  project  is  Harald 
Bohne,  Assistant  Director  of  the  Press,  which  acts  as  publisher  for  the  committee.  This 
subject  guide  will  facilitate  the  first  full  scale  joint  cataloguing  projects  on  behalf 
of  Canadian  books  of  all  publishers. 

The  Press  has  been  represented  on  several  occasions  in  submissions  to  the  Royal 
Commission  on  Book  Publishing,  of  which  the  Director  is  one  of  the  three  members. 
Senior  members  of  the  Press  staff  have  contributed  to  an  important  volume  of  Back- 
ground Papers  scheduled  for  publication  by  the  Commission  in  the  summer  of  1972, 
and  have  assisted  the  work  of  that  body  in  many  other  ways. 

The  Press  was  represented  at  the  triennial  congress  of  the  International  Publishers' 
Association  in  Paris  in  May,  at  which  the  Director  gave  a  paper  on  "The  Free  Flow 
of  Semi-Manufactured  Books."  Discussions  were  pursued  with  Unesco  regarding  the 
International  Conference  on  Scholarly  Publishing  mentioned  above,  and  widespread 
interest  in  the  Press's  unique  journal  Scholarly  Publishing,  edited  by  the  Associate 
Director,  Eleanor  Harman,  was  displayed  during  the  Paris  meetings. 

Publication  of  Volume  X  of  the  Dictionary  of  Canadian  Biography / Dictionnaire 
biographique  du  Canada,  dealing  with  Canadians  who  died  in  the  1870s,  was  an- 
nounced at  a  special  lancement  in  the  Public  Archives  in  Ottawa,  on  April  14.  This 
is  the  third  volume  to  be  issued,  and  like  other  volumes  in  the  set  it  has  been  edited 
and  published  in  French  and  English  editions.  Volumes  I  and  II  have  already  been 
published,  and  the  preparation  and  publication  of  Volumes  III  to  IX  will  be  spread 
over  the  next  several  years.  The  Press  was  especially  pleased  by  the  announcement  of 
the  appointment  of  Francess  Halpenny,  General  Editor  of  the  Dictionary,  as  Dean 
of  the  Faculty  of  Library  Science  effective  July  1,  1972.  For  the  present,  Dean 
Halpenny  will  also  continue  as  General  Editor  of  the  Dictionary  of  Canadian  Biog- 
raphy J Dictionnaire  biographique  du  Canada. 
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During  the  year  the  University  of  Toronto  Press  won  no  fewer  than  nineteen 
awards  for  book  design  at  shows  in  Canada  and  abroad,  including  the  American 
Institute  of  Graphic  Arts,  the  Chicago  Book  Clinic,  the  Royal  Canadian  Academy  of 
Arts,  Graphica  71,  and  the  International  Exhibition  of  Book  Design  at  Leipzig.  The 
awards  at  Leipzig  covered  book  design  throughout  the  world  during  the  past  five 
years,  and  included  a  second  gold  medal  for  the  Economic  Atlas  of  Ontario  edited 
by  W.G.  Dean  and  designed  by  Allan  Fleming  and  Geoffrey  Matthews.  In  1970,  this 
work  had  been  awarded  first  prize  at  Leipzig  in  the  "Most  Beautiful  Book  in  the  World" 
competition  of  that  year. 

Eleanor  Harman  was  elected  Vice-President  of  the  Association  of  American 
University  Presses  at  its  annual  meeting  in  South  Bend,  Indiana,  in  June,  and  several 
other  staff  members  assumed  committee  assignments  in  this  professional  association, 
which  is  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the  world  and  comprises  about  seventy-five  scholarly 
presses  in  North  America  as  well  as  in  several  overseas  countries. 

An  unusual  and  potentially  important  publishing  project  was  initiated  by  the 
University  of  Toronto  Press  during  the  year,  known  as  the  Scholarly  Reprint  Series. 
Under  this  programme,  valuable  out-of-print  titles  from  the  Press's  backlist,  for  which 
a  small  but  continuing  demand  exists,  can  be  reprinted  in  extremely  small  editions 
and  made  available  in  high  quality,  uniform  bindings.  The  techniques  used,  which 
were  developed  at  Toronto  for  the  purpose,  permit  editions  as  small  as  fifty  copies 
to  be  produced  to  sell  at  competitive  library  reprint  prices.  By  the  end  of  the  year, 
no  fewer  than  thirty  titles  had  thus  been  brought  back  into  print  in  economically  small 
editions,  and  many  more  books  are  candidates  for  inclusion  in  the  programme. 

A  continuing  study  of  the  changing  technology  in  typographic  composition  cul- 
minated this  spring  in  policy  decisions  which  have  important  implications  for  the 
Press's  future  typesetting  capacity  and  costs.  It  has  been  decided  to  install  immediately 
Variable  Input  Photosetter  equipment  with  programmable  computer  input,  which 
will  be  capable  of  generating  all  existing  Linotype  faces  in  camera-ready  form  for 
offset  printing,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  first  units  of  this  new  system  will  be  in 
operation  at  the  Downsview  Division  this  autumn.  A  major  re-training  programme 
for  personnel  has  been  in  progress  for  some  months,  and  the  Press  has  been  fortunate 
in  being  able  to  rely  on  an  expert  composing  room  staff  in  the  major  transition  that 
is  involved. 

The  year's  most  important  developments  have  resulted  from  the  Press's  increasing 
difficulty  in  financing  scholarly  publishing  at  Toronto,  a  condition  that  has  been 
frequently  anticipated  in  reports  to  meetings  of  the  Press  Committee  and  the  Advisory 
Committee  during  recent  years.  A  substantial  proportion  of  the  Press's  fixed  overheads 
have  been  supported  by  revenues  from  the  printing  department,  chiefly  from  mathe- 
matical and  technical  printing  which  the  Press  has  produced  for  many  years  for 
agencies  of  the  federal  government.  For  reasons  outside  the  Press's  control  a  large  part 
of  this  work  was  last  autumn  transferred  to  commercial  printers  who  had  installed  the 
necessary  specialized  typesetting  equipment.  The  resulting  reduction  in  chargeable 
hours,  and  other  increases  in  expenses  also  beyond  the  Press's  control,  seriously  reduced 
the  funds  available  for  continued  subsidization  of  scholarly  publishing.  The  Press  must 
make  regular  provision  for  capital  reinvestment  in  its  own  inventories  and  production 
equipment,  at  least  to  the  level  of  minimum  requirements  established  in  the  long-range 
forecasts  on  which  its  publishing  and  other  development  and  renewal  programmes 
are  based.  Consequently  it  was  decided  that  the  operating  budget  for  1972-73  could 
contain  no  provision  for  further  subsidization  of  scholarly  book  and  journal  publishing. 
Although  execution  of  editorial  work  in  progress  would  have  maintained  a  significant 
output  of  subsidized  publishing  for  some  while,  this  meant  that  no  new  commitments 
to  publish  could  be  made,  except  for  works  which  were  expected  to  return  their  own 
costs.  While  it  is  true  that  a  majority  of  Press  publications  no  longer  require  internal 
subsidization,  the  many  which  do  are  without  exception  important  works  of  scholar- 
ship, and  the  prospect  of  having  to  suspend  so  important  an  academic  service  was 
faced  with  utmost  reluctance.  The  unreserved  encouragement  which  the  publishing 
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and  other  programmes  of  the  Press  has  received  from  the  Board  of  Governors  over 
the  years  was  emulated  by  the  policy  decision  taken  by  that  body  in  the  light  of  the 
situation  which  had  developed.  At  its  meeting  on  May  4  it  considered  the  final  report 
of  its  Press  Committee,  chaired  by  the  Honourable  Daniel  A.  Lang,  and  approved 
the  recommendation  "that  the  University  of  Toronto  Press  be  advised  that  scholarly 
publishing  will  be  maintained  through  1973-74  at  approximately  its  present  level"  and 
"that  studies  should  be  initiated  to  determine  future  policies  and  mechanisms  on  a 
long-term  basis."  This  decision  of  the  University  to  participate  directly,  if  it  is  neces- 
sary, in  the  financing  of  scholarly  publishing  for  at  least  the  next  two  years  raises  new 
hope  that  the  high  reputation  of  Toronto  as  an  academic  publishing  centre  will  not 
diminish  in  the  future.  It  remains  for  the  designated  agencies  of  the  new  Governing 
Council  to  undertake  the  proposed  study  of  long-term  policies  and  mechanisms  that 
may  ensure  the  realization  of  this  hope.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  VICE-PRESIDENT 
(NON-ACADEMIC) 


There  has  been  a  change  in  the  format  of  our  financial  statements.  Heretofore,  the 
University  presented  one  balance  sheet  consisting  of  three  sections:  (a)  an  operating 
account,  (b)  capital  account,  and,  (c)  trust  accounts.  This  year  -  for  the  first  time  - 
the  University  is  presenting  three  separate  balance  sheets  respecting  the  three  sections 
noted  above.  Supporting  schedules  are  related  to  their  respective  balance  sheets.  We 
hope  that  this  new  format  will  assist  in  the  understanding  of  our  affairs. 

With  the  assistance  of  our  Auditors,  the  normal  financial  statements  have  been 
greatly  condensed  for  the  purposes  of  this  report.  Our  intent  is  to  increase  the  interest 
and  understanding  of  the  very  complex  financial  operations  of  the  University. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  our  1971-72  fiscal  period  covered  only  a  ten-month 
period,  July  1,  1971  to  April  30,  1972.  This  change  of  year-end  requested  by  the 
Provincial  Government  is  an  unnatural  year-end  which  has  increased  substantially  the 
complexity  and  paperwork  involved  in  budgeting  because  the  staff  appointment  year 
still  logically  commences  on  July  1st. 

Operating  Income  and  Expense 

The  Provincial  Government  provides  approximately  80%  of  our  operating  revenues 
exclusive  of  revenues  received  for  assisted  research,  debenture  interest  and  the  income 
of  operating  departments.  The  major  portion  of  Provincial  assistance  arises  under  a 
formula  grant  system  wherein  the  weighted  student  enrolment  (basic  income  units)  is 
multiplied  by  the  value  given  to  the  basic  income  unit  which  is  established  annually 
by  the  Provincial  Government.  The  value  of  the  b.i.u.  for  1971-72  was  $1730  -  a 
relatively  small  increase  of  4.85%  over  the  value  in  1970-71  of  $1650.  In  the  previous 
year,  the  increase  amounted  to  6.04%.  The  current  increase  was  consistent  with  the 
Provincial  Government's  intent  to  exercise  fiscal  restraint  on  the  allocation  of  funds  for 
post-secondary  education.  Another  facet  of  the  stringent  financial  climate  was  the 
decision  in  January  1971,  by  the  Provincial  Government,  to  reduce  its  support  for 
graduate  students  as  a  means  of  controlling  graduate  enrolment.  The  4.85  %  increase 
in  the  value  of  the  income  unit  fell  short  of  meeting  increased  costs  of  the  St.  George 
Campus.  Budget  reductions  were  necessary.  The  original  estimates  for  1971-72  covered 
the  normal  12-month  period  and  forecast  a  deficit  of  $1,056,000.  Later  in  the  year,  the 
Government  requested  that  the  year-end  be  changed  from  June  30th  to  April  30th  but 
agreed  to  pay  85%  of  the  original  12-month  grant  whereas,  on  a  time  basis,  ten  months 
would  be  the  equivalent  of  83.3%.  It  was  also  decided  that  we  would  include  the  full 
income  from  student  fees  in  the  ten-month  period.  These  two  factors  accounted  for  the 
fact  that  the  revised  estimates  for  the  ten-month  period  to  April  30th,  1972  forecast 
a  deficit  of  only  $57,000.  Another  very  favourable  factor  -  contributing  $1.2  million 
of  unexpected  revenue  -  was  the  third-term  count  of  graduate  students  which  sub- 
stantially exceeded  our  forecast.  For  the  ten-month  period  ended  April  30th,  the  St. 
George  Campus  operations  resulted  in  a  surplus  of  $2,112,000,  Scarborough  College 
had  a  surplus  of  $279,000  and  Erindale  College  had  a  deficit  of  $67,000  -  a  total 
combined  operating  surplus  of  $2,324,000.  Scarborough  and  Erindale  Colleges  con- 
tinued to  be  eligible  to  draw  supplementary  grants  as  emerging  institutions.  The 
pattern  of  expenditures  was  consistent  with  prior  years.

Enrolment 

The  enrolment  increase  of  full-time  students  in  1971-72  was  only  2.1%  over  the 
previous  year's  figures,  with  Scarborough  and  Erindale  Colleges  accounting  for  the 
increase.  After  a  decade  of  substantial  annual  increases  on  the  St.  George  Campus,  the 
full-time  enrolment  has  now  virtually  levelled  off.  By  comparison,  the  average  annual 
increase  from  1960  to  1969  had  been  7.5%.  There  is,  however,  a  marked  growth  in 
part-time  enrolment  which  increased  by  20.0%  over  the  previous  year. 

Scarborough  College,  in  its  seventh  year,  enrolled  2,048  full-time  and   1,050 
part-time  students.  Erindale  College's  fifth  year  figures  were  1,893  and  705  respectively.

The  Statement  B-2  of  the  attached  financial  statements  gives  the  sources  of  these 
capital  funds.  Of  the  $18,585,700  expended  on  buildings,  the  Province  provided 
$15,650,000.  In  so  far  as  the  St.  George  Campus  is  concerned,  the  University  has  had 
no  entitlement  for  capital  funds  for  new  buildings  since  the  imposition  of  the  Provincial 
capital  formula.  The  Province  continues  to  fund  non-formula  items  such  as  utility 
expansion  and  land  acquisitions,  and  the  Humanities  and  Social  Sciences  Research  Li- 
brary which  was  approved  before  the  inception  of  the  capital  formula.  During  the  year, 
the  University  was  entitled  to  approximately  $1.3  million  of  provincial  capital  funds  for 
the  renewal  and  refurbishing  of  existing  buildings..  Due  to  the  age  of  many  of  our 
buildings,  such  as  University  College,  the  Mining  Building,  the  Sandford  Fleming 
Building,  to  name  only  a  few,  there  is  a  substantial  amount  of  renovation  required  in 
order  to  meet  fire  marshal  standards  and  reasonable  standards  of  lighting,  heating  and 
ventilation.  The  present  level  of  entitlement  of  renovation  money  is  quite  inadequate 
and  the  University  continues  to  lose  ground  in  so  far  as  the  quality  of  its  existing  physical 
plant  is  concerned. 

At  Scarborough,  a  contract  was  let  for  the  second  phase  of  College  construction 
and  work  is  proceeding  satisfactorily.  At  Erindale,  the  Laboratory  and  Research 
Building  was  completed  and  occupied  during  the  year,  and  a  new  contract  was  let 
for  the  Library  and  Lecture  Theatre  Building. 

Trust  and  Endowed  Funds 

During  the  period,  benefactions  totalling  $17,398,000  were  received  as  Expendable 

Funds,  and  benefactions  of  $1,154,000  were  received  as  additional  Endowed  Funds. 

Income  earned  on  Endowed  Funds  totalled  $1,775,000  and  the  income  earned  on 

Expendable  Funds  totalled  $631,000  of  which  $400,000  was  credited  to  General 

Revenue. 

Until  the  new  University  of  Toronto  Act  came  into  force,  the  University  had  been 
restricted  in  its  investment  powers.  Trusts  and  bequests  which  were  given  to  the 
University  in  the  form  of  equity  securities  had  to  remain  separately  invested  with  the 
result  that  the  University  was  managing  more  than  one  hundred  separate  funds.  With 
the  new  Act,  and  with  the  advice  of  our  Legal  Counsel,  we  were  able  to  pool  -  for 
investment  purposes  only  -  most  of  the  trust  funds  in  our  hands.  With  this  enlarged 
pool,  and  the  power  to  trade  in  equity  securities,  the  University's  Investment  Counsels 
have  a  better  opportunity  to  achieve  growth  within  our  Endowed  Funds.  This  pooling 
was  given  effect  as  of  April  30th,  1972  and  is  commented  on  in  the  Auditors'  note  3(d) 
of  the  condensed  financial  statements.

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NOTES  TO  CONDENSED  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

TEN-MONTH  PERIOD  ENDED  APRIL  30,  1972 


1  The  University  has  changed  its  fiscal  year-end,  at  the  request  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  from  June  30  to  April  30;  consequently,  these  financial  statements  include 
the  results  of  operations  of  the  University  for  the  ten  month  period  ended  April  30,  1972. 

The  format  of  the  financial  statements  has  been  changed  in  1972  by  grouping  the 
statements  into  three  sections,  current  operating  fund,  capital  funds,  and  trust  and  en- 
dowment funds,  in  order  to  more  clearly  distinguish  each  section. 

2  The  financial  statements  do  not  include  the  income  or  expense  of  the  following 
related  organizations,  or  their  assets  and  liabilities  (except  to  the  extent  that  net  assets 
held  for  The  College  of  Education  and  the  Parking  Authority  are  included  in  the 
current  operating  fund,  the  land  and  buildings  used  by  certain  of  the  organizations 
are  included  in  the  capital  funds  balance  sheet  and  securities  owned  by  them  are  held 
for  safekeeping),  as  the  net  assets  and  results  of  operations  of  these  organizations  are 
held  to  further  the  continuing  activities  of  their  respective  operating  areas:

$27,600,000.  The  University  has  agreed  with  the  Canada  Development  Corporation  to 
sell  as  at  June  30,  1972  the  net  assets  and  operations  of  Connaught  excluding  cash, 
investments  and  certain  real  property  for  a  price  which  approximates  their  net  book 
value.  The  total  sale  proceeds  will  represent  an  increase  in  the  endowment  of  the 
University. 

3  (a)  Investments  held  for  the  current  operating  fund,  the  capital  funds  and  pooled 
expendable  trust  funds  are  shown  at  amortized  cost  plus  accrued  interest. 

(b)  Investments  held  for  specific  trust  funds  are  shown  at  cost,  or  values  assigned 
at  acquisition,  less  amortization  to  par  value  at  maturity. 

(c)  When  fixed  income  investments  held  for  specific  endowed  trust  funds  and 
pooled  expendable  trust  funds  are  sold  to  permit  reinvestment,  any  profit  or  loss  on 
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sale  is  amortized  according  to  the  maturity  dates  of  the  securities  sold.  The  unamortized 
balances  of  such  profits  and  losses  are  included  with  the  book  value  of  investments, 
(d)  In  prior  years  the  pooled  investments  held  for  endowed  trust  funds  were  shown 
at  amortized  cost  plus  accrued  interest,  adjusted  as  in  (c)  above.  Effective  April  30, 
1972  the  University  combined  in  a  new  endowed  trust  funds  investment  pool  certain 
of  the  investments  held  for  specific  endowed  trust  funds  with  previously  pooled  invest- 
ments held  for  endowed  trust  funds.  The  investments  in  this  new  pool  are  to  be  carried 
in  the  accounts  at  market  value.  The  decrease  in  the  carrying  value  of  the  investments 
resulting  from  this  change  as  at  April  30,  1972  is  $1,111,000,  which  has  been  applied 
against  the  trust  funds  specifically  affected. 

Effective  May  1,  1972,  the  University  adopted  the  principle  of  determining  the 
"total  return"  on  the  new  investment  pool  (including  both  realized  and  unrealized 
capital  appreciation  on  equity  investments  as  well  as  interest  and  dividend  income) 
and  allocating  such  return  between  distributable  income  and  a  capital  increment 
designed  to  maintain  and  safeguard  capital. 

4  The  book  values  of  buildings  and  equipment  at  St.  George  Campus  and  at  Scar- 
borough and  Erindale  Colleges  are  recorded  in  the  capital  funds  balance  sheet  on  the 
basis  of  estimated  replacement  cost,  as  determined  at  June  30,  1970  by  University 
officials  for  the  triennial  insurance  valuation,  with  subsequent  additions  at  cost. 

Land  is  valued  substantially  at  cost. 

In  accordance  with  the  University's  normal  practice,  the  statement  of  current 
operating  income  and  expense  does  not  include  a  charge  for  depreciation  of  capital 
assets,  but  it  does  include  charges  of  $5,796,000  (1971:  $5,440,000)  for  additional 
or  replacement  equipment  which,  together  with  the  cost  of  acquisition  of  new  pro- 
perties and  of  construction  and  initial  equipping  of  new  or  rehabilitated  buildings, 
has  been  added  to  fixed  asset  accounts  under  capital  fund  assets. 

5  The  estimated  cost  to  complete  land  acquisitions  in  process  and  to  complete  buildings 
under  construction  at  April  30,  1972  (including  commitments  for  equipment)  is 
$24,000,000  (1971:  $38,350,000).  The  projects  involved  have  government  approval 
and,  therefore,  will  qualify  for  substantial  government  financial  assistance. 

6  Expenditures  and  provisions  for  (a)  major  maintenance  and  renovations  and  (b) 
sundry  specific  projects  are  accounted  for  by  (i)  charging  costs  of  this  nature  actually 
incurred  against  income  for  that  year  and  (ii)  appropriating  a  portion  of  net  income 
as  reserves  earmarked  for  expenditure  in  future  years.  As  expenditures  covered  by 
reserves  are  incurred  and  charged  against  net  income,  the  corresponding  portion  of  the 
reserves  is  released  by  a  credit  back  to  unappropriated  net  income. 

7  At  June  30,  1970,  the  unfunded  past  service  liability  of  the  University  pension  plan 
was  estimated  at  $3,496,000  by  actuarial  consultants.  The  provision  towards  funding 
this  liability,  based  on  an  earlier  estimate  of  the  unfunded  liability,  amounted  to 
$729,000  in  1972  (1971:  $875,000). 

8  Comparative  figures  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1971  have  been  adapted  in  certain 
instances  to  conform  with  the  classification  of  accounts  used  for  the  ten  month  period 
ended  April  30,  1972.
